Organization of Journal: Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. The 
resumes provide descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes 
appear in a ‘‘Document Section’ and are numbered sequentially by an accession number 
beginning with the prefix ED (ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an ‘‘Index Section’’ 


and provide access to the Resumes by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publica- 
tion Type. 


Availability of Documents: The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as 
noted, are available from the ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in both 
microfiche (MF) and paper copy (PC), or microfiche only. Availability in microfiche only may 
be determined by the source, for proprietary or copyright reasons, or by ERIC for reasons 
related to legibility and reproducibility. The price per document is based on the number of 
pages and is subject to change over time. An ERIC Price Code Schedule permits the user to 
convert all price codes to actual dollar amounts.

Women’s opportunities for employment will be di- 
rectly related to their level of skill and experience but 
also to the labor market demands through the-remain- 
der of the decade.

A project was conducted in Pennsylvania to deve- 

lop a stable and competent pool of Alternative Liv- 
ing Arrangement (ALA) direct service personnel to 
serve all developmentally disabled individuals in 
need of such services. This goal was to be accom- 
plished through meeting the following process ob-

Two articles are presented relevant to media and 


adult learning. In the first article, “The Pedagogy of 
Communication: Conscientization through Mass 
Media,” David G. Gueulette sets forth ideas 
derived from Freire’s theory of literacy training and 
suggests means by which effective teaching strate- 
gies can be developed through popular mass media 
techniques for the enhancement of “conscientiza- 
tion” of critical consciousness among adult learners. 
The emergence of critical consciousness can lead to 
re-socialization or meaningful change in the view- 
point of adults. In the second article, Sandra Gruet- 
ter Migocki and George Y. Travis study the use and 
cost effectiveness of the videotape program, “Basic 
Education: Teaching the Adult,” a thirty-two-les- 
son videotape series for the training of teachers of 
adult basic education developed by the Maryland 
State Department of Education. The authors con- 
clude that the format is feasible and within the eco- 
nomic grasp of states and territories, but that it may 
need individualizing in some cases. Following the 
articles is a book review of “The Free University: A 
Model for Lifelong Learning,” by Bill Draves. (KC)

The use of law, force, social pressure, and other 
forms of compulsion to “encourage” lifelong learn- 
ing and to expand the market for adult education 
has been a growing concern for many adult educa- 
tors. Because of the proliferation of requirements for 
mandatory continuing education (MCE), a task 
force was formed to study MCE, and to mobilize 
opinion against it. The eight papers presented in this 
task force report represent the studies conducted, 
and the opinions generated, in opposition to MCE. 
Topics discussed include a rationale for voluntary 
adult education rather than MCE; MCE and the 
knowledge explosion; the implications of MCE on 
democracy; the ethics of MCE; the failure of the 
MCE approach for education for the poor; and a 
portrait of individuals who have been forced to at- 
tend adult education and have failed. A literature 
review of research on MCE for professionals is in- 
cluded. Task force participants and a statement of 
the task force purpose are also included.

Some of the leading concepts of phenomenology 
have direct relevance for the practice of adult edu- 
cation. Adults bring to the learning experience a 
vast stock of assimilated knowledge. Very important 
to the process is the notion of critical reflection as 
a constituent of this stock of knowledge-the knowl- 
edge is not merely stored but is judged and reflected 
upon and stored in conjunction with other experi- 
ences. Our concern in adult education for self- 
directed learning recognizes the prime importance 
of the adult’s individual stock of knowledge, and 
points the way to an alternative approach which, at 
the present time, is being obsecured by the compe- 
tency-based systems and pre-packed standardized 
curricula that are prescriptive in design and smack 
of conventional schooling.

In adult 
literacy programs, participants begin to explore 
those aspects of their day-to-day activities that are 
normally taken for granted. “Intentionality,” the 
notion that adult learners themselves bring meaning 
to an educational occasion, is a further endorsment 
of the commitment to client-centered and self- 
directed learning. Investigations into our own ex- 
periencing through reflexive inquiry can add 
immensely to our insights into the adult learning 
process.

Adult learning potential refers to our total learn- 
ing capacities. It includes cognitive and affective 
learning as well as intuitive and reflective learning. 
It does not refer just to formal education (which 
accounts for only a small portion of our learning), 
but rather all learning for living, especially learning 
how we manage our lives. Adult learning potential 
is influenced by three factors: the influence of stress, 
the power of the mind, and self-imposed limitations. 
If we are going to make greater use of and develop

exploring new and possible means for managing our 
lives; (3) look beyond traditional limits and self- 
imposed parameters by expanding our experience 
base with untried but not unreasonable options; (4) 
explore the unknown and find out just how many 
choices there really are; (5) develop options by an- 
ticipating the range of alternative outcomes; (6) 
make the negative positive by changing perceptions 
and modifying our behavior accordingly; and (7) 
direct ourselves to where we wish to go. (A sum- 
mary of 15 models of stress, by various authors, with 
major theories compared and contrasted, is in- 
cluded in this paper.)

A study examined current and alternate mech- 
anisms for alloting federal vocational education 
funds to states.

Informa- 
tion requested of practitioners included educational 
background, general job responsibilities and duties, 
time spent on responsibilities, training, training 
needs, career path, initial and inservice training, and 
major weaknesses of workers. (Summaries of find- 
ings and discussions for each group studied are 
found in chapter 2.) Industry experts agree that in 
the next five to ten years (1) employment oppor- 
tunities will continue to grow, (2) there will be 
greater interaction between word and data process- 
ing, and (3) a stronger emphasis will be placed on 
effectiveness rather than efficiency.

This publication reports the results of a review of 

scientific research on office job hazards, survey re- 
sponses from more than 1,200 office workers in 
Cleveland and Boston, and in-depth interviews with 
more than 100 office workers. The report covers the 
following areas of health hazards for office workers: 
(1) job stress—physical and psychological effects; (2) 
health problems associated with video-display ter- 
minals (VDTs), the major components of office 
automation; (3) office air quality and ventilation; (4) 
office environment: noise, improper lighting, and 
workplace and machine design; and (5) safety haz- 
ards (accidents, injuries, and fire hazards). The 
sources and health effects of each hazard are docu- 
mented, and recommendations are made for re- 
search and action needed to correct the problem. 
Because the dangers in the office have only recently 
been recognized, protective standards have not yet 
been developed. The report urges a variety of steps 
toward a safe and healthful workplace for office 
workers-increased public attention to office haz- 
ards, manufacturer and employer action to reduce 
hazards, employee action to identify and address 
common problems, and government action to set 
and enforce standards for safe office working condi- 
tions. (KC)

Based on a survey of 710 randomly selected per- 
sons from the Pinellas County (St. Petersburg area), 
Florida, Cooperative Extension mailing list, 54 of 
566 respondents (9.5 percent) were willing to volun- 
teer part of their time to assist the local Extension 
education program. Most respondents indicated 
home economics and horticulture as the main fields 
of interest for their volunteer work. They would 





make available a total of 105 hours of volunteer time 
per week to the Pinellas County Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service. A list of volunteers has been estab- 
lished from the survey, and each program area will 
be furnished with the names and addresses of the 
persons identified as volunteers for that field of in- 
terest. Based on the sample response of 9.5 percent, 
it was projected that volunteers could be increased 
to approximately 540 and an additional 1,470 
volunteer hours per week could be added if the en- 
tire mailing list was contacted. The impact of such 
a volunteer force on the Extension audience of 
Pinellas County is difficult to predict; however, the 
success of the volunteer program in Cooperative 
Extension will be measured by counting the in- 
crease in clientele contact, and comparing it to 
previous years’ records. (KC)

The drop-out rate of new vocational agriculture 
teachers and the necessity of a method to determine 
problem areas that affect the success of beginning 
teachers were two important concerns of the South- 
ern Research Conference in Agricultural Education. 
Therefore, a study was conducted to determine 
what, if any, changes need to be made by teacher 
education departments to improve the preparation 
of teachers of vocational agriculture. The popula- 
tion of the study was 295 first- or second-year voca- 
tional agriculture teachers (of a possible 886) in the 
13 states comprising the membership of the Confer- 
ence. The beginning teachers who responded to the 
survey (75 percent) answered 18 specific questions 
regarding their teaching situations and personal 
characteristics. It was determined that the begin- 
ning teachers had an average age of 26.8 years, an 
average of 2.4 years work experience in agriculture, 
and an average of 64 students; 19 percent had mas- 
ters degrees, and approximately 93 percent of all 
beginning teachers were male. Areas constituting a 
moderate problem for the beginning teachers were 
a high number of students with low academic abil- 
ity, adapting instruction for students with low aca- 
demic ability, motivating students and keeping 
them interested, and coordinating the activities of 
an active young farmer organization. Also rated as 
being close to a moderate problem were planning 
and implementing programs for adults, making the 
agriculture program a career preparation, and ob- 
taining proper facilities and equipment. In addition, 
a significant relationship was found between some 
of the teacher characteristics and certain problem 
situations.

Togo’s efforts in 
adult education are directed to the adult population 
living in rural areas who have not received formal 
schooling. Because of financial considerations, 
however, this effort is very limited.

education for six weeks. The teachers worked four 
days a week and attended seminars and group dis- 
cussions one day a week. Study of this pilot program 
was conducted to investigate three questions: (1) 
Do educational personnel change their attitudes to- 
ward aspects of career education as a result of inser- 
vice training that includes first-hand experience 
with entry-level positions? (2) What are educational 
personnel perceptions of the process of obtaining 
and working in entry-level positions? and (3) What 
are employers’ perceptions of the program and ways 
education can better prepare students for working? 
Data were collected using an attitude scale and in- 
terviews. Results showed little change in teachers’ 
attitudes toward career education, although in most 
cases these attitudes were already highly positive. 
Results also showed that teachers gained knowledge 
about ways to search for entry-level jobs, and ap- 
preciation for the people who hold such jobs. Fi- 
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nally, employers were positive about the program. 
Recommendations for future applications of the 
program are given.

Since 1930 families headed by women have tripled 
in number, and only 56 percent of working women 
are married. Women have consistently remained 
clustered in certain occupations associated with 
low-paying, dead-end, tedious jobs. Women not 
only receive lower wages relative to men, but their 
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economic status is actually deteriorating. The 
unemployment rate for women is consistently 
higher than for men. Data indicate that women are 
denied equal pay for equal work, jobs traditionally 
held by women rate lower salaries, and women are 
denied access to higher paying jobs. Department of 
Labor projections indicate a dramatic increase in 
the number of women in the labor force by 1990. If 
women are to achieve economic equality, the public 
and private sectors must make closing the wage gap 
a national imperative.

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A project involved development of a statewide 
generalized curriculum framework for continuing 
education in nursing by using an anticipatory ap- 
proach to the selection of a coordinated, schematic 
arrangement of sequential course offerings by uni- 
versity-based centers for continuing education in 
nursing in Indiana. Following preliminary meetings 
of the project task force and its subcommittees and 
a two-day workshop, a project activities plan was 
formulated. Project activities included developing a 
statewide philosophy for continuing education in

(vicarious) models on children’s occupational per-

sex-typing would be enhanced by social approval 

(reinforcement), and (3) decrease in sex-typing 

would generalize to nonmodeled occupations. The 

treatment stimulus was a career education video- 
tape. Version 1 consisted of seven occupations por- 

trayed by traditional sex role models and version 2 

of nontraditional models. A reinforcement compo- 

nent administered by the classroom teacher was ad- 
ded to one of the nontraditional treatment groups, 
in the form of social approval. Subjects were three 
classes of second graders and four classes of third 
graders in Pasco, Washington. Classrooms were 
randomly assigned to four treatment groups which 
viewed the traditional career education videotape, 
viewed the nontraditional one, viewed the nontradi- 
tional one and participated in a discussion session, 
or served as control group. A Select-A-Worker pre- 
test/posttest measured change in children’s sex- 
typing of occupations and effect of vicarious 
modeling on personal choice. Data strongly sup- 
ported the nontraditional modeling effect, did not 
support increased effectiveness of reinforcement, 
and tended to disconfirm a generalization effect.

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The purpose of this study was to develop stand- 

ards that operationally defined a philosophy of dis- 
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tributive education at the secondary school level. It 
involved a variation of the Delphi technique which 
sought to validate standards initially devised by the 
researchers. Materials were distributed to a panel of 
experts representing various components of the dis- 
tributive education personnel three times in an ef- 
fort to reach consensus. Respondents were required 
to make judgments about appropriateness of the 
standards in reflecting the philosophical statements. 
Results indicated that all standards were accepted 
by at least 75% of the respondents. Suggested uses 
of the standards included improving the distributive 
education program, teacher evaluation of his/her 
program, school administrator guide for program 
implementation or upgrading, and companion aid 
for evaluation by accrediting associations. Follow- 
ing the seven-page narrative, the report presents the 
114-point philosophy of distributive education and 
accompanying standards which were studied.

A study compared the educational performances 

and personal goal attainments of the Adult High 
School Diploma (AHS) and General Educational 
and Development Program (GED) graduates from 
the 1977 through 1979 classes at Southeastern 
Community College in Whiteville, North Carolina. 
A questionnaire, designed to elicit GED graduates’ 
reasons for their program selections, was completed 
by 39 of the 161 GED graduates attending South- 
eastern Community College during the years men- 
tioned. Data were collected for grade point 
averages, average number of quarter hours, and 
types of programs entered by GED and AHS gradu- 
ates. Finally, the performance of the two types of 
GED graduates-nonstudy and pre-GED study 
groups—was compared. Data revealed a slight differ- 
ence in the overall postsecondary performance of 
the AHS graduates as compared with the GED 
graduates. Students chose the GED equivalency 
program for personal satisfaction, a no-study time 
element, and the short-term convenience; therefore, 
the results did produce satisfaction for immediate 
personal needs. Responses to the GED graduate 
questionnaire imply that the increase of the 
popularity of GED testing relates to the growing 
social problems of low income, unemployment, and 
pressures to succeed immediately. (MN)

A project identified and validated minimal 
competencies that describe what K-8 classroom 
teachers actually do in community education. A to- 
tal of 27 participants from four Phoenix elementary 
schools, each of which had an active community 
education program, identified tasks in five areas 
related to community education.

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gram planning, curriculum planning and implemen- 
tation, instructional organization, community 
involvement in instruction, and public relations. A 
subsequent group meeting was held with each of the 
four groups to refine and approve the lists. Compe- 
tency statements identified by the four groups were 
then combined, cond d, and edited. The result- 
ing 44 competency statements were then validated 
by 66 experienced K-8 teachers. Competencies 
were divided into high and low priority competen- 
cies. Three tables present a listing of competencies 
according to task area, the validating and ranking of 
the competencies, and an aggregate ideal profile of 
the community education competencies for lay 
school teachers.

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A study examined the effects of maternal employ- 
ment status and a series of intrafamilial variables on 
the career orientation of adolescent females and on 
their attitudes toward working mothers. The Career 
Orientation Scale (COS), a researcher-developer 
scale designed to measure the extent to which work 
is viewed as central to the female adolescent’s future 
adult role, was administered to 246 Caucasian 
female high school students in grades 11 and 12 at 
two Westchester public high schools. All subjects 
came from intact, middle-to-upper-socioeconomic- 
level families. The COS was based on four variables 
related to women’s work patterns: marital status, 
presence and age of children, number of children, 
and adequacy of husband’s salary. In addition, an 
Adolescent Intrafamilial Perception Questionnaire 
assessed maternal power within the family, division 
of labor within the family, maternal attitude toward 
her employment status, adolescent satisfaction with 
mothering received, and paternal attitudes toward 
working women. Paternal attitudes toward working 
women was the most potent variable in terms of 
both significance and meaningfulness in predicting 
female adolescent career orientation and attitudes 
toward working mothers. This supports the need for 
future multidimensional research in the area of ma- 
ternal employment and career orientation. (MN) 
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A project was conducted to determine whether a 
vocational student’s version of the Affective Work 
Competencies Inventory could be prepared to 
measure the psychological constructs of values, hab- 
its, and attitudes. A revised inventory was deve- 
loped and administered to 194 students in eight 





selected programs at Toledo vocational high schools 
(data processing, food service, retailing, animal 
care, horticulture, stenography, auto mechanics, 
and machinists). In addition, students’ instructors 
provided evaluative data about each student. Stu- 
dent scores on the revised instrument were com- 
pared to teacher evaluations. Next, students were 
provided with feedback in the form of computer 
printouts on the levels of affective characteristics 
that both they and successful workers possessed. 
Finally, an evaluation instrument was administered 
to respondents to obtain information on the per- 
ceived usefulness and effectiveness of the instru- 
ment and feedback system. Data analysis revealed 
significant correlations for eight of the ten affective 
competency clusters investigated, and students be- 
lieved that the inventory and feedback provided 
were helpful and informative. Recommendations 
called for research on the inventory as a placement 
tool and development of accompanying instruc- 
tional materials.

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This volume is one of the products of the knowl- 

edge development effort implemented under the 

mandate of the Youth Employment and Demon- 
stration Projects Act of 1977 (YEDPA). It provides 
an overview of FY 1979 planned projects funded in 
the 50 states, the District of Columbia, and Puerto 
Rico under the Governors’ statewide youth services 
grants (part of the YEDPA effort). The report high- 
lights and summarizes planned projects, with pro- 
gram descriptions summarizing the states’ efforts in 
providing needed statewide employment and train- 
ing services for youth. A discussion of program 
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knowledge and recommendations is also included in 
the report. (KC) 
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This is the second report concerning how Com- 

prehensive Employment and Training Act (CETA) 
sponsors implemented two programs under the 
Youth Employment and Demonstration Projects 
Act (YEDPA), specifically the Youth Community 
Conservation Improvement Projects (YCCIP) and 
Youth Employment and Training Program (YETP). 
The report is based on studies by observers of 37 
CETA sponsors during January-May, 1978. Part 1 
of the report presents an overview drawing together 
the findings from the local analysts’ case studies. 
The case studies make up Part 2. Principal findings 
of the study are the following: (1) the rapid im- 
plementation of YEDPA was a major accomplish- 
ment; (2) although the YEDPA emphasis on 
knowledge development resulted in more local 
evaluation, little productive data have been gene- 
tated; (3) work experience should be coupled with 
teaching basic work habits and their importance; (4) 
youth advisory councils are not effective in increas- 
ing youth participation; (5) sponsors concentrated 
on the economically disadvantaged; (6) YEDPA re- 
sources were substituting in some cases for funds 
from other youth programs; (7) community-based 
organizations were “thoroughly involved” in the 
youth program delivery; (8) links with local educa- 
tion agencies were poor but promising; and (9) the 
private sector and unions were rarely involved in 
sponsor initiatives.

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This report makes recommendations to enhance 

the delivery of Comprehensive Employment and 

Training Act (CETA) services to small-city youth. 

It draws on the data base created by National 
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League of Cities Youth Employment activities 
which provided a profile of the small city in CETA 
youth program operations, identified kinds of prob- 
lems that affect delivery of CETA services to small 
city youth, and examined the CETA administrative 
structures that determine how planning decisions 
are made and who makes them.

This report is a summary assessment of the con- 
tents of the FY 78 Year End Reports on Youth 
Employment and Training Programs (YETP) and 
Youth Community Conservation and Improve- 
ments Projects (YCCIP) programs that were sub- 
mitted to the National Office of Youth Programs. 
Section 1 introduces the study. It covers Youth Em- 
ployment and Demonstration Projects Act 
(YDEPA) legislation, instructions for drafting year- 
end reports, and characteristics of sample prime 
sponsors.

(The CIP is an alternative high school 

serving dropouts and students at a high risk of drop- 

ping out. Under the Youth Employment and 

Demonstration Projects Act, demonstration pro- 

jects were implemented at four sites to determine if 

the CIP is replicable at reasonable cost within a 

reasonable period of time and if the same success 

achieved at the developmental site can be 
achieved.) Each report focuses on one of the four 
parts of the evaluation design. These are (1) assess- 
ment of the process of implementation and adapta- 
tion of the original CIP model; (2) analysis of the 
outcomes on enrollees relative to a randomly se- 
lected control group, a comparison group, and na- 
tional norms; (3) determination of the importance of 
the various functional components of the CIP; and 

(4) comparisons with other similar youth programs. 

A summary report on the original CIP experiment 

is provided as background. (YLB) 
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in the Private Sector 
This report contains evaluations of various phases 

of the Vocational Exploration in the Private Sector 
Program (VEPS). (VEPS is designed to provide 
youth with exposure to jobs available in the private 
sector through observation of such jobs, instruction, 
and, if appropriate, limited practical experience so 
long as the participant does not contribute to addi- 
tional sales or profits of a private-for-profit organi- 
zation.) The first evaluation is a preliminary analysis 
of the 1979 summer component of the Vocational 
Exploration Demonstration Project. The 1978 Sum- 
mer Vocational Exploration Program is examined in 
the second evaluation. The third report provides a 
comparison of impact of the pilot and second ex- 
perimental years of VEPS during the years 1972- 
1973. A longitudinal impact assessment of the 
1971-1972 VEPS constitutes the fourth section. 
Topics covered in the individual evaluations include 
an introduction and overview of the given program, 
description of the evaluation design, assessment of 
program operations, and outcomes. (Related youth 
knowledge and development reports are available 
separately through ERIC-see note.)

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A project examined the effectiveness of the Youth 

Career Development (YCD) Demonstration in 

facilitating the school-to-work transition of high 

school seniors. The evaluation involved a 1755-stu- 
dent test group and a 1684-student control group 
from 30 sites funded by six delivery agents (Na- 
tional Urban League, National Council of Negro 
Women, SER Jobs for Progress, the Recruitment 





and Training Program, the U.S. Employment Ser- 
vice, and the Women’s Bureau of the Department of 
Labor). Approaches at these sites included activities 
to eliminate sex stereotyping; helping Hispanic, 
black, and other minority youth; use of instituional 
agencies to facilitate the school-to-work transition; 
and use of community- and neighborhood-based 
groups to accomplish the same task. Surveys to 
measure performance outcomes after a three-month 
followup period revealed that the school-to-work 
transition activities produced a statistically signifi- 
cant increase in abilities to find and hold jobs. While 
postprogram outcomes at the three-month period 
are modest, significant gains, probably adequate to 
justify costs, are realized by certain of the delivery 
agents and certain subgroups of the target popula- 
tion.

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The Ventures in Community Improvement 
(VICI) demonstration, a national research and 
demonstration program, was designed to test the 
effectiveness of a youth employment program in 
various settings. Eight VICI programs, each of 
which enrolled up to 60 unemployed, out-of-school, 
economically disadvantaged youths between the 
ages of 16 and 19, were started at the following sites: 
Broward County, Florida; Chicago, Illinois; Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin; Newark, Jersey; New Haven, 
Connecticut; Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; and the 
South Bronx in New York City. Program partici- 
pants worked five days a week under supervision of 
union journeyman drawn from the construction and 
building trades. Although the work varied among 
the sites, it was aimed at making tangible com- 
munity improvements through such activities as re- 
furbishing public facilities or repairing homes 
occupied by poor or elderly people from the same 
neighborhoods as the youths enrolled in the pro- 
gram. The VICI model relied heavily on a set of 
linkages (including educational institutions, labor 
unions, and various local agencies) to tie the pro- 
gram to other institutions. Activities at each site 
were summarized and evaluated, and practical 
suggestions for prime sponsors seeking to imple- 
ment VICI-type projects were made.

A study compared the effectiveness of public and 

private sector work experience programs. In five 

locations equal numbers of jobs were developed in 
the private and public/nonprofit sectors. To equal- 
ize the incentives relative to the public sector, full 
wage subsidies were provided on an experimental 
basis in the private sector. Youth were matched in 
pairs and randomly assigned to one of the two sec- 
tors. They were tested at entry and completion us- 
ing the Standardized Assessment System and 
supplemental measures. Preliminary results of the 
study indicated that it is harder to develop jobs and 
match disadvantaged out-of-school youth to jobs in 
the private sector, even when full wage costs are 
covered. Youth are more frequently terminated in 
the private sector. Finally, the subsequent place- 
ment rate into unsubsidized jobs as a percentage of 
all participants is higher in the private sector, while 
the placement rate into subsidized plus unsubsi- 
dized jobs is about the same. Thus, the early finding 
is that the benefits of private sector employment do 
not significantly outweigh those of public or non- 
profit sector employment for dropouts, although 
differences are in the anticipated directions.

and the Youth and Employment Training Programs. 

The fundamental elements of this two-year demon- 

Stration program include a simplified planning

individualized service delivery approach; reports on 
participants, services, and expenditures; specifica- 
tion of new individual performance requirements; 
local establishment of benchmarks of achievement 
to assess progress of participants towards basic 
competencies required for successful employment; 
emphasis on linkages with education and vocational 
education; and experimentation with flexibility in 
allowance payments. The first two quarterly assess- 
ments indicate the basic soundness of the notions 

involved in CYEP, but also the challenges in im-

Program operations at 17 sites—Baltimore, 

Boston, Cincinnati, Denver, Detroit, King and Sno- 

homish Counties (Washington), Mississippi, Ala- 

chua County (Florida), Albuquerque, Berkeley, 

Dayton, Hillsborough County (New Hampshire), 

Monterey County (California), New York, Phila-

cuse-were examined with respect to program 
participation, job development, schooling, and pro- 
gram cost. The study revealed that the nation’s first 
guarantee job program was implemented on a large 
scale, quickly, though not without a great deal of 
stress and strain. There were obvious difficulties in 
implementation, some caused by the unique fea- 
tures of YIEPP, others by the difficulties of coor- 
dinating so many independent agencies.

A Minnesota study examined the secondary 

school dropout problem from the perspective of 

both the education system and the employment/- 
training system. Findings from a pilot study involv- 

ing 24 public secondary schools and the 24 

counterpart Comprehensive Employment and 

Training Act agencies were compared with informa- 

tion from national and state studies and data 

sources. Urban areas were found to have the highest 
dropout rates. Eleventh grade was the peak year for 
dropping out. Dropouts (1) had lower occupational 
aspirations than their peers; (2) had higher unem- 

ployment rates; (3) earned less future income; (4) 

had lower reading, achievement, and achievement 

motivation levels; (5) participated less often in ex- 
tracurricular activities; (6) had high levels of school 

absenteeism, school failure, and grade retention; (7) 

viewed school negatively; and (8) more likely had 

experienced some form of trauma. Characteristics 
of successful programs for dropouts included a per- 
sonalized/individualized approach, basic skills 
remediation, preparation for employment, support 
services and counseling, paid work experience, 
community-based learning experiences, and credit 
toward high school graduation. (Recommendations 
for local, state, and federal systems comprise ap- 
proximately one-half of the document. They relate 
to programs, funding, cooperation, and technical as- 
sistance.) (YLB) 
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The recent phenomenon of the “returning adult” 


Employment and 


to colleges has raised concern regarding two im- 
plications: age decline in intellectual ability and loss 
due to lack of practice. Literature indicates slight 
impairment of the problem-solving function until 
the years of advanced age. The degree of impair- 
ment is related to factors of educational attainment 
and relevant life experiences. Research on learning 
reveals that (1) conditioning research is limited in 
its applicability to classroom learning since it has 
dealt exclusively with advanced age, (2) perfor- 
mance on measures of verbal learning declines at 
least slightly during middle age and more signifi- 
cantly after that, and (3) evidence of rigidity learn- 
ing deficit does not seem impressive. The literature 
also indicates a significant age deficit in secondary 
memory. Difficulties associated with conducting 
meaningful research on adult cognitive develop- 
ment include lack of life-span research, problems in 
isolating the age variable, problem in separating the 
components of intellectual functioning, and applica- 
bility of research to the classroom. There seem to be 
two areas regarding needs of returning students 
which could be profitably investigated: specific 
skills required for classroom success and effects of 
noncognitive variables on intellectual performance.

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Identifiers—Texas 
This Energy Conservation Curriculum, developed 

for the Texas Education Agency, is designed to be 
used for teaching energy conservation in secondary, 
postsecondary, or adult/continuing education 
courses. It consists of 11 modules for use in practi- 
cal, hands-on vocational programs that equip stu- 
dents with the ability to identify, monitor, manage, 
and curb energy usage in their daily lives and living 
habits. In addition, there is a comprehensive bibliog- 
raphy (included as module 12) of audiovisuals, 
books, games, government documents, journals and 
periodicals, and reports. A 20-minute, 3/4-inch 
video tape is available, wich explains both how the 
curriculum can be used and the concept of integrat- 
ing the energy conservation modules into existing 
vocational programs. The modular arrangement of 
the curriculum facilitates learning by creating infor- 
mation packages that can stand alone or be used 
with other modules or resources. To aid in the im- 
plementation of the curriculum, pretests and post- 
tests have been developed for each module; separate 
bibliographies and lists of terms have also been in- 
cluded. Reproducible charts and graphs are supplied 
to serve as the basis for handouts and transparen- 
cies. Material covered in the modules includes the 
following: awareness of the energy dilemma; energy 
usage; understanding utility bills; energy conserva- 
tion opportunities—water, lighting, appliances; en- 
ergy consumption as_ related to building 
construction; human comfort and energy; heating, 
ventilating, and air conditioning conservation op- 
portunities; and the economics of energy conserva- 
tion. (KC) 
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Identifiers—Business Law 
This guide provides both a rationale and explicit, 

practical suggestions to help the high school busi- 
ness education teacher teach students the reading 
skills necessary to handle skills- and concept-ori- 
ented reading materials. It consists of four sections. 
The first section, which provides a rationale for 
reading instruction in business education classes, 
covers the range of student ability, difficulty of 
texts, the changing student population in business 
education classes, demands for functional literacy, 
needs for retraining, and skills developed in business 
courses. Explained in section 2 are techniques for 
assessing prerequisite skills, students, textbooks and 
reading materials, and study habits; techniques in- 
clude informal assessment, teacher observation, in- 
formal exercises, and teacher-constructed reading 
texts. The third section describes organizing activi- 
ties, students, and time in the business education 
classroom; stranding assignments; and applying 
various teaching principles to specific business edu- 
cation classes (bookkeeping and accounting, type- 
writing, shorthand, general nonskill courses, and 
business law). General guidelines for material selec- 
tion, readability formulas, and information on deve- 
loping, funding, and obtaining multi-level materials 
are presented in the final section. (Checklists of 
reading and study skills, a stranding model, and an 
annotated bibliography of materials on reading in 
business education classes are appended.) (MN) 
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Identifiers—* Kentucky 
This report examines the status of women and the 

laws that have been enacted to protect women from 
discrimination in employment. Written in lay lan- 
guage, it examines employment and occupational 
Statistics for women in the United States and in 
Kentucky. Following an introduction in Chapter 1, 
the report presents four chapters surveying the 
problem, as well as a chapter of recommendations 
for action. Material covered in the chapters is as 
follows. Chapter 2 sets out in detail statistical infor- 
mation on both the nation and the state of Kentucky 
demonstrating the disparity between the income of 
men and women, the unequal distribution of women 
within the workforce, and the position of women in 
the workforce. Chapters 3 and 4 present a basic 
primer on sex discrimination. Chapter 3 attempts to 
set out the illusory nature of stereotypes which en- 
gender discriminatory acts against women. Chapter 
4 summarizes briefly the body of federal and state 
law which has been enacted to ensure that women 
have employment opportunities equal to men. Fi- 
nally, Chapter 5 gives a survey of federal cases con- 
struing the anti-bias laws, and chapter 6 presents the 
conclusions of the study and recommendations for 
future laws and practices. (KC) 
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*KHAN DU Project 
This KHAN DU! project produced four half-hour 
television programs in the area of career education 
with emphasis on the handicapped, plus an extra 
nonbroadcast program designed for teachers. The 
four-program series was designed for children aged 
eight to eleven, although older children have re- 
sponded favorably. The goals of the series were (1) 
to improve awareness and attitudes of all viewers 
toward handicapped persons; (2) to improve the 
self-esteem of children with disabilities; and (3) to 
promote career awareness, using adults with various 
disabilities as role models. Each program features a 
child with a specific disability who gests involved 
with a trio of magical characters. Khan Du is an 
apprentice wizard from a magic cage whose expedi- 
tions to the real world turn up some unusual people 
and real problems with very unmagical solutions.

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The overall goal of this project was to develop a 

model comprehensive school community career ser- 
vices system for students enrolled in the post- 
secondary state area vocational-technical schools. 
The objectives were as follow: (1) to help students 
develop positive self-concepts and positive concepts 
of the working environment; (2) to provide informa- 
tion on careers and pre-employment training to stu- 
dents; (3) to provide assistance in locating satisfying 
work for the student; (4) to organize school and 
community efforts into a positive working relation- 
ship to assist the student in career planning; (5) to 
locate a shadowing site for each student enrolled in 
a training program in order to provide meaningful 
experiences related to specific job interests; and (6) 
to address sex equity strategies to overcome sex bias 
and sex role stereotyping in career planning. To 
accomplish these objectives, students were given 
help with reading if needed, were involved in a ca- 
reer awareness laboratory, and participated in an 
employability skills training program and a job 
shadowing experience. Also, resource people from 
the community visited the classrooms, job require- 
ments in relation to skills rather than sex were 
stressed, and a job placement program for students 
was developed. The results of the project were in- 
creased community involvement in vocational- 
technical training, better job placement, and 
increased student satisfaction. (KC) 
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The purpose of phase 3 of Project IMPACT (a 
project to assess the impact of vocational education 
research and development on vocational education 
programs in Illinois) was to review, further concep- 
tualize, and refine the impact assessment system for 
vocational education research and development ef- 
forts proposed during fiscal 1989. The following 
project activities were completed: (1) a review of the 
project’s proposed impact assessment system; (2) 
examination of the organizational structure and 
management of the project by the Illinois State 
Board of Education Research and Development 
Section (RDS); (3) identification of perceptions of 
project directors and RDS staff regarding impact;

This report is the result of a field test of “Health 
Service Careers” curriculum materials developed 
and published by the Curriculum and Instructional 
Materials Center, Oklahoma State Department of 
Vocational Technical Education. The results and 
conclusions reported in the study relate to student 
achievement and teacher evaluations and com- 
ments. The study was designed to identify those 
concepts for which 20 percent or more of the stu- 
dents were not showing achievement, as measured 
by the students’ ability to respond correctly to the 
test items in the curriculum manual. Overall, stu- 
dents in all but two schools did score 80 percent or 
above on all unit tests. The conclusion derived from 
the study is that the curriculum materials meet the 
needs of the instructors. They seemed to welcome 
the increase of matching and select-from-a-list-type 
questions in contrast to the profuse discussion ques- 
tions in the practical nursing series. It is recom- 
mended that for future revisions more assignment 
sheet and job sheets be added. It was suggested by 
some instructors that the pronunciation of medical 
terms be listed beside the words themselves to aid 
students in the learning process. It was also sug- 
gested that charts not be used as test questions, and 
it was recommended that the Curriculum and In- 
structional Materials Center should study the first 
aid and nutrition units to ascertain why achieve- 
ment was lower on these two units. (Author/KC) 
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Project BAIL-OUT was conceived as a means of 

designing and implementing a linkage/outreach 

model to meet needs of adult basic education (ABE) 

students in Armstrong and Indiana counties, Penn- 

sylvania. Such an approach would lead to contact 

and cooperation between the ABE program and 

business, industry, and human service organizations 

in these largely rural areas.

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A National Institute of Education-sponsored, 
congresionally mandated project studied implemen- 
tation of Title II (Vocational Education) of the 1976 
Education Amendments. Focus was on provisions 
related to the major themes of program improve- 
ment and educational equity. It was found that de- 
spite the complexity of the law and the vocational 
education system, substantial leverage has been ex- 
erted on the vocational education system in those 
states sampled, particularly at the state level. At the 
time of the study, states were either meeting many 
federal requirements or were in various stages of 
implementing them. Four major recommendations 
were made for consideration by Congress in revising 
current legislation: (1) clarify the law, regulations, 
and federal administration policies; (2) modify fed- 
eral requirements to better match the system in 
which they operate; (3) increase the flexibility of the 
federal requirements to accomodate the diversity in 
the vocational education system; and (4) shift the 
emphasis of administration at the federal level from 
compliance to management, technical assistance, 
and leadership. (A final section discusses the re- 
search methodology.) (YLB) 
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A National Institute of Education-sponsored, 
congressionally mandated project studied impact of 
the 1976 Education Amendments on services to 
special needs populations. It was concluded that 
states were making considerable progress in serving 
needs of the handicapped, disadvantaged, and li- 
mited English-proficient. Room for improvement 
was found in some issues regarding patterns of ex- 
penditures. They were distribution of handicapped 
and disadvantaged set-aside and Subpart 4 (special 
programs for the disadvantaged) funds, targeting of 
funds, state and local matching funds, and return of 
federal set-asides. In terms of delivering services to 
handicapped and disadvantaged students in voca- 
tional education, there were indications in sample 
states that local education agencies were becoming 
more systematic in definition, identification, and as- 
sessment of their needs. These problems remained: 
disregard for needs of limited Engish-proficient stu- 
dents, lack of involvement of vocational educators 
in the Individualized Education Program process, 
and little progress in implementing mainstreaming. 
Many sample state agencies were engaged in activi- 
ties to support special needs populations. It was 
recommended that Congressional attention in reau- 
thorization deliberations be focused on federal and 
state administrative roles, potential or actual con- 
flicts with federal mainstreaming policy, and im- 
provement of procedures for identifying and serving 
special needs populations. (YLB)

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Identifiers—*Wider Opportunities for Women 
Since 1970, Wider Opportunities for Women 

(WOW), in Washington, D.C., has conducted pro- 
grams to train and place disadvantaged women in 
nontraditional jobs. The results have been record- 
breaking: high placement rates, high job retention 
rates, good starting salaries, and upward mobility 
for women who seemed doomed to a life of poverty 
and dependence. This guide describes WOW’s pro- 
gram and details what the organizers have learned 
in the process of conducting the program, as an 
outline and an incentive for other groups to design 
and implement such programs. Following an intro- 
duction that recounts WOW’s successful training 
and placement of formerly disadvantaged women in 
such occupations as carpentry, electronics tech- 
nology, and auto mechanics, the guide is divided 
into three main sections. The first section explains 
how the program was started, including forming an 
industry advisory committee, funding, budget, staff- 
ing the program, and selecting the trainees. The sec- 
ond section describes the program in action, 
including employment resources, classroom and 
laboratory instruction, counseling, and evaluation 
procedures. The final section, on jobs, discusses 
trainee placement and the work of the industry advi- 
sory committee, the public information specialist, 
and the employment resources specialist. An epi- 
logue describes the formation of an alumnae as- 
sociation by the WOW graduates and their 
happiness at their new-found success. (KC) 
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A study was conducted to validate the welding 
curriculum materials developed and published by 
the Oklahoma State Department of Vocational and 
Technical Education. Twelve instructors collected 
achievement data (unit tests, assignment sheets, and 
evaluation forms) concerning the performance of 
280 students on a total of 46 instructional units. 
Item analyses, including frequency counts of the 
number of correct answers and the percentage of 
students having a correct answer on a given item, 
were made for the tests and assignment sheets. The 
study identified those concepts which 20 percent or 
more of the students were not achieving. Data in- 
dicated that the manual should be revised to meet 
the needs of instructors and industry. Accurate il- 
lustrations or photos are also needed. In addition, 
short-answer questions should be replaced by multi- 
ple-choice type questions. More activities should be 
included to allow students to practice measuring 
and drawing objects. Finally, the curriculum spe- 
cialist should determine whether all information in- 
cluded in the units is relevant to job skills being 
taught. Recommendations called for future studies 
to ascertain if visual aids, currently under develop- 
ment, will raise student achievement in the welding 


area. (Student test scores and teacher comments are 
included.) (MN) 
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Training Act 
This study examines how jobs are created in rural 

areas by or with the help of Comprehensive Em- 
ployment and Training Act (CETA) programs in- 
volved with local economic development activities.

Chapter 3 offers 
program development guidelines in the following 
areas: researching options, formulating strategy, 
economic development strategy matrices, develop- 
ing linkages, and funding strategies. Discussed in 
chapter 4 are a rationale for program evaluation, 
types of evaluation, and structuring an evaluation 
methodology. The final chapter discusses the need 
for more experimentation by CETA program opera- 
tors. A bibliography and three appendixes contain- 
ing tables of case study models, economic resources, 
and the text of CETA follow. (A related report con- 
taining the 20 case studies is available separately 
through ERIC-see note.)

One of the greatest barriers to the advancement of 
women in academia is the lack of sufficient role 
models or mentors. Although some women have 
been successful in gaining entry to positions previ- 
ously dominated by males, there is no legislative 
provision for economic support for job-related train- 
ing, either for self-development or for the develop- 
ment or enhancement of skills related to research 
and writing-the skills deemed imperative for reten- 
tion, tenure, and ladder-rank advancement in con- 
temporary institutions of higher education. 
Consequently, many women who have been suc- 
cessful in gaining entry to such positions are being 
denied these privileges and are being locked into 
lower paying salary positions than male colleagues. 
Although mentor relationships are effective in as- 
sisting most rising women to gain career advance- 
ment and in breaking through to networks for 
continued research and writing, such relationships 
present potential danger for others. It is therefore 
recommended that criteria be developed for the se- 
lection of mentors including both personal and 
professional areas to ensure that such relationships 
will help rising women develop to their maximum 
potential in order to enhance opportunities for ca- 
reer advancement.

Neither is there evidence of an awareness of 
the key relationship between the inadequate invest- 
ment in human resources and problems of inflation 
and productivity. The Japanese human resource in- 
vestment approach-life-long employment with con- 
tinuous retraining of all employees—has major 
implications for some U.S. labor force problems. To 

move toward a really modern labor force, the U.S. 

should rethink the decision to change the definition 

of acceptable levels of unemployment and consider 
the experiences of other major industrial countries.

A pension system that is 
neutral with respect to the timing of benefits en- 
courages or discourages the acceptance of these 
benefits and subsequent job separation at any par- 
ticular age only to the extent that any asset affects 
such a decision. A pension system is not neutral 
when the value of either pensions or social security 
changes the timing of benefit acceptance. Only re- 
cently has the degree to which pension plans and 
social security induce retirement been considered. 
Burkhauser and Quinn (1980) provide the most de- 
tailed study of the relationship between the present 
social security and employer pension systems and 
the work behavior of older men. Results confirm 
that while change in mandatory retirement rules 
will increase the labor supply of older men, the in- 
crease is significantly smaller than would be the case 
in the presence of actuarially neutral pensions and 





social secrity. Better information on pension sys- 
tems and their effect on individual behavior could 
be arrived at if the perceived future health, inflation, 
post-retirement work, and actual and expected 
retirement behavior would also be considered.

Next, the adaptive process, adap- 

tive resistance variations in adaptive patterns, 

adaptive social character and the marketing mental- 

ity, depression and other potential consequences of 

adaptation, and education and adaptation are exam- 

ined in a paper entitled “Work and the Conse- 

quences of Adaptation: a Critique to Inform 





Policy.” The third paper, “Proteus and the Petrified 
Forest: Improving Adaptive Competencies in 
Adults,” discusses a model of occupational adapta- 
tion and its educational policy implications. Such 
issues as trends affecting U.S. workplaces, forth- 
coming corporate responses and adaptations, mod- 
els for the eighties, and on-the-job learning and 
training are covered in the final paper. A summary 
and discussion follows. (MN) 
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*Impact, Impact Studies 
This document considers the impact of federal 

policy in the dissemination and implementation of 

one government-sponsored school improvement 
program. It reports a study of Experience-Based Ca- 
reer Education (EBCE), a high school work-and- 
school program developed under the auspices of the 

National Institute of Education (NIE). The report 

begins (chapters 2-5) by describing the various 

strategies designed by the NIE to implement the 

program in schools across the nation, including (1) 

development and dissemination of EBCE by four 

regional labs, (2) training and technical assistance 
provided to local program participants, (3) federal 
funding of local programs, and (4) state capacity- 
building strategy. The influence of each strategy on 
local implementation and institutionalization activi- 
ties is considered. Chapter 6 then discusses the insti- 
tutionalization phase of EBCE. Concerns include 
the extent to which EBCE programs continued after 
federal assistance came to an end and the effect of 
program continuation on local educational systems. 

Chapter 7 considers the possibility of broader ef- 

fects of federal policy and the implications of these 

findings for reconsidering notions of federal influ- 
ence on local practice. (YLB) 
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Identifiers—*Experience Based Career Education 
This document reports Huron Institute’s three- 

year implementation study (1976-80) of Experi- 

ence-Based Career Education (EBCE), a high 

school school-and-work program developed by four 

regional education laboratories. Two major ques- 

tions addressed by the study are: How effectively 

has EBCE been implemented? and What explains 

the differences in the effectiveness of implementa- 

tion? Chapter 1 describes development of public 

schools in the United States, including the introduc- 

tion of experiential learning and career education in 

the high school. Discussion of EBCE in chapter 2 


focuses on the four models developed by North 
West Regional Laboratory, Appalachian Regional 
Laboratory, Far West Laboratory, and Research for 
Better Schools. Chapter 3 discusses EBCE as a cur- 
riculum reform that integrated academics and ex- 
perience and emphasized individualization, 
competency-based instruction, basic skills, and 
remedial instruction. Barriers to integration are also 
considered. Chapter 4 describes some community 
experiences of students, including limits of the ex- 
periences, student benefits, and the employer’s role. 
Chapter 5 considers the success of EBCE in improv- 
ing the moral content of schooling. The roles of the 
teacher, employer, and district administrator in the 
school and work collaboration are discussed in 
chapter 6. The final chapter focuses on the successes 
of EBCE. (YLB) 
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Appropriate responses to the authority problem in 
schools can be informed by a more complex under- 
standing of the issue. Also of importance is knowl- 
edge of the ways in which schools and society at 
large are involved with both the creation of and the 
solution to the problem of student/teacher au- 
thority relations. School people are referring 
primarily to discipline problems when discussing 
authority. Reasons for their concern include these 
facts: schools need cooperative students to exist, 
students’ academic knowledge cannot be improved 
without their support and confidence, and schools 
are a forum in which social relations are reworked. 
Authority in the school must be based on trust and 
accountability and come from persuasion, compro- 
mise, and negotiation. The erosion of a teacher’s 
traditional authority in the school today appears to 
be due to slipping of the teacher’s status. Data sug- 
gest that students’ willingness to grant teachers per- 
sonal authority is based on a combination of the 
teacher’s respect, social skills, and technical exper- 
tise. Teachers must call on the personal capital they 
have accumulated to encourage compliance. When 
that fails, they should negotiate to find a standard 
with which students will comply. (YLB) 
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This program guide examines a comprehensive 

occupational preparation program for the hand- 

icapped that is fiscally responsible, in concert with 
current practice, and has practical application pos- 
sibilities. Section 1 is a position statement for the 
guide. Section 2 is a diagram showing program goals 
and objectives. The purpose of section 3 is to exam- 
ine occupational preparation for the handicapped 
individual within existing service delivery models in 

Georgia. It centers around the four major service 

delivery models that currently exist: work activity 
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center, self-contained class setting, resource class 
setting, and regular class setting. Each is examined 
in regard to four component areas (identification, 
assessment, individual program plan/individual 
education program development, instructional al- 
ternatives), and each component area is addressed 
in terms of basic concepts, strategies, role defini- 
tions, and recommendations. Section 4 regards ad- 
ditional factors for consideration in program 
development, including job placement, program 
evaluation, financing, teacher education, vocational 
education youth club organizations, career counsel- 
ing, and advisory groups. Section 5 contains pro- 
gram guide implementation strategies. A directory 
of interagency contact persons throughout Georgia 
is presented in section 6. (YLB) 
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Identifiers—Georgia, Georgia 
Guidance Model 
This manual provides a framework for guidance 
curriculum development for use by planners in- 
volved in creating or improving a guidance program 
in secondary schools. These materials represent a 
competency-based approach based on the Georgia 
Comprehensive Guidance Model and provide a 
comprehensive structure of the knowledge, skills, 
and attitudes that students can derive from a deve- 
lopmental guidance program. (A summary of the 
Model is appended.) Guidance curricula are pre- 
sented separately for each of grades 7-12. They are 
organized in this format: content, role, goal, objec- 
tive as defined in the Model; competency; perform- 
ance indicators; and suggested performance level. 
Forms for secondary school guidance progress re- 
ports, grades 7-12, are provided. The manual con- 
cludes with an overview of grade level competencies 
for Grades K-12 for each of the eight principal con- 
tent areas. (YLB) 
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Identifiers—*Career Centers 
This program guide outlines procedures for estab- 
lishing a career center in the secondary schools. It 
consists of an introduction and four major sections. 
The purpose and basic philosophy underlying the 
career center is outlined in the introduction. Fol- 
lowing brief descriptions of 30 typical career center 
activities, the following aspects of center organiza- 
tion are discussed: administrators, advisory com- 
mittee, staff, facilities, areas and stations, and 
college information. Publicizing center events (via 
bulletin boards, daily announcements and daily 
bulletins, career center newsletters, and radio and 
television spots) are covered. The fourth section 
deals with program assessment. A form for a com- 
munity resource directory, an employer follow-up 
questionnaire, a job posting card for placement ac- 
tivities, and structured interview questions for audio 
tapes are appended. (MN) 
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The data and analyses presented in this report are 
from the first (1980) wave of a longitudinal study of 
U.S. high school seniors and sophomores. A total of 
58,728 students from 1,016 high schools par- 
ticipated in the survey. Special emphasis was placed 
on Hispanic students, Catholic schools with high 
proportions of black students, non-Catholic private 
schools, public alternative schools, and private 
schools with high-achieving students in order to 
conduct special studies of those populations. The 
findings of this baseline data suggest that labor force 
activity is a widespread phenomenon among teenag- 
ers, far exceeding what was commonly believed to 
be the prevalence of this behavior. While some dif- 
ferences were found among ethnic and gender 
groups in the propensity to work and the amount of 
time spent at work, school grade consistently had 
the greatest impact on all aspects of work behavior, 
from hours spent at work and hourly wages to the 
type of job held and amount of training received on 
the job. The comparison of sophomores and seniors 
reveals a distinct trend toward greater likelihood of 
employment, more time spent at work, higher 
wages, and holding jobs that are performed in a 
structured organizational setting and away from the 
family environment. (Numerous tables present data 
by race, sex, school grade, ethnic background, type 
of employer, unemployment, etc.) (KC) 
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Identifiers—*Goal Setting 
A field test was conducted to research the effects 

of feedback and goal-setting techniques on increas- 
ing productivity. Subjects were regular employees of 
two autonomous clerical-type units in a credit card 
and payment processing center of a Southwestern 
oil company. The study desiqn had three phases- 
baseline period and two experimental conditions in 
which different combinations of feedback and goal- 
setting procedures were instituted. Attitude and 
performance data were collected in each of the three 
phases. The results indicated that both feedback and 
goal setting produced meaningful increase in pro- 
ductivity. Other major findings were (1) personal 
feedback was as effective as impersonal feedback, 
(2) absolute feedback was as effective as compara- 
tive feedback, (3) goal setting with feedback was 
more effective than feedback alone, (4) poorer per- 
formers were positively influenced by the treat- 
ments while better performers were largely 
unaffected, and (5) attitudes under feedback and 
goal setting were as good or better than before the 
treatments. (Author/YLB) 
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This report examines the management of three 

areas related to the preparation of volunteers for 

Peace Corps service: staging, pre-service training, 

and attrition. The introduction summarizes the ac- 

tivities undertaken by the review. Chapter 2 focuses 
on staging, which is variously intended to provide 
country orientation, information about Peace Corps 
service, selection of individuals for service, some 
preliminary training, and medical and administra- 
tive processing. It describes the three staging pro- 
cesses in use that differ in format, objectives, and 
cost. It is found that all do not meet their intended 
purpose, and no formal criteria exist for determining 

which format volunteers will undergo. Chapter 3 

considers the highly decentralized volunteer train- 

ing system that has evolved. Findings indicate that 

(1) in-country staffs are autonomous decision mak- 

ers on matters concerning form and content of train- 

ing programs; (2) their ability to design, conduct, 
and manage this function varies signifantly among 
countries; (3) volunteers do not receive the type, 
quality, and degree of cross-cultural, language, and 

technical training they need to be effective; and (4) 

a core curriculum is under development. Chapter 4 

concerns management of attrition. It is reported 

that attrition data are regularly collected, but there 
is no routine analysis or distribution of the data.

Identifiers—*Repetition Effects 
An experiment examined effects of training task 
repetition on retention and transfer of maintenance 
skill. Five groups of 15 student Fuel and Electrical 
Repairmen, 630 Military Occupational Specialty, 
performed from zero to four repetitions on testing 
charging system electrical output using the 500A 
Sun Test Stand. Each group received test stand 
familiarization instruction followed by one level 
task repetition. Retention was tested immediately 
and 14 days after training. Transfer to a different 
charging system was tested immediately after the 
delayed retention test. Retention improved with 
task repetition and deteriorated over the interest 
retention interval. Significant overall test improve- 
ments in task time and errors first occurred after 
three repetitions with no added benefits resulting 
from a fourth. Transfer was not affected by in- 
creased task repetition due to probable floor effects 
operating on the data. However, transfer was better 
after task repetition (1-4 repetition groups) than 
after familiarization alone (0 repetition group). It 
was concluded that task repetition during training 
enhances retention of maintenance skill. Three 
repetitions were most effective, although this num- 


ber may vary depending on training conditions. 

Transfer was best when training involved combined 

test equipment instruction and task performance. 

(Author/YLB) 
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The Army has given to the Training and Doctrine 
Command the task of developing four Basic Skills 
Education Program (BSEP) curricula to provide 
functional, job-related basic skills training. These 
would be Military Occupational Specialty (MOS) 
Baseline Skills, English-as-a-Second Language 
(ESL), Military Life Coping Skills, and Learning 
Strategies. The thrust of the MOS Baseline Skills 
Project is based on the concept that prerequisite to 
absorption of training and successful job perfor- 
mance are an array of functional skills and knowl- 
edge. Tasks will be to identify prerequisite 
competencies specifically related to individual oc- 
cupational specialties, develop diagnostic tools, and 
provide the job-specific curricula necessary to 
remediate deficiences. The ESL project has three 
sub-projects: pre-basic training curriculum for non- 
native speakers, sustaining curriculum related to the 
soldiers’ job and MOS training, and pre-enlistment 
package for training to a level of competency to 
ensure entry into and success in the Army. The 
Military Life Coping Skills Project is conducting 
four simultaneous analyses to identify problems 
amenable to a training solution. Analysis of learning 
requirements, identification of training situations, 
and review of materials have been completed for the 
Learning Strategies Project. Test projects are eva- 
luating learning strategy models and stand-alone 
learning skills. (YLB) 
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An analysis was made of selected factors influenc- 

ing students to enroll in area postsecondary voca- 

tional schools in East, Middle, and West Tennessee. 

Four hundred forty-three students were surveyed 

concerning three broad areas of dependent varia- 

bles: domestic environment, perceived opportuni- 
ties, and assessment of program. Data were 
analyzed by using one-way analysis of variance and 
chi-square analysis. Major findings included the fol- 
lowing: there were no significant differences in age, 
race, marital status, on educational level of parents 
by race and locations of area vocational schools; 
there were significant differences in race and source 
of family income, race and employment while in 
high school, race and family income, and source of 
funds for education and race of the student; friends 
had more influence over the selection of an area 
school than either parents or teacher/counselors; 
and the majority of the students felt that their op- 
portunities would be better as a result of attending 
the area vocational school. Three major conclusions 





were supported by these findings: (1) the area voca- 
tional-technical schools are meeting the expecta- 
tions of the majority of the students enrolled; (2) the 
students are motivated to pursue postsecondary 
education even though the majority come from 
homes where the parents do not have more than a 
high school education; and (3) a combination of 
factors, rather than any specific reason, influence 
students to enroll in the area vocational school. 
Recommendations are made for student recruit- 
ment; for determining why more blacks and other 
races are not attending the Nashville area school; 
for assessing the need for less-than-six-month 
courses; and for further research. (KC) 
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Local advisory councils are established for the 

purpose of advising local educational officials on 
current job needs and the relevance of courses being 
offered by their educational agency and to assist 
local division administrators in the development of 
the annual vocational plan. This guide presents a 
systematic approach to the organization and opera- 
tion of local advisory groups for vocational educa- 
tion. The procedures outlined in this publication are 
based on identified techniques and strategies, and 
therefore establish a standard for organizing and 
operating local vocational education advisory 
groups. The publication defines advisory councils, 
details their legislative history, and sets up proce- 
dures for organizing, establishing, and operating a 
local vocational education council. It also treats oc- 
cupational advisory council committees, and pro- 
vides a handbook for vocational education advisory 
council members. Appendixes contain sample forms 
for use in organizing and maintaining an advisory 
council. A bibliography is included. (KC) 
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Severe problems in turnover and absenteeism 
among workers in geriatric and long-term care or- 
ganizations have sparked great interest in the im- 
pact of job satisfaction on the quality of care 
provided to the elderly. The Job Description Index 
(JDJ) is a job satisfaction index which measures 
satisfaction with several dimensions of the job: co- 
workers, pay, supervisors, promotions, and the work 
itself. Employees (N=423) of metropolitan area 
nursing homes and community services for the eld- 
erly completed the JDI. Results indicated that staff 
members were least satisfied with co-workers and 
pay, and most satisfied with supervisors, promotion 
opportunities, and the work itself. The dimension, 
greater satisfaction with work itself, was rated 
higher than the other four dimensions. Age was di- 
rectly related to satisfaction with work, supervisors, 
and pay; marital status also significantly predicted 
these three areas. Gerontological training was 
related to increased satisfaction with both work and 
pay. The HDI appears to be a useful tool for all 


occupational and educational levels in long-term 
care and community organizations. (NRB) 
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Identifiers—* Canada 
A 1979 study of the perceived impact of career 
guidance and counseling services provided to stu- 
dents at the junior high school level in three urban 
school divisions was replicated in 1980. Students 
(N=430)from 6 urban and rural schools completed 
questionnaires designed to explore student percep- 
tions and attitudes concerning various aspects of 
counseling services found in their schools. Results 
indicated that although most students knew that 
counseling services existed in their schools, they 
perceived the counselor as a crisis consultant rather 
than an information source. The students regarded 
parents as strong influences on their educational 
and career decisions. Socio-economic background 
was a major contributing factor in students’ deci- 
sion-making processes and their stated information 
needs. Most students desired more information on 
job planning and job search methods. Findings sug- 
gest that because students must make certain ca- 
reer-related decisions before selecting their tenth 
grade courses, the focus of counseling services in 
junior high schools should concentrate on providing 
information to facilitate students’ career decisions. 


(NRB) 
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Depression is the single most widespread mental 
health problem facing the elderly, with pharmacoth- 
erapy the most frequent standard treatment modal- 
ity for these patients. A psycho-therapeutic 
alternative to pharmacotherapy is Life Enhance- 
ment Counseling, a counseling approach matching 
therapeutic techniques to client characteristics and 
providing an age-appropriate and culturally sensi- 
tive treatment model for alleviating depression. Eld- 
erly subjects (N=100), mostly Hispanic 
Americans, completed two sets of measures of func- 
tioning pre- and post-therapy. Outcome analysis in- 
dicated that significant improvement in functioning 
occured along all dimensions of psychosocial func- 
tioning. Results showed that, among this Cuban- 
American sample, outcome was inde- pendent of 
client variables; two treatment variables, extent of 
Life Enhancement counseling and medication, were 
signifi- cantly predictive of treatment outcome. In 
many cases, the difficulties of the elderly were 
amenable to psychosocial intervention both with 
and without pharmacotherapy. These results sup- 
port the concept that many psychological difficul- 
ties of the elderly are potentially reversible rather 
than inevitable consequences of aging. (Au- 
thor/NRB) 
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The World Federation for Mental Health was 

founded as an international apolitical organization 

concerned with quality of life rather than merely the 
absence or prevention of mental illness. An exami- 
nation of the manner and extent to which mental 
problems arise in different cultural settings can pro- 
vide data needed to understand the relationship be- 
tween cultural relativism and human beings. 
Criteria relevant to the quality of life and positive 
mental health concern self-actualization and per- 
sonal growth, integration, autonomy, a correct per- 
ception of reality, environmental mastery, and the 
correctness of the self-concept. In many countries, 
problems of old age, violence and aggression, and 
changes in the status of women are issues requiring 
an interdisciplinary approach. Major issues which 
are international and inter-disciplinary in character 
include rapid social change, overpopulation, mass 
media and behavior, generational conflict, mental 
health and education, mental health and the law, 
ethnic relations, and international relations, peace, 
and war. The ultimate goal of mental health is to 
enable people to live together in one world. (NRB) 
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Alcohol abuse is a serious problem affecting not 
only the individual abuser, but also family, friends 
and society. The effectiveness of contracts as posi- 
tive tools in the treatment of alcohol abuse was in- 
vestigated for 15 current abusers randomly assigned 
to individual therapy sessions. Each subject comp- 
leted a Personal History Questionnaire, the Shos- 
trom Personal Orientation Inventory, Cage 
Questions, and the Michigan Alcoholism Screening 
Test before participating in 12 weekly treatment 
sessions and again after completion of all sessions. 
During treatment sessions, each subject accepted 
and signed a contract for non-drinking behavior. 
Data analysis revealed that subjects attended all of 
the sessions. Results of the data confirm the effec- 
tiveness of the contract as a treatment tool. A symp- 
ton cure was effected, i.e., subjects moved from 
alcohol abuse to abstinence from alcohol. These 
findings supported the use of contracts in the begin- 
ning of the treatment process. (Author/NRB) 
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Time management may be the most important 
study skill. The effects of a specific teaching tech- 
nique designed to alter the time management skills 
of undergraduate students in a voluntary study skills 
course were assessed. Of the 95 subjects, 34 were 


enrolled in the course and were exposed to time , 


management instruction, 31 were future course en- 
rollees, and 30 were on the course waiting list. All 
subjects recorded daily activities for one week on a 
Time Use Inventory, and completed the Self-Survey 
Index and the Inventory of Study Habits and Atti- 
tudes. No significant differences were found be- 
tween groups on total hours of study time, social, 
leisure, and miscellaneous activities after time man- 
agement instruction, or on the organizational scale 
of the survey of Study Habits and Attitudes. Results 
suggested that time management instruction was 
ineffective because actual time use did not improve. 
Students, however, reported that they felt the in- 
struction had made a difference in their use of time. 
Findings also showed that females managed their 
time better than males and that senior-level students 
studied more than other students. (NRB) 
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Identifiers—*Childless Families 
This guide for educators, produced by the Na- 

tional Alliance for Optional Parenthood, contains 
20 activities designed to help adolescents explore 
the issues of parenting, with a special emphasis on 
parenthood as a choice. Activities to implement the 
learning objectives are suggested, including values 
clarification exercises, infor- mation sharing, com- 
munity experiences, role plays, and case studies. 
Each section covers a different aspect of the parent- 
hood choice: (1) preliminary questions; (2) re- 
sources for family life; (3) knowledge about 
children; (4) the parenthood option; (5) the child- 
free option; and (6) the decision. Facilitator instruc- 
tions, worksheets, suggestions for integrating the 
activities into existing programs, and the role of the 
leader are discussed. The appendices contain infor- 
mation to increase the leader’s knowledge about 
childlessness and about resources in the parenthood 
education field. (Author/NRB) 
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tics, Racial Differences 

Identifiers—*Childless Families, *Vasectomy 
This annotated bibliography focuses on the sub- 

ject of voluntary childlessness. The first section lists 

studies, papers, and dissertations completed after 

1970 that examine individuals who have chosen to 

remain childless and the psychological and social 

implications of their decision. Another section high- 
lights comparing childless couples to those with 
children, the effects of parenthood, vasectomy, in- 
come and childlessness, marital and life satisfaction, 
racial differences, age differences, and rural-urban 


variations in the decision to remain childless. Infor- 
mation is included for references prior to 1970 as 
well as a bibliography on marital satisfaction and 
children. Relevant books are listed by year of publi- 
cation (1970-1980) and magazine articles from 
1970-1980 are also cited. (NRB) 
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The existing physical forms of housing are not 
always compatible with prevalent social patterns. 
To investigate the relationship between family sys- 
tem characteristics and attitudes about residential 
space, 64 Indiana families in 4 stages of the family 
life cycle (early years with no children, crowded 
years with at least one preschool child, peak years 
with no preschoolers but at least one school-age 
child, and later years with children who had left 
home) were interviewed. The husband and wife in 
each family completed the Family Environment 
Scale (FES) and the Family Space Attitudes Form. 
Results showed that family type had a significant 
effect on 4 of the 10 FES subscales (Co- hesion, 
Independence, Organization, and Control) and on 3 
of the 4 Family Space subscales (overall satisfaction, 
perception of stress, and identification of specific 
stressors). Findings indicated that environmental 
stressors and family social climate may differ among 
stages of the family life cycle. (NRB) 
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This review of the literature on recreation for the 
tural elderly is organized into seven sections. The 
first section is a brief overview of the values and 
socio-economic characteristics of the rural elderly. 
In the next section, studies on the leisure interests 
and the recreation participation patterns of the rural 
elderly are presented. The third section is a compila- 
tion of representative program descriptions ob- 
tained through literature review and contacts with 
agencies on aging. Factors affecting the provision of 
services to the rural elderly comprise the fourth sec- 
tion and include transportation, attitudes, publicity 
needs, socioeconomic conditions, cultural diversity, 
sex differences, and health factors. The fifth section 
outlines various approaches to meet the recreational 
needs of the rural aged. A summary section presents 
an overview of the state-of-the-art in the provision 
of recreation services to the rural aged, as well as 
conclusions and recommendations related to im- 
proving the quality of such services. The final sec- 
tion is an annotated bibliography of 83 research 
studies, reports, and programs related to aspects of 
recreation and the rural elderly. (Author/NRB) 
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This report of the hearing before the Senate Com- 

mittee on Aging concerns the question of aging and 
its effects on learning and working. Statements by 
witnesses are recorded to present the results of on- 
going longitudinal studies focused on the effects of 
biological aging and the measurement techniques 
used to analyze variables associated with learning 
and working abilities. Techniques of assessment 
used by the Soviet Union where older workers are 
a necessary part of the labor force are also reviewed. 
The report by the Director of the National Institute 
on Aging (NIA) differentiates chronological age 
from biological age, psychological age, intellectual 
age, and social age. The director of the Baltimore 
Longitudinal Study on Aging describes the investi- 
gation of individuals across the entire adult lifespan. 
Similarities of studies, information sharing between 
studies, and commonalities of traits associated with 
long life are presented. The appendix contains a 
compilation of national and international longitudi- 
nal studies in chart form, listing the studies, the 
institutions involved, the year begun, and the years 
in progress as well as the sample, emphases, and 
goals of the studies.

New students and faculty have expressed a grow- 
ing interest in academic advising. However, little 
research has been reported about adult students and 
the academic advising process. A survey of adult 
students and faculty members at Metropolitan State 
University, a nontraditional university, showed that 
faculty members were sensitive to their role as ad- 
visers, but required additional training to meet the 
needs of adult students. Scheduling time for school 
and financing their education were the major con- 
cerns of the students. Many students wanted to 
change careers and expected help from the univer- 
sity; they were also interested in evening and week- 
end advising hours and tutorial workshops. Results 
suggest that high expectations on the part of faculty 
and students require good communication skills and 
ready access to information. Advising systems must 
be diversified to meet the needs of adult students. 
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This guide summarizes the twelve programs of the 
television series, “On the Level,” designed for view- 
ing by adolescents, and includes followup discussion 
questions and activities to help students work 
through the issues of maturity through social and 
personal growth.

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Characteristics of the expected 55 million elderly 
Americans in the year 2050 can be predicted with 
some accuracy. The proportion of elderly blacks will 
increase, while the ratio of women to men will re- 
main at three to one, with a higher ratio at the higher 
age levels. Educational levels will also rise signifi- 
cantly. Current information indicates that between 
15-25% of the elderly have significant symptoms of 
mental illness and need assistance in carrying out 
their daily living tasks. The elderly also have more 
health problems and use more health services than 
the general population. In terms of informal support 
systems or individuals, approximately 75% of the 
elderly men and 37% of the elderly women live with 
a spouse. Nearly 41% of the elderly women live 
alone. Elderly persons have many contacts with 
their children, and support from children is likely to 
increase over the next 30 years as the childlessness 
rate declines. Long-term care efforts continue to 
have difficulty in coordinating programs with a spe- 
cific focus on the individual. Public policy must de- 
termine how to make the delivery of long-term care 
services more responsive to the needs of those re-

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Urban Differences

A 
model for the provision of mental health consulta- 
tion, education, and program development is out- 
lined in terms of service dimensions, i.e., 
educational-clinical consultation, programmatic 
consultation, and training, research, and self-evalua- 
tion.

Because conventional test instruments designed 
to predict academic performance of the young tend 
to be inaccurate measures of competence in the eld- 
erly, new assessment instruments are being con- 
structed which are more appropriate for current 
cohorts of the elderly. A comparison of perfor- 
mance on conventional measures to performance on 
newly constructed analogs of existing intelligence 
tests comprised of familiar rather than novel, ab- 
stract stimuli was conducted with young, middle- 
aged, and older adults (N= 120). The two forms of 
inductive reasoning tests were then administered to 
an additional 40 older adults who constituted a 
more representative older population. Results of the 
comparison of the two older samples showed differ- 
ential effects for different theoretically ecologically 
valid tests, better performance by highly educated 
older adults, and correlations between performance 
on cognitive tests and real-world competence.

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Relationships between individuals and society 
have often been presented from the perspective of 
the social institution. Social psychology has ad- 
dressed the variables that affect the individual in 
relationships with larger groups. Social individual- 
ism is a conceptual framework that explores the 
relationship of the individual and society from the 
view of the individual’s internal needs, desires, and 
drives to determine the role that society will fill in 
the interaction. The role of the individual in direct- 
ing and determining the shape of social relationships 
is critical.

The pervasiveness of 
the sex role stereotyping of aggressiveness as a mas- 
culine trait and passivity as a feminine trait suggests 
that self-rated sex roles, as measured by the Bem 
Sex Role Inventory (BSRI), may predict different 
response tendencies in individuals confronted by an 
interpersonal provocation. Masculine, feminine, 
and androgynous subjects (N=60) of both sexes 
were selected from their BSRI scores and placed in 


a situation that ostensibly demanded cooperation 
with a same-sex confederate on a physically tiring 
task. Provocation consisted of the confederate’s 
selfishness in maximizing personal gain by working 
harder on individual reward trials and less on the 
subject’s trials. Gender differences were found in 
the manner in which subjects responded to this 
provocation. Differences also emerged within each 
sex along the lines of self-rated sex role; individuals 
of the same sex role but differing in biological sex 
had substantially different responses.

Just as the family unit adapts to the presence of an 
alcoholic, so must members adapt to the recovery 
process.

The 
therapist sets goals which advance healthy family 
functioning, because the pathology of alcoholism 
has undermined personal relationships, denied in- 
timacy, and aroused many negative feelings.

Analysis 
of variance is the method most widely used; other 
designs include nonorthogonal, experimental, and 
designs that contrast a within subject to a between 
subject version of a variable. The issue of the theory- 
/application balance, termed ecological validity, re- 
lates to the generality of conclusions across persons, 
settings or specific behaviors. The three major goals 
of research (precise measurement, realism and gen- 
erality) cannot be achieved in studies using only one 
paradigm.

Pension issues affecting 
women as employees include participation in plans, 
vesting, break-in service, benefit accruals, integra- 
tion with Social Security, sex-based actuarial tables, 
portability, inflation, and individual retirement 
plans (IRA’s). Areas of concern to women as 
spouses include divorce, widowhood, and IRA’s for 
homemakers. The pension changes which would 
substantially affect the likelihood of women receiv- 
ing pensions based on their employment are enume- 
rated, as are the changes which would be helpful to 
homemakers. (NRB) 
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The number of elderly blacks is increasing at a 

substantially faster rate than either the general 

population or the elderly white population. Older 

blacks tend to have lower incomes, greater health 

problems, and higher incidence of widowhood than 

comparable whites or younger blacks. The median 

income of older blacks remained at only two-thirds 

of the income of elderly whites between 1967 and 

1977, a disparity reflecting limited employment op- 

portunities, a higher concentration in lower paying 

jobs during younger working years, and a higher 

concentration in jobs not covered by Social Security 

prior to 1950. In 1977, the average life expectancy 

of blacks and other minorities at birth was estimated 

to be shorter than for whites. Compared to their 
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white counterparts, older blacks appear to suffer 
more from the effects of chronic health conditions 
and other illnesses and injuries, to be the victims of 
hyper- tension more frequently, and to have a 
higher mortality rate. However, for ages 80 and 
over, the mortality rate of blacks is lower than that 
of whites. (NBR) 
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Achievement motivation research provides a ba- 
sis for understanding the processes by which sociali- 
zation into stereotypical feminine roles shapes the 
educational and vocational aspirations of adolescent 
women. Young women are socialized to be inter- 
ested in pleasing others, motivated to achieve in 
traditionally feminine areas, and fearful of success 
relative to atypical areas of achievement. This so- 
cialization process seems to be contrary to develop- 
ing personality characteristics and behaviors which 
are prerequisites for achieving in masculine voca- 
tional areas. Many young women make negative 
decisions early in life in response to perceived and 
internalized stereotypes affecting their achievement 
motivations and behaviors. Because of the nature of 
the socialization process, the young woman enters 
the exploratory stage of vocational development 
with strong dispositions which determine the activi- 
ties and roles she chooses to explore. Vocational 
guidance programs need to structure the learning 
environment of young women to provide experi- 
ences which challenge and expand self-definitions, 
enabling adolescent women to develop more posi- 
tive self-concepts and to seek achievement in a 
wider range of vocational areas. (Author/NRB) 
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Identifiers—*Community Psychology 
Psychologists’ roles are changing and expanding 
in many ways. In the next decade, psychologists will 
probably continue their involvement away from the 
clinic and into the community. Deinstitutionaliza- 
tion should create many new opportunities for psy- 
chologists, particularly in the areas of community 
support system coordination and service utilization. 
As psychologists join existing systems as continuous 
service providers and work with new client groups 
in new settings, new forms of training and practice 
must evolve along with new models of the com- 
munity psychologists’ role. Accommodation and ac- 
countability will be major guiding principles of 
psychologists’ work; important theoretical develop- 
ments will also evolve. Politics and economics will 
grow in importance and theoretical eclecticism will 
become more prevalent. Intra-psychic and cognitive 
models of human behavior will be augmented by 
developments in social psychology, systems theory, 
and applied behavioral analysis. In general, the new 
community psychologists will extend their view of 
individuals to include the multiplicity of stimuli and 
systems which impinge on them. (Author/NRB) 
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This paper describes the family-theme group, a 
group approach to working with schizophrenics 
based on the assumptions that: (1) family dynamics 
are important variables in the development and 
maintenance of schizophrenia; (2) schizophrenic 
families have numerous maladaptive qualities not 
present in normal families; and (3) hospitalization of 
schizophrenics further exacerbates family dysfunc- 
tions and pathological dependence. The family- 
theme group is presented as a social-learning forum 
through which familial and systems interventions 
can be made. The social skills training techniques 
are explained, including role play and assertiveness 
training. Demographics of group members and 
group size and structure are reviewed. The structure 
of individual group sessions is described, beginning 
with the presentation of a theme with questions de- 
signed to clarify the issues and lead members toward 
identification of problems; a list of sample questions 
is also given. The process of the theme-centered 
assessment and skills-training format is discussed, 
and variations from this format to accomodate new 
group members or old members with life crises are 
described. The family-theme group is presented as 
an effective method for maintaining schizophrenic 
clients in the community. (NRB) 
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This guide is developed for individuals, organiza- 

tions, and communities interested in helping runa- 

way youth. The first four sections discuss the 
numbers and types of runaways and illustrate the 
problems presented by youth using buses and trains 
to run away from home. Specific characteristics and 
behavior of runaways are outlined to assist in the 
design of programs for identifying and assisting 
these youth.

The appendix contains additional statements 
and an extensive conference report on adult day 
health care.

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This Congressional subcommittee report de- 
scribes a study of national policies affecting midlife 
women, and represents the culmination of subcom- 
mittee hearings and a detailed examination of the 
problems of midlife women. An overview of the 
problem is followed by a discussion of major issues 
raised at the hearings and in committee study, in- 
cluding educational and job barriers and proposals 
to improve opportunities for women in these areas. 
A “Homemakers Bill of Rights” and counseling ser- 
vices are presented as methods by which midlife 
women’s needs for education and jobs could be met. 
Proposals are included for reform of the Social 
Security system and pension coverage; improve- 
ments in pre-retirement planning and self-help net- 
works are recommended. Sections on health issues 
and parent care problems are followed by considera- 
tion of the special problems faced by foreign service 
and military service wives. Suggestions for dealing 
with the problems of men and women in midlife are 
included; general proposals and federal financial 
costs are considered. Statistical information about 
midlife women and committee findings are also 
enumerated and summarized. (NRB) 
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An awareness of student opinions is important, 

because today’s students are tomorrow’s leaders. 
The eleventh annual “Who’s Who Among Ameri- 
can High School Students” questionnaire was 
completed by 24,000 high school juniors and seniors 
identified as student leaders and high achievers. The 
survey showed that although high achievers ex- 
pressed little trust in American government, they 
expected many services from the federal govern- 
ment. Respondents were conservative in their ap- 
proach to contemporary issues. Their mandates to 
the new administration included inflation control 
and a strong national defense. The students set fairly 
high standards for themselves and lived by rather 
rigid personal codes. Traditional relationships were 
attractive to the teenagers for dating, friendships, 
sex, and marriage. Respondents favored limiting 
price increases and paying employees higher salar- 
ies to beat inflation. The students supported wage 
and price controls and better working conditions to 
encourage productivity; they appeared to be against 
the free enterprise system, but the majority had little 
understanding of America’s economic system. Lit- 
tle or no first-hand experience with a profit-making 
organization was reported; however, students ex- 
pressed hopes for their futures in the business sec- 
tor. (Author/NRB) 
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Competence in action perception seems to be 
achieved very early in life. Because research has 
indicated that competent perceivers of action must 
be able to discriminate breakpoints in behavior, then 
recognition memory for breakpoints should be su- 
perior to that for nonbreakpoints at all ages where 
competence in action perception exists. Two studies 
of the development of action perception were con- 
ducted concurrently with adults (N= 16) and chil- 
dren ages five (N=17), eight (N=16), and ten 
(N= 16). Subjects were tested for recognition mem- 
ory using slides of breakpoints and nonbreakpoints, 
and were asked to judge the ordering of triads of 
breakpoints and nonbreakpoints presented in cor- 
rect and incorrect order. Recognition accuracy for 
breakpoints was superior to that for nonbreakpoints 
at all age levels, suggesting that at least by the age 
of five, chiidren’s perception of behavior is not fun- 
damentally different from that of adults. The exami- 
nation of children’s ability to use breakpoint 
information, independent of their ability to select 
breakpoints from ongoing behavior, revealed that 
although overall breakpoint triads were judged more 
accurately than nonbreakpoint triads, kindergarten- 
ers differed from older subjects in the manner in 
which they made their judgments. (Author/NRB) 
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This paper describes a conceptual model of staff 
burnout in terms of independent, intervening and 
dependent variables. Staff burnout is defined, symp- 
toms are presented, and the epidemiological ap- 
proach to burnout is descussed. Components of the 
proposed model, which groups detertinants of 
mental health into three domains, consist of: (1) 
determined and changeable predisposing risk fac- 
tors; (2) developmental and situational precipitating 
risk factors; and (3) intervening variables of skills 
and support, manifested as degrees of vulnerability 
or of strength. The model suggests that the combi- 
nation of risk factors, mediated by skills and support 
systems, determines mental health and modes of 
coping. Suggestions and examples for prevention 
and intervention strategies are given and both direct 
and indirect costs of burnout are discussed; a dia- 
gram of the model is also provided. (Author/NRB)

Through on-the-job experience, they have encoun- 
tered nonacademic writing in its worst and best 
forms; thus they are able to refine the students’ con- 
ception of audience and to counter stilted prose by 
pointing out jargon, awkwardness, and obfuscation. 
For the students, the tutors possess more authen- 
ticity, forcefulness, and objectivity.

A study examined the relationship between stu- 
dents’ linguistic insecurity (writing apprehension) 
and writing performance. College students in three 
remedial and two freshman composition classes 
were administered a test of linguistic insecurity that 
included pronunciation items and choices of hyper- 
correct, colloquial, and nonstandard versions of sen- 
tences. When the results of this test were compared 
to students’ journal writings and their first graded 
compositions in the course, the analysis indicated a 
significant negative correlation between a student’s 
linguistic insecurity and the number of clause types 
and number of words per t-unit. The insecure stu- 
dents often had strikingly less sophisticated writing 
in essays for the teacher than in their writing for 
personal, friendly, and uncritical audiences. The 
more secure students had less gap between the qual- 
ity of the two modes of writing than the less secure 
students. The students’ case studies also demon- 
strated that linguistic insecurity increased the differ- 
ence between the modes of writing in terms of 
quality of syntactic structures (‘well-formedness”), 
detail of examples, and general fluency. Linguisti- 
cally secure students tended to do less editing dur- 
ing composing, saving the editing for a later stage of 
their writing processes, while linguistically insecure 
students often self-edited as they composed.

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Examination of the history of secondary school 
English elective curricula-from their development 
and growth between 1962 and 1968, through their 
refinement and variation between 1968 and 1972, to 
their critical examination and decline between 1972 
and 1977-can be summarized in six points. First, 
the curriculum was a logical development springing 
from deep roots in educational history and English 
teaching (life adjustment education, the Progressive 
era, and the academic model of English). Second, 
the elective curriculum provided a springboard from 
which the English profession could examine and act 
upon many basic issues in secondary school learning 
and teaching such as change and variety, relevance, 
the viability of the core curriculum concept, and 
student and teacher interests. Third, the elective 
curriculum gave the teacher and student a powerful 
impetus for instruction and _ learning-control. 
Fourth, it was genuinely innovative in that it re- 
structured the traditional curriculum and also paid 
serious attention to new subjects related to English. 
Fifth and sixth, while its decline is the “zeitgeist” of 
the times, the curriculum will probably influence 
English teaching in the future. (A case study of the 
elective program at Fort Hunt High School, Fairfax 
County, Virginia, is used as an example of the 
philosophy used in most elective programs and of 
the development and decline of elective programs.)

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A pilot study was conducted on the student char- 
acteristics associated with changes in student writ- 
ing apprehension. Data were collected from 300 
students in freshman composition courses and 300 
students in advanced (junior year) composition 
courses. These students completed the Writing Atti- 
tude Questionnaire at the beginning and at the end 
of their writing courses. No significant differences 
in initial (pretest) writing apprehension were found 
for men and women, for students in freshman versus 
junior courses, or for different college majors.

A positive relationship was found between 
writing apprehension and the amount of writing that 
students anticipated in their chosen careers. There 
was a decrease from pretest to posttest in the per- 
centage of students with high writing apprehension 
scores and increases in the percentages of both stu- 
dents with moderate writing apprehension and stu- 
dents with low writing apprehension. (RL) 
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Both literature teachers who take the time to 
teach historical background and history teachers 
who take the time to incorporate literature into their 
classes will help students to discover that life is mul- 
tidimensional. Some practical activities are required 
to correlate language arts with social studies. One 
such activity involves assigning students to write a 
dialogue between two historical figures whose lives 
they have researched, while another asks them to 
write a letter to an historical figure about life in the 
twentieth century. These assignments show stu- 
dents that writing is important in both literary and 
historical contexts. Students can also compare dif- 
ferent biblical versions of the creation with twen- 
tieth century renditions, then write a revised and 
updated version of another biblical story. While 
dealing with historical subjects and creative litera- 
ture, students will learn how to revise and update 
and how to handle such problems as setting and 
language changes. Assigning students to write a his- 
tory book on a specific period and region will teach 
them to investigate, think, organize, and write. 
Other possible exercises include creating a graffiti 
wall on which students can write historical facts and 
quotes, and having them write advertisements for 
historical and cultural features.

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As a means of providing additional search warrant 
protection for the news media and others engaged 
in public communications, the United States Con- 
gress adopted the “Privacy Protection Act of 1980.” 
Legal and documentary research conducted over a 
period of two years has revealed a potential defect 
of the statute relating to the court system’s loose 
interpretation of “probable cause,” as stipulated in 
the warrant clause of the Fourth Amendment. Prob- 
able cause for the issuance of a search warrant exists 
where circumstances, as reported in an underlying 
affidavit, would cause a reasonably prudent person 
to believe that the property to be searched is likely 
to contain the items sought in connection with the 
related criminal act. However, an affidavit for a 
search warrant need not prove guilt in order to es- 
tablish probable cause. The legal analysis of the 
“Zurcher v. Stanford Daily” ruling of the Supreme 
Court suggests that the legal effectiveness of the 
“Privacy Protection Act of 1980” may be impeded 
by a magistrate’s broad, case-by-case interpretation 
of probable cause. Probable cause is an element that 
should be more definitively addressed in federal 
Statutes aimed at providing additional search war- 
rant protection. (HOD) 
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A study was conducted tc assess the sources used 
by a metropolitan population for news about state 
government. Telephone interviews were conducted 
with 714 adult subjects in a metropolitan area in 
Michigan. Subjects were asked how much time they 
spent reading newspapers and watching television, 
how interested they were in state government, and 
their main source for news about state government, 
as well as demographic questions. The results in- 
dicated that the subjects viewed television an aver- 
age of three hours and read newspapers an average 
of 52 minutes each day. Forty-seven percent of the 
subjects said they were interested in state govern- 
ment news, and 42% said they were somewhat inter- 
ested. The majority, 59%, got their state news from 
television, while only 33% read newspapers for their 
state news. Heavier newspaper readers were more 
likely than lighter readers to be interested in state 
government news, while there was no difference in 
interest between lighter and heavier television view- 
ers.

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The role of communication in John Dewey’s ma- 
jor philosophical themes is investigated in this pa- 
per. A description of Dewey’s concept of the ideal 
communication setting is provided, emphasizing 
how individual and social personalities are deve- 
loped according to vital, interactive processes.

Section 605 of the Communications Act of 
1934, which governs reception of signals, is inade- 
quate to regulate this situation because it appears 
that publication of received programing outside the 
home is needed to constitute a violation. Because 
home stations merely receive, they are legal. Copy- 
right laws might apply in this situation, but piracy 
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constitutes a “fair use” exception by default, be- 
cause the fact that it is done in the home makes 
policing it nearly impossible and highly intrusive. 
Law enforcers cannot know if the home station is 
tuned to a pay or free channel. Since scrambling of 
satellite signals is not cost effective, and no law is 
directly applicable or enforceable, piracy of these 
signals is effectively legal. (Author/HTH) 
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An analysis of five mid-nineteenth century wo- 
men’s suffrage periodicals (‘The Lily,” “The Genius 
of Liberty,” “The Una,” “The Revolution,” and 
“The Woman’s Journal”) suggests that the papers 
succeeded in creating, sustaining, and inspiring the 
suffrage community as it developed and matured, 
and in dramatizing and debating alternative ver- 
sions of a new life style for women. In 1893, the 
13,000 members enrolled in the official suffrage or- 
ganization had few opportunities for face-to-face in- 
teraction and communication and saw themselves 
as poorly (negatively and infrequently) reported in 
the popular press. Thus it was through and with 
their own papers that the suffragists came together 
as a community. (AEA) 
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The study of United States journalism history has 
been dominated by an interpretation founded on the 
idea of progress. This interpretation is based on the 
assumption that the essential characteristics of the 
press are thorough, fast, accurate news reporting; 
enlightened, effective presentation of opinion; en- 
tertainment; and press independence and responsi- 
bility. It holds that journalism history has been 
developing continually and inevitably to this ulti- 
mate condition. This confidence in developmental 
progress has accounted for the lack of diversity 
among historians and has been responsible for most 
of the major interpretative fallacies. Because of the 
dominance of the progress interpretation, the study 
of journalism history has grown stagnant, and be- 
cause it attempts to explain journalism history by 
contemporary conditions, it has created a narrow, 
superficial, and distorted picture. This view needs to 
be corrected, and one way to do this is to adopt an 
interpretation of journalism history that is based on 
the fact that the press at different periods has served 
different purposes and that those purposes were a 
result of the philosophies that have dominated Am- 
erican intellect and culture at different times. Ap- 
proaching the history of journalism from the 
perspective of press purposes should help create an 
understanding of the essential nature of the press, 
provide new insights, and encourage fresh explana- 
tions. (FL) 
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Although the literature suggests that large budgets 

can be equated with successful public relations, a 
study that involved personal interviews with 27 
public relations executives in Alabama’s state col- 
leges and universities and a telephone survey of 1,- 
250 Alabama citizens concluded that individuals 
know their supporting publics well because of their 
continued motivation to do so, regardless of finan- 
cial support. Educational public relations adminis- 
trators from institutions with high tevel funding who 
displayed low accuracy in perceiving their support- 
ing publics’ views on current issues did not engage 
in a great deal of ion with 

those publics. Successful implementation of listen- 

ing behavior seems to result in public relations suc- 

cess regardless of administrative structure. (AEA) 
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Multiple regression techniques were used to ex- 
amine the business side of local television news op- 
erations for November 1978. Research questions 
examined the effect of several variables on local 
television news prices (advertising rates), including 
type of ownership, network affiliation/signal type, 
market size, cable network penetration, market con- 
centration, and market prosperity. It was expected 
that higher levels of market concentration (making 
the market less competitive) should lead to higher 
news prices. Data for the study came from 297 com- 
mercial television stations in 105 television markets. 
The results conformed to theoretical expectations. 
Specifically, ownership type (group or cross media) 
had little effect on television news advertising 
prices; cable network penetration had a significant 
negative effect on such prices; and market concen- 
tration had a significant positive impact on price. 
The primary policy recommendations suggested by 
these results are that the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) should continue to pursue pro- 
competitive policies that are most likely to increase 
the number of television channels from which con- 
sumers can choose; and that regulation of the com- 
mercial television industry with respect to the 
FCC’s scheme of taxation by regulation (public in- 
terest program requirements) must be discontinued 
as competition is increased. (Author/RL)

The career of James Franklin, Benjamin Frank- 

lin’s older brother, provides a case study in the use 

of polemics for a free press. A printer who actively 

courted controversy, Franklin found it necessary to 

use an unusual variety of strategies and justifications 

to evade or overcome potential legal, religious, and 

economic restraints. He demonstrated how far a 

printer could go in criticizing authority and in of-

fending important segments of the population; but, 
more significantly, his publications articulated a 
broad libertarian press theory at an early point in the 
development of American journalism. (RL) 
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The preliminary development of social documen- 
tary photography can be traced in the early issues of 
“Charities,” a journal established in 1897 by the 
New York Charity Organization Society. During 
the journal’s earliest years, 1897 to 1902, photogra- 
phy was already associated with social work in the 
minds of the public; but “Charities” used photo- 
graphs infrequently, photographic layout was hap- 
hazard, and photographers were not given 
creditlines. In the period of 1902-1907, there was an 
increased use of photographs-occasionally on the 
front page—but creditlines for photographs were still 
rare. Improvements in the photojournalism pre- 
sented by “Charities” during this period included 
longer cutlines to explain the portrayed conditions 
in the photographs, more experimentation with lay- 
out, and the appearance in the journal of its first 
photo-essay. From 1907 to 1909, “Charities” was 
given new purpose and direction with its reports of 
a study of social conditions in Pittsburgh. The 
photographs that accompanied these reports were 
persuasive and investigative in their style and pre- 
sentation. Throughout the 12 years under examina- 
tion, the primary purposes of the photographs in 
“Charities” were to illustrate the words of the text, 
not to stand alone, and to emphasize the environ- 
ment of the individuals photographed, not the in- 
dividuals themselves. The study of these 
photographs also indicates that “Charities” and its 
readers had faith in the reality of the photographs, 
trusted photographers not to tamper with their sub- 
jects, and expected honesty in social documentary 
photography. (RL) 
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When a major national news magazine decided to 
advertise on television to increase circulation, mar- 
ket researchers had to design research procedures 
that would assess the effectiveness of various adver- 
tising options. The system was designed around the 
toll-free telephone number given in the advertise- 
ment, with the receiving operator recording the 
time of day the order was received, and where the 
customer had seen the subscription offer. A second 
data base contained time of day, program environ- 
ment, and whether the program was local, syn- 
dicated, or network. The original application of the 
system considered the variables of creative execu- 
tion of the commercial, the length of the subscrip- 
tion term, a bonus gift for incentive, and the 
effectiveness of other promotional efforts. The anal- 
ysis of a ten-week campaign showed that the late 
morning to prime time period was the best daytime 
advertising period, and sports programs and movies 
were the best advertising environments. The smaller 
though less expensive markets were not cost effec- 
tive, as were the larger initially more costly ones. 
The strategy indicated by the system, a fast-paced, 
hard-hitting commercial for the longer subscription 


period, was the one adopted by the magazine for its 
campaign. (HTH) 
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The impact of news film on children’s learning 
was investigated by presenting 193 fifth, seventh, 
ninth, and eleventh grade students with one of two 
versions of a newscast. The children viewed a video- 
tape of a newscaster introducing film reports of six 
stories or listened to the newscaster reading the 
news stories. The children provided responses to 
questions about their general television exposure, 
news exposure, how they rated media credibility, 
why they watched the news, and what they could 
remember about the stories in the newscast. The 
results showed that a number of factors were as- 
sociated with children’s learning from a television 
newscast. The use of film in the one version helped 
children in both their aided and their unaided recall 
of the stories, and students understood more of the 
stories presented with film than those presented 
without film. There was a grade-by-film interaction 
so that film helped understanding in the higher 
grades more than it did in the lower grades. Despite 
the advantages of film, large percentages of chil- 
dren, even in the eleventh grade, did not remember 
or understand important hard news stories pre- 
sented in the newscast, an indication that news pro- 
grams for young people need to be presented in a 
clear and simple manner. The data also indicated 
that even young children understood the structure 
of newscasts, realizing that the most important sto- 
ries were presented first, though they differentiated 
between importance and their own liking of the sto- 
ries. (RL) 
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This report of a study of the activities of a secret 
planning board, formed to promote the nomination 
of Dwight Eisenhower through the intensive use of 
television, concludes that the significance of televi- 
sion planning in the 1952 Eisenhower campaign had 
less to do with the outcome of the election than with 
the first massive use of television with politics on a 
national stage. A discussion of the formation and 
strategies of the nine-man planning board makes up 
the major portion of the paper, while the remainder 
of the report focuses on the role of the Republican 
National Committee in utilizing the media to accen- 
tuate the “warmth of personality” of both Eisen- 
hower and vice-presidental candidate Richard 
Nixon. (AEA) 
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The effectiveness of Section 315 of the Communi- 

cations Act of 1934 and its 1959 amendments, 

which allows “equal broadcast time” to opposing 
political candidates, is assessed in terms of insuring 
the public’s right to know and of the broadcasters’ 
claim to First Amendment protection. Questions 
regarding the regulation’s structure and purpose are 
outlined as a means for determining the policy 
agenda for the future on this particular issue. A 
historical perspective is used in tracing the evolu- 
tion of Section 315 and the reactions by lawyers and 
broadcasters to changes in it. In addition, arguments 
favoring its repeal and those favoring its mainte- 
nance are evaluated. The paper concludes that in 
light of the ineffectiveness of the regulation in ac- 
complishing what it was designed to do, it should be 
abolished. (Author/HTH) 
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A study examined the coverage of the scientific 

aspects of the atomic bomb in four representative 

newspapers (New York “Times,” New York “He- 
rald Tribune,” Chicago “Daily Tribune,” and Bos- 
ton “Daily Globe”) and in 14 general mass 
circulation magazines in the time period immedi- 
ately following the dropping of the bomb. Among 
the conclusions of the study are that (1) the govern- 
ment’s elaborate secretive preparations for inform- 
ing the public about the nature of the bomb proved 
generally ineffective; (2) newspapers—with the ex- 
ception of the New York “‘Times’—were not relay- 
ing information related to the scientific aspects of 
the bomb but rather were concentrating on the 
drama of the bomb and its effect on the war; (3) 
mass circulation magazine coverage from August 
through December 1945 ran the gamut from the 
simplistic to the highly technical, yet in general of- 
fered only token explanations of the science of the 
bomb; and (4) the scientific community, not the 
media, took the lead in speaking out for understand- 
ing and control of the bomb. (AEA) 
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Identifiers—*Cathode Ray Tube Terminals 
A study was conducted at two major midwestern 

newspapers to ascertain the effects of video display 

terminal (VDT) use on the work and perceptions of 
copy editors. The methodology consisted of obser- 
vation of one full day of copy desk work at a VDT 
by a single local news desk copy editor and one full 
day of work at VDTs by a regular weekday shift of 
copy editors on the national/international news 
desk, as well as interviews with various editors. Data 
obtained through the interviews were validated by 
means.of a content analysis of published material 
from two years before and two years after installa- 
tion of the electronic system. The major conclusions 
drawn from the case study were as follows: (1) copy 
editing was done much the same way with a VDT 
as with pencil and paper; (2) adaptation and adjust- 





ment time to VDT editing systems by copy editors 
need not be lengthy; (3) the electronic editing sys- 
tem has contributed to the editing process by reduc- 
ing routine tasks such as headline and story 
counting; (4) except during the adjustment period, 
the electronic editing system did not appear to be a 
factor in news judgments and decision making 
behavior for editors; and (5) while accuracy seemed 
to be enhanced by electronic editing systems, the 
issue of editing speed remained unresolved. (HTH) 
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Intended as an overview for English department 
faculty with no direct experience in teaching fresh- 
man composition, this report contains a general ac- 
count of the origin, basic features, and current 
direction of using tutorial methods in freshman 
composition classes. The five sections of the report 
provide the following information: (1) the history of 
the American tutorial method of teaching freshman 
composition, including its trans-Atlantic roots in 
England; (2) the teacher/student conference 
strategy as applied in the tutorial method; (3) 
evaluation of the tutorial classroom; (4) using small 
writing groups and peer teaching strategies in the 
tutorial classroom; and (5) the future of the tutorial 
classroom. (RL) 
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A year-long study of the writing growth of eight 

seventh grade children was conducted to determine 
whether knowledge of reading rhetoric could be di- 
rectly applied to personal writing behavior. It was 
assumed that active comprehension of a distinctive 
literary model would provide awareness of the 
structure of narrative prose and improve the stu- 
dent’s own writing. Guided verbal interaction, 
which focused on story elements or author’s styles, 
was designed to bring about deeper understanding 
of prose construction. Sequential activities were in- 
corporated into seven steps of a “listen, discuss, 
write” model. Preliminary assessment of the writing 
samples of three of the subjects suggested that stu- 
dents tended toward more vitality in their writing as 
time progressed, using fewer words, more verbs, and 
more verb phrases. Students showed increased at- 
tention to the areas of coherence and characteriza- 
tion/detail in the second writing samples, which 
followed discussion on descriptive writing. The less 
able writers showed greater improvement using the 
“listen, discuss, write” procedures, but good writers 
also appeared to profit from the targeted discussion 
of narrative elements. As a result of preliminary 
analysis, a recommendation was made to include 
every attention to developing a “sense of audience” 
in the student writers. (RL) 
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A college composition course based on teaching 
the difference between male and female modes of 
rhetoric offers advantages over the traditional 
course in reference, persuasive, and expressive dis- 
course: the appeal to student emotion provided by 
the terms “female” and “male,” and the clarity of 
the terms in delineating the possibilities and limita- 
tions of either response in a rhetorical situation. The 
course defines the male rhetorical mode as writing 
as a product of thinking, to get a point across in a 
clear, direct, convincing way; the female rhetorical 
mode is writing as a record of thinking, used to 
strengthen bonds between writer and reader. Stu- 
dents demonstrate their competence in the male 
mode two-thirds of the way through the course by 
writing two extended arguments on contrasting 
sides of an issue and then evaluating both their argu- 
ments in writing. They next are exposed to C. Rog- 
ers’ form of argument in which the writer views the 
reader as hostile and not as simply skeptical or 
mildly supportive. Finally, students use the female 
mode in a situation where they describe themselves 
or someone else, evoking a mood or reflecting in a 
more general way. Shortcomings of this method are 
that competent male mode writers sometimes find 
it difficult to make the transition to the female 
mode; students may mistake rambling, irrational 
writing as the female mode; and the method lacks 
the simplicity of more traditionally organized com- 
position courses. (AEA) 
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Noting that the success of the Bay Area Writing 
Project and the National Writing Project derives 
largely from their involvement of classroom teach- 
ers and from collaboration between university 
professors and those teachers, this paper discusses 
recent California legislation that places significant 
power in the hands of teachers in determining staff 
development programs. The paper views this phe- 
nomenon as part of a nationwide shift of responsibil- 
ity for teacher education from the colleges and 
universities to the schools themselves. While noting 
that this change is laudable in many respects, the 
paper contends that it effectively cuts off teachers 
from theoretical and research perspectives and from 
the philosophical, psychological, and historical in- 
sights that college professors can provide. The paper 
proposes a new model for inservice education based 
on the ideas of British educator Michael Eraut. It 
then discusses the model, which identifies the 
school rather than the school district or the in- 
dividual teacher as the focal point for educational 
change and calls for an outside consultant, possibly 
a college professor, to work in a nondirective way 
with teachers in identifying needs, setting objec- 
tives, delineating resources that can be used for 
problem solving, determining solutions, implement- 
ing them, and evaluating their effectiveness. The 
paper provides an example in which this model was 
successfully implemented. (Author/FL) 
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Three types of journal writing used by a teacher 
in her community college English classrooms are (1) 
the reading journal, in which students respond to 
course materials that they have been assigned; (2) 
the “sensorium,” a writing unit devoted to detailed, 
specific descriptions of what the student sees, hears, 
touches, tastes, and smells; and (3) the journal with 
a specific focus, in which students respond to out- 
side readings and in-class discussions that are of 
particular interest and that can serve as source 
material for a class project or final paper on the 
topic. Analysis of student work with these three 
types of journal writing reveals 12 ways in which 
journal writing acts as a self-discovery tool, includ- 
ing creating an openness about ideas, encouraging 
exploration, finding a “natural voice,” serving as 
positive reinforcement, building confidence in self- 
expression, providing a permanent record of im- 
provement, identifying preferences and desires, 
synthesizing school work with life experiences, and 
—* to develop a complete composing process. 
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Designed with junior high school students in 
mind, the activities in this booklet are offered as 
ways to stimulate interest in writing using as little as 
ten minutes of class time. The activities are arranged 
in six sections: (1) developing observation skills and 
paying attention to details; (2) word play, descrip- 
tive words, and word collections (outdoor words, 
lazy words, city words, soft words); (3) writing prac- 
tice with puns, palindromes, idioms, and allitera- 
tion; (4) writing within standard poetry structures, 
such as cinquains, couplets, diamante, haiku, qua- 
train, senryu, sijo, and tanka; (5) working with 
“now” poetry, such as apologies, clerihews, epi- 
taphs, haikon, limericks, and parody; and (6) word 
plays, such as answering riddles, using one word in 
many different contexts, personifying an object, 
writing invitations, and using colors to write com- 
mon expressions. (RL)

Amendments 1972 

The Nancy Drew adventure series, a classic girls’ 
favorite for over 50 years, offers less sex role stereo- 
typing and sexist cultural indoctrination than the 
majority of reading textbooks now used in the ele- 
mentary school classroom. Textbooks were ex- 
cluded from the Title IX regulations of the 1972 
Education Amendments, and a review of studies 
conducted since 1969 of elementary school readers 
reveals the continuation of a strong male sex bias in 
textbooks. The Nancy Drew series, on the other 
hand, presents a different perspective. The heroine 
is a paradox, appearing strong, resourceful, in- 
dependent, and bold, while at the same time using 
traditional feminine wiles, relying on her instincts 
and charm. Although further study of the adventure 
series identifies a reduction over the years in the 
quality of characterization, description, and plot 
structure, as well as in vocabulary level, the female 
image in Nancy Drew is preferable to the stereotype 
found in most classroom reading texts. (AEA) 
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Intended for use by elementary and secondary 

school drama teachers, this book stresses students 

participating in dramatic activities with a sense of 
purpose and contains practical activities based on 
student learning objectives. The first half of the 
book contains a statement of philosophy, a brief 
discussion of educational accountability and drama, 
and three sections of materials for elementary, jun- 
ior high, and senior high school teachers. The ele- 
mentary school section addresses three components 
of the art of drama: acting, playmaking, and audi- 
ence. Activities and goals for acting are organized 
into the elements of movement, speech, and im- 
provisation exploration; playmaking activities are 
organized into plot, character, theme, and dialogue; 
and audience activities emphasize enjoyment and 
evaluation. The junior high school section provides 
the teacher with lessons for a semester course in 
beginning drama, including physical and dramatic 
warm-ups, teaching methods, and discipline tech- 
niques. The senior high school section emphasizes 
drama education and outlines the objectives, activi- 
ties, and evaluation procedures for four complete 
drama courses. The second half of the book consists 
of three appendixes that include additional exam- 
ples of course content for high school drama classes, 

a sample rehearsal schedule, a glossary of theatrical 

terms, a play production budget, a sample guide to 

prepare students before attending a stage play, and 
an extensive bibliography. (AEA) 
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Identifiers—*South Africa 
The proposed form, content, and funding of South 

Africa’s second television channel (TV2) are exam- 

ined in this paper. Noting that the service is de- 

signed for the country’s black majority population, 
the paper points out that it is nonetheless controlled 
by the white-dominated South African Broadcast- 


ing Corporation. Following a brief outline of the 
history of television in South Africa, the paper dis- 
cusses the unique problems underlying TV2, such as 
the possible role it can play as a propaganda vehicle 
for the existing political order of the nation and the 
difficulties of broadcasting to a multilingual audi- 
ence. The paper then examines four possible effects 
TV2 might have on black society: (1) a complex, 
differential effect; (2) no effect; (3) the effect of 
accelerating existing trends in society and opening 
new ones; and (4) the effect of narcotizing and then 
mobilizing society. Of these four effects, the paper 
holds that the complex, differential effect is the 
most likely predictor of TV2’s impact on black 
South Africans. (FL) 
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Patterned after a 1976 study, a study examined 
voters’ decision making during the 1980 campaign 
for the presidency of the United States. Data from 
a survey of 183 registered voters indicated that par- 
tisan voters were likely to be precommitted to a 
candidate choice and thus relatively immune to 
mass mediated campaign effects. However, those 
voters who made their voting decisions during the 
campaign varied in communication behaviors, can- 
didate issue and image discrimination, and social 
structural variables. These voters were of three dis- 
tinct types—campaign deciders, post-debate deciders 
(after the Carter/Reagan television debate), and 
last-minute deciders. Some of the differences across 
groups of voters, based on the time of their deci- 
sions, reflected similarities between this study and 
the 1976 study: ideological strength diminishes rap- 
idly by time of decision; people with strong ideclogi- 
cal stance, whether liberal or conservative, made up 
their minds early; and voters with below-average 
degree of ideological strength made up their minds 
just before election day. On the other hand, features 
of the campaign environment in 1980—most notably 
the candidacy of John Anderson and the timing and 
presence of a televised debate between the two ma- 
jor candidates—exerted substantial influence on the 
electorate, thereby distinguishing this study from 
the 1976 study. (RL) 
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A study was conducted in Champaign-Urbana, 
Illinois, to replicate research undertaken in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, that measured public knowledge about 
newspapers and television news business. Data were 
collected through telephone interviews with 341 
heads of households. The results supported the find- 
ings of the earlier research. Among the findings of 
the studies are the following: (1) the public knew 
more about television than about newspapers and 
was more knowledgeable about licensing than about 
ownership, (2) media knowledge resulted from ex- 
posure to print media, and (3) education exerts both 
independent effects on media knowledge and in- 
direct effects by increasing the likelihood of expo- 
sure to print media. Although differences in the 
studies’ findings were slight, one variation was note- 
worthy: while the Columbus study found that the 
viewing of local television news was negatively 


related to media knowledge, the Champaign study 
found no such relationship. (FL) 
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Elderly residents of a large southern city were 
surveyed in a study designed to examine the effects 
of media advertising on the elderly’s perceptions. 
The 91 subjects completed a questionnaire on social 
factors such as the subjects’ self-image, their percep- 
tions of the elderly as portrayed by the mass media, 
product brand preferences, sex role perceptions, and 
the ability to distinguish facts from exaggeration in 
advertising. The results showed that advertising had 
a negative but insignificant effect on sex role percep- 
tions and self-image. The findings also suggested 
that exposure to advertising in the mass media 
reduces the elderly’s ability to filter fact from exag- 
geration, and that brand switching by the elderly is 
directly related to advertising exposure. (HTH) 
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Anticipatory consumer socialization is the learn- 
ing of consumer roles and perceptions, which will be 
assumed at a later time, such as those that children 
acquire before they become adult consumers. A sur- 
vey of 784 adolescents was conducted in a southern 
state to examine the anticipatory consumer sociali- 
zation effects of such factors as the mass media, 
school, family, race, and social class on perceptions 
such as consumer role, occupational aspirations, 
deferment of consumption gratification, and sex 
roles. The results suggested that television con- 
tributed to the adolescent’s development of tradi- 
tional sex role perceptions regarding household 
decision making. The data suggested that social 
class affects youth’s occupational aspirations, in- 
dicating that upper social class adolescents have 
higher aspirations than lower class adolescents. 
Race was a rather weak predictor of anticipatory 
consumer socialization, although black adolescents 
appeared to be less likely to defer consumption 
gratification that did their white counterparts. The 
relationship between communication with family 
about consumption matters and the adolescent’s ca- 
reer decision was significant, suggesting that intra- 
family interactions may provide opportunities for 
occupational socialization, and lead to the develop- 
ment of expectations regarding the purchase of con- 
sumer products. (HTH)

Participants in or Reflectors of the Social Change 
Process? Six Selected Magazines Consider the 
Birth Control Controversy, 1915-1925.

Twenty-two issues of each of six magazines pub- 
lished between 1915 and 1925 were analyzed to 
determine whether those magazines served only as 
mirrors of social change or took a more active role, 
either as agents of social change or as agents of 
social conservatism. Specifically, the study exam- 
ined the manner in which the following magazines 
covered the birth control controversy: “Good 
Housekeeping,” “Atlantic Monthly,” ‘Catholic 
World,” “The Nation,” “The New Republic,” and 
“The Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion.” One hundred fifty-nine articles concerning 
the subject were found in the magazines. Of these, 
107 were judged to view birth contro! in a positive 
manner and 48 to view it in a negative manner. Only 
two articles were judged to be neutral. The analysis 
revealed that (1) two of the magazines (‘The New 
Republic” and “The Nation”) served as active 
agents of social change, (2) one (‘Catholic World”) 
acted as an agent of social conservatism, (3) two 
(‘Atlantic Monthly” and “The Journal of the Am- 
erican Medical Association”) seemed to serve as 
passive agents of social conservatism, and (4) one 
(‘Good Housekeeping’’) served primarily as a mir- 
ror of social change. (FL) 
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Following a 1978 commando raid by the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO), Israeli troops 
crossed the Israeli-Lebanese border to establish a 
“security belt” to prevent further PLO action in 
Israel. A study was conducted to determine whether 
the coverage of the Israeli invasion by the three 
commercial television networks in the United States 
was balanced favorably or unfavorably toward the 
two sides. News coverage of the Middle East by the 
three networks was randomly selected from three 
time periods: one year before the invasion, the 
period from the PLO raid until the cease fire ten 
days later, and the 30-day period following the 
cease fire. Statements about the Israelis and the 
PLO were rated as either favorable or unfavorable, 
generally reflecting a value judgment or editorial 
position on the part of the news anchorperson or 
correspondent. Results showed that (1) the Pales- 
tinians received the greatest number of unfavorable 
references on all three networks during the year 
prior to the raid, (2) the Israelis received almost 
equal degrees of favorable content on all three net- 
works, (3) all three networks showed a still more 
unfavorable attitude toward Palestinians and some- 
what less positive coverage of Israel during the cri- 
sis, and (4) all three networks reversed the direction 
of their Palestinian coverage in the 30 days after the 
cease fire. (HTH) 
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Two hundred fifty residents of a southern Cali- 

fornia city responded to a telephone survey de- 


signed to assess audience interests in and 
preferences for local television newscasts. The re- 
spondents were asked to rank, in order of their pref- 
erence, six major news catagories: issues, 
unexpected events, entertainment, sports, weather, 
and banter between newscasters. Almost 42% of the 
respondents indicated that television was their ma- 
jor source of information about local events and 
issues, while only 29% preferred newspapers. More 
women than men used television and more men 
than women used newspapers as their major source 
for local information. In the general newscast con- 
tent categories, the respondents ranked issues first, 
followed by unexpected events, entertainment, 
weather, sports, and banter. The issues category was 
ranked significantly higher, and banter was ranked 
significantly lower than the rest. Of those who ex- 
pressed a preference, the majority preferred a male 
rather than a female newscaster. Women were less 
interested than men in sports, but were more inter- 
ested in consumer-related stories and unexpected 
events, such as crimes with a female victim. (HTH) 
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Identifiers—* Media Use 
University freshman journalism students from 

two different states were surveyed to study the in- 

fluence of high school publication experience on 
journalism career aspirations, perceptions of media 
credibility, and use of media. About half the stu- 
dents surveyed had worked on high school publica- 
tions. These former staffers were compared with the 
students who had not worked on scholastic publica- 
tions. The findings indicated that former staffers 
most enjoyed writing on a high school publication, 
though layout was a close second, and that staffers 
were more likely to be interested in magazine and 
newspaper work, while nonstaffers were more inter- 
ested in advertising careers. The findings also 
showed that staffers decided much earlier to go into 
the communications field, with most deciding dur- 
ing high school, while very few nonstaffers made the 
decision before reaching college. Staffers and non- 
staffers perceived media credibility differently, but 
the results were only statistically significant for one 
of the states. The media use results indicated that 
former publications staffers used more media—read 
more newspapers and news magazines, and watched 
more television news-than did nonstaffers. (HTH) 
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A study examined whether changes in the word- 
ing of the cutline would have a significant impact 
upon readers’ responses to the content of a con- 
troversial or potentially offensive photograph. 
Twenty-two variables, including nudity, proximity, 
and magnitude and innocence were chosen from 
those concerning editors and readers or those likely 
to affect responses to photographs. Photographs 
were then selected to illustrate each variable and 
two versions of a cutline were written for each 
photograph. Changes in the cutline wording were 
designed to alter readers’ perceptions of the variable 
under consideration. The photographs were given to 
college students who were instructed to arrange 
them in order, with the photograph they considered 
to be most offensive on the top. The students also 
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tated each picture’s tastefulness, newsworthiness, 
likability, and powerfulness. Overall, there were no 
significant differences in the reactions of respond- 
ents who received the different cutlines, indicating 
that readers responded to the photographs them- 
selves and that the photographs’ meaning and im- 
pact was not significantly altered by the words 
accompanying them. (FL) 
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A study investigated the dimensions of gratifica- 
tions sought (GS) and gratifications obtained (GO) 
from two competing network television programs— 
ABC’s “Good Morning America” and NBC’s “To- 
day’’-in terms of (1) the differences between the 
dimensional structure of GS and GO for the viewers 
of each separate program and (2) the between-pro- 
gram differences in GS-GO patterns. Telephone in- 
terviews were conducted with 374 individuals in an 
urban area. To qualify as a respondent, the in- 
dividual phoned had to watch at least one of the two 
programs at least twice a week. The subjects were 
asked a series of questions designed to measure GS 
and GO, as well as questions concerning their per- 
ceptions of the regular personalities on each pro- 
gram, the format of the program, and the overall 
quality of the program’s news coverage. Demo- 
graphic information was also elicited. In general, the 
dimensions of GS and GO for viewers of both pro- 
grams were similar. However, differences occurred 
for both sets of viewers when GS structure was com- 
pared to GO structure within programs. The find- 
ings suggest that GS and GO are both conceptually 
and empirically distinct and that this distinction can 
advance the understanding of mass communication 
processes. (FL)

A study of 4,692 news stories from Egyptian, Al- 

gerian, and Tunisian electronic and print news 

media was conducted to see how state-controlled 
media reflected government policy changes follow- 
ing the Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty and the subse- 
quent diplomatic break between Egypt and Arab 

League nations. The study found that the three con- 

trolled press systems used more positive and nega- 

tive affect when referring to Israel and Egypt than 

did the noncontrolled systems, which exhibited 

largely neutral or mixed affect. The patterns of bias 

that emerged from the study suggested that govern- 
ment-controlled Arab media do not slavishly follow 
government policy, and that the media of individual 

Arab countries exhibit striking differences. For ex- 

ample, Tunisian news treatment was straightfor- 

ward, presenting the majority of stories without 
bias, Algerian treatment colored the majority of ref- 
erences to Israel and Egypt, and Egypt’s penchant 
for bias fell somewhere in between. Finally, all Arab 
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media exhibited certain patterns of affect: Arab-to- 
Arab, Arab-to-Israel, and Arab-to-other. The nega- 
tive affect with which Arab media portrayed Israel 
seemed intransigent and thorough-going. (RL) 
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A study was conducted to examine the influence 
of parents’ attitudes toward and use of media on 
their college-age children’s media use and attitudes. 
Telephone interviews were conducted with 400 uni- 
versity students in the Northeast, and a question- 
naire was sent to their parents. Both instruments 
measured media use variables, attitudes toward the 
media, and background information, including 
amount of family political discussion and activity, 
parental control over television viewing, and influ- 
ence on newspaper and magazine reading. The re- 
sults showed that student attitudes about the media 
could be predicted from the parents’ media attitudes 
and from their behavior, or media use, for the same 
medium and for different media. Students’ behavior, 
or media use, could also be predicted from parents’ 
media attitudes as well as their behavior, for the 
same medium and for different media. Thus, both 
parents’ attitudes and their behavior must be consid- 
ered when predicting their influence on their chil- 
dren’s media attitudes and use. (The questionnaire 
used in the study is appended.) (HTH) 
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Under the “commercial speech doctrine,” corpo- 
rations were restricted for many years from speak- 
ing out on public issues or engaging in certain 
advertising practices. This “doctrine” was based on 
a case from the 1940s, in which the court ruled that 
purely commercial advertising had no constitutional 
protection from government restraint. Since 1975, 
however, the Supreme Court has repeatedly ex- 
panded the First Amendment protection accorded 
to “commercial speech.” The early decisions 
focused on the rights of individual consumers to 
receive information on controversial products and 
services. Subsequent rulings permitted advertising 
for prescription drugs and professional and legal ser- 
vices. In 1978, the Court specifically affirmed the 
right of corporations to speak out on controversial 
public issues and set down strict guidelines to be 
used in evaluating any state law or regulation used 
to restrict corporate freedom of speech. In three 
rulings, the court recognized the difference between 
purely commercial speech such as advertising and 
noncommercial corporate speech such as that used 
by public relations practitioners. It may still, 
however, require years of additional court decisions 
to clearly spell out the rights of corporations under 
the new rules. (HTH) 
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During the 1970s, courts repeatedly overruled 
acts of administrative censorship of high school 
publications, even when the publication in question 
included “earthy” language or attacks on school of- 
ficials. The trend toward expanding students’ First 
Amendment rights began in 1969 with the “tinker” 
ruling, which reaffirmed the right of three students 
to wear black armbands to class as a protest against 
the Vietnam war. At the high school level, 12 court 
decisions overturned censorship or discipline of stu- 
dent journalists by administrators in the 1970s. But 
a trend toward conservatism is emerging as lan- 
guage and subject matter that would have been tole- 
tated by administrators only a few years ago are 
being censored in the 1980s. Beginning in 1977 with 
a ruling in favor of a school administration’s act of 
prior restraint, in refusing to allow students to dis- 
tribute a questionnaire concerning sexual attitudes 
on the grounds that the censored questionnaire 
“might” upset students, students lost a series of im- 
portant court decisions that surely would have been 
won a few years earlier. School officials who censor 
student publications still risk a reversal in court, but 
more and more judges may be willing to overlook 
the “tinker” ruling and defer to school officials’ pre- 
dictions of disruption. (HTH) 
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A summary of two countervailing trends in court 
decisions indicates that journalist’s privilege is in a 
state of change and uncertainty in the early 1980s. 
Although 26 states have statutory shield laws ena- 
bling reporters to conceal their confidential news 
sources, even in these states reporters are some- 
times called upon to reveal confidential informa- 
tion. On the other hand, in some states without 
shield laws, the courts have judicially recognized a 
limited privilege for reporters. The courts in a few 
States have flatly refused to take even that step. On 
the federal level, a number of courts have recog- 
nized a qualified privilege as a matter of federal 
common law if not Constitutional law in the years 
since the United States Supreme Court’s “Branz- 
burg” decision in 1972. Although a comprehensive 
federal shield law would seem the best way to pro- 
tect journalists’ sources, the Congress has consist- 
ently declined to enact such a law. In the meantime, 
the growing judicial trend is to recognize at least a 
limited privilege for reporters. While better than no 
privilege at all, this leaves much to be desired. (RL) 
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A study explored the relationships between public 
relations practitioners’ organizational roles and the 
type of evaluation methods they used on the job. 
Based on factor analysis of role data obtained from 
an earlier study, four organizational roles were de- 
fined and ranked: communication manager, media 
relations specialist, communication liaison, and 
communication technician. Twelve measures of 
evaluation activities were developed from a concep- 
tual model involving scientific (systematic, quan- 
titative) versus “seat-of-the-pants” (subjective, 
individualistic) evaluation methodologies. Data 
were then collected on the organizational roles and 
evaluation activities of 169 public relations practi- 
tioners in San Diego, California. The communica- 
tion manager, media relations, and communication 
liaison role scores correlated signficiantly with both 
scientific and ‘“seat-of-the-pants” evaluation 
method scores. The communication technician role 
score, however, correlated with neither the scien- 
tific nor the seat-of-the-pants evaluation method 
scores. The correlation between income and evalua- 
tion activities was significant. It was interpreted that 
the media relations specialists, who were at the mid- 
dle management rank, used both evaluation me- 
thodologies, but tended to confine scientific 
evaluation methods to dissemination evaluation. 
L) 
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In an examination of the implications and effects 
of the competency testing movement on the disci- 
pline of English, the six chapters of this book answer 
major questions concerning what competency in 
English is, what is known about the assessment of 
competence in English, and how minimal compe- 
tency in English can be defined and assessed.

A study was conducted to discover the compo- 

nents of books that children prefer over and above 

those children’s books that adults critically acclaim. 





Forty intermediate-level fiction books included in 
the “Children’s Choices” listings for 1978 to 1980 
were read by three adult researchers and classified 
according to A. Applebee’s taxonomy of story struc- 
tures. The six basic story structure categories de- 
vised by Applebee include two plot concepts and 
two eg! structures. The random sampling in- 
dicated that children did choose all types of story 
structures, and that the greatest proportion of their 
choices fell into categories that included a focus. 
Focused chains and true narratives, in which events 
are arranged in cause-effect patterns, comprised 
50% of the sample. The results indicated that no 
single story structure can be designated as an exclu- 
sive favorite, although most choices include a focus 
and connected sequence of events. Children and 
young people seem to respect an author’s integrity. 
Variety and integrity in story structure, rather than 
adherence to the critically approved true narrative 
might guide adults in selecting literature, including 
choices in basal readers and supplementary litera- 
ture texts, for children. (HTH) 
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A study examined the news coverage given by the 
“Industrial Worker” to the San Diego free speech 
fight of 1912, the last of the Industrial Workers of 
the World (IWW) union’s free speech fights on the 
West Coast. The “Worker,” a publication of the 
IWW, devoted columns of coverage to that conflict 
in the form of reports, letters, editorials, cartoons, 
poems, and songs. Three kinds of identification with 
class were particularly notable in that coverage: 
identification with class struggle, identification with 
specific causes in the conflict, and identification of 
particular types of action that needed to be taken in 
order for victory to be won. To the IWW the San 
Diego free speech fight was one more skirmish in 
the continuing warfare between classes. In that war 
and in a variety of ways, the “Industrial Worker” 
sought to “agitate, educate, and organize” its read- 
ers by appealing to their consciousness of the status 
and the concerns they shared with other memebers 
of the working class. It was that kind of identifica- 
tion which, in turn, was crucial both to the IWW’s 
efforts in recruiting workers for the One Big Union 
and to its goal of a worker-dominated society. (Au- 
thor/RL) 
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L. L. Guttman’s scaling procedures were used to 
analyze United States Supreme Court decisions 
concerning the press for the period 1971-1981. 
Guttman scaling is essentially a means of determin- 
ing whether a given set of responses is unidimen- 
sional, meaning that the responses are part of a 
single hierarchical continuum. The 44 press cases 
during the period were arranged from those most 
favorable to those least favorable to the press, while 
justices were ranked according to their favorability 
to the press (their overall record in the 44 cases). 
The resulting grid formed by the justices’ votes on 
individual cases was 95% within the idealized trian- 


gular grid that Guttman scaling is supposed to pro- 
duce when unidimensionality is evident. The fact 
that Supreme Court Justices’ votes on press cases 
can be ordered on a Guttman scale above the 90% 
criterian is an indication that the decision making 
process on the Court is somewhat simpler than 
many analysts have suggested, possibly an indica- 
tion that the Supreme Court decisions are politically 
motivated along liberal-conservative dimensions. 
Coupled with individual justices’ voting trends and 
the increasing trend toward more decisions unfavor- 
able to the press, the scaling data indicate that an 
antipress bloc on the Supreme Court is gaining 
strength. (RL) 
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Arguing that professionalism constitutes a 
method according to which journalism is able to 
consolidate its position in society and gain the confi- 
dence of governments and the public, this paper 
discusses some theoretical parameters that can 
serve as a conceptual basis for jounalistic profession- 
alization. Noting that according to the sociology of 
occupations professionalism is not a singular con- 
cept, the paper posits a model of journalistic profes- 
sionalization consisting of three dimensions: 
knowledge, orientation, and structure/organization. 
It then discusses briefly the knowledge and orienta- 
tion dimensions and offers an indepth presentation 
of the structure/organization dimension. The paper 
concludes that it is essential that journalism should 
progress on all three dimensions toward a more 
complete form of professionalism. (FL)

What little research that has been undertaken re- 
garding the handwriting competence of preservice 
teachers indicates a decline in the legibility of teach- 
ers’ handwriting, as well as that of students. With 
this in mind, a study was conducted to identify 
methods used in training preservice teachers to 
teach handwriting, to note changes in the teacher 
education programs, and to learn if colleges were 
assessing the effectiveness of their program regard- 
ing handwriting. A questionnaire was sent to the 
education departments in all institutions that are 
accredited for teacher certification in two eastern 
states. The results showed that no school had a sepa- 
rate course in handwriting and 13 institutions had 
no program for handwriting instruction at all. Most 
schools incorporated handwriting in the language 
arts course or in other methods courses. Few institu- 
tions reported significant changes in their handwrit- 
ing programs, and fewer still foresaw any changes. 
Only one school indicated using a formalized pro- 
gram to assess its handwriting program. (HTH)

God Himself 
must have had a sense of humor to have chosen Lot 
to be saved, continually bailing him out of sticky 
situations in his quest for self-indulgence. Moses is 
also a most unlikely and reluctant hero, often given 
to whining. “Patient” Job, always ready to find 
fault, repeatedly demands an audience with God to 
plead his innocence, but runs and hides when he 
finally gets his chance. The whole scene of Jonah, 
with his martyr complex, being vomited from the 
belly of a whale also exemplifies the rich humor that 
gives the Bible its depth, timelessness, and grace.

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The work of Paul Hersey and Kenneth Blanchard 
on life-cycle leadership was compared and con- 
trasted to three studies on group phase theories. The 
studies on group phases were conducted by Robert 
Bales and Fred Strodtbeck in 1951, Thomas Schei- 
del and Laura Crowell in 1964, and B. Aubrey 
Fisher in 1970. The two theoretical approaches 
were found to have many dissimilarities. First, life- 
cycle theory is directed more at business and aca- 
demic leaders, who may be leaders of groups too 
large to be considered “‘smai!,” while the three 
phase studies were directed at specific small groups. 
Second, two of the phase studies were directed 
solely at task performance, while life-cycle theory 
rests on the trade-off between task and interper- 
sonal relationship functions of leaders. Third, the 
three small group studies are not as specifically 
related to leaders, as is the life-cycle theory. Finally, 
life-cycle theory rests upon the important concept 
of increasing maturity of group members, while 
group theories have not taken maturity into ac- 
count. Despite these contrasts, the two theoretical 
approaches have some similarities, especially when 
their four stages of development are compared. The 
shift from task orientation to greater emphasis on 
interpersonal relations in life-cycle leadership the- 
ory corresponds with phases of group decision mak- 
ing, which include understanding the task, the 
evaluative stages in which members moderate con- 
flicting views, and final group consensus. (RL)

Other research- 

ers observed that attitudes toward freedom of 

speech had grown more restrictive, suggesting that 

attitudes fluctuate with levels of stress in the social 

climate: people are less tolerant of freedoms that

may endanger an already strained status quo. Based 
on this assumption, a study was conducted to dis- 
cover if student attitudes toward freedom of speech 
at Kent State were more favorable in the more 
relaxed social climate of 1979. Two hundred thirty- 
two students in communication courses completed 
a 34-item questionnaire for measuring freedom of 
speech attitudes. Twenty-three of these items were 
taken from the 1969 survey. For 17 of those items, 
the 1979 sample had the more favorable attitudes 
toward free speech, indicating that attitudes toward 
freedom of speech became more tolerant from 1969 
to 1979. This appears to support the speculation that 
attitudes toward free speech become more restric- 
tive in a stressful social climate. (HTH) 
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An increasingly popular form of mass media per- 
suasion is the “docudrama,” a hybrid of the infor- 
mative documentary and the dramatic film. The 
docudrama format presents viewers with a purpo- 
sive viewpoint or value-laden interpretation of real- 
ity and contains some degree of historical accuracy 
and factual authenticity. The docudrama also draws 
heavily from motion picture production techniques, 
such as narrative structure, camera angle, and 
sound. A comparison of the television docudrama

dramatic motion picture “Guyana-Cult of the 
Damned” highlights the differences between these 
two genres. Docudrama is a form of de-rhetorical 
speech in that it alters viewers’ perceptions of real- 
ity, but its distortion of history for dramatic effect 
does not observe the ethics of rhetoric. The follow- 
ing question is posed by this evolving genre: At what 
point does a critic draw the line between “dramatic 
license” and “historical distortion”? (HTH) 
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Noting that creative drama activities can have a 
therapeutic value when used with the elderly in 
nursing homes, this paper outlines a creative drama 
program that was used in such a setting. Various 
sections of the paper describe (1) the nursing home 
setting, the nature of the participants, and the ef- 
fects the program had upon them; (2) dramatic exer- 
cises used in the program; (3) the role of the activity 
leaders in the program; and (4) guidelines for de- 
signing activities to meet the needs of the institu- 
tionalized elderly. The paper concludes that such 
programs for the elderly can increase their physical 
activity and mobility, as well as provide them with 
an opportunity to reminisce, to deal with important 
issues, to put their lives in order, and to gain a sense 
of well-being. (FL) 
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This collection of papers is from the first national 

conference of academicians, teachers, school ad- 

ministrators, parents, television industry specialists, 
and government agency personnel interested in 
children and television. The 23 papers are presented 
under the following topics: (1) development of re- 
ceivership skills (skills required for the assimilation 
and utilization of information for some purposeful 
action), (2) elementary and secondary school view- 
ing skills Projects, (3) television network and educa- 
tion association activities, (4) school problems 
caused by innovative change, and (5) intended ef- 
fects of a critical viewing skills curriculum.

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To eliminate the rapid pace, heavy reliance on 
evidence cards, and professional jargon associated 
with the debate style of the National Debate Topic 
(NDT), the Cross Examination Debate Association 
(CEDA) proposed the use of a value topic—instead 
of a policy topic-to restore balance among argu- 
ment, analysis, and evidence in debate. Initial argu- 
ments against CEDA were that it was senseless to 
argue attitudes, although many writers hold value 
judgments equal to factual proposition. While NDT 
telied on excessive evidence, CEDA debated with 
an absence of evidence, but it has been observed 
that most NDT debators use opinion evidence as 
first choice, followed by factual evidence. If evi- 
dence is to give clarity, insight, and support to the 
case in point, then evidence can be considered as 
facts, statistics, and value judgments. Values can be 
identified and assessed on the same principles as are 
facts. In value proposition debates, judges are not 
deciding which value is better, but rather which 
course of action is likely to produce the least harm. 
Coaches and debators should consider value propo- 
sitions as being equal in importance to policy propo- 
sitions and thus should explore all the possible ways 
to evaluate value judgments. (HTH) 
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This review of the literature on self-speech, a sub- 
set of a communicative speech (speech not intended 
for nor effectively adapted for communication with 
others), focuses on the concept of self-control 
through language. The theories of six major re- 
searchers in the area of self-speech-J. Piaget, L. Vy- 
gotsky, A. Luria, H. Reese, J. Flavell, and L. 
Kohlberg-are discussed in the next section in the 
chronological order in which they were developed 
and presented in the literature. The paper concludes 





with a brief overview of the development of cogni- 
tive behavior modification and cognitive training 
principles that have been influenced by the self- 
regulating aspects of self-speech. (AEA) 
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Part of a larger investigation of the rhetorical cha- 

racter of the presidencies of Harry Truman through 

Jimmy Carter, this report concentrates on the presi- 

dents’ linguistic styles and their semantic choices.

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The percentage of speech communication doc- 
toral graduates employed full time and the percent- 
age working in academic institutions have declined 
considerably since 1968. The glut of humanities 
doctorates appears to present three courses of ac- 
tion: increase undergraduate enrollments, decrease 
graduate enroll or em- 
ployment opportunities for doctorates. Increased 
college costs and reduced financial aid are likely to 
adversely affect the first option. The current, mod- 
est downward trend in the number of speech doc- 
toral programs supports the second option, since the 
best way to increase the marketability of doctoral 
graduates in speech is to decrease their supply. 
There i is still skepticism from both academic and 








leaders. In the second half of the report, gic 
sonal aspects of each president’s linguistic style are 
first summarized, then analyzed developmentally 
through their years in office and situationally ac- 
cording to their political party, topic, and audience. 
Preliminary findings reported are that (1) presiden- 
tial discourse is a somewhat unique rhetorical en- 
tity, (2) individual presidents vary considerably 
from one another on the dimensions studied, and (3) 
some presidents alter their linguistic styles to ac- 
commodate changes in time or rhetorical circum- 
stances, while the linguistic style of others is more 
habitual. Comparisons of the data are presented in 
four tables. (AEA) 
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The possibility that industrial nations will become 

“global villages” or comprise a “wired world” with 

a common information system appears possible in 

light of technology, but there are five major reasons 

why such an information society will not occur for 
some decades, particularly in the United States. The 
reasons are as follows: (1) there is no communica- 
tion policy at the national level, (2) media owner- 
ship is diverse, (3) most innovative communication 
technology is beyond the financial reach of the 
majority of families, (4) there is a lack of public 
interest in technology beyond cable television and 
video recording systems, and (5) sophisticated in- 
formation systems are very costly to build for media 
corporations. Rather than achieving a global village, 
societies will be inundated with a wide assortment 
of information systems. This assortment will, in ef- 
fect, stratify societies into ten levels of information 
systems, creating information inequity parallel to 
economic levels. These ten levels range from the 
telephone, radio, television, and newspaper level 

(into which the majority of families fall) through 

cable television and video recording systems, to the 

most sophisticated and costly system that includes 

a personal computer and computer-conference 

hook-up to outside data banks. (HTH) 


communities as to the prospects of humani- 
ties doctorates finding employment i in business and 
industry, but a number of institutions have deve- 
loped counseling and p aimed 
at helping graduate students find “jobs in nonaca- 
demic settings. Such programs include workshops 
on job searching and interviewing techniques, and 
putting students in contact with recruiters for lead- 
ing corporations. Most speech faculty members be- 
lieve that heavily research-oriented graduate 
programs are the best sort of training for the nonaca- 
demic as well as the academic job market. (HTH) 
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Current conceptualizations of the construct of 

“communication competence” are examined in this 

paper and are found to be problematic. The paper 

argues that “communication competence” must be 

distinguished from “communication performance” 

and sees neither as a reliable predictor of the other. 

The paper suggests that both research and pedagogy 

must make clear distinctions among the cognitive, 

affective, and psychomotor elements of communi- 

cation learning if they are to produce improvements 

in either competence or performance. (Author/FL) 
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Critiques and studies have found the traditional 

two-step flow model of social influence inadequate 

to describe and explain relationships between in- 
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terpersonal and mass communications during politi- 
cal campaigns. A study was undertaken to 
incorporate a wider range of variables pertinent to 
both kinds of political communication behaviors to 
redefine the key processes involved and their effects 
on political orientations. Data used in the study 
were derived from a larger study of influences in the 
1972 presidential campaign in the United States, 
including personal interviews conducted with ap- 
proximately 2,000 adults before the election and 
more than 200 voters after the election. The results 
suggested that it might be useful to consider a four- 
fold typology of political opinion giving and seek- 
ing, one that distinguishes among opinion givers, 
seekers, sharers, and nondiscussants. The findings 
showed that opinion sharers exhibited the highest 
levels of political interest and activity typically as- 
sociated with opinion leaders, and that mass media 
served as important sources of information and in- 
fluence over all of the groups. (FL) 
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A study investigated a new method of measuring 

organizational communication other than the audit 

methods currently in use. The method, which em- 

ploys fractionation procedures, was used with work- 

ers from five different business groups within a large 

multinational corporation. The results showed that: 

(1) workers could use the scales reliably, (2) the 

method produced significantly more variance than 

did the traditional procedures, (3) employees were 

able to discriminate a greater number of values than 

allowed by the traditional scales, and (4) theoreti- 

cally valid relationships were obtained. (FL) 
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The phenomenon of crowd behavior at sports 
events is examir.ed in this paper. Previous treat- 
ments of why spectators enjoy watching sports 
events are examined, showing that these studies 
have largely ignored the potential role of intraaudi- 
ence influence processes. A brief literature review 
notes the role of feedback between the communica- 
tion event and the audience. The next section of the 
paper introduces four theoretical perspectives that 
postulate different social influence processes on 
crowd behavior: (1) contagion theory, which em- 
phasizes the transformation of normal individuals 
into members of a “collective mind”; (2) conver- 
gence theory, which argues that a self-selection 
process results in a group of similar individuals be- 
ing in the same crowd and subsequently feeling and 
behaving similarly; (3) emergent norm theory, 
which predicts that individuals in a crowd act in 
particular ways because they believe that a particu- 
lar behavior is appropriate or required; and (4) infor- 
mational theory, which postulates that crowd 
members seek additional information from each 
other to judge the accuracy or reality of the events 
they view. An example of behavior at a college bas- 
ketball game illustrates how some of these theoreti- 
cal perspectives can be applied. The final section of 
the paper suggests directions and variables in re- 
search on crowd behavior at sports events. (RL) 
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Research was conducted to study the speech in a 
sales transaction in a retail store under natural con- 
ditions. Fourteen sales transactions in a lighting fix- 
ture store were tape recorded, with the customer’s 
knowledge, over a period of four days. Each talk was 
divided into three segments-speech preparatory, 
speech central, and speech final—and then analyzed. 
The merchandise was discussed in terms of its aes- 
thetic appeal, technical qualities, and functional use. 
The study revealed that the speech segment dealing 
with the selection of merchandise was the longest in 
duration and it was also the most varied in content. 
It was in this segment that the lead argument was 
developed. This segment was also the richest in in- 
stances of repetition, primarily induced by the sa- 
lesperson. Use of subject matter that was extraneous 
to the main subject of the sales transaction, such as 
jokes and stories that occurred before or after the 
segment, was curtailed. The content and use of repe- 
titions seemed basically independent of the person- 
ality, age, and sex of the sales person, and were 
determined by the type of merchandise under con- 
sideration. Language style, set phrases, and jokes 
varied with the salesperson, and were more strictly 
related to the personality of the customer. (HTH) 
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In a study conducted to obtain information on the 
corporate exit interview, the personnel directors of 
500 major American corporations were asked to 
indicate the purposes and goals of the interviews, 
their degree of formality, and their content. In addi- 
tion, the respondents were asked to assess their in- 
terviewing system and describe the nature of 
training for the interviewers. Of the 241 responses, 
most indicated that exit interviews were part of their 
corporate policy and that the primary purposes of 
the interview were to determine why the employee 
was leaving and to locate sources of job dissatisfac- 
tion. The first goal of the interview was to discover 
conditions that might affect other employees and 
assess employee sentiment about working condi- 
tions. Only a slight majority considered their inter- 
views to be formal. The majority felt that exit 
interviews were only somewhat accurate and that 
their system of interviews was only moderately 
satisfactory. The findings suggest that organizations 
recognizing the value of the exit interview must 
train interviewers (1) to obtain clear, accurate infor- 
mation, (2) to analyze the data on an aggregate 
level, rather than an individual one, and (3) to dis- 
cern overall trends as well as individual problems. 
(HTH) 
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Research was conducted to investigate the effects 
of contextual information on the speed and ac- 
curacy with which two general classes of inferences 
were verified by readers. These types of inferences 
were based on information in conversations that 
were or were not topically ambiguous, depending 
upon the amount of available contextual informa- 
tion. Subjects were 68 undergraduate students who 
listened to eight dialogues, summarized the content 
of each dialogue, and responded to test statements 
about information from each. When the subjects’ 
response latencies were measured, the results in- 
dicated that, for inferences/responses related to the 
contextual information, those that were compatible 
with the context took less time to verify and were 
rated truer than those that were not compatible with 
the context. An explanation based on script compre- 
hension was proposed for these results. For those 
inferences/responses not related to the context, 
both true and false types based on implied informa- 
tion were rated closer to “indeterminate” in truth 
values and took longer to verify than those based on 
explicit information. This finding was consistent 
with results from sentence-memory and prose-proc- 
essing literature. (RL)

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Rehabilitation Centers 
Identifiers—Rehabilitation Act 1973 
The physically disabled need to be assimilated 
into the mainstream of society, thereby enabling 
them to reject the environmental forces that have 
traditionally kept them psychologically isolated. Al- 
though rehabilitation centers may be the right 
places for the severely disabled to gain information 
that can augment that assimilation, they project a 
dependency for the disabled because they do not 
reflect the real world’s physical environment. This 
paradox causes many disabled persons and their 
families to resist radical change and often locks the 
disabled into an isolating or closed system. The 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973 offers alternative oppor- 
tunities for the disabled to reframe their systems 
through the elimination of architectural barriers and 
the provision of transitional housing. The disabled 
must choose to live in open or assimilating systems 
rather than in closed or isolating ones, to build sym- 
metrical relationships in which two people inter- 
change the same type of behavior, and to bring their 
decision making abilities rather than their depend- 
ency to their relationships. (AEA) 
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Communication, Predictive Validity, *Reliability, 

*Test Validity 

Two studies were conducted to develop and refine 
instruments for measuring nonverbal immediacy, 
defined as approach behaviors increasing sensory 
stimulation and producing interpersonal closeness. 
In the first study, three instruments were developed 
concurrently and were tested to establish their relia- 
bility and preliminary validity. These instruments 
were the perceived behavioral indicants of im- 
mediacy (BII) scale, the generalized immediacy 
(GI) scale, and the trained raters perceptions of im- 
mediacy (RI) scale, which was intended as a valida- 
tion check for the BII scale. The BII and GI scales 
were used by more than 250 students and the RI 
scale was used by three trained observers to rate the 
nonverbal immediacy of nine male and four female 
speech instructors. Based on factor analyses of the 
resultant data, the scales were revised and used in 
the second study by another group of 256 students 
participating in a “get acquainted” exercise for their 
introductory communication course. This second 
set of data established the unidimensionality and 
reliability of the GI scale and provided evidence for 
the further modification of the BII scale. The data 
also established the predictive validity of these two 
instruments. Although a two-factor solution ap- 
peared in the analysis of the BII scale, closer exami- 
nation indicated that this solution was really an 
artifact of negatively worded (avoidance) and posi- 
tively worded (approach) items, which could be 
summed to get one score of behavioral immediacy.

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Identifiers—* Interpersonal Communication 
Noting that interaction between patients and 

health care providers is a critical factor in the deliv- 
ery of medical care, this paper argues that an interp- 
ersonal perspective can and should provide the 
paradigm for the study of medical communication. 
It suggests that the relationship between the soci- 
ocultural context in health care and communication 
can be described in terms of four interrelated levels 
of context-cultural, socioinstitutional, functional, 
and situational. The discussion of these interrelated 
levels of contexts indicates that health care com- 
munication research should proceed in four direc- 
tions: (1) determining how the socialization process 
in medicine influences individual beliefs about the 
nature, function, and value of communication; (2) 
providing an understanding of how the 1ole systems 
in health care facilitate and constrain communica- 
tion competence by orienting individuals toward 
certain modes of interpersonal behavior; (3) ex- 
plicating the functions by which language has 
evolved in the health care arena through an exami- 
nation of the goals, barriers, and strategies within 
the regulative, interpersonal, identity, and instruc- 
tional contexts; and (4) focusing on how the social 
ecology of particular health care situations, the si- 
tuated beliefs of social actors, and the sense of social 
structure that emerges in interaction together influ- 
ence interpersonal behavior. (Author/RL) 
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Identifiers—Accuracy, *Context Effect, Emotions, 

*Facial Expressions 

A study tested the effect of three levels of context 
(positive, neutral, and negative) on subjects’ ac- 
curacy in identifying facial expressions of emotion 
(fear, disgust, anger, sadness, happiness, and sur- 
prise). The subjects were 277 female and 69 male 
teachers enrolled in graduate communication 
courses. After reading a positive, neutral, or nega- 
tive context description and then viewing photo- 
graphs of actors displaying four different negative 
facial expressions, the subjects selected one of six 
choices as identifying the portrayed emotion. The 
positive and negative contextual cues resulted in 
poorer accuracy for identifying facial expressions. 
Contrary to expectations, a neutral emotional con- 
text proved better than a negative context in facili- 
tating the identification of negative facial 
expressions. Apparently, facial expressions are best 
identified out of context and any contextual cues 
confuse the meaning of the expression. Thus con- 
textual cues may not act as choice-narrowing cues, 
as previous researchers have hypothesized, but as 
choice-widening cues in the interpretation of facial 
expressions. The results also provided additional 
support for previously identified male/female dif- 
ferences in identifying nonverbal facial expressions; 
the female subjects in this study were found to be 
significantly more accurate than the male subjects in 
identifying facial expressions. (RL) 
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Identifiers—* Facial Expressions 
The extent to which human facial expressions are 
universal and cross-culturally recognizable has been 
the subject of considerable debate. Two approaches 
have been used in studies of facial expressions: the 
judgment approach entails showing examples of fa- 
cial expressions to various cultures or groups of peo- 
ple and determining whether they interpret a facial 
expression as signifying the same or a different emo- 
tion; the components approach studies whether the 
actual components of facial expressions shown in 
two or more cultures are the same or different. Two 
studies were conducted to determine if accuracy in 
decoding facial expressions was a function of the 
number of possible choices provided to the receiver. 
It was hypothesized that the number of alternative 
choices of emotions provided to receivers was in- 
versely related to the accuracy of identifying facial 
expressions. One hundred eighty-five undergradu- 
ate college students were presented with still black- 
and-white photographs displaying various facial 
expressions and asked to score them according to 
five forms that differed in the number of alternative 
emotions presented to the subjects. Results from 
both studies supported the hypothesis and sug- 
gested that facial expressions are not inherently 
identifiable but are a function of the choices availa- 
ble to receivers. (HOD) 
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perception and interpersonal attraction. Social style 
was defined as a two-dimensional construct of asser- 
tiveness and responsiveness, which combined to re- 
flect four social styles. Five hypotheses predicted 
that differences in social style would result in differ- 
ent perceptions of versatility, trust, power, credibil- 
ity, and attraction. Two scales were used and factor 
analyzed to determine the best factors, which 
turned out to be supportiveness, sociability, task, 
and physical attraction. Based on this information, 
400 college students were asked to fill out scales 
tapping the five factors while making references to 
a friend, an acquaintance, or a coworker. Factor 
analyses of the resultant data supported the use of 
all scales except the sociability dimension of credi- 
bility, and all resulting factors achieved acceptable 
reliability. With type of relationship and social style 
as independent variables and person perceptions as 
dependent variables, analyses of variance indicated 
that social style had a significant impact on all di- 
mensions of person perception and attraction ex- 
cept physical attraction (which was anticipated).

A study investigated the relationship between so- 
cial style and a number of dimensions of person 


d as an initial stage in examining the effec- 
tiveness and usefulness of overt, free-standing net- 
works being established by career-oriented women. 
In all, 158 women contributed data concerning their 
current careers, interests and objectives in par- 
ticipating in the formal network, their networking 
activities outside of the formal network, and re- 
sponses to the Personal Attributes Questionnaire, 
which measures androgynous, masculine, and femi- 
nine psychological characteristics. The results re- 
vealed that across all personality types, the primary 
reasons for participating in the network were to gain 
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information and to meet other women. There was a 
slight impact of personality type on networking ob- 
jectives. Lack of time and lack of information about 
how to participate in network activities were the 
problem areas cited most often, while no partici- 
pants listed reappraisal on the job as a problem en- 
countered in networking. When type of networking 
activity was examined, it was found that masculine 
psychological types indicated most frequently that 
they met with other women outside their organiza- 
tions, though little networking outside organized 
meetings occurred across all types. Overall, the lack 
of participants’ involvements in top-level manage- 
ment positions was seen to contribute to their high 
ranking of information seeking at the network meet- 
ings and their rather low ranking of providing infor- 
mation. (RL)

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mophily, Interpersonal Communication 
A study was conducted to replicate (with im- 
provements) some early research that attempted to 
identify significant predictors of communication ap- 
prehension. It was hypothesized that the dimen- 
sions of homophily, attraction, and situational 
self-esteem would be significant predictors of situa- 
tional apprehension in the acquaintance context of 
relationships. An analysis of survey data from 261 
college students revealed that situational self- 
esteem, physical attraction, and attitude homophily 
were significant predictors of apprehension. Taken 
together, the findings suggest that during the early 
stages of relationships people make a number of 
perceptions and experience feelings of self-esteem 
that predict the amount of communication appre- 
hension they will experience in a given situation. 
(Tables of statistical data and a copy of instruments 
used in the study are appended.) (FL) 
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A statewide survey of 60 college, high school, 
community, and private performance halls by the 
Massachusetts Council on the Arts and Humanities 
revealed that most are badly designed and architec- 
turally inflexible. A Council consultant and staffper- 
son personally examined each hall’s stage, orchestra 
pit, dressing rooms, stage-area equipment, lighting, 
and box office. The survey results, including 
groundplans and photographs, have helped per- 
formers sponsored by the Council to adjust their 
shows to various facilities’ shortcomings, and have 
also identified good performance halls to serve as 
models for those currently being built or remo- 
delled. Besides adequate design and equipment, 
however, performance halls and other cultural 
facilities in Massachusetts also lack ongoing financ- 
ing, coordination among facilities owners to avoid 
overlap or competition, and long-range program- 
matic, architectural, and financial planning. (RW)

Chapter 1 of a book on school law, this article 
analyzes the role of the U.S. Supreme Court, and 
contends that there has been a judicial takeover of 
functions that had been delegated by the Constitu- 
tion to the states and to the people. Specifically, the 
author argues that much of the Supreme Court’s 
expansion of its powers rests on the selective incor- 
poration of the Bill of Rights in the Fourteenth 
Amendment, that because a given result seems laud- 
able, it does not follow that it is constitutional. To 
develop this argument, the author quotes a number 
of legal authorities, including former Supreme Court 
Justices, and examines the roots of judicial review. 
In conclusion, he states that Congress may, by stat- 
ute, remove jurisdiction of certain Fourteenth 
Amendment cases from the federal courts. (Au- 
thor/MLF) 
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Chapter 2 in a book on school law discusses the 
reasons for reduction in force (RIF) and presents a 
set of model regulations for school districts as the 
best means of minimizing legal problems resulting 
from RIF. The reasons for RIF include declining 
student enrollments; reduced turnover among 
teachers; changes in programs; and more con- 
strained school budgets because of inflation, lower 
tax revenues, and unexpected elimination of federal 
or other funding. When employees must be ter- 
minated because of RIF, the school district will usu- 
ally be faced with several types of legal problems. In 
dealing with these problems, regulations presented 
apply only to teachers, administrators, and other 
certified personnel; noncertified employees are ex- 
cluded because most of them serve at the pleasure 
of the board or on short-term contracts. Some state 
Statutes require the same procedure for a RIF as the 
tenure act requires for justifiable discharge. In such 
a situation, the statutory procedure, not this model, 
must be followed. (Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 3 in a book on school law discusses a few 
of the many issues in the area of education for the 
handicapped which are being litigated in courts and 
agencies throughout the United States. Specifically, 
the chapter covers litigation regarding the applica- 
tion of the Education for All Handicapped Children 
Act, referred to as Public Law 94-142, and Section 
504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973. Section 504 
contains numerous regulations applying to employ- 
ment practices, program accessibility, education at 
all levels, and to certain health, welfare, and social 
services. Cases cited and discussed include (1) 
whether a private college must furnish an inter- 
preter for a deaf student; (2) whether a student with 
a hearing disability must be accepted into a nursing 
program; (3) whether standardized tests can be used 
to measure intelligence; (4) whether certain services 
required by handicapped students are “related” or 
“medical” services; and (5) whether handicapped 
students can be expelled. (Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 4 in a book on school law provides a 
general overview of the various federal statutes di- 
rected toward discrimination in employment and 
considers some of the recent developments under 
these statutes. The first section is a survey of the 
employment discrimination laws and their interrela- 
tionships. The second section analyzes more closely 
recent cases under the Civil Rights Act of 1871, 
particularly as related to school district and school- 
official immunity and to the scope of claims permit- 
ted under that law. (Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 5 in a book on school law reviews the law 

governing search and seizure in the public school 
setting. Three types of searches illustrate problems 
encountered by school personnel: the search of a 
student’s person, including the “strip search”; the 
search of a vehicle; and the search of a school news- 
paper room. Recent case law indicates that searches 
by school officials constitute state action and are 
subject to the Fourth Amendment. Standards to be 
applied to school searches are the “probable cause” 
standard and the “reasonable suspicion” standard. 
Warrants are not required when a school is pursuing 
its legitimate interest in maintaining a safe environ- 
ment. School officials should proceed with a search 
only on the basis of reasonable suspicion. Police 
involvement prior to the search requires use of the 
probable cause standard. The more intrusive the 
search, the higher the standard required. Generally, 
blanket searches and strip searches, except in the 
most extraordinary and exigent circumstances 
should be avoided. If the problem is sufficiently seri- 
ous, such as a student “pushing” drugs, it would be 
wise to contact the police and allow them to pro- 
ceed. (Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 6 of a book on school law attempts to 
identify and examine a few of the legal problems 
raised by minimum competency programs, which 
make successful performance on a standardized test 
a condition for receipt of a high school diploma. The 
three areas where minimum competency tests are 
most likely to be challenged are the equal protection 
and due process clauses of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment and Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964. 
The ultimate legality of a state-mandated minimum 
competency program will depend primarily upon 
the care and skill of those who create, design, and 
administer the test. Recent litigation would suggest 
that the state, when developing a competency-based 
educational! program, should adhere to the following 
fundamental guidelines: (1) students must be given 


adequate notice that they will be expected to pass a 
functional literacy test prior to receipt of their di- 
ploma; (2) efforts must be made to avoid any cul- 
tural bias in the construction of the test; (3) the test 
must have curricular and instructional validity; and 
(4) the determination of cut-off levels of proficiency 
must be made only after long and careful study of 
the results of pilot testing programs. (Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 7 in a book on school law traces the deve- 
lopment of the legal doctrine of the Duty of Fair 
Representation. The “duty” resulted from judicial 
tulings by the U.S. Supreme Court to fight discrimi- 
nation in railroad workers’ unions. Other cases fol- 
lowed and the court expanded the doctrine of fair 
representation beyond racial discrimination. The 
same standards of fair representation, which have 
been applicable in the private sector, have also been 
applied to the public sector. The concept of the duty 
of fair representation now puts the unions in a posi- 
tion of having to weigh each decision about whom 
they are going to represent and at the same time 
places employers in a position in which they have to 
ensure that the union represents its members prop- 
erly. If representation is not adequate, the employer 
could be liable for damages. (Author/ MLF) 
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Chapter 8 in a book on school law explains some 
of the basic concepts of arbitration, such as how to 
present a grievance in an arbitration hearing, with 
special emphasis on particular problems that may 
arise in education. The chapter points out some 
common issues advocates of arbitration in the edu- 
cational setting will confront; general arbitral theo- 
ries and their rationales, developed by arbitrators to 
resolve the common issues; and some of the tactics 
arbitration advocates can employ to most effec- 
tively argue their side and persuade the arbitrator 
that their position is correct. (Author/ MLF) 
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Chapter 9 of a book on school law traces court 
rulings concerning the liability of school board 
members. Political and governmental functions per- 
formed by school officers have generally been held 
immune from liability. In Wood v. Strickland, a 
school case, the U.S. Supreme Court held that while 
public officials are generally entitled to immunity 
from damages if they act in good faith, such im- 
munity cannot be extended if the officials knew, or 
reasonably should have known, that their actions 
violated a constitutionally guaranteed right. The 
trend of Supreme Court holdings suggests increased 
vigilance over school board officials’ activities in 
order to protect employees’ constitutionally guaran- 
teed rights. The substantive and procedural due 
process issues appear to be the most common types 
of constitutional violation. The issue of awarding 
damages in a liability hearing is still hotly debated. 
(Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 10 of a book on school law reviews court 
tulings on the use of tests and testing procedures for 
employment purposes. Title VII of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 contains a section authorizing the use 
of any professionally developed ability test, prov- 
ided that it is not designed, intended, or used to 
discriminate. The courts have held management re- 
sponsible for the proper construction, administra- 
tion, evaluation, and application of tests, once the 
decision to test has been made. The courts question 
management’s understanding of test procedures in 
determining whether any given test can be success- 
fully challenged. The test must be based on accepta- 
ble test theory and be related to performance. Often 
a misuse of test terminology can signal to the court 
that the test cannot do what is expected. An Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission publication 
“Guidelines on Employment Testing Procedures” 
seeks to define for employers the scope of the law. 
(Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 11 of a book on school law highlights the 

legal context of extracurricular activities in relation- 

ship to sex discrimination. First, the legal issues 
raised by Title IX of the Education Amendments of 

1972 are examined. In general, this statute, with 

limited exceptions, requires that extracurricular ac- 

tivities be open to students without regard to gen- 
der. Second, the right versus privilege controversy 
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is explored. Here, the issue is not whether the stu- 
dents have an absolute right to participate in ex- 
tracurricular activities but whether students, based 
on their gender, can be denied the benefits of activi- 
ties provided by the state. Third, the issues concern- 
ing sex-based classification and discrimination are 
explored. Although sex-based classifications do not 
come to court with the same presumption as do 
those of race or national origin, courts have had 
little trouble in finding sex-based classifications in 
education that violate the Equal Protection Clause 
of the Fourteenth Amendment. Finally, the possible 
consequences of discriminatory actions are raised. 
(Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 12 in a book on school law focuses on 

religious activities within the schools. The U.S. Su- 

preme Court has ruled that bible reading and prayer 
recitations are not permissible. However, objective 
study of religion as history or literature or the study 
of comparative religions would be acceptable. The 
Court has given approval for excusal from school 
sessions for religious programs that were not held on 
public property and that involved public school per- 
sonnel only in limited ways. In sharing school facili- 
ties with religious groups, the Court said that fees, 
at least covering out-of-pocket expenses, must be 
charged and all religious or nonreligious groups 
must be treated equally. Several courts have ruled 
that family life and sex education programs did not 
interfere with the parents’ and students’ free exer- 
cise of religion. (Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 13 in a book on school law examines 
Wisconsin statutes pertaining to student medica- 
tion. Wisconsin does not have a law that limits the 
liability of school administrators, teachers, or other 
school employees involved in administering medi- 
cations to students. The performance of certain acts 
by Wisconsin school personnel might well be plac- 
ing them in legal jeopardy, depending on differing 
interpretations of selected Wisconsin laws. There 
are thousands of pupils in the state who are not 
classified as handicapped, but who do require con- 
tinuing attention of a medical nature. Attention has 
centered on those instances where school personnel 
declined to become personally involved in provid- 
ing such a service. However, the larger issue is that 
of medications and related services being performed 
by school staff members. The question of the limits 
of the school’s responsibility for the performance of 
these related services is both a moral and a legal one. 
(Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 14 in a book on school law concerns the 
legal aspects of evaluating teacher performance. 
Careful analysis of recent decisions makes it clear 
the courts will compel uniform standards and un- 
precedented rigor in teacher evaluation practices. 
Particularly in the consideration of equitable stand- 
ards, state and federal courts are relying on court 
mandates requiring uniformity in the application of 
procedural safeguards and substantial direct evi- 
dence of inadequate teacher performance prior to 
implementation of the employment decision. Con- 
stitutional considerations play a significant role in 
employment decision-making bearing on substan- 
tive and procedural standards. The primary consti- 
tutional and statutory provisions governing issues of 
employment discrimination in the evaluation proc- 
ess focus on the Equal Protection Clause of the 
Fourteenth Amendment and Title VII of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964. Guidelines for teacher evalua- 
tion policies emphasize the importance of procedu- 
ral safeguards and substantive criteria in the 
evaluation process as extrapolated from the existing 
case law. (Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 15 in a book on school law summarizes 

court decisions and legislation concerning the rights 

of parents in the education of children. On purely 
educational matters, the interest of the parent nor- 
mally must yield to the dominant interest of the 
state. Parental arguments are strongest when they 
can sincerely rely upon religious beliefs that are at 
variance with a particular educational policy or law. 
Courts have held that parents have control over the 
religious upbringing of their minor children and can 
send their children to a public school or a qualified 
private or parochial school. Under the Family Edu- 
cational Rights and Privacy Act of 1974, parents 
have a right to inspect and review the educational 
records of their children, to a hearing to challenge 
the content of their child’s educational records, and 
to inspect all instructional material, including teach- 
ers’ manuals, films, tapes or other supplemental 
material. The U.S. Supreme Court has sanctioned 
the use of corporal punishment as a disciplinary 
measure where the force used was reasonable, 
where an investigation or hearing establishing guilt 
preceded punishment, and where the student was 
advised of the reason for the punishment, in compli- 
ance with the right of due process. (Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 16 of a book on school law provides a 
legal overview of employment discrimination on the 
basis of race. A litany of cases has been adjudicated 
or are currently in litigation. Selected cases are re- 
viewed briefly and arguments for and against the 
affirmative action guidelines are presented. The 
main area of complaint about the guidelines is their 
controversial quota, or percentage, systems. A num- 
ber of cases are discussed that concern quotas, 
among them the Regents of the University of Cali- 
fornia v. Allen Bakke and Weber v. Kaiser Alumi- 
num and Chemical Corporation. The author 
concludes that the courts are sending out confusing 
signals and that a ruling on constitutional grounds 
under the Fourteenth Amendment would help to 
clarify the apparent conflicts. (Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 17 of a book on school law is an historical 

review of judicial decisions and legislative enact- 

ments that apply to employment. The purpose of the 
chapter is to analyze those cases concerned with 
discrimination because of sex, age, or national ori- 
gin, and to discuss the decisions of the U.S. Supreme 

Court in these areas. Not until the passage of Title 

VII of the 1964 Civil Rights Act did Congress ex- 

pressly make it unlawful for an employer to engage 

in discriminatory practices against an employee on 
the basis of sex. Since then a number of legal argu- 
ments have concerned the issues of pregnancy and 
sexual harrassment. Title VII of the Civil Rights Act 
declared sex discrimination in employment illegal in 
all institutions outside of education. This resultant 
gap led to the enactment of Title [IX of the Educa- 
tion Amendment Act, designed to guard women 
educators against sex discrimination. The Age Dis- 
crimination in Employment Act of 1967 and its 
amendments in 1974 prohibit arbitrary age discrimi- 
nation in employment. While Title VII prohibits dis- 
crimination based on national origin, most cases 
appear to have been instituted under provisions of 
the Constitution. (Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 18 of a book on school law summarizes 

court decisions that have established the responsi- 
bility of school officials, when taking disciplinary 
action, to conduct hearings to protect employees’ 
and students’ due process rights. The courts have 
used a balancing test to determine whether a trial 
procedure or a more informal procedure can be fol- 
lowed in any given case. Various court decisions 
indicate that at least minimal procedural due proc- 
ess (notice and the opportunity to respond) should 
be provided in all employee termination cases. In 
Goss v. Lopez, the U.S. Supreme Court ruled that 
due process did not require confrontation and cross- 
examination for suspending a student for up to ten 
days. However, minimal due process was required. 
Other decisions indicate that if a student is sus- 
pended for more than ten days more formal proce- 
dures should be followed. Districts should allow the 
student to confront adverse witnesses and to call 
witnesses on his or her own behalf. The courts have 
decided that the board or hearing officer must be an 
impartial decisionmaker and must clearly state the 
findings of fact, reciting both the charges made and 
the facts that support those charges, and that the 
proceedings should be recorded. (Author/MLF) 
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Chapter 19 of a book on school law examines how 

racial minority faculty members at colleges where 

collective bargaining agreements are in operation 

are likely to be affected under new rules by the U.S. 

Supreme Court. A few examples are given of court 

decisions showing, in general, that arbitration of a 

dispute by the collective bargaining process rather 

than by a court is not a violation of an employee’s 
due process rights guaranteed under the due process 
clauses of the Fifth and Fourteenth Amendments. 

The author also cites selected court interpretations 

of what is and what is not negotiable in various 

states. Several recent court cases involving racial 
and sex discrimination provide a view of employee 
protection against racial and sex discrimination in 
employment. The special characteristics of employ- 
ment in higher education-small departments and 
judgment by peers—make it difficult to establish evi- 
dence of racial discrimination. It appears logical 
from recent court rulings involving employment dis- 

crimination that plaintiffs may be victimized by a 

simple vote of a majority about their continued em- 

ployment or promotions. It would appear that only 
in gross cases of discrimination would colleges and 
universities be found guilty of discriminatory intent.

Chapter 20 of a book on school law provides 
guidelines for school access to copyrighted materi- 
als. The 1976 copyright law, which became effective 
January 1, 1978, abolished common law copyright 
and established a single federal system. Certain sec- 
tions of the law under the judicial doctrine of fair use 
are subject to exceptions that are of benefit to 
educators. To help solve some of the ambiguities in 
the language of the law, several agreements, summa- 
rized in this article, were formed between copyright 
owners and educational users for minimum guaran- 
teed use. The agreement for classroom copying of 
books and periodicals in nonprofit educational insti- 
tutions permits single copying for teachers and mul- 
tiple copying for classroom use, with conditions, 
definitions, and prohibitions explained. Permissible 
uses and prohibitions are also given for educational 
uses of music. One area has not been resolved: off- 
the-air taping of television programs for educational 
use in nonprofit educational institutions. The rea- 
sons for this conflict and the current state of litiga- 
tion are summarized.

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Chapter 21 of a book on school law traces the 
development of metropolitan interdistrict school 
desegregation. Historically, the first multidistrict 
cases were filed to secure the desegregation of inten- 
tionally segregated school districts. Subsequently, 
multidistrict cases were filed in metropolitan areas 
where there were so few white students remaining 
in the center city school system that the plaintiffs 
apparently felt meaningful desegregation was not 
practical. A third impetus for metropolitan interdis- 
trict desegregation is to achieve perceived equaliza- 
tion of educational opportunities. The developing 
approach is to use the existing legal theory of inter- 
district desegregation and apply it to the metropoli- 
tan area. The constitutional standard for imposing a 
metropolitan interdistrict desegregation remedy 
was defined in Milliken v. Bradley, involving the 
Detroit (Michigan) public school system. Specifi- 
cally, racially discriminatory acts of the state or lo- 
cal school districts, or of a single school district, 
have been a substantial cause of interdistrict segre- 
gation. Factors considered by various courts in de- 
termining whether there has been intentional 
discrimination are discussed. The appendix lists the 
significant decisions involving interdistrict desegre- 
gation. Each district and appellate court decision in 
the major litigated cases is summarized. (Au- 
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Identifiers—Deschooling, Europe, North America 
A number of educational changes and problems in 

Europe and North America are covered in this six- 

chapter report. The introduction profiles present 

trends in all countries, including declining birth 
rates, economic stagnation, decreased enthusiasm 
for educational research and development, and 
more active community involvement in schooling.

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Education in Eastern Europe’s socialist countries 
is closely related to national development, empha- 
sizes this report on the structure and goals of educa- 
tion in seven nations and two Soviet federated 
states. The author discusses the relationship of edu- 
cational development to technical and organiza- 
tional progress, changes in socioeconomic and 
political structures, labor force utilization, and 
demographic trends in the region. He examines the 
common principles, goals, and characteristics of 
education in these countries, including universality, 
flexibility, freedom of access, state ownership or 
supervision, and the provision of needed technical 
and sociopolitical training.

Sweden has worked in the last decade to 

strengthen the connection between education and 

employment, but still needs to make futher im- 

provements. Recent shifts in the country’s labor 

markets led to more youth unemployment, the dis- 
placement of less-educated workers by the more 
highly educated, and greater problems in the transi- 
tion from school to work. The Swedish government 
has addressed these problems through educational 
reforms and increased educational planning. The 
planning process, which is performed at the na- 
tional, regional, and local levels, has been com- 
plicated by discrepancies between the plans on the 
one hand and demand for particular courses and 
labor market behavior on the other. The educational 
reforms added vocational orientations to most 
courses of study at both the upper secondary and 
higher education levels. They also enlarged the op- 
portunities and funding for recurrent education and 
broadened citizens’ participation in educational 
decision-making. Because youth employment prob- 
lems continue, however, futher reforms are needed 
to increase financial assistance and to improve 
higher education and upper secondary schooling.

Determining the feasibility of modifying existing 

buildings to take advantage of solar energy requires 

a formal technical study. This workbook is designed 

to help the reader perform a preliminary analysis to 

decide whether investing in such a formal study 
would be beneficial. The book guides the user 
through an exploration of the general characteristics 
of solar energy as they relate to the user’s buildings, 
then helps the user consider the application of active 
and passive solar systems to the situation identified. 
A final section discusses the implications of the re- 
sults of the user’s survey. Aspects of solar energy 
use covered include building life, periods of occu- 
pancy, shading conditions, types of collectors and 
storage methods available, and relative costs and 
benefits involved in different applications.

Based on the hypothesis that high school students 

in southwestern Missouri are generally dissatisfied 

with their high school experience, this research pro- 
ject gathered data from 884 two-part opinionnaires 
distributed to students in grades 9 through 12. In 
addition to questions relating to demographic data, 

19 items were included in the opinionnaire concern- 

ing school and classroom atmosphere, teacher 

behaviors, and student behaviors and beliefs regard- 

ing school and studying. The findings indicate a 

relationship between students’ self-perceived aca- 

demic success and their evaluation of the high 
school experience: those students who rated them- 
selves as “A” students also held positive attitudes 
towards school. All students found the high school 
atmosphere enjoyable, but many indicated that the 
classroom environment is boring. On the whole, the 
respondents were less positive in their evaluation of 
teacher personality and effectiveness. The students 

did not appear to value studying above other activi- 

ties and tended to feel that schools have too many 

and unequally enforced rules. The mean of all items 
suggests that, generally, students have a favorable 
view of their high school experiences. (WD) 
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Identifiers—*Situational Leadership Theory 
Principals play an important role in the success of 

externally funded change projects in their schools. 

Interviews exploring the participation of principals 

in such projects in 14 Oregon elementary and se- 

condary schools provided 11 case studies illustrat- 
ing helpful and unhelpful behaviors. The projects 
were found to have life cycles of their own, and 
different behaviors were important at different 
stages in these cycles. Eight kinds of behavior were 
identified as crucial, four concerning project tasks 
and four directed toward building relationships and 
giving support. A variety of leadership styles, roles, 
and behaviors proved workable, provided that they 
were fitted to the particular staff, project, school, 
and principal concerned. Accurate diagnosis of the 
situation and adaptation of style and behavior to 
that situation were characteristics of the successful 
principal. This report concludes by describing and 
discussing applications of Situational Leadership 

Theory and by discussing the needs for inservice 

training for administrators based on a realistic ap- 

praisal of educational organization. The interview 
form used in the study is appended, and a review of 
relevant literature included. (PGD) 
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The use of many public school facilities now 
closed due to declining enrollment could generate 
substantial savings for new federal construction pro- 
jects. Responses to a questionnaire sent to all 50 
states by the General Accounting Office (GAO) 
show that there were 2,493 vacant schools in 19 of 
the 23 responding states at the beginning of the 
1978-79 school year. Over one third of these were 
in good condition and located in areas making them 
suitable for continued use. Enrollment decline pro- 
jected for the next five years will result in more 
school closings. While state and local authorities are 
not required to consider using vacant schools in lieu 
of new construction when requesting federal grants, 
use of these facilities is permitted when require- 
ments are met. The GAO believes that considera- 
tion of the use of vacant buildings should be 
required of grantees requesting construction funds.

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Turlington, Florida 
Establishment of the new Law and Education 
Center (LEC) at the Education Commission of the 
States is announced in this document. It notes that 
the LEC offers preventive legal assistance to state 
educational programs and that it will focus on a 
limited number of specific legal issues. The central 
topic of this initial newsletter is competency testing 
in light of the Debra P. v. Turlington decision, 
which held that Florida’s competency testing pro- 
gram did not give students timely notice of diploma 
requirements and also carried forward the effects of 
past discrimination. The authors review the judge’s 
findings with regard to test bias, private school at- 
tendance, compensatory programs, potential injury 
to students, proof of discrimination, and plaintiffs’ 
relief. They then briefly discuss the implications of 
the Debra P. case for school competency testing 
practices outside Florida. (RW) 
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Truth in testing, competency testing, and intelli- 
gence tests constitute the central topics of this news- 
letter. The authors review a report prepared by the 
Education Commission of the States on truth-in- 
testing legislation and litigation, covering recent ef- 
forts at the state and federal levels to open the 
testing process to public scrutiny. They then de- 
scribe a recent suit over fair treatment of hand- 
icapped students in competency testing programs, 
before discussing the Hoffman v. N.Y.C. Board of 
Education decision on competency testing and edu- 
cational malpractice. Finally, the document exam- 
ines the opinion of a federal district court in Larry 
P. v. Riles with respect to racial bias in intelligence 
tests, federal statutory law, and legal standards for 
test validation. (RW) 
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Commentary and advice in four legal areas are 
offered in this newsletter on educational law. First, 
the document outlines preventive legal review for 
public educators in four basic steps, including antici- 
pation of legal challenges, evaluation of the chal- 
lenges’ legal merits, consideration of the policy 
issues raised by potential challenges, and modifica- 
tion of policies in response to the first three steps. 
Second, the authors briefly note a new suit against 
North Carolina’s competency testing program. 
Third, the newsletter devotes considerable space to 
the legal ramifications of family choice in education. 
It discusses three choice plans (the free choice, free 
transfer, and tuition voucher systems) in relation- 
ship to desegregation and racial imbalance, de- 
scribes several states’ statutes regarding racial 
discrimination, and recommends guidelines for a 
constitutionally acceptable tuition voucher plan. Fi- 
nally, the document examines the Larry P. v. Riles 


decision on racial bias in intelligence testing, cover- 
ing the trial judge’s analysis of discriminatory in- 
tent, the plaintiffs’ remedy, and the defendants’ 
appeal. (RW) 
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To help school officials avoid litigation, this news- 
letter examines two separate issues: student compe- 
tency testing and educational choice. The authors 
propose objective certification-in which student 
achievement is described solely by objective, defen- 
sible scores—as a way to avoid the possible injury to 
students inherent in competency testing. Court liti- 
gation involving educational choice, as discussed in 
the newsletter, reveals a number of legal pitfalls, 
especially where programs to expand choice may 
result in racial imbalance. Among the problems 
mentioned are additional fees for extracurricular ac- 
tivities and educational materials, due process in the 
withdrawal of choice programs, and aid to private 
schools. The authors recommend several actions for 
school districts to take to avoid litigation when im- 
plementing choice programs. (RW) 
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To help public schools minimize litigation, this 
newsletter recommends constitutional and legal 
training for public school officials and examines 
relevant court cases involving school official liabil- 
ity, intelligence tests, and religion in the schools. 
According to the authors, the Maine v. Thiboutot 
and Owen v. City of Independence cases establish 
school officials’ legal and financial liability under 
both constitutional and statutory law. They also dis- 
cuss contrasting decisions on racial bias in intelli- 
gence testing in the Larry P. v. Riles and P.A.S.E. 
(Parents in Action on Special Education) v. Hannon 
cases. Examination of the Supreme Court decision 
in Stone v. Graham, invalidating a Kentucky state 
law requiring posting of the Ten Commandments, 
suggests implications for other religious issues in 
public schools. A related case, Florey v. Sioux Falls 
School District 49-5, covers the legality of such 
Christmas season practices as singing carols in pub- 
lic schools. (RW) 
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Addition of fiscal response factors to the tradi- 
tional simulation model of school finance demon- 
strates that the traditional model underestimates 
both the costs and impacts of state aid programs at 
the district level. The study reviews research on 
fiscal response-defined as school districts’ taxing 
and spending behavior after receipt of state aid~and 
extends the fiscal response analysis both by measur- 
ing fiscal response over two-year (instead of one- 
year) periods, using three different statistical 
methods; and by adding to the fiscal response equa- 
tions the effects of geographic cost differences, local 
noneducational spending, and school district wealth 
and income. Combining the augmented fiscal re- 
sponse equations with the traditional simulation 
model of school finance allows one to predict in- 
dividual school districts’ responses to state aid pro- 
grams. Applied to New York State data, the 
combined model shows that low-income districts 
spend a greater proportion of state aid on education 
high-income districts, and that the traditional 
model underestimates district spending increases in 
Tesponse to state aid as well as the impact of state 
aid on equity goals and the costs of New York’s 
“percentage equalizing” method of financial aid.

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This four-chapter survey of research on the incen- 
tives for “knowledge utilization”—defined as the 
adoption and use of new information, products, and 
practices in education- focuses on incentives inside 
and outside of schools and on the need, in studying 
incentives, to take educators’ perspectives, sensibili- 
ties, and aspirations into account. The first chapter 
reviews research on planned educational change 
and general organizational and job incentives as 
background for a proposed taxonomy of incentives 
and disincentives, their conditions, and educators’ 
related personal orientations. Chapter two examines 
research on incentives that are external to the 
school environment, discussing research and deve- 
lopment systems, money, power, consultants, re- 
source agencies, local markets and political 
relationships, and community variation. The third 
chapter reviews internal incentives, including 
among others problem-solving needs, role factors, 
leadership, autonomy, and interpersonal relation- 
ships. In the final chapter the author discusses the 
social structural context of schools’ local incentive 
systems. A list of needed research in knowledge 
utilization and incentives precedes the survey.

This literature review focuses on the role of 

schools’ “common properties” in planned educa- 

tional change and everyday school operations. 

Common properties include those features that are 

either present in all schools, relatively stable and 

unchanging, or central to the concept of schools 
today. The author first examines five ways in which 
common school properties have been identified and 
investigated, including objective observation, 
speculative analysis, comparative analysis, typologi- 
cal classification, and empirical research. He then 
analyzes the relationship between schools’ common 
properties and schools’ solutions to their “dilem- 
mas,” or choices, of operation and change. Based on 
this analysis, his review of the literature yields 37 
common properties, grouped under nine different 
dilemmas, as well as a list of the properties’ possible 
causes or antecedents. The 37 properties touch on 
such areas as school goals; attitudes toward stu- 
dents; governance of students and teachers; rela- 
tionships with parents, the community, and all 
levels of government; the outcomes of education; 
relationships to educational research and theory; 
patterns of school power and influence; and reaction 
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to innovation. A final section suggests many areas 
for further research on common properties.

This literature review highlights the large amount 
of research needed on the role of educators within 
school districts in planned educational change and 
knowledge utilization. After first defining knowl- 
edge utilization as the use of information (from re- 
search or practice) in educational products or ideas, 
the author identifies three factors affecting knowl- 
edge utilization, including the nature of the informa- 
tion (such as its relevance or quality), the approach 
used to promote the change, and the organizational, 
individual, and structural characteristics of the set- 
ting in which knowledge utilization takes place. 
These factors are kept in mind as the author reviews 
the research on (1) teachers as individual or group 
knowledge users and as agents of change; (2) princi- 
pals as knowl:dge processors and users and as 
agents of knowledge utilization; (3) district special- 
ists and consultants as important sources of knowl- 
edge utilization; and (4) district superintendents as 
initiators or facilitators of change. The author con- 
cludes that much research is needed both on the 
everyday roles and activities these four groups per-

Awareness of the three analytical perspectives on 
educational innovation leads to better understand- 
ing of educational change processes and better inno- 
vation strategies and policies. The three 
perspectives-technological, political, and cultural— 
are “screens” of facts, values, and presuppositions 
through which analysts view innovation. From the 
technological perspective innovation is conceived 
of as a mechanistic process based on rational anal- 
ysis and empirical research. From the political pe:- 
spective innovation is seen as a set of conflicts and 
compromises among groups or factions. From the 
cultural perspective innovation is viewed as interac- 
tion among cultures or subcultures, and events are 
explained in terms of cultural relativism, evolution, 
or multiculturalism. Analyses based on these three 
perspectives differ sharply in their fundamental as- 
sumptions about change, in their underlying images 
of change processes, in their values and ethics, and 
hence in their focal points for study. The technologi- 
cal perspective focuses on the innovation itself, 
while the political focuses on the innovation in its 
power context and the cultural focuses on all aspects 
of the context. The three perspectives can be com- 
bined, however, to explain events (such as resist- 
ance to modernization) for which a single 
perspective is inadequate, permitting formation of 
more conprehensive and effective innovation poli- 
cies.

Besides identifying current problems in educa- 
tional change research, this document describes the 
inadequate paradigm on which past research has 
been based and outlines a currently emerging para- 
digm of educational innovation. The author asserts 
that previous research findings have been inconsist- 
ent and not comparable. Basic to the research prob- 
lems has been the “technological-experimental” 
paradigm of the 1950s-1960s, which perceives 
school innovation as a process of experimentally 
testing and replicating uniform new technologies 
and then disseminating the best technologies to 
schools. The paper sketches three general proposi- 
tions of the emerging paradigm. First, outcomes of 
educational innovation depend mostly on im- 
plementation. Second, the educational change proc- 
ess includes three nonlinear subprocesses: 
mobilization, implementation, and institutionaliza- 
tion. Third, the outcomes of educational innovation 


are based on each innovation’s contextual condi- 
tions and time frame. For future research in this 
paradigm, the author suggests five categories of con- 
textual conditions, including (1) district, school, stu- 
dent, and community characteristics; (2) attributes 
of the innovation and of change efforts; (3) local 
policy choices on participation and other matters; 
(4) variation in attitudes, planning, and other factors 
within the change process; and (5) external factors 
such as funding or regulation. (RW) 
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The role of external agents in educational knowl- 
edge utilization, the factors affecting agent impact, 
and future research needs comprise the topics of this 
literature review. Based on existing definitions, the 
author identifies the external agent as an individual 
or group outside the client system whose objective 
is to help the clients enhance their own functions. 
An external agent’s role depends on the knowledge 
utilization context, including the location of knowl- 
edge generation, the type of knowledge (research or 
craft), and whether clients use it for decision mak- 
ing, enlightenment, or capacity building. Several 
factors may affect the agent’s impact, among them 
the agent’s personal characteristics, expertise, scope 
of activity, similarity of status with the client, and 
initiative and intensity of outreach, as well as 
whether the agent consists of a team or an in- 
dividual. Besides an improved theoretical frame- 
work, future research needs include investigation of 
the contexts, costs, and benefits of external agent 
use; clients’ needs and wants; and agents’ skills, cha- 
racteristics, and strategies. (RW) 
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The current period of enrollment decline offers 
school districts an ideal opportunity for program 
and facility reevaluation and long-range planning. 
Any long-range plan should evaluate current pro- 
grams in light of statutory and educational trends, 
estimate existing facilities’ ability to accommodate 
change, determine the community’s potential eco- 
nomic growth, include annual student censuses and 
enrollment projections, prepare for possible clo- 
sures, and provide for effective communication with 
the public. Educators implementing long-range 
plans must consider the possible effects of legisla- 
tion on any surplus space, the adaptation of such 
space to future needs of the district, and the means 
of transferring the space (by sale, lease, or other 
method) to other users. A good model to follow is 
the Madison (Wisconsin) metropolitan school dis- 
trict. In its plan it accounted for school closures by 
identifying both district goals and criteria for school 
closure, specifying the process for applying the goals 
and criteria to individual schools, and communicat- 
ing extensively with the public through advisory 
commissions, newsletters, meetings, and local 
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media coverage. (Author/RW)

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A comparison of two networks of citizens and 
parents leads to the conclusion that an effective citi- 
zen network in education should have a formal or- 
ganization, structured leadership, specific goals, and 
a diverse and active membership. The rise of such 
groups is attributed to people’s feelings that schools 
are failing to educate. These networks of education- 
oriented individuals and organizations are based on 
exchange of information and resources, collective 
action, and commitment to quality education. At- 
lanta’s “Apple Corps” has proved to be a successful 
network, particularly with local educators, media, 
and business and civic groups, although it has not 
been equally successful in involving black and low- 
income parents. Apple Corps originated in Atlanta’s 
Junior League and now has an active, multi-organi- 
zational membership, an elected leadership, and 
specific issues and policies it pursues, mostly con- 
cerned with local desegregation problems. In con- 
trast, Los Angeles’ “grant assistance group” (so 
named by the author) has no formal organization or 
leadership, no specific goals, and an inactive mem- 
bership. Existing solely as an information exchange 
vehicle, the group has had no impact on the local 
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education system, politicians, or related agencies, 
although it has linked activists from different groups 
and backgrounds. (RW) 
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Classroom Observations Project 
The Evaluations of Classroom Observations Pro- 
ject had three major purposes, all related to direct 
observation of classroom behavior. First, the project 
was meant to assess the effectiveness of a behavioral 
treatment program in furthering the acquisition of 
appropriate classroom participation skills by disrup- 
tive students. Second, the project was intended to 
analyze the effects of teachers, classroom settings, 
and instructional modes on the physical and verbal 
behavior of both disruptive and nondisruptive stu- 
dents. Finally, the project was supposed to measure 
the maintenance of observational skills by trained 
behavior observers and to examine how observer 
pairing, scheduling, and placement in certain classes 
affected the application of these skills. This report 
describes the methods used to test the reliability of 
observer measurements, and to establish a control 
group of students with which to compare those in 
the behavioral treatment program under study. The 
students studied were seventh and eighth grade stu- 
dents involved in a program for highly disruptive 
and skill deficient adolescents in a suburb of Wash- 
ington, D.C. Behaviors were observed during 
science classes. Discussion of the data generated 
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through this process is not included in this report, 
but will be forthcoming pending statistical analysis 
financed by other funding sources. (PGD)

Diagnostic classification of schools into types ac- 

cording to several school characteristics may be 

helpful in pinpointing causes for student disruption. 

Responses to questionnaires administered to princi- 

pals, teachers, and students in over 600 junior and 

senior high schools showed that a common group of 
characteristics was shared by many central city 
schools and another group by suburban schools. 

Those characteristics clustered under the term “‘ur- 

ban disorganization” correlated with higher rates of 

school disruption than did the characteristics 
grouped under the term “academic suburbanism.” 

School characteristics measured in the study in- 

cluded community characteristics (location, em- 

ployment levels, poverty or affluence, education 
levels, crime rate, and so on), school facility condi- 
tions, teacher and student characteristics, school or- 
ganization types, parental involvement, and the 
nature of the formal and informal relationships 
among teachers, students, and administrators as 
perceived by them. While the data collection meth- 
ods were not completely reliable, the broad general- 
izations supported by the information gathered 
indicated that further, more controlled research 
could lead to clearer, more detailed results. (PGD)

Educational policy, which did not really exist in 
the United States on a national level until the 1950s, 
might better be termed social-educational policy. 
Teachers are expected to be the agents of social 
change, achieving in the classroom such objectives 
as racial integration, general use of the national lan- 
guage, the memorization by students of certain na- 
tionally defined cognitive concepts, and the 
establishment of an acceptably trained manpower 
pool.

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Dramatic shifts in national demographic trends, 

changes in public expectations of the educational 

system, recommendations by prestigious study 
groups for significant educational reform, and fluc- 
tuations in rates of economic growth and social 
change have invalidated planning techniques suita- 
ble to a stable educational environment. Planners 
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using a more appropriate long-range technique de- 
signed for independent schools would consist of 
three stages of activity: consideration of the issues 
and possible responses, formulation of alternative 
models or visions of the school in the future, and 
selection and refinement of the most promising 
model and its concomitant policy goals and im- 
plementation steps.

and secondary education during the 1977-78 school 

year, broken down by state, are reported in this 
publication. It also contains data on operating ex- 
penditures, capital outlay, and level of debt service 
for local school districts. Table four includes all cur- 
rent expenditures for elementary education, includ- 
ing that for state administration. Table five shows 
total current expenditures for public elementary and 
secondary education at the local level, presented 
according to major functional categories. Table nine 
presents current expenditures defined by Public 
Laws 81-874 (School Assistance in Federally Af- 
fected Areas) and 89-10 (the Elementary and Se- 
condary Education Act of 1965). The information 
in the report is directed particularly to both educa- 
tional researchers and those who administer pro- 
grams under the federal laws referred to above. 
(PGD) 
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Through a wide variety of programs and services, 
Oregon’s 25 educational service districts (ESDs) 
link the state Department of Education with local 
school districts while helping districts provide a 
cost-effective education and fostering equal educa- 
tional opportunity statewide. This report lists the 
general ESD programs and services required by 
Oregon law, the specific ESD programs in effect in 
each county, and various regional programs involv- 
ing several ESDs and counties. It provides a student 
census for all Oregon school districts for 1974-1980, 
as well as a summary of each county’s property 
valuations and taxes levied for 1979-1980 and gen- 
eral fund expenditures for 1978-1981. One portion 
concentrates on programs and county expenditures 
for handicapped students and also shows the cost 
per student for various disabilities and the number 
of disabled students in each county in 1980. General 
background information in the report includes a 
brief history of ESDs since 1849, the procedures for 
ESD program development and approval, the 
recommended ESD planning format, and a glossary 
of ESD-related terms. (Author/RW) 
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Research identifying strategies and factors that 
facilitate or inhibit interagency collaboration helped 
the Maryland State Department of Education 
(MSDE) and Research for Better Schools (RBS) 
discover whether they could work together. In a 
one-year experimental project, MSDE and RBS 
staff attempted three tasks: identification of com- 
mon priorities, implementation of pilot activities 
based on these priorities, and development of long- 
range plans. Anticipated barriers to collaboration 
involved resources, external and internal pressures, 
and motivation and support. Using strategies 
derived from research findings, the two agencies 
overcame the barriers and completed the tasks. Suc- 
cessful strategies included task restructuring, flexi- 
ble planning, control sharing, teaming, participation 
of staff from all levels, tapping of individual motiva- 
tion, and ongoing communication both within and 
between agencies. A model of interagency collabo- 
ration based on the project highlights the interaction 
of six dimensions, including tasks, resources, inter- 
dependence, multidirectional communication, 
goals, and commitment. (Author/RW) 
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Results of a case study of collaborative decision- 
making involving administrators, citizens, and staff 
show that the process, while not fully collaborative, 
did increase both citizen participation and com- 
munity acceptance of subsequent decisions. School 
board members and administrators in an upper-mid- 
dle-class Midwest district, faced with declining re- 
sources and enrollments, formed a_ planning 
committee that combined citizens, administrators, 
staff, and students. Researchers used interviews, ar- 
chival data, and theories of both organizational de- 
cline and citizen and staff participation to analyze 
roles, attitudes, and outcomes in this collaboration. 
Board members and administrators played facilitat- 
ing and behind-the-scenes managing roles. Citizens 
on the committee and on its subcommittees prov- 
ided input and major recommendations. Teachers 
and students, however, had only a small, ill-defined 
role. Participants reported mostly positive attitudes 
toward citizen participation and gave positive as- 
sessments of the outcomes, which involved com- 
munity consensus and personal growth. Central to 
the positive results was the planned design of the 
process, which set clear goals and deadlines while 
remaining open to all citizen input. (RW) 
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What principals are taught about their roles differs 
markedly from how they actually perceive and ex- 
perience their roles. To discover the principals’ 
views, comments made in discussion groups by 44 
principals in a large urban Midwest school system 
over a four-month period were analyzed. Their de- 
scriptions of their roles and desired role changes 
were compared with empirical and normative role 
descriptions found in administrative textbooks, 
professional publications, and research literature. 
The principals perceived themselves as relatively 
powerless “middle managers” rather than leaders, 
caught between community and higher administra- 
tion pressures, and functioning mainly to coordinate 
their staff, administer regulations, and solve im- 
mediate problems. Their desires included more con- 
trol within their schools, larger staffs, and more 
personal growth and rewards. These experiences 
contrast strongly with normative role emphases on 
educational leadership, curriculum development, 
and student guidance, and also differ from empirical 
descriptions of principals’ solidarity with teachers 
and desire for greater instructional leadership. The 
tension between what principals are taught and 
what they experience may lead to role conflict and 
stress, and may require reorientation of principals’ 
training. (RW) 
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Oregon, Voting Behavior 
Cross-sectional analysis of 1971-1972 budget 

elections and expenditure data in 111 large K-12 





school districts in Oregon indicates that the 
“agenda control” and “fiscal illusion” models pre- 
dict expenditure levels better than the standard 
“median voter” model. The median voter model 
assumes that district expenditures are based on the 
median voter’s demand for spending. The agenda 
control model predicts expenditures on the basis of 
the budget proposed by the “agenda setter” (usually 
the school board) and the “reversion level” to which 
spending falls if a school budget fails. Both these 
factors interact with voter turnout and income, 
community size, and the number of elections al- 
lowed on one budget. The fiscal illusion model pre- 
dicts that, insofar as voters lack information on state 
or federal grant income to the district, they will not 
reduce spending in reaction to grand levels. Tests on 
the Oregon data confirm, first, that school district 
spending was unaffected by grant levels, indicating 
much voter illusion; and, second, that school boards 
or other agenda setters seemed to be using the threat 
of reversion-level closures to increase expenditures 
beyond the voters’ desires. (RW)

To gather information on the community councils 
mandated for each Teacher Corps project, this pilot 
study surveyed 34 project directors and council 

chairpersons in 24 southeastern projects initiated in 

1978 and 1979. The study’s questionnaires asked 

about community council elections, membership, 

training, leadership, meetings, procedures, interest 
levels, project involvement, and relationships with 
the community and the project’s policy board. Re- 
sults showed that all community councils were 
chosen in community-wide elections, that their 
members were mostly women and parents, and that 
they all had standard operating procedures and 
some involvement in project governance. They also 
shared similar problems involving council members’ 
attendance, interest, and understanding of the coun- 
cil’s role. Those councils started in 1979, however, 
had consistently higher levels of project and com- 
munity involvement, council member attendance, 
and communication with the project policy board 
than did councils started in 1978. The explanation 
of these differences may lie in the 1979 councils’ 
earlier elections and training and their use of associ- 
ate members for broader community representation.

Four major speeches, including one by 
then Teacher Corps Associate Director Robert Ar- 
dike, provide the rationale for community involve- 
ment in Corps projects, discuss the history and 
structure of community involvement, offer strate- 
gies for leadership skills, and define the concepts of 
planning, implementation, and evaluation in every- 
day terms. The resource materials are for use in 
Corps projects as well as in understanding the con- 
ference proceedings. Among the resources are the 
conference agenda, lists of conference presenters 
and participants, basic information on the Corps 
and community-related issues, guides to developing 
planning and leadership skills, and bibliographies of 
printed resources.

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To strengthen community involvement through 

leadership development, the Teacher Corps’ four 

regional Recruitment and Community Technical 

Resource (RCTR) Centers in 1979 each presented 

a “Community Based Education Training Confer- 

ence” for their local project staffs and community 

council leaders and members. This report summa- 
rizes conference planning, structure, and results in 
order to share findings and information with Corps 
project participants and to help them design local 
training sessions. The first of five chapters gives an 
overview of conference design and documentation 
and of the RCTR Centers’ technical assistance 
roles. Chapter 2 describes the national and regional 
planning process that generated the sessions com- 
mon to all four conferences as well as those unique 
to each conference. Both the common and unique 
sessions are examined in detail in chapter 3, along 

with data on conference participants. Chapter 4 

analyzes eight aspects of each conference’s “cul- 
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ture” and the shared beliefs and behaviors that were 
developed as a result. Chapter 5 assesses both suc- 
cessful and unsuccessful aspects of the conferences 
and suggests improvements.

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As an aid to local project staffs and constituent 
groups, the Teacher Corps’ four Recruitment and 
Community Technical Resource (RCTR) Centers 
compiled these guidelines and resource materials 
for the recruitment, selection, and support of project 
interns. The manual’s first section discusses inclu- 
sion of intern recruitment and selection in local pro- 
jects’ overall planning, and also gives the text of 
federal regulations governing Corps interns. The 
following three sections describe the technica! as- 
sistance in recruitment, selection, and support avail- 
able to local projects from the RCTR Centers, 
including such aids as national recruitment, local 
publicity advice, identification of applicants with 
special credentials, and help with interns’ state cer- 
tification.

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The planning, implementation, and evaluation of 
Teacher Corps projects are all oriented toward the 
encouragement of community-based education, in- 
volving the evolution of an interactive relationship 
between educational institutions and the local com- 
munity for purposes of program development and 
direction. Some aspects of the community-based 
education concept are explored in this compilation 
of three papers, the first in an intended series. The 
first paper, by Conrad Powell and Larry Winecoff, 
describes the origins and characteristics of com- 
munity-based education. The basic concepts and 
methods needed to energize community-based edu- 
cation in the future are discussed by Roland Goddu, 
and in the third paper Eva Schindler-Rainman com- 
ments on societal trends affecting community-based 
education and on effective means for making ecluca- 
tional efforts successful.

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Two papers by experienced Teacher Corps project 
personnel describing techniques and approaches 
used in the development of community-based edu- 
cation are presented in this document. The first pa- 
per, by Elaine P. Witty and Yvonne B. Miller, 
explores methods for identifying educational needs 
perceived by the community, including group dis- 
cussions, interviews, surveys, and participation in 
meetings of community organizations. The paper 
also comments on integration of community experi- 
ence and school learning in terms of educational 
activities, program content, and program goals. The 
second paper, by Alan Brown, identifies six reasons 
for citizen participation in education, details five 
approaches to assessing community educational 
needs, and itemizes twelve kinds of experiential 
learning activities that could be included in a com- 
munity-based program.

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Human service agencies, including public schools 

and institutions of higher education, are playing an 

increasingly dominant role in the lives of all citi- 

zens, especially the poor. The increasingly bureau- 

cratic nature of these agencies has been contributing 

to the continued powerlessness and dependence of 

their growing clientele. The perception by human 

service agencies of their role in the community can 

be refocused on assisting the poor in developing 

self-help and self-direction programs through com- 

munity-based education. Three illustrations of ways 

in which these agencies can become involved in 

community-based education are presented in this 

document, including a parenting program involving 

several agencies, a high school-based inter-agency 

council aimed at solving needs of high school-aged 

community residents, and an urban cooperative ex- 

tension program modeled on rural agricultural ex- 

tension programs. (PGD) 
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Educators from over 35 Washington State school 
districts and education service districts briefly de- 
scribe their programs for involving parents in the 
schools. Compiled for Washington’s six regional 
“Partners in Education” conferences, held in May 
1981, the collection also presents Gallup Poll data 
on school volunteers and 115 ideas for parental in- 
volvement from the National School Volunteer Pro- 
gram. The educators’ numerous ideas for parental 
participation, both in and out of school, cover such 
topics as classroom presentations or volunteering, 
tutoring, library or healthroom help, advisory com- 
mittee membership, PTA involvement, fundraising, 
investigation of discipline problems, textbook selec- 
tion, joint parent-student learning, donation of 
materials, parenting classes, and parent-principal 
“rap sessions.” (RW) 
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Since 1978 federal legislation and regulations 
have required that Teacher Corps projects involve 
the participation of elected councils of at least seven 
members representative of the parents and other 
residents of the communities within the boundaries 
of the project schools. This booklet provides materi- 
als intended to assist in the organization and con- 
duct of the necessary council elections. Part I 
presents practical alternative solutions to problems 
that frequently occur in such aspects of elections as 
solicitation of candidates, determination of eligibil- 
ity, establishment of voting districts, selection of an 
election procedure, and processing of ballots. Part II 
contains sample materials suitable for use in 
Teacher Corps-related community council elec- 
tions, including notices, voter lists, voter guides, and 
ballots. Part III is a checklist for use in preparing for 
and conducting elections.

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Since 1978, federal legislation and regulations 
have required that Teacher Corps projects involve 
the participation of elected councils of at least seven 
members representative of the parents and other 
residents of the communities within the boundaries 
of the project schools. These councils participate in 
such project functions as needs assessment, im- 
provement of communications among parties af- 
fected by the project, identification of resources in 
the community, contribution to curriculum deve- 
lopment, and encouragement of community partici-

informally organized, but must document their ac- 
tivities in either case. Those responsible for organiz- 
ing the election of community councils may 
consider use of polling places, mailed ballots, or 
community conventions as election procedures.

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As part of a review of the educational goals set by 
Wisconsin’s Department of Public Instruction, 
those attending the state’s annual conference for 
district administrators in 1980 were asked to partici- 
pate in meetings concerning seven aspects of educa- 
tional goals, and to provide relevant comments and 
recommendations. The areas addressed were basic 
skills education, education for the gifted and tal- 
ented, vocational education programs, declining en- 
rollment, inservice education, attendance problems, 
and general goals for eiementary and secondary 
education. This report briefly describes the topic 
areas covered and summarizes the comments and 
recommendations generated at the conference. 
(PGD) 
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To test the effectiveness of the Positive Approach 
to Discipline (PAD) System of classroom manage- 
ment, this study examined changes in the incidence 
of administrative disciplinary referrals, corporal 
punishment, and school suspensions in an urban 
Southwest public middle school. The 13-step PAD 
procedure-incorporating counseling, problem-solv- 
ing, and time-out centers—was applied during one 
school quarter by 12 seventh-grade teachers trained 
in PAD techniques. Comparative data were col- 
lected for the quarters preceding and following the 
PAD application. The results showed a significant 
reduction in administrative referrals and school sus- 
pensions, but not in corporal punishment, during the 
quarter when PAD was in use. These findings indi- 
cate that the PAD system can be an effective 
method of school discipline and a potential asset to 
the educational process. (RW) 
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A statewide survey of over 1,100 voters in the 
state of Washington indicated that voters in the 
state have a positive perception of the performance 
of superintendents and principals in the majority of 
management areas evaluated. The survey gathered 
voter opinions from different sizes of school dis- 
tricts concerning educational management at the 
district and school levels, the amount and quality of 
information used by the public in developing per- 
ceptions of school management, and the quality of 
instruction and programs in schools. Major findings 
include indications that there is high voter interest 
in issues of school management; that district size 
significantly affects respondents’ views of the 
schools; that voters are concerned about student 
discipline, student counseling, collective bargaining, 
and personnel management; and that involved and 
knowledgeable citizens have more positive attitudes 
toward schools. In addition, results of the survey 
suggest that, after basic skills, voters are most sup- 
portive of vocational, science, and career education 
and that administrators should enlarge their audi- 
ences to include those who do not yet know much 
about schools. Those who are highly involved in 
schools tend to use personal sources of information 
more than those less involved, who rely heavily on 
the media. (Author/WD) 
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To provide information on what innovations are 

considered to be desirable and promising in the im- 
provement of education, this study analyzes the 
grant proposals submitted to the BankAmerica 
Foundation’s Educational Initiatives Program from 
1978 to 1980 in terms of technical and practical 
utility. The results of the study show that California 
educators view expansion of the curriculum as the 
most important need. Other areas identified as 
needing development include student time on task, 
academic skills and attitudes, and vocational skills 
and attitudes. Special interest needs, such as pro- 
grams for superior students and those to help 
minority and handicapped individuals attain profes- 
sional occupations, comprise the lowest identifiable 
priorities. Program implementation was most com- 
monly achieved through hiring of personnel, includ- 
ing certified and noncertified staff, or specialists, 
and purchase of curricular materials. The findings 
suggest, then, that for practical improvement in edu- 
cation, the focus has yet to move to electronic sys- 
tems. (Author/WD) 
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The role of assistant principal has changed very 

little over the past 50 years. Now this traditional 

role must be reconceived as a position parallel to 


that of the principal, but with responsibilities in spe- 
cialized areas. The new position should include 
decision-making authority and should possibly re- 
quire certification from the state. Studies on second- 
ary and elementary assistant principals, while few, 
suggest that both groups are interested in greater 
involvement with supervision and curriculum deve- 
lopment rather than maintenance functions. Many 
assistants see their position as a stepping stone to 
the principalship; few see it as a career choice. The 
current phenomenon of declining enrollments re- 
stricts opportunities for advancement. Thus, it is 
critical to find ways of making the assistant princi- 
palship more attractive as a career choice. One solu- 
tion would have the principal cope with extant 
problems while the assistant principal is given the 
legal responsibility to administer new functions. A 
role in participative decision making would also 
contribute to job satisfaction. New studies of assist- 
ant principals at the national level are needed in 
order to identify their current status, which is neces- 
sary to the charting of their future participation in 
the leadership and administration of schools. (Au- 
thor/WD) 
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Three related studies sought to determine the ove- 

tall job satisfaction of secondary school principals 
and the extent to which such satisfaction is affected 
by the collective bargaining process. One study was 
designed to illuminate the current role of principals 
in teacher-district collective bargaining in Pennsyl- 
vania and the relationship between that role and 
principal satisfaction. The purpose of a second study 
was to describe the current role of principals in self- 
interest bargaining. A third study attempted to de- 
termine the overall level of satisfaction of secondary 
principals in Pennsylvania as affected by variables 
related to collective bargaining. The responses of 
532 secondary principals suggest that participation 
in the bargaining process has a positive effect on role 
satisfaction for secondary principals in Pennsyl- 
vania, that providing information for bargaining 
prior to its initiation is a preferred managerial ac- 
tivity, and that “at-the-table” bargaining roles de- 
crease principals’ satisfaction and may damage their 
relationships with staff. A slight majority of the re- 
spondents reported high overall job satisfaction; 
thus, the perceived level of dissatisfaction with 
items related to collective bargaining was not suffi- 
cient to undermine overall satisfaction. Finally, re- 
spondents favored a formal self-interest bargaining 
unit as most beneficial for attaining salary and wel- 
fare benefits. (Author/WD) 
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A review of the literature on managerial respon- 

sibilities in the collective bargaining process in the 

public schools yields two hypotheses. The first is 
that the degree of conflict in public school bargain- 
ing is related to the role and level of participation on 
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the management bargaining team of the superin- 
tendent, the principal, and the assistant superin- 
tendent. The second is that the degree of conflict is 
positively related to the utilization of school board 
members on the management bargaining team. A 
questionnaire was used to survey the sample for this 
study, which included 149 school districts that 
negotiated contracts during the 1976-77 and 
1977-78 school years. The data revealed that the 
only administrative position that generated signifi- 
cant findings concerning the first hypothesis was 
that of assistant superintendent. The higher the par- 
ticipation level of the assistant superintendent, the 
higher the conflict level prior to settlement. In the 
case of the positions of superintendent and princi- 
pal, the data did not confirm the original hypothesis. 
Analysis of school board participation did confirm 
the second hypothesis, but not to the degree ex- 
pected. Collective bargaining in schools needs con- 
tinued study to aid schools in reducing levels of 
dysfunctional conflict. (WD) 
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Two computer simulation models, arrived at by 

using System Dynamics (a systems analysis method 

for developing modeis of dynamic causal struc- 
tures), have emerged from work on the dynamic 
differences between schools that are effective and 
ineffective for initially low-achieving children. One 
model focuses upon the differences between effec- 
tive and ineffective schools and the other provides 
a basis for examining alternative policies for trans- 
forming ineffective schools into effective ones. Ef- 
fective schools provide instruction that is 
appropriate and increasingly intense for low-achiev- 
ing students in order to improve academic achieve- 
ment. In ineffective schools, instruction is most 
appropriate and intense for students already achiev- 
ing at or above their grade level. The first-stage 
model, which supports the notion that as a school 
improves achievement through improved instruc- 
tion, it can also, over time, improve student motiva- 
tion, provides a basis for developing a second-stage 
model intended to examine the interactions and 
feedback patterns affecting the expectations that in 
turn affect instructional responses to low achieve- 
ment. Schools that are moving toward effectiveness 
are characterized by rising expectations for low 
achievers, strong leadership, an orderly, disciplined 
environment, and the ability to attract new staff 
committed to an effective school philosophy. (WD)

A cooperative planning effort by six public service 
agencies in California’s Imperial County, an agricul- 
tural region suffering from the nation’s highest 
unemployment rate and lowest per capita income, 
was designed to link and integrate the agencies’ em- 
ployment and training programs. It was found that 
the proper perspective for planning is as important 
as the actual plan. The planning process revealed 
five basic questions that must be addressed by agen- 
cies intending to cooperate: (1) How can the roles 
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and styles of the agencies and individuals involved 
be coordinated effectively? (2) Which agencies and 
individuals should be designated as leaders and how 
much authority should they have? (3) How can ade- 
quate information for planning be obtained? (4) 
How can cooperative planning be made nonthreat- 
ening to the agencies involved? (5) How can cooper- 
ative planning be instituted without increasing 
costs? (PGD) 
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Further analysis of data previously discussed in a 
journal article (‘Episodic Instability in School Dis- 
trict Elections,” by L. Criswell and D. Mitchell, in 
the July, 1980 issue of “Urban Education”) indi- 
cates that the success of a school board candidate in 
defeating an incumbent increases the probability 
that other school board members originally elected 
at the same time as that defeated incumbent will be 
defeated in coming elections, while the likelihood is 
decreased that members elected at the same time as 
the successful insurgent will be defeated in coming 
elections. This conclusion was reached by subject- 
ing election results from 89 school districts in four 
Southern California counties from 1956 to 1977 to 
two- and three-way analyses of variance, to regres- 
sion analysis, and to analysis of covariance. (PGD) 
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Elementary school attendance and achievement 
data were collected from the records of a random 
sample of 1,200 Chicago students. There were com- 
plete longitudinal data sets for 333 students in kin- 
dergarten through eighth grade. Student absence 
was highest in kindergarten and decreased until 
fourth grade; absence rates were approximately con- 
stant from fifth to seventh grades and increased 
again in eighth grade. The linear and quadratic 
trends of the absence curve are statistically signifi- 
cant. Girls were absent more than boys, but the 
differences are not significant. There are significant 
correlations between absence and student grades, 
but not between absence and standardized test 
scores. (Author) 
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Of the 255 Arkansas school districts responding 

to a questionnaire, 67 percent received resource 


support from the private sector. Contributed ser- 
vices were reported by 48 percent of the districts 
receiving support, monetary contributions by 46 
percent, equipment and supplies by 40 percent, and 
buildings and land by 6 percent. Corporations prov- 
ided resource support to 35 percent of the districts, 
service organizations to 45 percent, and private in- 
dividuals to 46 percent. Significant relationships 
were found between three district characteristics 
(size, assets, and tax effort) and some sources and 
types of support. Superintendents’ perceptions of 
their districts’ needs for contributions from the pri- 
vate sector were also related to the receipt of sup- 
port, but these needs were felt to a greater degree 
than they were met. (PGD) 
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Preliminary results of two surveys of parents, stu- 
dents, and teachers in Catholic elementary schools 
in British Columbia indicate that public funding for 
private schools could cause deterioration in the 
schools’ social climates. Data were collected both 
before and after British Columbia instituted its pro- 
gram of public aid to private schools in August, 
1978. Over 20 private schools receiving public aid 
participated in the two surveys, taken in the spring 
of 1978 and the spring of 1980. Parents were asked 
in each survey to assess the schools’ financial jeo- 
pardy, need of parental help, degree of social cohe- 
sion, level of teacher commitment, responsiveness 
to parents, and academic effectiveness. Differences 
between the responses to the two surveys indicated 
that parents felt the leveis of all these factors had 
decreased. Teachers found increases in social cohe- 
sion and teacher commitment, a slight decline in 
teacher autonomy, and no significant change in par- 
ent commitment, parent involvement, special 
school mission, and teacher work rewards. Re- 
sponses by students indicated shifts toward greater 
student engagement in work, and decreases in per- 
ceptions of school justice, the specialness of the 
school, student enthusiasm for school work, and the 
attractiveness of the teacher and the class. (PGD) 
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Organizational frame analysis may provide a use- 
ful alternative to traditional organizational theory, 
which focuses on organizations as goal-meeting 
structures. According to Elkind, “frames are the set 
of implicit rules, expectancies, and understandings 
that regulate social behavior in repetitive situa- 
tions.” While frames are normally conceived of as 
affecting individuals’ role perceptions and actions, 
expectations also exist regarding the behavior of or- 
ganizations. The organizational trauma surrounding 
a court-ordered desegregation plan involving the 
consolidation of eleven urban and suburban school 
districts into one larger district provided data for a 


case study of organizational framing processes. The 
study showed that the various parties involved in 
the decision-making process tended to be caught in 
their own “framing” of events, resulting in frame 
ambiguity and frame conflict. (Author/PGD) 
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Between 1974 and 1979, nonpublic school enroll- 
ment in Maryland’s Montgomery County rose 10 
percent, while enrollment in the public school sys- 
tem decreased by 17 percent. A study undertaken to 
determine the reasons for this trend revealed that 53 
percent of the parents who transferred their chil- 
dren from public to private schools did so because 
of concern for discipline, 44 percent sought better 
instruction in religion and values, 38 percent were 
dissatisfied with class size and individual attention 
given to students, 32 percent criticized student in- 
terest and achievement in public schools, 28.6 per- 
cent disapproved of the curriculum, and 3 percent 
sought to avoid racial integration. The data were 
obtained by a random telephone survey that sam- 
pled the attitudes of parents of 313 of the 1927 
students who transferred from public schools to pri- 
vate schools. The survey questionnaire included 
both open-ended and multiple-choice items. (PGD) 
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The term “accountability” involves more than the 
recent demand by the public that schools justify the 
academic levels achieved by their students. Such 
aspects of accountability as teacher certification, 
school accreditation, educational evaluation, and 
student testing have existed for years. The New 
Mexico State Department of Education has re- 
cently raised for discussion four issues concerning 
teacher accountability: the use of teacher compe- 
tency testing, merit pay for teachers, the use of as- 
sessed student progress in the evaluation of 
teachers, and the use of student performance data in 
the school accreditation process. A task force deve- 
loped ten options for approaching these issues. A 
recombination of elements from some of these op- 
tions provides material for further consideration. 
This new package applies accountability to teacher 
testing and hiring procedures, evaluation and recer- 
tification practices, and incentive plans. (PGD) 
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A study of two small-to-middle-sized midwestern 

school districts, each observed for over a year, 

shows that the negotiated order concept can provide 

a useful framework for viewing schools’ organiza- 

tional functions. According to the negotiated order 

concept, organizational relationships require con- 
stant negotiations concerning values, goals, rules, 
role expectations, authority hierarchies, resource 
distributions, responses to new situations, decisions, 
courses of action, and the interests of individuals, 
groups, and the organization as a whole. The prob- 
lems in both districts studied were similar, varying 
in source, emergence, magnitude, duration, and in- 
tensity, as well as in the degree and type of negotia- 
tions involved in their resolution. Still, one district 
was found to be more clearly a negotiated order 
than the other. Analysis of the differences between 
the two districts in the context of the literature, 
other observational data, and the limits of negotia- 
tion, leads to identification of 12 factors influencing 
the frequency and nature of negotiation. Among 
these factors are organizational growth or decline, 
organizational success or failure, routine or varied 
activities, organizational size, recruitment of out- 
side administrators, organizational change, decen- 
tralization of authority, and operation within an 
aroused environment. (PGD) 
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Two studies were conducted to determine educa- 

tor, student, and parent perceptions regarding 
school discipline in Tennessee. Nearly 4,000 educa- 
tors and 3,000 students responded to instruments 
designed to ascertain existing discipline problems, 
related influences, and appropriate corrective ac- 
tions. Various demographic characteristics were 
used in data analysis. Educators, students, and par- 
ents identified apathy and inattention as two of the 
leading discipline problems. Out-of-school influ- 
ences were seen as most important, with differences 
in specific factors mentioned. Conferences with stu- 
dents or parents were consistently recommended to 
handle problems, but their widespread use was not 
evident. (Author) 
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A brief history of corporal punishment in the pub- 
lic schools, a review of major federal court decisions 
regarding corporal punishment and due process for 
students, and an analysis of current trends in disci- 
plinary policy are presented in this report. The con- 
servative trend revealed in school discipline is 
identified in large part as a response to the misap- 


plication of liberal notions of humane treatment 
during recent decades. The author urges educators 
and governmental officials to make every effort to 
find disciplinary practices that will be constructive 
and supportive of a student’s learning experiences, 
and argues that investment in research concerning 
disciplinary alternatives could lead to reduced costs 
in the long run. (PGD) 
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Identifiers—Missouri, Missouri Basic Essential 
Skills Test 
Missouri requires the testing of all eighth grade 

students on their competence in reading and lan- 

guage arts, mathematics, and government and eco- 

nomics. This statewide assessment is referred to as 

the Missouri Basic Essential Skills Test (BEST) and 

has been given in the spring of each year since 1978. 

A study was undertaken to determine which charac- 

teristics of school districts correlate most clearly 


with student success on the BEST tests. The educa- - 


tional production function conceptual model was 
used. This model assumes that measured school out- 
put is a function of students’ out-of-school environ- 
ment, their in-school environment, and peer 
characteristics. Fifteen predictor variables suited to 
the model were selected, including financial and 
demographic characteristics of districts, school 
sizes and staffing levels, and results of tests of read- 
ing and mathematics skills at lower grade levels. 
Regression analysis revealed that a significant rela- 
tionship exists between school district characteris- 
tics and student performance. Variables of 
particular importance included number of students 
of a low socioeconomic background, average daily 
attendance percentages, reading scores at lower 
grade levels, assessed valuation in the community, 
and the urban or rural nature of the district. In- 
school environmental characteristics proved of little 
predictive value. (Author/PGD) 
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Results of a study of voter behavior in three actual 
and two hypothetical school budget and bond elec- 
tions in Missouri’s Columbia Public School District 
suggest that voters can be effectively classified so 
that voting behavior can be predicted. Over 450 
registered voters responded to a mailed question- 
naire featuring 46 items that measured socioeco- 
nomic and attitudinal variables and 7 items that 
measured voting behavior. Chi-square and discrimi- 
nant function analyses revealed several consistently 
significant predictor variables. Decisions to vote or 
not to vote correlated strongly with the respon- 
dent’s number of children, residential mobility, 
family income, and level of knowledge about the 
schools. Decisions to vote for or against school levy 
or bond measures correlate strongly with the re- 
spondent’s number of children, political orientation, 
ownership of a home, occupation, educational at- 
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tainment, and attitudes toward the schools’ person- 
nel, efficiency, and effectiveness. It is suggested that 
increases in the level of communication between the 
schools and voters lead to increased support of 
school measures at the polls. (PGD)

Today’s unprecedented rate of change requires 
that decision-makers use effective procedures to 
deal with the increasing complexity and uncertainty 
regarding the future results of their decisions. 
Strategic planning is a middle- and long-range 
method that fills this need. Its holistic, general-sys- 
tems orientation is the only way to handle the 
amount of planning and information required. Deci- 
sion-makers need information on three factors: the 
system (or organization) for which planning is being 
done, its environment, and the system-environment 
relationship. However, because more information is 
needed as uncertainty increases, the information 
must be organized in a model if the decision-maker 
is to avoid being swamped in data. Strategic plan- 
ning successfully structures the needed information, 
using qualitative and quantitative models as well as 
organizational and political theory. Political theory 
is included because planning in a democracy is a 
political activity in which the populace must take 
part. Modelling in strategic planning can include 
contextual mapping, relevance trees, and other 
methods which have been called “futures me- 
thodologies.” There is, however, no set of futures 
methodologies separate from those of strategic plan- 
ning. (RW) 
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Minnesota’s attempt to equalize school spending 
through state payments to low-expenditure districts 
succeeded only partially in reducing statewide 
variation in districts’ per-pupil expenditures. To test 
the effects of the state’s 1973 law, and to test a new 
statistical technique for simultaneous assessment of 
variability in many factors, researchers gathered 
data on size in 1973, wealth in 1970, per-pupil ex- 
penditures in 1973 and 1979, and enrollment trends 
from 1973 to 1979 for each of 432 Minnesota school 
districts. Variability in expenditures was measured 
by the size of the standard deviation from the state- 
wide mean. Data analysis using the new technique 
showed that variation in per-pupil expenditures 
across all districts fell 13 percent from 1973 to 1979. 
The largest reduction in variability occurred among 
small, low-wealth districts, especially those with de- 
clining enrollments. The smallest variability reduc- 
tion took place in large, high-wealth districts. (RW) 
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Identifiers—Chicago Public Schools IL, School Dis- 
trict Wealth 
A test of the effects of school organization, the 
school environment, and the larger community con- 
text on school attendance showed that environmen- 
tal and contextual factors have the strongest impact. 
Using a model based on organizational theory, re- 
searchers hypothesized that, within the community 
context, environmental factors would affect school 
organization which would in turn affect school ef- 
fectiveness (indicated by attendance). Environmen- 
tal variables consisted of school size, expenditure 
per pupil, and overall student poverty level; organi- 
zational variables included pupil-teacher and pupil- 
paraprofessional ratios; and contextual variables 
comprised the school district’s poverty level and the 
stability of its student population. Path analysis was 
used to correlate data from a sample of 93 public 
elementary schools in Chicago. The results in- 
dicated that school organization was strongly af- 
fected by school environment but had little direct 
influence on attendance once environmental factors 
were controlled for. Attendance can be most 
strongly correlated with the school’s and the dis- 
trict’s poverty levels and with the district’s student 
stability. Future research should use better indica- 
tors of school organization (such as tracking) to test 
its relationship to attendance. (RW) 
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Cultural anthropology’s methods of “emic” and 
“etic” analysis have potential applications in the 
theory, research, and practice of educational ad- 
ministration. In “emic” analysis the native infor- 
mant is made the ultimate judge of the researcher’s 
descriptions and analyses. In “etic” analysis, 
however, the observer-researcher becomes the ulti- 
mate judge of the accuracy of the constructs and 
concepts employed. Anthropologists use both emic 
and etic approaches in describing such cultural prac- 
tices as bovicide in India. The same techniques can 
be used by educational administrators in their ev- 
eryday activities-in handling student disruptions, 
for instance. In educational administration research, 
emic and etic analysis can assist in both data gather- 
ing and theory building. An interviewer using the 
technique will be aware of the different kinds of 
observer-informant relationships and of the differ- 
ent ways a question can be asked or answered. By 
definition, theorists in educational administration 
use the etic approach, but their awareness of the 
varieties of emic and etic data can improve their 
analysis. (Author/RW) 
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Collective bargaining contracts with teachers un- 
ions have reduced principals’ autonomy but have 
still left them opportunities for effective administra- 
tion of their schools. Interviews with 289 educators 
in six diverse school districts across the country 
show that contracts have limited principals’ powers 
both from above, by centralizing labor relations at 
the district level, and from below, by expanding 
teachers’ rights in areas like job security and griev- 
ances. Many principals understand, however, that 
three organizational factors help them maintain 
much control. These include the necessary inter- 
dependence between teachers and principals; teach- 
ers’ desires that are not covered by the contract, 
such as student discipline or public and parental 
support; and teachers’ ambivalence toward union- 
ism. The most effective principals are those who 
respond best to teachers’ concerns, whether in- 
cluded in the contract or not. Both effective and 
ineffective principals cope with contractual limita- 
tions through one of three strategies: an aggressive 
one, which meets the letter, but not always the 
spirit, of the contract; a defensive one, which strives 
only to avoid contract violations; or a reciprocal 
one, which wins cooperation by trading favors or 
fostering convictions of interdependence. (RW) 
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The effects of collective bargaining contracts on 
school administration and teacher-principal rela- 
tions are neither as visible nor as far-reaching as has 
been believed. Interviews with 189 teachers and 100 
administrators, conducted in 18 schools in six di- 
verse districts in as many states, indicate that im- 
plementation of contract provisions varies 
according to their enforceability and their impor- 
tance to teachers. Fully implemented provisions, 
dealing with job security, class size, and duty-free 
lunch periods, were both easily enforceable and 
highly significant to teachers. Some important 
teacher concerns, however, such as student disci- 
pline and adequate materials and facilities, could 
only be partially enforced. Finally, some provisions 
that were enforceable but not highly important to 
teachers were variably implemented. Teachers and 
principals either ignored, enforced, or informally 
renegotiated such provisions, which included teach- 
ers’ use of preparation periods, supervisory duties 
outside class, and meeting length and frequency. 
Implementation of these provisions could vary from 
school to school even in the same district, depend- 
ing on the principal’s administrative style and rela- 
tionship to the faculty. (Author/RW) 
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A 1978 survey in British Columbia of 993 mostly 

urban parents, with children in 121 public and pri- 

vate schools, sought to discover the ways they chose 

their children’s schools, the qualities they desired in 

those schools, and the effects on their choice of a 


new provincial aid program. The factors examined 
included social class, income, occupation, educa- 
tion, religion, number of schools considered, 
sources of information, amount of thought given to 
the choice, degree of involvement of various family 
members in the decision, and reasons for the selec- 
tion made. Among the findings were that social 
class affected the type of school chosen, the family 
members involved, and other factors, but did not 
affect the reasons for the choice or the number of 
schools considered. Reasons for choosing private 
schools centered on religion, discipline, and aca- 
demic quality, while those for choosing public 
schools tended to involve convenience or school 
location. A small, but significant, number of parents, 
of low social status and educated in public schools, 
gave little thought to school selection and tended to 
choose public schools for their children. The new 
aid program had little effect on parent choice, as it 
had just begun at the time of the survey. (Au- 
thor/RW) 
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Increasing school violence and vandalism, in 
Philadelphia and nationwide, require discussion of 
the likely causes and of new solutions. Crime in 
schools is extensive, according to the national Safe 
School Study. Philadelphia data show that school 
crime there increased from 1975 to 1980 in seven 
out of ten categories. The authors of the Safe School 
Study and other experts cite over 20 factors related 
to school crime, including school governance and 
leadership, interpersonal communication in schools, 
family characteristics, and local crime conditions. 
Strategies suggested nationally to handle school 
crime involve both short-term measures, such as 
student identification systems, and long-range 
changes in such aspects of education as disciplinary 
systems, student participation in school decisions, 
and student-teacher contact outside school. A 
Philadelphia School District committee adds fur- 
ther strategies, oriented toward better training for 
teachers and police and toward greater community 
involvement. To handle school crime effectively, 
however, a comprehensive new synthesis of the 
various strategies developed is needed. The solution 
offered here combines 15 recommendations, includ- 
ing suggestions for early identification and handling 
of potential disruptors, alternative educational pro- 
grams, and improved disciplinary records. (RW) 
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ning and Development Units 
The success of Philadelphia’s ‘““What Works in 

Reading?” report shows how educational research 

can be a catalyst for school change and indicates a 

way for school districts to institutionalize this proc- 

ess. Ten factors were associated with the report’s 

immediate impact on educational policy: identifica- 

tion of the research clients, topical importance, par- 

ticipant involvement, high technical quality, 

effective reporting formats, close relationship to the 

decision process, preparatory briefing of policy 

makers, anticipation of resistance, use of an om- 





budsman, and entrepreneurial advocacy of the re- 
port. A school district can deal with these ten 
factors on an ongoing basis by establishing a strate- 
gic planning and development unit. As proposed for 
the Philadelphia School District, such a unit would 
enhance the decision-making process, improve gen- 
eral and specific planning, help maximize district 
productivity, and facilitate achievement of the dis- 
trict’s mission. Among ten suggested activities for 
such a unit are studying cost effectiveness, planning 
for school closing, and improving purchasing proce- 
dures. The unit’s staff should include planners, ana- 
lysts, and support personnel. (RW) 
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In July 1979, the Florida legislature commis- 
sioned a comprehensive evaluation of the state’s 
educational fixed capital outlay (EFCO) program, 
through which the state funded all capital projects 
at all levels of public education. The study, comp- 
leted for the 1980 legislative session, comprised 18 
topical reports including EFCO funding recipients, 
history, budgeting processes, other states’ programs, 
and policy-makers’ concerns. Research me- 
thodology involved interviews, surveys, site visits, 
inventory validations, a literature review, and stu- 
dies of administrative procedures. The study found 
that Florida’s EFCO programs for elementary and 
secondary schools were not coordinated with those 
for higher education, and that the state department 
of education lacked legislative guidance for solving 
EFCO problems. It recommended improving the 
needs assessment processes, providing construction 
guidelines for local educational units, and using 
three new budgeting formulas for allocating funds to 
various educational levels. (Author/RW) 
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An attempt to increase academic achievement by 

increasing student participation in school organiza- 

tions yielded mixed results. From 1975 through 

1979, local school and community leaders used in- 

creased funds, staffing, and publicity to encourage 

involvement in school organizations in a predomi- 
nantly black, low-income high school in the Dallas 

Independent Schcol District. To determine the ef- 

fects of participation, researchers compared the lev- 

els of student achievement and participation in the 
last funded year (1978-1979) with the levels from 
the following nonfunded year. The variables exam- 
ined included student grade level, sex, academic 
achievement on standardized tests, and number and 
type of organizations joined. The results showed 
that participation dropped sharply when funding 
ended, especially among low achievers. Futher- 
more, achievement scores did not change signifi- 
cantly during the funded years, and a high 
correlation between levels of participation and 
achievement appeared only in the funded, not the 
nonfunded, year. Educators who attempt to raise 
achievement levels by raising participation levels 


are entering a complex and not fully understood 
area. (RW) 
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Identifiers—*Informal Communications, Ohio 
Analysis of an informal subculture among school 
principals reveals the existence of norms and beliefs 
that may help them function in their jobs. Research- 
ers interviewed all 28 principals in a medium-sized 
suburban Ohio school district to investigate their 
informal communications with each other. The 
norms identified forbid principals to be negative, to 
boast, or to “carry tales” about each other, and en- 
courage them to be loyal to their own subordinates 
and to initiate discussion only about important is- 
sues. The principals’ beliefs about communication 
concern other principals’ trustworthiness and exper- 
tise in certain areas, the idiosyncracies of one’s own 
school, the danger of being misperceived as in- 
competent, the district office’s possible disapproval 
of informal communication, and the principals’ own 
lack of time for such communication. These norms 
and beliefs help the principals maintain useful and 
informative patterns of interaction while allaying 
their anxieties about the unforeseen consequences 
of informal communication or the loss of face 
among their peers. (RW) 
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A survey of 47 Pennsylvania school districts ex- 
amined the traits of deference and authoritarianism 
among educators and investigated the relationship 
between these two psychological qualities and 
school administrative promotion. Questionnaires 
returned by 493 school administrators and teachers 
measured each respondent’s degrees of authoritari- 
anism and deference and recorded data on their sex, 
age, marital status, organizational rank, and educa- 
tional experience. The results showed that school 
administrators at higher organizational levels were 
not more authoritarian. They also showed that def- 
erent individuals tended to be authoritarian and, 
more important, of high organizational rank. Fur- 
ther, although women tended to be more deferent 
than males, they were significantly under-repre- 
sented among school administrators, indicating a 
possible sex bias in the selection of administrators. 
(Author/RW) 
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Researchers attempted to predict the defeat of 
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school board incumbents, using variables which had 
already been shown to account for incumbent defeat 
in statistical analyses performed after board elec- 
tions in many different states. A global model was 
constructed based on 20 social, economic, and 
political variables as well as on school districts’ as- 
sessed valuations, average daily membership, tax 
rates, number of challengers, and number of incum- 
bents retiring or running. Preliminary tests on a 
stratified random sample of 95 Ohio school districts 
showed that the global model successfully ac- 
counted for past incumbent defeats in 1975. The 
same model, however, failed to predict 1977 incum- 
bent defeats in the same districts. These results sug- 
gest that such global models are not useful in 
predicting incumbent defeat in particular district 
elections. Instead, more specific models must be 
used for individual districts. (Author/RW) 
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Identifiers—* Assessment Centers, Peel Board of 
Education ON 
Assessment centers offer a way to solve the prob- 
lems of validity and reliability in personnel selec- 
tion. An assessment center conducts tests of 
administrative skills in which trained assessors ob- 
serve and record candidates’ job-related behaviors 
and reach a consensus assessment of each can- 
didate’s performance. To apply the assessment cen- 
ter model to Canadian education, researchers 
established a pilot project for principal selection 
within the Peel Board of Education, a large subur- 
ban school district near Toronto. Development of 
the center consisted of a seven-stage process: (1) job 
analysis, in which 32 measures of skills, knowledge, 
and personality were identified; (2) test develop- 
ment; (3) validation of test content; (4) setting of 
criteria for grading test performance; (5) training of 
assessors, to achieve scoring reliability and testing 
skill; (6) pilot testing, evaluation, and revision of the 
entire assessment procedure; and (7) implementa- 
tion of the assessment center, including use of the 
assessment results. At present, the pilot project has 
passed through all but the implementation stage.

potential on one or more indicators of the trait, the 
child should be identified as gifted and a candidate 
for selection).

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mentary Secondary Education Act Title VII, Lau 
Remedies 1975, Limited English Speaking, Texas 
The determination of who shall receive bilingual 
education services is distributed among the federal, 
state, and local policy levels. This study explores 
how each level exercises that discretion. It examines 
targeting, identification, and assessment criteria set 
forth in federal and state legislation, and how a li- 
mited number of local districts implement the legis- 
lated mandates. The discussion focuses on the 
following: (1) the major federal criteria for student 
participation in bilingual education programs which 
are contained in the 1975 Lau Remedies and in Title 
VII of the Elementary and Secondary Education 
Act; (2) an investigation of the mandatory bilingual 
education programs in Texas and California, with 
emphasis on targeting requirements, identification 
and language assessment procedures, and the varia- 
tion among school districts in implementing the 
mandates; and (3) interviews with local school dis- 
trict administrators, principals, and teachers in 
Texas and California, which revealed great variabil- 
ity in program. Questions regarding civil rights pro- 
tections for language minority children are raised in 
a concluding section. Attachments include a list of 
districts where interviews were conducted, and ap- 
pendices containing examples of home surveys 
used, the Lau Categories of Language groups, and a 
memo listing Texas approved language assessment 
instruments.

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The Language Assessment Battery was adminis- 
tered as a pre- and post-test to 731 students (mostly 
Spanish-speaking) in bilingual programs in New Jer- 
sey. In all grades tested, results consistently showed 
that third-year bilingual students outscored first and 
second year students in English language skills. This 
supports the contention that bilingual education 
promotes English skills development. It was also 
demonstrated that bilingual students had made sig- 
nificant gains relative to English-speaking children 
in eight of the twelve grades tested. For example, 
the average post-test score of second grade students 
who had started bilingual programs in kindergarten 
surpassed the average English-speaking student’s 
theoretical norm (54.3 as compared to 50.0). This 
finding argues in favor of early bilingual education 
intervention. Finally, it was discovered that, in gen- 
eral, elementary school students made much larger 
gains than high school students. Recommendations 
for adjustments to bilingual policy based on these 
findings are set forth.

Design specifies the relationships of theo- 
ries to both the form and use of instructioral materi- 
als. Procedure comprises classroom techniques and 
practices consequent upon particular approaches 
and designs. The discussion is in three parts: (1) 
some basic questions about structural-behavioral, 
functional, and interactional theories underlying 
particular pedagogical philosophies; (2) the relation- 
ship between theories in a particular approach and 
a design for language teaching, which would include 
a specification of the content, learner and teacher 
roles, and types and functions of instructional 
materials; and (3) procedural questions focused on 
the actual class techniques, practices, and activities 
operative in teaching and learning a language, and 
the relation between them and linguistic theory and 
learning models. It is concluded that an instruc- 
tional system must be crafted to move from ap- 
proach to design to procedure. In this way the study 
of methodology in applied linguistics assumes a sig- 
nificant role.

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Problems posed by varying interpretations of the 

terms “native speaker” and “native language” in 
relation to discrimination in hiring foreign language 
teachers are discussed. The centrai question is 
whether there is an educational basis for giving hir- 
ing preference to a native sp . One arg 
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stresses that it is preferable for students to be ex- 
posed to the genuine accent of native speakers. 
Another argument stresses that students need 
professors for role models—professors who, like the 
student, started out without ability in their target 
language. The author contends that any policy of 
preference for native speakers is demeaning and de- 
structive to the essence of the language teaching 
profession. An argument could be made for giving 
preference to American-born over foreign-born lan- 
guage instructors in that the former may have 
greater empathy with the problems faced by Ameri- 
can students. However, there are subtleties of lan- 
guage so difficult to acquire and employ that native 
speakers offer undeniable advantages to the student 
learning their language. A self-monitoring policy of 
balance between foreign native and American-born 
faculty members in language departments should be 
established with the understanding that in filling a 
vacancy the only justified criteria are standards of 
excellence.

This manual describes a French immersion week- 
end that was held at a campground in Iowa. The 
manual is arranged in chronological order beginning 
with arrival Friday evening and continuing through 
Sunday morning departure.

It is 
maintained that a positive response to each of the 34 
questions would be indicative of an exemplary pro- 
gram. (JB) 
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The concept of a “bilingual district” (localized 
area in which the main language is different from 
surrounding districts) has been inherent in Canada’s 
official policy for the last ten years. However, soci- 
opolitical changes since the passage of the Official 
Languages Act of 1974, especially the election of a 
separatist government in Quebec, have severely re- 
duced the usefulness of the concept. Objections to 
bilingual districts have come from individual com- 
munities as well as provincial governments; prob- 
lems are anticipated ranging from difficulties in 
administering programs for minorities to dishar- 
mony among the various populations. Maps, tables, 
and statistics reinforce the awareness that a very 
complex situation has been oversimplified in the 
name of legislative convenience. In order to meet 
the real needs of language minority populations, a 
great deal more time and effort will have to be ex- 
pended in assessing the individual character of each 
geographic-sociopolitical situation. (JB) 
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The present study is an experiment to investigate 

the effect which the availability of detailed informa- 
tion on aspects of language distribution may have 
upon the understanding of processes contributing to 
language shift. It is an attempt to remedy the defici- 
encies of official census statistics by an experimental 
field investigation. Two sections of Wales and Brit- 
tany, both on the borders of the Welsh and Breton 
language areas, were chosen for the study because 
it was thought that the geographical aspects of lan- 
guage shift might be more apparent there than else- 
where. The discussion focuses on four points: (1) use 
of available census information; (2) a doorstep sur- 
vey on language potential and the production of 
language potential maps; (3) the results of a speak- 
ing frequency survey and the frequency maps; and 
(4) a survey of the variety of situations in which 
Welsh or Breton might be employed and the map- 
ping of responses to see if there is a correlation 
between language usage and particular locales or 
circumstances. The discussion of the study calls at- 
tention to the need of more micro-scale geolinguis- 
tic studies. (AMH)

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This book, designed to teach American English 
sounds and spellings to beginning and intermediate 
level English as a second language (ESL) students, 
provides practice with all the meaningful sounds of 
a “standard” American dialect that will be under- 
stood nearly everywhere in the English speaking 
world. It contains an introductory lesson and 
twenty sequential lessons. The introductory lesson 


presents the letter names, consonant and vowel 
sounds, voiced and voiceless sounds, and regular 
and irregular spellings. The twenty sequential les- 
sons present the sounds, usually three per lesson, 
practice exercises in pronunciation and spelling, and 
quizzes. Some lessons include explanations and ex- 
ercises on stress, intonation, rhythm, and sentence 
contours.

This paper describes some major issues facing fed- 
eral and local administrators in their efforts to build 
local capacity in bilingual education through the 
Title VII grants program. The discussion is deve-

One reason for the development of the 
expatriate sub-culture and consequent minimal lan- 
guage learning may be fear of anomie, a problem 
comparable to marginality.

Focusing on the in- 
teraction of a science inquiry program with aspects 
of cognitive functioning and bilingualism, this paper 
presents empirical evidence that bilingualism has a 
positive effect on the ability of students to formulate 
scientific hypotheses or solutions to science prob- 
lems. It compares the effects of teaching hypothesis 
formation to bilingual children proficient in both 
Spanish and English with results from monolingual 
English-speaking children. The children were 11- 
year-old sixth graders in 6 intact classrooms in the 
Philadelphia area and in San Antonio, Texas. Three 
groups were monolingual and three were bilingual; 
they were matched for other variables. Previous stu- 
dies had indicated that cognitive ability to formulate 
scientific hypotheses functions independently of 
socio-economic level. Results show that children in 
the bilingual experimental groups performed signifi- 
cantly better than the monolinguals. The hypothe- 
sizing process is discussed in terms of Piaget’s 
theory, and implications are drawn for both lan- 
guage and science education.

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This study considers whether the outcomes for 
students who participated in an individualized in- 
structional approach to language learning in inter- 
mediate college-level foreign language courses are 
different from the outcomes for students who par- 
ticipated in a lecture-recitation aproach. A two- 
treatment group quasi-experimental design was 
used. The sample consisted of 46 students enrolled 
in an intermediate Spanish course at the University 
of Houston in the fall semester of 1979.

Statistical findings sup- 
ported the acceptance of the hypothesis that 
students in the individualized instruction group 
achieved statistically significantly better outcomes 
in reading, oral comprehension, and speaking, and 
demonstrated a better attitude toward Spanish than 
students in the lecture-recitation group. The find- 
ings showed that students in the individualized in- 
struction group did not achieve statistically 
significantly better outcomes in writing Spanish.

A statistical profile of the salaries, rank, and re- 

presentation of women and men full-time faculty in 

universities and colleges in Canada is presented. 

Data from “Statistics Canada” for the academic 

years 1972-73, 1975-76, and 1977-78 were used in 

the comparative analysis. Between 1972-73 and 

1977-78, women remained a minority population, 
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13 to 14 percent of the full-time teaching staff. 
Throughout the 1970s women continued to be con- 
centrated in the assistant and lecturer rank and men 
continued to be found disproportionately in the full 
and associate professorship ranks. Regardless of the 
year, the modal degree for women was a master’s 
degree, whereas for men it was the Ph.D. degree. 
Even when sex differences in highest earned degree 
were taken into account, women, as compared to 
men, were still absent from full professorship ranks 
and were primarily found in the lower ranks. 
Women were conspicuously absent from the engi- 
neering and applied sciences and from mathematics 
and the physical sciences. They were more likely to 
be found in education, fine arts, humanities, and the 
health sciences (primarily nursing teaching posi- 
tions). In 1972-73, the median salary of male full- 
time teachers was 25 percent higher than the 
median salary of women. In 1975-76, and in 1977- 
78, the male median salary was 22 percent higher. 
Sex differences in rank account for much of the 
observed male and female differentials in median 
salaries. Additionally, differences in male-female 
salaries remain even when sex differences in factors 
known to influence salaries are taken into account 
(i.e., rank, highest earned degree, age, years since 
highest degree, and field of study). An explanation 
of the analytic techniques employed in the compari- 
son and a bibliography are appended. (SW) 
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Guidelines for colleges who may want to imple- 

ment cogeneration on their campuses are presented. 

Cogeneration has been defined as “the simultaneous 

production of electric power and other forms of use- 

ful energy-such as heat or process steam-from the 
same facility.” The history of cogeneration, current 
and future technologies, and cogeneration and the 
national energy picture are addressed. A campus 
needs analysis would involve establishing short- 
range and long-range goals, developing rough guide- 
lines to determine whether to cogenerate, and 
identifying technical parameters of a basic system. 
After need analysis, it is necessary to work with the 
utility, evaluate constraints and regulations, and 
make a conceptual design of the cogeneration sys- 
tem. Stages of the conceptual design involve a broad 
survey, system selection, equipment selection, and 
capital cost estimate. Case studies for Clark Univer- 
sity and the University of Minnesota are presented 
to describe how they did their conceptual design 
under the Department of Energy’s program for 
demonstrating a grid-connected Integrated Com- 
munity Energy System. The general problem of eva- 
luating the plant as an investment as well as finding 
funds and other financial considerations are also 
addressed. Three stages of the cogeneration deci- 
sion that are outlined are: whether to proceed with 
the conceptual design, whether to go on to the de- 
tailed design, and whether to implement cogenera- 
tion. Appended materials include an illustration of 
making a crude estimate of the cost of cogenerated 
electricity for the campus and comparing it with the 
cost of purchased electricity, a checklist on legal 
and regulatory constraints, a checklist on concep- 
tual design, information on cogenerating campuses, 


and a glossary. (SW)

Trends in college enrollment patterns, along with 
reference to the historical development of the uni- 
versity, are considered, and the university’s re- 
sponse to population shifts and the role of life-span 
development in that response are addressed. It is 
proposed that the response of higher education to 
declining number of youth should not be simple or 
superficial (e.g., to attempt to recruit larger numbers 
of young adults for part-time enrollments, or to at- 
tempt to reorient emphases toward more research 
and service and less teaching). It is suggested that 
these types of changes do not alter the university’s 
fundamental age-segmented mentality, a concept 
with pervasive theoretical and methodological im- 
plications. It is proposed that the current momen- 
tum may become the opportunity for a basic 
reorientation toward life-span development. This 
reorientation would help resolve some of the enroll- 
ment problems because of the greater growth of the 
numbers of older (35 or 40 and older) adults; but, 
more importantly, would supplant the existent nor- 
mative, universal, age-segmented model of develop- 
ment with one sensitive to differential processes of 
development, characterized by interindividual and 
intraindividual variability, multidimensionality, and 
multidirectionality of expression. It is claimed that 
the life-span development model could vitalize uni- 
versity research, service and education, especially 
among those units most vulnerable to budgetary 
cuts. Among the areas in need of interdisciplinary 
investigation by educators, physical educators and 
recreators, and behavioral and social scientists are 
the following: normative adult transitions, time and 
leisure, life-span learning, learning and memory, in- 
dividual counseling, and industrial counseling.

Results of a survey assessing public opinions and 
attitudes about higher education in Alabama are 
presented. A _ representative sample of 736 
households was contacted by telephone, and 546 
agreed to be interviewed.

increase in enrollment in introductory physics; over 
100,000 students are enrolled in introductory as- 
tronomy courses; and the number of degree-grant- 
ing astronomy departments is decreasing.

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Perspectives on the evaluation of college teaching 

are considered. Some of the conditions that are 

needed generally include the following: the exist- 
ence of an evaluation system that has a process for 
evaluating research and service, a clear definition of 
the difference between the evaluation of worth and 
the evaluation of merit, and a separate support sys- 
tem to assist faculty in improvement efforts. The 
following are not recommended for evaluating 
teaching: classroom visits by colleagues, focusing 
only on measuring the amount learned, and check- 
ing on the relative number of further courses in the 
same subject matter in which the instructor’s former 
students enroll. It is suggested that the key compo- 
nent in the evaluation process is the student ques- 
tionnaire, which should allow for an overall 
judgment of the merit of the instructor as an instruc- 
tor. Other possible questions concern ethical or 
professional obligations of the instructor and com- 
ponents of instruction, such as ratings of the text, 





quizzes, and the grading system. It is suggested that 
instructional materials, tests, student grading, and 
the student’s role in grading should be examined in 
terms of comprehensiveness, correctness, and cur- 
rency. Other ways that teaching can be evaluated 
include assessment of actual learning gains and 
faculty self-development and self-improvement ef- 
forts. The use of faculty evaluation in a faculty de- 
velopment process, integrating and disseminating 
the results of faculty evaluations, and the key eth- 
ical/legal constraints on data gathering are also ad- 
dressed. (SW) 
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The survey results of noncredit adult and continu- 

ing education activities in colleges and universities 

for the year ending June 30, 1978, are reported. A 

summary of the results focuses on: institutions offer- 

ing adult education; registrations; field of instruc- 
tion; continuing professional education; special 
programs; the use of Continuing Education Units; 
administration and funding; teaching staff; and 
cooperation with outside organizations. Highlights 

cited from the results include these: since 1967-68, 

the number of institutions that offered adult and 

continuing education activities increased 116 per- 

cent; registration totaling between 20,000 and 50,- 

000 were reported by 107 institutions, and 18 

reported registrations of 50,000 and over; occupa- 

tional fields showed registrations of 1,285,925, 

down slightly from their total in 1975-76; and nearly 

a third of the registrations were in continuing 

professional education fields, with the highest totals 

in nursing, medicine, education, and engineering.

The opinions of nearly 17,000 college-bound and 

noncollege-bound high school seniors concerning a 

wide range of issues of both personal and social 

significance were surveyed in 1979 at the end of the 
senior year. Developing successful personal rela- 
tionships, particularly a good marriage and family 
life, ranked at the top of freshman goals in life, and 
satisfaciton and success in work were also central 
concerns. In large proportions they preferred mar- 
riage, wanted children, and seemed willing to ac- 
commodate the needs of those children. Students’ 
ratings of very important aspects in a job and of the 
desirability of different work settings are consid- 
ered. Highest ratings were assigned to jobs that are 
interesting and make use of a person’s skills. The 
most preferred work settings are those that provide 
the greatest independence and involve the least ex- 
ternal control. The majority of the high school stu- 
dent respondents were employed and most were 
making fairly good money. While the students had 
positive expectations for their own future, they were 
considerably more pessimistic about how things will 
go for the country and the world over the next five 
years. Specific problems they are worrying about are 
summarized. The national issue that has been of 
greatest concern to recent high school classes has 
been crime and violence, and an issue that histori- 
cally has been of less worry, the energy shortage, 
has reached a level of comparable concern. Drug 
abuse, pollution, and economic problems rank next 
among student concerns. Slightly less often on the 
minds of seniors are the issues of possible nuclear 
conflict, race relations, hunger and poverty, and 
population growth. Their views on national defense 
and the military, politics and the system, and their 
ratings of institutions in society are also addressed.

The relationship between reputational ratings of 

graduate-level chemistry, history, and psychology 

departments and their faculties’ scholarly produc- 
tivity was examined using data from a national sam- 
ple of departments in each field. Faculty reported 
the number of their professional articles in journals, 
chapters in books, scholarly book reviews, books, 
and monographs. This information was requested 
separately for the entire career and for the last three 
years. Among other ratings, faculty were asked to 
rate the quality of the faculty in the other depart- 
ments in their field. Additionally, graduate students 
and alumni from the program were surveyed, using 
various measures. Departments were divided into 
three groups based on their reputational ratings, and 
the productivity of faculty in these departments was 
assessed. For measures covering the entire career, 
the high-rated departments produced aPproxi- 
mately twice as much per faculty member as the low 
rated departments; however, this trend was not evi- 
denced for the measures over the last three years. 
Correlations of departmental mean publication in- 
dices with the mean reputational ratings generally 
suggest a moderate relationship between reputation 
and productivity.

The programs of the study of religion at 14 reli- 
gion departments at church-related colleges are 
compared. The nature of the study of religion is 
considered with reference to the nature of the insti- 
tution in which it is conducted, and the potential 
contribution of such departments in the future deve- 
lopment of the study of religion as a discipline is 
evaluated. The analysis focuses on the department’s 
stated purposes and programs, faculty profiles, cur- 
ricular offerings, special curricular programs, ex- 
tracurricular continuing education programs, and 
faculty and/or iepartment professional involve- 
ments with the sponsoring religious body.

bodying” and Roman Catholic institutions); those 
departments with the least clarity about their pur- 
pose and program are those in the “proclaiming” 
category, whose departmental orientation falls 
somewhere between Christian studies and religious 
studies, and whose institution and sponsoring reli- 
gious body are unclear about their own role in 
higher education. Additionally, there is an in- 
creased emphasis on the importance of first and 
second level all-college religion courses for the stu- 
dent with general interest; increased concern about 
the decreasing number of majors; increased reliance 
upon social scientific models, methods, and data; 
and increased interest in the department of reli- 
gion’s role in general education or core studies.

Collective bar- 
gaining tends to move an institution toward stand- 
ardization in practically all aspects with the 
concomitant inhibition of diversity of instructional 
design and innovation. Typically, the collective bar- 
gaining process results in more direct control by 
central administration, especially in matters of the 
university budget.

Additionally, the style 
of leadership needed in the administration of an 
agreement or contract is often influenced by the 
milieu in existence during the negotiating process.

The conceptions of learning of 29 students en- 
rolled in the Social Science Foundation course of 
Open University, Great Britain, were analyzed in 
relation to the five conceptual categories of learning 
reported by Saljo (1979).

It is suggested that 
the difference between these two broad concepts is 
very similar to the distinction between surface and 
deep level approaches to learning tasks identified by 
Marton and Saljo (1976). A deep approach is usu- 
ally but not always required by Open University 
course materials; yet, some of the students had little 
awareness of these different demands. Students who 
adopt a surface approach to studying concentrate on 
trying to remember as much detail as possible rather 
than on trying to understand the overall meaning. 
The students’ descriptions of learning, some of 
which are included, were found to fit easily into the 
framework Saljo offers. It is suggested that students’ 
concepts of learning seem likely to be linked to stu- 
dents’ approaches to individual study tasks and to 
their orientation to study. Understanding subject 
matter as a goal in itself and understanding as a 
route to personal development are study orienta- 
tions that are similar to Saljo’s conceptions of learn- 
ing as the neutral abstraction of meaning and 
learning as the understanding of reality in a person- 
ally relevant way.

The relationship between the National League for 
Nursing (NLN) achievement test scores and per- 
formance on the State Board Test Pool Examination 
(SBTPE) was studied with 166 graduates of a di- 
ploma degree school of nursing between 1976 and 
1978. It was found that NLN achievement test 
scores had a highly significant correlation with 
SBTPE results. The best overall predictor on all but 
one part of the SBTPE was the Nursing Care of 
Patients II achievement test.

Nursing achievement test had the highest relation- 
ship. In addition to the Psychiatric Nursing section 
of the SBTPE, there are four other examinations: 
Medical Nursing, Surgical Nursing, Obstetric Nurs- 
ing, and Nursing of Children. The obstetric, nursing 
of children, and psychiatric NLN achievement tests 
were administered to the students at the end of the 
respective courses. Additionally, Nursing Care of 
Patients I, II, and III were written by students in one 
of their last three 11-week courses before gradua- 
tion, administered by faculty, and scored by the 
NLN. It is recommended that the NLN achieve- 
ment tests continue to be given to all students in 
schools of nursing to identify weaknesses to their 
students and hopefully to provide a review of that 
area before the writing of the SBTPE.

The fundamental principle underlying 
the employee selection guidelines is that employer 
policies or procedures that have an adverse impact 
on employment opportunities of any race, sex, or 
ethnic group are illegal under Title VII unless justi- 
fied by business necessity. The guidelines adopt a 
tule of thumb known as the “80 percent rule” for 
determining adverse impact for use in enforcement 
proceedings.

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A sample of predominantly-black and integrated 

schools were surveyed in 1977 to determine their 

recruitment and retention strategies of black stu- 
dents. Questionnaires were administered to 34 ad- 
ministraors and 3,579 students from 21 integrated 

and 13 predominantly-black schools of nursing (17 

associate and 17 baccalaureate schools). It was 

found that predominantly black schools were more 
successful in enrolling black students, but integrated 
schools were more successful in retaining them. 

Black students were especially likely to attend pro- 

grams with moderate admission requirements and 

schools where over 10 percent of the faculty was 
black. Financial aid and minority recruitment also 
affected black enrollments. Predominantly-black 
schools offered more financial assistance and were 
more active in black recruitment than were inte- 

grated schools, especially in utilizing strategies di- 

rected toward students who were not recent high 

school graduates. Black retention rates were highest 
in schools that offered generous financial aid, flexi- 

ble course scheduling and credit transference, a 

combination of retention methods, and a formalized 

retention program. Except for financial aid, these 
practices were found more often in integrated than 
in black schools and they were more prevalent in 
black schools with the highest retention rates than 
in those with the lowest rates. More black students 
attending integrated programs felt that their teach- 
ers were responsive and sympathetic to their needs. 

Information is also presented on student nurses’ 

personal backgrounds; percentage of black faculty 

at both types of schools; admission criteria; and stu- 
dent reasons for school selection and career choice.

The demographic and socioeconomic characteris- 
tics and career plans of medical students in the Na- 
tional Health Service Corps (NHSC) scholarship 
program from 1973-1974 through 1979-80 were ex- 
amined. Where possible, comparisons were made 
between NHSC participants and the U.S. medical 
student population. Major findings are as follows: 
individuals whose state of legal residence was New 
York were awarded the largest number of scholar- 
ships (1,931), and the next 10 ranking states in de- 
scending order were Pennsylvania, California, 
Illinois, Ohio, Michigan, Virginia, Maryland, New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, and Texas; a large propor- 
tion (approximately 30 percent) of scholarship par- 
ticipants from 1974-75 to 1979-80 had resided in 
localities with a population of 2,500-50,00 during 
their precollege years; an additional one-third of all 
scholarship participants had resided in cities over 
500,000 and in the suburbs of such cities; more 
NHSC scholarship participants attended private 
medical institutions than public medical schools; al- 
though males comprised the majority of both the 
NHSC scholarship participants and the U.S. medi- 
cal student population, the proportions of females 
for these two groups increased considerably over 
time; although whites constituted the majority of 
participants in the NHSC scholarship program from 
1973-74 through 1979-80, their representation de- 
clined by 11.1 percent during this period, while the 
proportion of blacks and Hispanics increased during 
the same period; and from 1973-74 to 1979-80, 
there was an 18.8 percent increase in the proportion 
of scholarship participants planning a general prac- 
tice. A bibliography is appended. (SW) 
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Expenses that health professions students in- 

curred, sources of income to meet those expendi- 

tures, and indebtedness incurred by the students 

during the 1976-77 school year were studied. A 

questionnaire, which is appended, was mailed to a 

sample of students registered in schools of dentistry, 

optometry, osteopathic medicine, pharmacy, po- 
diatry, public health, and veterinary medicine. 

Based on information provided by the respondents, 

estimates are made of the relevant sociodemo- 

graphic characteristics and financial activities of all 

Students registered in these health professions 

schools. Among the findings are the following: po- 

diatry and osteopathy students reported the highest 
average annual expenditures of $11,720 and $11,- 

070 respectively, while pharmacy students reported 

the lowest of $6,740; in each health profession stu- 

dents attending private schools reported average 
school expenses that were about 150 percent greater 
than those reported in public schools; married stu- 
dents, especially those with children, reported that 
they spent more on food, lodging, and other items 
than did single students; most students financed 
their education with income obtained from non- 
refundable sources; students most frequently re- 
ported that they received the largest proportion of 
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their income from their own earnings and savings 
and from contributions made by their spouses and 
parents; approximately 40 percent of all health 
professions students reported that they were in debt 
prior to entering professional school, and the aver- 
age debt reported by these was $7,000; and of those 
students who reported prior indebtedness, most 
were in debt because of preprofessional school edu- 
cational expenditures. (SW) 
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Illinois Central College’s Development of Opera- 
tional Reasoning Skills (DOORS) project, which is 
based on Piaget’s developmental theory and learn- 
ing cycle strategy, is described. The project provides 
a multidisciplinary freshman core program focusing 
on the improvement of student reasoning abilities. 
For each of the six DOORS courses—English, math- 
ematics, physics, history, sociology, and social 
science-several major thinking skills were identi- 
fied, and all the classes emphasize the same skill at 
the same time in the semester. Pretesting and post- 
testing of students to assess changes in cognitive 
skills and other defined parameters were under- 
taken. The initial assessment was based on collected 
high school grade point averages, graduating class 
rank, and reported American College Testing Pro- 
gram scores. Using a test developed to assess cogni- 
tives skills, evidence was found that DOORS 
students were less academically prepared than the 
typical entering freshman at ICC. To evaluate the 
success of the DOORS program in altering the nor- 
mal attrition of students from college during their 
first semester, comparisons were made of grades 
and attrition frequencies for specific courses. De- 
spite several problems in the evaluation process, the 
results seem to suggest that DOORS students make 
as much intellectual progress as a typical group of 
community college students, and do so with signifi- 
cantly lower attrition. The program has allowed six 
instructors the opportunity to investigate 
thoroughly the use of experiential learning tech- 
niques. Student evaluation of the program was un- 
dertaken by administration of a questionnaire and 
through written descriptions of student impressions, 
some of which are appended. (SW) 
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The met and unmet needs of foreign students from 
developing countries in the United States were in- 
vestigated. In addition, an attempt was made to as- 
sess whether the self-perceived needs of Agency for 
International Development (AID) sponsored stu- 
dents are different from or similar to those of other 
foreign students, both sponsored and nonsponsored. 
After pretesting of the research design at Iowa State 
University, a national survey was conducted in 
1979. Nearly 1,900 students from 30 universities 
responded to the questionnaire, and this sample 
represented 102 nations, excluding North America, 
Europe (except Turkey and Portugal), and Japan. In 
every category of needs, needs were not satisfied to 
the level of students’ expectations. Needs for practi- 
cal experience (work experience and opportunities 
to apply knowledge), and anticipated post-return 
needs for both material rewards and professional 
opportunities and facilities were among the least 
well met. Financial needs and prereturn information 
needs were also among the least well met, but were 
considered to be less problematic since they can 
more easily be solved. Among the 24 categories of 
needs, information needs were best analyzed in 
terms of a number of selected personal characteris- 
tics of the students: regions of the world from which 
they came, major and whether or not they had jobs 
waiting in their countries. Several other characteris- 
tics were also analyzed in relation to need compos- 
ites: school size, prestige accorded to one’s country, 
age, marital status, length of stay, orientation, and 
previous international experience. Based on the re- 
sults, a profile of a student who is likely to be most 


satisfied is presented. A bibliography is appended.

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A new goal for corporate giving to higher educa- 

tion has emerged. It is to increase the amount of 
giving to the institution each year by at least the 
amount of inflation. Both inflation and dangerous 
demographics will threaten higher education exces- 
sively in the coming decade. The demographic pic- 
ture will vary greatly by geographic region, and the 
effects will be experienced unevenly. A consistent 
supply of private funds may be the “best guarantee 
of continued autonomy for all of higher education 
and of high quality,” according to the Carnegie 
Council on Policy Studies in Higher Education, but 
private giving is only one of a number of areas the 
institution must address. Inflation has been so de- 
structive in the recent past that there has been al- 
most no progress, in real dollars, in the buying 
power of voluntary support. Furthermore, per pupil 
spending has had to be reduced considerably, 
threatening educational quality. Corporations are 
encouraged to not only increase their contributions 
to match inflation, but also to increase them by 
more than the inflation rate. (MSE) 
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Formula budgeting for college and university 
facilities maintenance is recommended because: (1) 
formulas inject objectivity into the budgeting proc- 
ess by using quantified data; (2) formulas tend to 
improve the equitability of treatment of comparable 
institutions; (3) formulas are intended to provide 
adequate but economical budgets; and (4) formulas 
are an efficient means of budgeting comparable 
units, permitting greater attention to be paid to non- 
comparable budget elements. This form of budget- 
ing is proposed to address two parts of the 
maintenance issue: the maintenance deficit or back- 
log as well as an increase in annual maintenance 
budgets to eliminate further deficits. At the most 
basic level, the budget formula can provide a plan 
agreeable to both requestor and appropriator. A for- 
mula can be considered good if it is simple, flexible, 
sensitive to changing conditions, based on reasona- 
ble and adequate data, and does the job intended. 
Formulas or budget models used in Oklahoma, 
Texas, Florida, Washington State, Maryland, 
Colorado, Georgia, and California are profiled, in- 
cluding information on source documents, formula 
construction and elements, and policies and proce- 
dures. The fall 1979 issue of the Association for 
Institutional Research’s “AIR Professional File” on 
formula budgeting by Francis M. Gross is ap- 
pended.

element of size, marketing the university, serving 
students of varying academic ability, the need for 
more effective general education, the special func- 
tions of the church colleges, and governmental sup- 
port of private institutions. In “The Future of 

Higher Education from the Perspective of a Cor- 

porate/Foundation Executive,” John T. McCarty 

considers the mission of a university, how business 
can help private institutions and their interrelation- 
ship, and gift tax credits. In “The Personal Chal- 

lenges of the College Presidency,” Hudson T. 

Armerding suggests that one of the major challenges 

of the college presidency is to perceive one’s calling 

and to identify in that perception a vision for the 
institution. In “The New Public Interest Law Firms: 

Don Quixotes for Private Education,” Maxwell A. 

Miller reviews recent trends that suggest the exist- 

ence of a government by judiciary in the United 

States and examines the relevance of public interest 

law to educators. Among these areas are the follow- 

ing: private education’s struggle against govern- 
ment, and President Reagan’s pledge to decrease, if 

not eliminate, the Department of Education. A 

chart listing federal programs that affect the policies 

and procedures of colleges and administrative re- 
quirements is included. (SW) 
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The Philadelphia Regional Introduction for 
Minorities to Engineering (PRIME) program, a 
nonprofit consortium of colleges, public schools, 
business/industry, government, and community 
agencies, is described. The pre-engineering program 
begins in the seventh grade and continues to track 
students through their college years. At the middle 
schools, information, motivation, and enrichment 
activities are stressed, while at the senior high 
schools, skill development in mathematics, science, 
and communication are emphasized. To bridge the 
gap between the theory of the classroom and work 
world, each PRIME school is adopted by a business 
or government office that provides field trips, speak- 
ers, role models, audiovisual presentations, and 
demonstrations. Generally, each designated school 
has a PRIME team composed of a science, math- 
ematics, and English teacher. Classroom visits by an 
industry representative, preferably a working engi- 
neer, introduce students to the work of the com- 
pany, to engineering in general, or to a particular 
engineering specialty. The representative may also 
confer with PRIME teachers regarding engineering 
concepts, to assist in judging student engineering 
projects, or to plan the two field trips. Each summer 
a select group of post-eighth graders spends a month 
on one of the four university campuses, rotating 
each year.

In 
the latter study, almost 9,000 faculty in 158 institu- 
tions were surveyed; equal proportions of respond- 
ents represented each of the five major institution 
types in the Carnegie classification. Response rate 
was 51.7 percent. The survey consisted of 128 ques- 
tions coded into 781 variables. The study used the 
respondents’ primary fields of research, scholarship, 
and creativity as the dependent variable. The results 


indicate that the model can be generalized to the 
comprehensive colleges and research-doctoral insti- 
tutions in a limited way. Of the three dimensions in 
the model, differences were found only between the 
hard-soft groups on both types of campuses. The 
research-oriented variables contributing to this dif- 
ference are the number of journal articles vs. the 
number of books or monographs produced by the 
faculty members, and may be explained more by the 
faculty’s prior research training than by institutional 
affiliation.

This experiment in- 
vestigated the MOL procedure in which it was pre- 
dicted that students would rate MOL-trained 
lecturers as more effective teachers and learn more 
from them. Graduate students lectured to under- 
graduate students, who then rated each lecturer’s 
teaching effectiveness and wrote a multiple-choice 
. examination. Following pretesting two graduate stu- 
dent trainees received instruction in effective MOL 
teaching, while two controls received no instruc- 
tion. Trainees and controls again lectured, after 
which students rated them and wrote the exam. 
Pretesting results indicated no significant differ- 
ences between trainees and controls on student rat- 
ings and achievement. Posttest results showed a 
treatment by lecturer interaction in which the lec- 
turer being more effective at pretesting derived 
most benefit from MOL training. These results sug- 
gest that individual differences may be an important 
consideration when developing teacher-training 
procedures.

The 1980-81 and 1979-80 enrollment patterns of 

foreign students in Canadian universities are com- 
pared. The total number of foreign students in- 
creased rapidly during the early 1970s, peaked in 
1976-77, and leveled off or declined in the following 
three years. Provincial patterns, however, did not 
conform to this national trend. Universities in Que- 
bec and the Prairies experienced a decline that con- 
tinued in 1980-81, while gains in Ontario occurred, 
so that the latter province now accounts for 47 per- 
cent of the foreign students in Canada’s universities. 
Numbers fell both in provinces that had and had not 
imposed differential fees. Asian students (except 
from Hong Kong) accounted for most of the in- 
crease in Ontario, and to some extent in British 
Columbia. Whereas Americans comprised almost 
25 percent of all foreign university students during 
the middle 1970s, this proportion had fallen to 13 
percent in 1980-81, and the absolute number de- 
creased. Another feature of the present enrollment 
pattern is that the number of students from a se- 
lected 25 of the least developed countries has de- 
clined. A breakdown by geographic origin shows 
that most Europeans, Americans, and those from 
India and Pakistan are studying at the graduate 
level, whereas foreign students from many develop- 
ing countries and from Hong Kong and Malaysia 
tend to be undergraduates. Foreign students are par- 
ticularly numerous at the doctoral level, accounting 
for one of four full-time students. Their numbers 
have risen gradually since 1976-77, in contrast to 
the leveling off or decline of foreign students among 
undergraduates.

(2) there are nearly as many state arrangements (fi- 
nancial and organizational) as there are states, im- 
plying great program diversity; and (3) several of 
the new agencies have had dramatic growth in the 
volume of loans guaranteed, presaging a more wide- 
ly-established, broad-based student loan program 
with a truly national consistency.

A sample of colleges and universities that adver- 

tised for a provost or vice president for academic 

affairs in 1979 was studied to determine partici- 
pants’ perceptions of search committee operations. 

For 45 participating schools, useable questionnaires 

were returned by 253 search committee members, 

31 successful job candidates, and 25 department 

heads. Among the topics covered in the question- 

naire are the following: the mechanics of the search 
process, details of committee composition, percep- 
tions of the participation of various campus groups, 
reasons for candidate selection, and background 
data about members and successful candidates. In- 
Stitutional size and type of institutional control were 
found to be very useful for distinguishing differ- 
ences among career patterns of successful candi- 
dates. To qualify for a position as a chief academic 
officer, experience as a dean and other full-time ad- 
ministrative experience was usually more important 
than experience as a department chair in large, pub- 
lic institutions. The reverse was true in small, pri- 
vate institutions. The findings suggest that 
committee members do not select candidates who 
represent themselves “writ large” in professional 
terms or in demographic terms. In the five years 
preceding the search, more successful candidates 
than members had published books, chapters, or 
monographs, and more had at least one article in a 
national journal. Other differences are noted. Addi- 
tionally, distinct differences emerged between com- 
mittee members and the pool of candidates they 
select for consideration on several demographic 
variables (sex, race, age). The three study groups 
had quite different perceptions about what criteria 
were most important in the selection process. (SW) 
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Information concerning early retirement in col- 
leges and universities was obtained through a 
faculty survey, prediction of rates of retirement and 
costs under three plans, computer simulations of 
faculty turnover rates, and faculty/administrator 
opinions and data pertaining to the implications of 
specific plans. In 1980, 647 faculty 45 years old and 
older in seven institutions of the Oregon State Sys- 
tem of Higher Education were surveyed to deter- 
mine the following: ideal or preferred age of 
retirement versus realistic or expected age of retire- 
ment and reasons for these choices; the preferred 
plan of three options; and retirement age each re- 
spondent might expect under each of the three op- 
tions. Survey responses indicate that the three most 
important conditions that would allow faculty to 
retire at their ideal age are additional pay, insurance, 
and part-time employment. Response differences 
related to age, sex, rank, type of institution, subject 
area, years of employment in the system, feelings 
toward retirement, and adequacy of financial plan- 
ning for retirement are considered. Of the three 
early retirement plans, 43 percent of respondents 
preferred the Public Employees Retirement System, 
28 percent preferred a plan allowing part-time em- 
ployment, and 11 percent preferred an income sup- 
plement annuity plan. Based on survey data, 
probabilities of early retirement for the three plans 
and ideal age were developed for two institutions, 
and faculty flow modeling was projected for a 20- 
year period. Cost analyses revealed that the Public 
Employees Retirement System plan generates the 
most savings. Implications of the early retirement 
plans in terms of retirement income level, and ad- 
ministrative, legal, political, and market feasibility 
ow addressed.

A theory of organizational development is devel- 

oped from turn-of-the-century geopolitical studies 

by combining the following: Smithian and Dar- 
winian perspectives; the firmer concepts of manage- 
ment; and strategic planning views. An attempt is 
made to explore natural organizational processes by 
considering geopolitical, economic, biological, and 
management views. Six strategic characteristics of 
an organization are proposed based on: the histori- 
cal work of Alfred Mahan, who analyzed the ele- 
ments of British sea power in the seventeenth and 

eighteenth centuries; Halford Mackinder’s 1904 

analysis of pivotal land positions; Likert’s (1967) 

work on participative models; Peterson’s et al. 

(1967, 1970) studies on institutional vitality of col- 

leges; Mott’s (1972) work on organizational effec- 

tiveness; and the work of Cameron (1978), Katz and 





Kahn (1978), and others on characteristics, pro- 
cesses, and structures of healthy organizations, in- 
cluding colleges. Three of the _ strategic 
characteristics pertain to competitive advantage, 
and three pertain to the capacity to adapt. Those 
characteristics of effective organizations providing 
competitive advantage are as follows: productive 
centers of distinctive strength with internal and ex- 
ternal links; pivotal locations (geographic and tech- 
nological); and quality products. Those providing 
the capacity to adapt are as follows: permeable 
boundaries related to segmented markets; prepon- 
derance of staff employed in adaptive substructures; 
and executive-level encouragement to develop new 
products. It is suggested that since the strategic 
planning perspective emphasizes the organization’s 
capacity to fulfill expectations in external environ- 
ments, it also bridges both organization and super- 
system theories, and closed and open systems 
theories. (SW)

The development of nursing and nursing educa- 

tion in the United States during the late nineteenth 

and early twentieth centuries is described. Profes- 
sionalization accompanied by feminization in nurs- 
ing, as in teaching, librarianship, and social work, 
opened opportunities to middle class women for re- 
spectable employment and sometimes prestige and 
power. All of these professionalizing occupations in 
which women came to predominate, however, had 
difficulty in gaining recognition as full-fledged 
professions. Functionalist sociologists have ex- 
plained the failure of any predominantly female oc- 
cupation to become fully professional as a 
consequence of the contradiction between profes- 
sional and feminine roles in American society. It is 
suggested that although nursing leaders accepted 
nursing as a profession uniquely suitable for women, 
they behaved much like leaders in other occupa- 
tions aspiring to professional status. They placed 
great emphasis on educational development, and at- 
tempted to recruit better educated students, to ex- 
pand and systematize the knowledge base, to 
associate with institutions of higher education, and 
to prepare students for leadership. It is proposed 
that they made astute assessments of their situation 
and capitalized on opportunities. The nursing lead- 
ers were limited in their achievements not by their 
acceptance of a submissive feminine role but by the 
exploitative situation that existed in hospital train- 
ing schools. (SW)

Recent theories of professional work satisfaction 

are reviewed and applied to the college or university 

professor. Additionally, the professional satisfac- 
tions available to the academic person are compared 
with those of professionals in other occupations. 


The following theories of job satisfaction are exam- 
ined: job facets theory, expectancy theory, equity 
theory, need and need deficiency theory, and two- 
factor theory. Proponents of job facets theory gener- 
ally reject the notion that there exists some overall 
feeling of job satisfaction but posit that workers tend 
to be satisfied or dissatisfied with particular aspects 
of their jobs. The use of facet theory in studies of 
college faculty employs questionnaires with long 
lists of job characteristics. Expectancy theory is 
probably particularly useful in separating the con- 
tingencies that affect effort-performance and per- 
formance reward. While equity theory can be of 
considerable value in understanding some of the 
sources of faculty dissatisfaction with teaching, it 
does not reveal, for example, the qualitative natures 
of satisfactions received at varying levels of input. 
Whereas expectancy theory predicts that workers 
will be able cognitively to appraise their situations 
and adjustments, need theory assumes that most 
workers will be driven by basic human forces that 
may not be fully understood through introspective 
analysis. Therefore, under this perspective, primary 
responsibility for the improvement of satisfaction 
would lie in formal authorities external to the in- 
dividual. When the literature on need, two-factor, or 
need deficiency theory in the field of higher educa- 
tion is examined, surprisingly little is found. A bibli- 
ography is appended.

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The usefulness of equations to predict graduation 

from college was studied using data from the 1974 

freshman class of a major research university. The 

following predictor variables were assessed using 
multiple regression and discriminant analyses: sex, 
race, residency, major, high school rank, high school 
size, Scholastic Aptitide Test scores, and predicted 
grade point average. The percentage of variance 

that was explained was 14.4 percent for blacks, 4.9 

precent for whites, and 7.4 percent for blacks and 

whites. Discriminant analyses yielded correct pre- 
dictions for 64.5 percent of the blacks, 57.65 per- 
cent of the whites, and 64.78 percent of both races. 

It is concluded that while the results are not impres- 

sive, they do support the need for continued re- 

search in the area.

The value of linking manpower analyses and edu- 

cational policy formation is illustrated by the experi- 

ence of the New Jersey Department of Higher 

Education in planning programs for professional 
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nurses. After reviewing the history of manpower 
planning for nurses in New Jersey, the results of a 
1980 nursing study and projections of the future 
need for registered nurses in New Jersey are exam- 
ined. Among the areas addressed by the 1980 study 
are the following: the present supply and distribu- 
tion of registered nurses in New Jersey by employ- 
ment sector, geographic location, educational 
preparation, and age; and specific settings in which 
there is a nursing personnel shortage and contribut- 
ing factors. Findings include the following: A total 
shortage of approximately 2,300 full-time equiva- 
lent nurses was identified as of January 1980 
(primarily in acute and long-term care facilities and 
for specific shifts and specialty services); although 
the largest number of hospital nurses are graduates 
of the traditional hospital-based diploma schools, 
this percentage has been declining in recent years 
and the number of associate degree nurses in hospi- 
tals has been increasing; and total enrollments in 
nursing education programs in New Jersey declined 
by 6 percent between 1977 and 1979. In addition to 
projecting the demand for the total number of regis- 
tered nurses through 1990, projections were deve- 
loped for the distribution of nurses by educational 
degree and employment sector. Recommendations 
developed by the Department of Higher Education 
based on the study findings are briefly considered, 
and summary tables on trends and projection meth- 
ods of the other states in the nation are presented.

The job functions, job goals, and career paths of 

108 university research administrators randomly se- 
lected from the membership of the National Council 
of University Research Administrators were stud- 
ied. A cluster analysis that included job functions, 
percentage of time in job functions, and job goals 
separated the respondents into three clusters: infor- 
mation specialists, research developers, and re- 
search managers. Some job functions appeared in 
more than one cluster (information regarding fund- 
ing agencies, budgeting, planning proposals, con- 
tacting funding agencies, and contract and grant 
management), suggesting that perhaps a common 
core of subject matter and skills exist for research 
administrators. Each of the clusters ranked the goal 
“assuring compliance with university policies” as 
the most important for research administration. The 
goals of “stimulating research and project activity” 
and “increasing the number of grant awards” were 
ranked as second and third, while “developing 
faculty careers” was ranked last (seventh). Re- 
spondents’ job histories for the two most recent po- 
sitions were displayed on a frequency table 
indicating the job categories that best described 
their previous positions. Of the 96 who responded 
to the question regarding the most recent position, 
41 (43 percent) had been employed as research ad- 
ministrators immediately prior to their present posi- 
tion. Thirty-eight had been in higher education 
research administration. For the 55 (57 percent) 
who had not been research administrators in their 
most recent position, the largest group (38 percent) 
had been in general higher education administra- 
tion.

The effectiveness of open admissions and delivery 

of educational services at a distance in serving adult 

learners enrolled at Athabasca University, Alberta, 

Canada, was studied in 1979-80 through an analysis 

of demographic and geographic information on 2,- 

491 students. Information was gathered on the fol- 

lowing characteristics: sex, age, number of people in 

the household, educational preparation, occupa- 
tions, reason(s) for pursuing a university education, 
geographic location, preference for various learning 
situations, and reason(s) for studying at Athabasca 
University. The majority of the university’s students 
were 25 to 44 years old; 63 percent of its students 
were female and 37 percent were male. It was found 
that approximately 50 percent of the students at- 
tending the university benefited from the open ad- 
mission policy. Eighteen percent of the students 
applied for advanced credits toward an undergradu- 
ate degree based on credit earned elsewhere. Less 
than one percent were able to take advantage of the 
absence of a residency requirement and earned 
enough credits through advanced credit assessment 
to be granted a bachelor of general studies degree. 
Thirty percent of the students were from geograph- 
ically isolated regions. The fact that many of the 
students reside in large cities and big towns indi- 
cates that adult learners prefer the convenience of 
taking home study courses. The data suggest that 
distance education with new media and methods 
serves 2 new student population, including women 
and working people.

Perceptions of power identified with upper level, 

noninstructional staff (professional staff) in a com- 

plex university were studied based on interviews 
with professional staff, their superordinates and 
subordinates, and faculty. Professional staff offices 
included the upper echelon of the nonacademic staff 
hierarchy holding such titles as assistant to the 
president, vice president, or dean, and director, con- 
troller, or registrar. The university was perceived as 
a predominantly political organization within which 
professional staff hold substantial power to influ- 
ence the actions of other offices and to influence the 
development and the administration of institutional 
policies. Professional staff power was generally 
based upon their control and interpretation of infor- 
mation-their role as information brokers. Percep- 
tions of professional staff strategies did vary, 
however, with the organizational relationship of the 
target office to the professional staff offices and the 
situation (whether the professional staff was trying 
to influence the actions of the other party in an 
initial situation or in a last resort situation). Addi- 
tional findings are as follows: respondents in each 
sample were aware of, and satisfied with, the over- 
riding political structure of the university organiza- 
tion; professional staff did not feel that academic 
policy-making rights are appropriate rights for their 
office; and the perspective of the president, vice 
president, and dean superordinates were more apt to 
be in agreement with those of the professional staff 
than with those of academic department heads or 


faculty. A bibliography is included. (SW) 
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College NY, Institutional Vitality 
The efforts to survive of Cazenovia College, a pri- 

vate, two-year, residential, woman’s college in 

Cazenovia, New York, are described, based on in- 

terviews, observation, and analysis of written 

materials. The college announced its closing in 1974 

and subsequently reopened successfully. The col- 

lege was assessed in terms of its efficiency in inter- 
nal design and operation and its effectiveness in 
organizational-environment transactions. Addition- 
ally, the behavior of college staff was analyzed to 
determine what they did and felt in the struggle to 
maintain an organization. Fifty-seven present and 
past participants in the life of the college were inter- 
viewed, and 11 formal college meetings were at- 
tended for observation purposes. It is suggested that 

in the six years in which Cazenovia experienced a 

steady financial decline, the board and president 

failed to provide the necessary leadership for a de- 
clining institution, and the faculty resisted change. 

The president failed because he attempted to reach 

decisions through consensus; the board failed by not 

identifying the problem at Cazenovia and not 
choosing a president with the skills necessary for 
overcoming Cazenovia’s decline. The faculty 
wished to remain a liberal arts college in spite of the 
failure of the liberal arts curriculum to attract stu- 
dents. The primary group that came forward to save 
Cazenovia was a group of business people from the 
village, and a business model and strong manager 
approach were used to save the college. A new 
president accepted the position with the condition 
that the board stay out the the everyday operation 
of the college, and the faculty senate was circum- 
vented through task forces that the president ap- 
pointed. (SW) 
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United States 
The history of the liberal arts college from its ori- 
gins in the medieval universities of Western Europe 
and England is traced, and the present changes in 
the liberal arts colleges in the United States are con- 
sidered. In France and Germany, instruction in the 
liberal arts became the responsibility of classical se- 
condary schools as the universities concentrated ex- 
clusively on advanced studies. In England, however, 
where strong advanced faculties in theology, law, 
and medicine were not as fully developed, the em- 
phasis was on the general cultural work of the arts 


faculty, and the residential college seems to have 
reached the peak of influence when the first North 
American colonial colleges were being established. 
The colonial colleges took the English pattern for a 
model. As late as the last quarter of the eighteenth 
century, two-thirds of the students enrolied in 
higher education in the United States were in liberal 
arts programs and most of them were in free-stand- 
ing liberal arts colleges. Most U.S. universities deve- 
loped an amalgam between undergraduate liberal 
arts education and advanced professional study. It 
is suggested that the free-standing liberal arts col- 
lege might have found renewed strength if either 
instruction in arts had been separated from the work 
of the university, or the arts curriculum had been 
maintained intact while adding a separate graduate 
unit to the university. In the 1970s, the free-stand- 
ing liberal arts colleges seem to be facing a particu- 
larly critical point in their history. Some of the 
colleges have responded to pressures to justify their 
existence by opting for changed missions and ex- 
panded roles. Studies underway at the University of 
Denver have identified five categories of liberal arts 
colleges. (SW)

The way that department heads learn the chair 

role was studied through interviews with 39 depart- 

ment heads randomly selected from nine colleges 
within a single university. Four types of roles were 
identified. Faculty-oriented department heads de- 
scribed their primary responsibilities as recruiting, 
developing, and evaluating faculty members; facili- 
tating the work of the faculty; and reducing in- 
tradepartmental conflict. Externally-oriented 
department heads described their primary respon- 
sibilities as representers, brokers, negotiators, or 
grantsmen, and their goals were to increase both the 
number and funding level of research grants and 
contracts, to obtain additional space and equipment, 
and to enhance the department’s image. Program- 
oriented department heads described their primary 
responsibility as program development. Among 
their goals were to increase the number of student- 
credit-hours generated and the number of under- 
graduate majors and graduate students in their 
departments. Management-oriented department 
heads described their primary responsibilities as 
leadership, facilitator, or coordinator to indicate 
that their job was to procure and allocate depart- 
mental resources and to effectively run the depart- 
ment. Perceived sources of stress, important 
extradepartmental involvement, and patterns of so- 
cialization were also identified for each type of de- 
partment head. Among the responses are the 
following: externally-oriented department heads 
derived their role expectations from experience as 
successful grantsmen or as leaders in professional 
associations, while program-oriented department 
heads reported that their experience as practicing 
professionals or as academic administrators in- 
fluenced their role expectations. Implications for 
the selection and training of department heads are 
considered. (SW) 
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Post-tenure faculty evaluation policies in all pub- 
lic four-year colleges and universities in Alabama 
were studied. A total of 420 tenured and non- 
tenured full-time faculty and tenured and non- 
tenured administrators were administered 
questionnaires. A total of 68.8 percent of adminis- 
trator respondents revealed that they had written 
policies to evaluate their tenured faculty. Over 84 
percent of respondents felt that there should be peri- 
odic post-tenure reviews, and 74.9 percent felt that 
administrators and tenured colleagues together 
should evaluate tenured faculty. While both ad- 
ministrators and faculty supported post-tenure 
evaluations, there was much stronger support by 
administrators. Ninety-one percent of respondents 
felt that evaluation of tenured faculty should be 
related to faculty development, and classroom 
teaching was the preferred criteria to include in any 
post-tenure evaluation policy. For M.A. and M.S. 
granting institutions, the evaluation criteria of class- 
room teaching, cooperation, and availability to stu- 
dents were strongly favored. For Ph.D. and Ed.D. 
granting institutions, the evaluation criteria of 
supervision of graduate study, research, and publi- 
cation were strongly favored. Information on re- 
sponses to 17 evaluation criteria derived from the 
literature and on 153 additional criteria suggested 
by respondents is presented. A review of institution- 
wide faculty handbooks from 12 institutions sug- 
gests that systematic, campus-wide policies or 
criteria to evaluate tenured faculty do not exist for 
four-year public institutions in Alabama. A litera- 
ture review and a bibliography are included. (SW)

Deans and directors of continuing education pro- 
grams were surveyed to determine continuing edu- 
cation enrollments, staffing, and program emphases. 
The study objective was to assess the extent to 
which continuing education programs may provide 
new sources of professional challenge for traditional 
faculty. In 1979, 125 deans and program directors 
were surveyed regarding projections for 10 years 
(1977-78 through 1987-88) concerning: composi- 
tion of instructional staff, number and major types 
of program offerings, total enrollment, and level of 
centralization of continuing education administra- 
tion. For institutions of varying enrollment sizes, 
respondents anticipated some increases in their un- 
dergraduate and graduate degree offerings and a 
slight decrease in their noncredit, general interest 
offering over the 10-year period. Deans expected 
their headcount enrollments to increase an average 
of 35 percent over the 10-year period, and projected 
a 20 percent increase in the number of courses of- 
fered by continuing education. Few deans projected 
substantial differences in their institutions’ appro- 
aches to the instructional staffing of educational 
programs to adult students. While they expect more 
of these students to enroll, they do not expect to use 
very many more of the regular faculty to instruct 
them. Respondents also indicated the extent to 
which they commission use of text and manuals, 
audiovisual materials, television courses, and com- 
puter assisted instruction. Attitudes regarding in- 
structional development programs, policies 
regarding traditional faculty, and hiring policies 


were also assessed. Implications of the findings for 
new policy directions are briefly considered. (SW) 
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(Groups), *Elitism 
The college designations of over 5,800 recent 
graduates of 60 private secondary schools and the 
relationships between characteristics of these 
schools and the average selectivity of the colleges 
attended for each school were investigated. Aggre- 
gating all graduates, the data show considerable suc- 
cess in gaining admission to selective, prestigious 
private colleges and universities. Over 81 percent 
attended private institutions (religious and nonsec- 
tarian), and 69 percent attended colleges identified 
by Astin as either very highly or highly selective. 
The colleges attended compensate their full profes- 
sors better than average and they enroll students 
from families of generally higher social status than 
other colleges. Approximately 19 percent of the stu- 
dents were admitted into the top 25 colleges at- 
tended by major business leaders. Almost 40 
percent attended one of the top 100 sources of the 
bachelor’s degree of the Ph.D’s for the period 1958- 
1966. Finally, the colleges attended had many 
alumni listed in ‘““Who’s Who” and the “Social Reg- 
ister.” Two school variables, the size of the average 
scholarship offered by the secondary school (the 
best predictor) and the size of the faculty, together 
account for about 34 percent of the variance in aver- 
age selectivity. Other variables that were assessed 
include the size of endowment; size and worth of 
facilities; status indicators (date of founding and 
whether the school has been identified as traditional 
among the elite of private boarding schools); stu- 
dent body diversity (as indicated by number of 
scholarships offered and the amounts of scholar- 
ships); school enrollment; number of graduates; and 
student-faculty ratio. (Author/SW) 
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The perceptions of faculty and administrators re- 
garding the following issues were assessed: the dis- 
tinction between general and liberal education; the 
supporting philosophical or conceptual bases of gen- 
eral education; its societal goals and intellectual 
orientation; the place within general education of 
interdisciplinarity; and the role of general education 
in the graduate and undergraduate curricula. Study 
group members were proponents of general educa- 
tion and curricular reform. Of the over 330 respond- 
ents, 60 percent believed that there are important 
conceptual, substantive, and procedural differences 
between general and liberal education, while 35 per- 
cent considered the terms _ interchangeable. 
However, when asked to give their perceptions of 
their institutions’ perspectives, the opposite was 
true; nearly 61 percent believed that liberal and gen- 
eral education were seen as interchangeable terms, 
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while 36 percent thought that the two were consid- 
ered to be distinct from one another. Nearly all 
respondents considered general education a compo- 
nent of the undergraduate curriculum, while nearly 
one half thought that liberal education comprised 
the entire program. Nearly three-quarters of the re- 
spondents felt that liberal education should be a 
component of graduate study. The pattern of re- 
sponses suggests that there was a good deal of agree- 
ment among respondents concerning the concept 
and practice of general education. A bibliography is 
appended.

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The effect of Benito Mussolini and the Fascist 

movement in post World War I Italy on the univer- 

sity is examined with focus on the Fascist-Catholic 

struggle for Italian youth during the time span 1922- 

1943. Discussed is the attempt of the Gioventie 

Universitaria Fascista (GUF), the official organiza- 

tion of the university students and the cornerstone 

of Fascist influence among the educational elite, to 
dominate educational thought and practice. The ef- 
forts of the GUF were hampered by he Federazione 

Universitaria Cattolica Italiana (FUCI) who kept 

active the influence of the Catholic Church within 

higher education. The presence of the FUCI and the 

GUF are discussed in detail, highlighting their ac- 

tivities and priorities such as FUCI’s commitment to 

Catholic Action (social action) and GUF’s introduc- 

tion and involvement in athletic events, a Fascist 

innovation at the universities. The analysis provided 
is that although GUF membership outweighed that 
of FUCI, GUF was never able to absorb the Catholic 
students or to cripple their organization by infiltra- 
tion. It is concluded that the effect of Fascism on the 
universities dissipated as the GUF weakened and 
the young members of FUCI took lead in the recon- 
struction of a Christian democratic Italy at the end 
of the war. References and a chart listing member- 
ship data for FUCI from 1928-1943 are provided.

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The management strategy of calling attention to 
problems and labeling them as crises is discussed as 
a method of coping with prolonged periods of 
shrinking resources. Part I, “Entering the Realm of 
Crisis,” discusses the importance of defining a crisis, 
the crisis as an organizational good, and when to 
declare a crisis. Two types of crises are identified: 
(1) the manifest crisis, which is one readily apparent 
and whose menacing nature speaks for itself and 
commands attention and (2) the opaque crisis, 
which barely is visible, if at all, and often reflects a 
chronic problem which, while weighty, does not 
dramatize itself. Part II, “Six Cases of Response to 
Organizational Adversity,” examines the experi- 
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ences of the following: Flagship University; Rock- 
road Community College; Industrial City High 
School District; State Board of Higher Education; 
and Hillside State College. Part III, “The Rules of 
Crisis Management,” offers five conclusions: (1) ef- 
fective declaration of a crisis is contingent on the 
credibility of an institution’s management and per- 
ception; (2) a declaration of a crisis, to be successful, 
must lead to substantial benefit to the organization; 
(3) the declaration of a crisis should be highly visible 
and unequivocable; (4) after the crisis is declared it 
must be managed conspicuously; and (5) the crisis 
needs to be terminated. Several management tactics 
employable for crisis termination are illustrated in 
the case examples, such as: deriving strength from 
weakness by binding oneself to a future that would 
be distasteful to the institution if allowed to take 
place; to make use of an interviewing outside party 
to dramatize the seriousness of the problem; and to 
make use of a crisis council. References are prov- 
ided.

The impact of the following private colleges in the 
Pacific Northwest is examined: Willamette Univer- 
sity (Salem, Oregon), Pacific University (Forest 
Grove, Oregon), Linfield College (McMinnville, 
Oregon), Lewis and Clark College (Portland, Ore- 
gon), Whitman College (Walla Walla, Washington), 
University of Puget Sound (Tacoma, Washington), 
Whitworth College (Spokane, Washington), and 
Pacific Lutheran University (Parkland, Washing- 
ton).

Eight ways of mea- 
suring the impact of these colleges through time are 
addressed: curriculum, campus cultural events, 
spirit of community, services, local expenditures, 
distinctive architecture, faculty, and alumni. As 
small residential colleges, these institutions believed 
that much of a student’s education came from cam- 
pus cultural events. Such events also brought en- 
riched appreciation and understanding to the town 
as well as to the campus. The main ingredients of 
school spirit are small size, close student-faculty re- 
lations, and traditional campus activities, especially 
songfests. The colleges also offered services to the 
community, such as hearing and optometry clinics 
at low prices, and the college as a whole injected 
money into the local economy. Distinguished teach- 
ers, performers, researchers, and alumni of the col- 
lege are identified. (SW)

The process by which the sociology department at 
the University of Windsor, Ontario, Canada, has 
changed character and resolved situations of con- 
flict and polarization is examined. The sociology 
department experienced rapid growth and the uni- 
versity as a whole shifted from teaching as a single 
function to teaching and research. It is suggested 
that there are competing institutional and depart- 
mental forces at work in moderately selective insti- 
tutions. One set focuses on system maintenance, 
which emphasizes teaching, stability, and service. 
The competing forces support a more academic en- 
vironment through the recruitment of new faculty 
whose primary orientations are in research and 
graduate education. At Windsor University there 
was the expected shift from a more centralized pat- 
tern of governance to one in which the department 
as a whole was involved in major and minor deci- 
sion-making. However, the focus of the department 
was on unresolved personnel conflict. Multiple 
strategies were developed to take into account the 
interest of faculty in reviewing new models of 
professionalism and developing new levels of skill, 
and new structures were established in the depart- 
ment to protect faculty time and recognize high 
levels of achievement. Equal weight was given to 
scholarship, teaching, and service in the evaluation 
of faculty achievement. Teaching was scored by 
pooling student evaluations on 10 questions, and 
faculty could receive service points for chairing de- 
partmental committees, thesis advising, community 
work, and other activities. An attempt was made to 
enable discussion of professional issues, to resolve 
conflicts, and to recruit more cosmopolitan gradu- 
ate students.

The 1980 national survey of 3,000 college 
students at 185 campuses included a test of global 
knowledge, a report on the students’ backgrounds 
and interests, their foreign language proficiencies, 
and their attitudes toward global issues. Based on 
the findings, it was estimated that the vast majority 
of the country’s undergraduates of traditional col- 
lege age have only slight exposures to global issues 
during their college years, and that opportunities for 
gaining an adequate world view seemed better for 
students attending the well-endowed research uni- 
versities and highly selective colleges. Campuses 
with strong humanities and foreign language tradi- 
tions were found to be more likely to provide inter- 
national perspectives. The task force suggested that 
college graduates’ global understanding should ena- 
ble them to analyze domestic and international 
development and that they should possess a deep 
knowledge and understanding of another culture 
and general competency in a second language. Gen- 
eral task force recommendations and specific 
recommendations for faculty, trustees and college 
administrators, scholarly societies, teacher educa- 
tors, corporate and philanthropic donors, and to the 
federal and state governments are offered. A series 
of seven publications prepared by the Council for 
use by colleges and universities are also briefiy de- 
scribed.

The comprehensive model refers to the following 
services or components: survival (extensive college 
orientation); counseling on admissions, registration, 
academic planning, and college rules and regula- 
tions; improving communication through access to 
clinical services in the areas of speech, learning, 
language, speech reading, and communication; per- 
sonal interpreters to aid the deaf student in bridging 
the communication gap during lectures, discussion, 
and other classroom situations; tutoring to follow up 
on the classroom experience; and inservice educa- 
tion to familiarize the faculty, staff, students, and 
the surrounding community with the presence, 
needs, and problems of deaf students.

In “The 
Quality of Police Education,” Lawrence W. Sher- 
man elaborated on the findings and recommenda- 
tions of the National Advisory Commission on 
Higher Education for Police Officers, which under- 
took a national survey of police higher education 
programs, an appraisal of police personnel needs 
and resources, and review of the literature. One of 
the Commission’s recommendations was that the 
majority of federal funds for police higher education 
should go to programs with broad curricula and 
well-educated faculty rather than to narrowly tech- 
nical programs. Sherman considers the liberal arts 
apporach preferable to the two-year, vocational /ap- 
plied approach or the four-year college criminal jus- 
tice program approach. In “Redefining the 
Discipline of Adult Education,” Robert Boyd and 
Jerold Apps propose a new model for viewing adult 
education. The first dimension concerns the nature 
of the learner’s situation; the second dimension con- 
cerns who will primarily benefit from the educa- 
tional activity; and the third dimension concerns the 
system (personal, social, and cultural). It is sug- 
gested that “Redefining the Discipline of Adult 
Education” should be read in conjunction with 
“The Quality of Police Education” or any other 
reading in police education.

Analysis of completion 

of training was made using data from the Survey of 

Veterans. In addition, the EMR data provided an 

insight into the ways veterans used their educational 

benefits, such as amount of entitlement used and the 
period of time between separation and the beginning 
of training. Data were broken down by state, type of 
program and period of service. A secondary analysis 
was made which compared and contrasted entitle- 
ment use by (1) veterans who applied and trained in 
colleges and other residence schools after separa- 
tion from military service and (2) trainees who ap- 
plied and trained in colleges and other residence 
schools before separation from military service. This 
analysis included the use of variables that detailed 
the extent of full-time or part-time training and the 
public or private nature of the training facilities in 
each location of training, in addition to the variables 
used in the primary analysis. Highlights cited in- 
clude these: the percentage of veterans trained has 
increased over time from 60% among peacetime 

Post-Korean conflict veterans to 72% among veter- 

ans who served during the Vietnam era only; and a 

large number of veterans, especially black veterans, 

cited ineligibility as the main reason for not using 

VA benefits.

An alternative sociology course is described that 
links student computer skills with available social 
survey data. The students, at Rensselaer Polytech- 
nic Institute, have primarily technical and scientific 
interests, and the goal of the sociology courses of- 
fered is to promote awareness of the social world 
they will live and work in. Students are given access 
to a file of Statistical Package for the Social Sciences 
(SPSS) programs that they can easily modify to suit 
their own purposes. Using data from the General 
Social Survey stored in the computer, they can test 
hypotheses on current data reflecting their interests. 
Students write short papers on their projects. In one 
semester the average student used about $59 worth 
of computer time. It was found that while students 
complained of the heavy workload, they also found 
working with real data very interesting, and no stu- 
dent had difficulty with the computer work, which 
was simplified for the purposes of the course. It is 
felt that helping students in such a technological 
setting realize that sociological data can be useful 
for making decisions and solving problems is valua- 
ble.

A program for nontraditional students is de- 

scribed that was implemented at Livingston Col- 

lege/Rutgers University during the fall 1980 

semester. The Freshman Studies Program (FSP) 

had two purposes: (1) to provide a more supportive 
structure and environment for developmental stu- 
dies students and (2) to facilitate efforts to both 
deliver services and monitor student progress for 
improving achievement and retention. All students 
in the previous summer’s Equal Opportunity Fund 
program were required to take the FSP, with the 
degree of participation based on New Jersey Basic 

Skills Test Performance. Components include: the 

summer program; class sections in analytical and 

critical reading, effective writing, and mathematics; 

a learning center for individual and small-group 

tutorials, study skills, test-taking, test anxiety, and 

problem-solving; elective courses; and peer counsel- 
ing.

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A continuing education program to provide tech- 
nical training or consultation for laboratory tech- 
nologists practicing in rural and urban Utah has 
been established by the Centers for Disease Control 
and the Utah State Department of Health under the 
name Project PEER (Pursuing Excellence through 
Education Regionally). The core of the program is 
a series of travelling workshops for peer support and 
interaction, and the workshops are written to be 
pertinent to statewide needs.

Each workshop is 
presented in six locations; occasionally participants 
are from neighboring states. Fees are minimal at 
three to five dollars per workshop. A hematology 
workshop was the first to run, in August-November 
1980, and a follow-up exercise: consisted of an 
evaluation of participant performance changes (on a 
smear test to be mailed in, and a short test of work- 
shop content).

Medical technology faculty are now 
just as much a part of the publish-or-perish syn- 
drome as their basic science and liberal arts col- 
leagues, although their research activity is not 
highly developed. A survey was undertaken of 109 
academic institutions with medical technology pro- 
grams having at least 20 students each. The re- 
sponse rate was 54 percent, of which a fifth were not 
usable. A total of 260 faculty medical technology 
members was reported; most were assistant profes- 
sors or instructors. These faculty reported 437 pub- 
lished papers, most published by full professors. 
This groups also had the least ASCP certifications, 
and was mostly male. A significant difference was 
found in publishing activity between ASCP and 
non-ASCP faculty, and males and females differed 
on type of publication. Only 34 percent of the re- 
spondents reported research as a job requirement, 
and 45 percent reported it as a tenure requirement. 
Most program directors felt all their faculty had 
research skills, and ten percent thought none of 
their faculty had these skills. Only eight schools 
reported having programs specifically for faculty re- 
search development, although ten schools used vari- 
ous other methods to encourage it. It is concluded 
that as a female-dominated profession, medical 
technology has faculty development and career pro- 
gress problems similar to those in nursing, and that 
the value of research must be increased and its pur- 
suit encouraged.

ates to establish an affirmative action obligation not 
authorized by the state; and (3) the Fifth Circuit’s 
decision fails to accord proper consideration to the 
reasonableness of the accommodation requested 
and the hardship it would impose on the University 
of Texas’ program. It is proposed by ACE and 
NIICU that the Court affirm its decision in South- 
eastern Community College v. Davis and hold that 
the nondiscrimination requirement of Section 504 
does not obligate a covered university to procure

college, bought computer related equipment and 
software without an overall plan or coordination.

an eight-year period. A formal long-range plan was 
developed that described the mission, philosophy, 
goals, and history of the college and the computer 
services section, and discussed computing industry 
trends. It concluded that the college’s best course of 
action was to invest in commercially developed and 
maintained software rather than a larger staff. Both 
maxicomputer and minicomputer systems of varied 
types and brands comprise the current college sys- 
tem. Other features of the plan include computer 
awareness training for staff, a monthly newsletter, 
and a microcomputer laboratory to allow faculty to 
experiment with hardware and software. Areas of 
benefit to the college found in the planning process

A study was undertaken in 1979-80 to determine 
whether or not a consistent career pattern existed 
among women currently serving in senior-level ad- 
ministrative positions in higher education. Forty- 
four women in 41 institutions in 26 states were 
represented. Five were senior executive officers, 
and 39 were senior officers reporting directly to an 
executive officer. Tape recorded interviews were 
held in the women’s home offices. The career pat- 
terns varied, the only generic stage for all being 
college attendance in late teens and early twenties. 
After this period, the women engaged in furthering 
their education (11), homemaking (5), and working 
(5 in higher education, 14 in elementary/secondary 
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education, 9 in careers outside). In the first group, 
doctorates were earned between 25 and 32 and most 
women were immediately employed in higher edu- 
cation. The five early homemakers did this for from 
4 to 23 years. Of these, one’s first paid employment 
was as an institutional vice president. Only two of 
these five had obtained terminal degrees, at 37 and 
45. Some of the women working immediately after 
college did take time off for homemaking, but other- 
wise the career patterns varied greatly, in adminis- 
tration, teaching, and other jobs. Women having 
moved to presidential positions had all begun in 
some area of education. Most of the academic vice 
presidents were from student services or elemen- 
tary/secondary education backgrounds; other vice 
presidents came from other backgrounds. It appears 
that no prior career experience is a prerequisite for 
a woman becoming a senior-level administrator in 
state-supported higher education institutions. Mid- 
dle-level administrative experience is the stage most 
often seen here, followed by studying for a terminal 
degree. Breaks for homemaking do not appear to 
have hampered these women. Higher level oppor- 
tunities, however, do seem to be improved if early 
careers are in some area of education.

The resulting calendar, largely a creation 
of the chancellor but integrating ideas from a variety 
of sources, allowed more flexibility of scheduling 
and funding for courses and faculty, continuous 
registration, improved staffing, and faculty develop- 
ment. The new calendar was felt to address organi- 
zational concerns deeper than the purely practical, 
such as accountability, relationships with the central 
administration, institutional distinction in mission 
and role within the state system, leadership within 
the institution, the faculty political structure, and 
organizational values changes. The project involved 

a political strategy focusing on short-term change to 

effect innovation where a long-term effort might not 

have worked and where the options for productive 
change were limited.

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Two major concerns of American life are search- 
ing for community and determining the extent to 
which the citizenry of a community ought to be 
involved in the decision-making process. While they 
may disagree on how much citizen participation is 
desirable, almost every scholar of urban life believes 
that citizen participation is a good and viable goal. 
There are, however, several practical questions and 
issues involved in attaining it. First, the initial start 
of citizen participation will require an elite vanguard 
and will necessarily be undemocratic. Second, the 
leaders of the group or groups that will be affected 
by a political decision must be determined. Third, 
community leadership may not be apparent until a 
crisis situation develops. Fourth, time and effort 
must be expended to achieve quality participation 
and one must ask, how much time and effort people 
are willing to spend. Fifth, there is a point when 
participation may become mere meddling and insin- 
cere. Not only must the advocate of citizen partici- 
pation be aware of these considerations when 
attempting to induce change, he or she must be 
sensitive to the interplay of elements and processes 
within each social system and must be aware that 
participation involves the rights to effective speech, 
to be wrong, to be different, to influence decision- 
making, to contribute, to consume with dignity, and 
to a continuing share in society’s burdens and deci- 
sions. (AYC) 
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Guidelines are suggested for developing measura- 
ble institutional objectives and for carrying out an 
educational needs assessment survey. The paper 
first notes the importance of measurable objectives 
to evaluation efforts and then delineates suggested 
benchmark, formative, and summative criteria that 
can be used by a college in assessing its progress 
toward two institutional goals: raising the com- 
munity’s median level of formal education and rai- 
sing the area’s standard of living.

FTE program enrollment (1965-1980). The report 
concludes with graphs and tables showing institu- 
tional FTE enrollments by quarter for college trans- 
fer; general education; technical education;

regular extension; adult high school; learning 
laboratory; adult basic education; Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act; New and Expand- 
ing Industry; human resources development; recrea- 
tional and_ self-supporting extension; and 
disadvantaged and handicapped programs.

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A survey of 121 administrators at four community 

colleges was conducted to determine the degree to 
which the colleges utilized a systematic, rather than

programs; and (4) the percentage of students who 
actually took advantage of these programs. Next, 
the report draws from the transcript analysis to de- 
tail course completion rates for students in science 
and social science courses between Fall 1974 and 
Spring 1979. Finally, the report presents summary 
conclusions and discusses the implications of the 
findings for college planning. (JP) 
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In light of the substantial commitment of re- 
sources to counseling and institutional support ser- 
vices, a study was undertaken to determine the 
extent to which these services are reaching their 
intended audience. The study drew from an in-class 
survey of 6,426 students at a large, urban com- 
munity college district. Among other items, the stu- 
dents were asked to: (1) indicate their degree of 
confidence in their reading, writing, arithmetic, al- 
gebra, science, and study skills; (2) identify which, 
if any, of the college’s support services they had 
used; and (3) state their reasons for not using these 
services. The survey revealed that of the students 
who did not feel confident in one or more skill areas, 
less than 30% took advantage of a remediating sup- 
port program. Of those students lacking confidence 
in their skills and not using a support service, ap- 
proximately 50% said they did not need the service 
and 35% stated that they lacked the time to use the 
service or that it was offered at an inconvenient 
time. In light of these findings, community colleges 
should consider whether they should take steps to 
insure that students with skill deficiencies receive 
the remediation they need; whether a demonstra- 
tion of basic skills proficiency should be a require- 
ment for graduation; and whether students who lack 
basic skills and the time to strengthen their skills 
should be permitted to enroll in courses. (JP) 
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Drawing upon the responses of 268 instructors of 
randomly selected class sections offered at the Los 
Angeles Community College District during Fall 
1980, this paper assesses the role of the faculty in 
remedying the underrepresentation of women, 
minorities, and the handicapped in science educa- 
tion. The paper first summarizes probable causes of 
this underrepresentation and then discusses the sur- 
vey findings, focusing particularly on the character-

services; (5) the emphasis given to nine student ac- 
tivities in their classes; and (6) reasons why women, 
minorities, and the handicapped are underrepre- 
sented in science programs. Finally, the paper pre- 
sents summary conclusions, indicating that science 
instructors are aware of their students’ limitations; 
are not greatly concerned with the student mix; and 
are continuing to use traditional modes of instruc- 
tion.

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While the work of teachers and administrators 
should ideally provide exceptional opportunities for 
personal fulfillment, these professionals increas- 
ingly face diminishing income, negative public opin- 
ion, and a growing number of underprepared and 
undisciplined students. Though a need exists to 
weed out the small number of destructively self- 
serving administrators and teachers, steps must be 
taken to assure the professional survival of those in 
this demoralizing work environment who take their 
work seriously. To a great extent this survival de- 
pends upon a sound administration to effectively 
bring together the diverse interests of today’s col- 
lege community. In-service education programs are 
also important to compensate for diminishing sab- 
batical leave and course-auditing opportunities, 
which have traditionally been the bulwark of profes- 
sional self-respect and aspiration. In providing such 
programs, colleges should secure voluntary input 
from faculty in planning areas to be addressed; allow 
adequate release time; center programs around the 
study of relevant primary materials; encourage the 
design of educational experiments as in-service pro- 
jects; and encourage participants to exhibit the re- 
sults of their in-service work to the public. Such 
programs have been initiated at a number of colleges 
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and provide a feasible means of enhancing profes- 
sional well-being.

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ersonal Competence, Patients, Two Year Col- 
leges, Work Environment 
While health services personnel in the United 

States receive the best technical training available, 

they are rarely exposed to a holistic health science 

curriculum which would enable them to develop the 
interpersonal competence needed in the delivery of 
health services. Indeed, the primary task of health 
services personnel is teaching patients to assume 
proper therapeutic behaviors. This requires under- 
standing a patient’s behavior patterns, the psy- 
chology of motivation, the patient’s personal and 
cultural background, and the importance of includ- 
ing the patient in his/her diagnosis and treatment. 
In addition, health care personnel must learn the 
skills required of any organization member and be 
aware of the need to economize in a non-profit hos- 
pital setting, racial caste systems within job classifi- 
cations, burn-out and other job-related problems, 
the inadvisability of socializing on the job, and man- 
agement policies. Health personnel are also called 
upon to interact with people who are neither pa- 
tients nor co-workers, for example, with patients’ 
friends and family. They often need to teach fami- 
lies to assist with patient care and to deal with the 
sensitive topic of mortality. Clearly these interper- 
sonal competencies cannot all be addressed within 
the short timeframe of formal study, but colleges 
have an obligation to incorporate general education 
into the curriculum to instill a spirit of critical obser- 
oo and to motivate independent investigation. 
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This annotated bibliography presents citations to 

approximately 225 monographs, journal articles, 

and unpublished documents dealing with in-service 
education programs for two-year college faculty. 

These items represent a selection of the in-service 

education and staff development literature cata- 

loged over the last 25 years in “Education Index,” 

“Current Index to Journals in Education,” “Re- 

sources in Education,” and “Dissertation Ab- 

Stracts.” The entries, which are arranged 

alphabetically by author, provide the author’s name; 

title; journal title (where applicable); ERIC docu- 
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ment number (where applicable); order number (in 
the case of a dissertation); and a brief annotation 
summarizing the work’s content. The bibliography’s 
introduction details selection criteria and summa- 
rizes major changes in the staff development litera- 
ture since the publication of a bibliography on the 
same topic in 1975. These changes include an in- 
crease in the number of works dealing with the staff 
development needs of specific constituencies, such 
as trustees and adjunct faculty; models for regional, 
state, and campus training programs; staff develop- 
ment efforts at rural colleges; and cooperative staff 
development efforts with universities.

After noting the lack of attention paid to the 

evaluation of staff development programs in prac- 

tice and in the literature, this monograph presents a 

conceptual framework for planning program evalua- 

tions. The monograph first discusses the purposes of 
staff development evaluation and then considers 
three prerequisites for the development of an 
evaluation plan: institutional goals and objectives, 
staff needs assessment, and a plan delineating pro- 
gram objectives and guidelines. The proposed sys- 
tems model for program evaluation is then 
presented, in which the evaluator measures both the 
effect of staff development on participants and the 
impact of acquired skills on the work setting. The 
monograph then delineates guidelines and problems 
in gathering data at four levels of evaluation: partici- 
pant reaction to activities, amount of participant 
learning, changes in behavior through application of 
this learning, and results. A matrix is then pre- 
sented, detailing the questions to be asked in gather- 
ing and assessing information at each level. The 
monograph concludes with a discussion of summa- 
tive vs. formative evaluation, securing needed re- 
sources, the politics of evaluation, and the extent 
and timing of staff development evaluation activi- 
ties. A staff development program evaluation form, 

a pre-/post-test for self-assessment of learning, and 

an annotated bibliography are included. (JP) 
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After introductory material by Judith S. Eaton 

discussing the chellenges faced by women in posi- 

tions of authority at community colleges, this mono- 

graph presents eight essays dealing with women in 

the community college movement. Emily Taylor 


discusses the backgrounds, attitudes, and character- 
istics of the small, but growing number of women 
presidents of community colleges and describes a 
project undertaken by the American Council on 
Education to identify talented women administra- 
tors. A. Rae Price documents the unequal status of 
women faculty members and suggests actions for 
improvement. Lloyd Averill argues that women will 
best be able to strengthen the humanities by affirm- 
ing and employing the positive, stereotypically 
feminine characteristics of the humanist. Carol Elia- 
son examines the critical support role played by 
women’s studies programs in meeting counseling, 
occupational, and educational needs. Emily B. 
Kirby examines the role of the community college 
in helping women overcome stereotypes which 
block them from non-traditional careers. Joyce A. 
Smith discusses the role of the trustee, the special 
responsibilities of women trustees, behaviors that 
contribute to a new member’s success, and the selec- 
tion of a college president.

In 1980 four state assemblies were convened by 

the American Association of Community and Jun- 

ior Colleges (AACJC) to evaluate state education 
policies and to recommend changes that would en- 
hance opportunities for lifelong learning. This 
monograph presents the final reports and accom- 
panying background papers of these assemblies. 

After Edmund Gleazer’s introduction, Jamison 

Gilder reviews the mandate of the assemblies and 

summarizes their recommendations for policy 

changes in the areas of college mission, equal oppor- 
tunity, funding formulas, local district autonomy, 
staff development, cooperative efforts, resource 
sharing, and state regulations. Final reports for 

North Carolina, Florida, New York, and California 

are then presented, along with five background pa- 

pers: (1) “Issues and Problems in Lifelong Educa- 

tion in North Carolina,” by Grover Andrews; (2) 

“Recommendations of the 1979 AACJC Assembly 

on Lifelong Education: Implications for North 

Carolina,” by H. James Owen, SJr.; (3) “Implications

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This factsheet provides a composite statistical 
profile of the 1,049 public and 182 private two-year 
colleges in the United States, its territories, arid Mi- 
cronesia.

For many students the present remedial math- 
ematics curriculum is a collection of loosely related, 
very difficult to understand topics, and many, in 
consequence, lack the motivation to persist in 
remedial math courses. Most alternative instruc- 
tional methods used in these courses fail to convey 
a sense of the underlying purpose of mathematics 
and thus do not enhance student motivation. The 
literature shows that calculators, multi-media aids, 
math anxiety interventions, programmed learning 
techniques, and real-life applications approaches all 
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have many advocates, but studies have failed to de- 
monstrate that these techniques significantly in- 
crease learning. To achieve the sense of 
instructional purpose ignored by these methods, the 
remedial mathematics curriculum should center 
around mathematical themes. Rather than sequen- 
tially introducing students to whole numbers, frac- 
tions, and so on, a remedial arithmetic course, for 
example, might address the themes of math as a 
purposeful creation, as the search for and use of 
coherent generalizations, as a means of simplifying 
quantifiable phenomena to improve understanding, 
and as a powerful, but limited tool. These themes 
can give direction to overall course- and specific 
lesson-planning. For example, the study of base 10 
structures and measurement systems can be related 
to the first theme of man and his purposes. In this 
way, the thematic approach establishes coherence 
among the topics addressed. (JP/AYC) 
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The recommendations presented in this report 
were developed by Triton College’s Retention Com- 
mittee, which was established in Fall 1980 to in- 
volve a large and representative number of faculty 
in the identification of actions teachers could take 
to improve student retention and success.

To 
assist in these efforts, instructors should direct stu- 
dents to remediation experts and emphasize a quan- 
titative approach to laboratory exercises to apply 
math skills.

As a means of evaluating its nursing curriculum, 

the Los Angeles Community College District con- 
ducted a follow-up survey of 111 nursing graduates: 
33 White graduates of Los Angeles Pierce College; 
17 Black graduates of Los Angeles Southwest Col- 
lege; 27 Hispanic graduates of East Los Angeles 
College; 19 Asian/Pacific Islander graduates of Los 
Angeles City Colleges; and a multi-ethnic group of 
15 graduates from Los Angeles Valley College. The 
survey instrument solicited information concerning: 
(1) the usefulness and students’ use of tutoring, the 
value of repetition of course content, and the 
adequacy of instruction in each specialized area of 
nursing; (2) the value of various educational experi- 
ences in preparing students to take the State Board 
examinations; (3) the perceived strengths or weak- 
nesses of the college program with respect to a var- 
iety of clinical experiences, hospital training, and 
review courses; and (4) personal information, such 
as age, year of graduation, continuing education ac- 
tivities, and number of hours working while in 
school. Selected findings reveal that 65% of the re- 
spondents worked while in college and that approxi- 
mately 20% had used college tutoring services. The 
graduates felt that more clinical experience should 
have been provided and that they were least pre- 
pared for the psychiatric nursing component of the 
board examination. The study report tabulates find- 
ings by college. (JP) 
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While the cognitive-style approach to individual- 
ized instruction is no panacea for all educational ills, 
it holds high promise as a means of helping faculty 
and students to develop effective learning environ- 
ments. In utilizing this approach, several factors 
must be considered. First, a clear distinction should 
be made between cognitive style and ability or 
achievement. Cognitive style is a matter of behavior 
and preference which cannot be measured quantita- 
tively on a norm-referenced basis, as can ability or 
achievement. Second, while at least 30 models have 
been identified in the literature for the implementa- 
tion of cognitive style approaches, they are all based 
on four precepts: individuals prefer to learn differ- 
ently; individual learning styles are identifiable; in- 
stitutions have a responsibility to consider cognitive 


style in instructional delivery; and students have a 
responsibility to structure their learning environ- 
ment in accordance with their cognitive style. 
Fourth, an understanding of cognitive style theory 
is valuable in both academic and non-academic set- 
tings and is useful for all learners. Fifth, it is not 
always desirable or possible to match students’ cog- 
nitive style with instructional styles. Finally, a 
recognition of his/her cognitive style can help the 
student make individual decisions about his/her ap- 
proach to study and, thus, is useful even when alter- 
native learning methods are not available. (JP)

Critics of the community college are justified in 
challenging unsubstantiated statements about the 
institution by college spokespersons or in public re- 
lations releases disguised as institutional analyses. 
During the 1960’s, for example, increasing enroll- 
ments were often cited as evidence of public support 
for community colleges—without reference to the so- 
cial and demographic factors that caused the enroll- 
ment boom. Similarly, claims that community 
colleges do a better job of teaching than research- 
oriented universities are not substantiated by evi- 
dence of actual student learning. Critics should not, 
however, confuse institutional intentions with ac- 
tual outcomes by asserting that because community 
colleges have not eliminated the social class struc- 
ture, they are part of a conspiracy to maintain it. 
Indeed, the community colleges have provided 
higher education with a means of accommodating 
the increased demand for educational access that 
emerged in the 1960’s without compromising the 
quality of the universities. The two-year college 
provided access to students who could not other- 
wise participate in higher education, assured a 
mechanism of social mobility, and helped the coun- 
try avoid the problems faced by European nations 
who have no alternative means of dealing with stu- 
dents who are not admitted by universities. While 
the critic should expose rhetorical aberrations, s/he 
should do so to protect the real virtues of the com- 
munity college. (JP) 
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Information in these two booklets answers ques- 
tions that administrators or potential students may 
have concerning adult education programs for per- 
sons with developmental disabilities. The first book- 
let, which is designed for administrators, answers 21 
questions concerning the establishment, content, 
and promotion of these programs. The first nine 
questions and answers focus on existing programs 
across the country in terms of types of courses of- 
fered, fees, integration of students into regular 
courses, and course content. The remaining ques- 
tions and answers look at administrative considera- 
tions relevant to establishing and marketing a 
program, staff selection, funding, scholarships, stu- 
dent transportation, and the special health needs of 
developmentally disabled students. The second 
booklet is designed as an informational aid for po- 
tential students. It first outlines learning opportuni- 


ties that are generally available for developmentally 
disabled adults and answers questions students may 
have concerning the types of courses they may want 
to take; the times courses are available; sources of 
information concerning college courses; actions that 
can be taken if the student does not find the course 
in which he/she is interested; registration proce- 
dures; costs; course prerequisites; transportation 
and grading. The booklet concludes with a list of 
factors to be considered by the student in deciding 
whether or not to enroll in a course. (JP) 
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Dedicated to the memory of Raymond E. Schultz, 

the essays in this monograph discuss the role of the 

community college in serving minority students. An 
introductory essay by Fred F. Harcleroad summa- 
rizes Schultz’s contributions to community college 
education. John E. Roueche then discusses the 
provision of equal educational opportunity to non- 
traditional, high-risk students. Arguing that equal 
access must be coupled with equal opportunities for 
success, Roueche identifies barriers to student suc- 
cess in teacher attitudes, traditional curricula, and 
conventional instructional methods.

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In today’s poor economic climate, there is an 

acute need to coalesce the fragments of research 

related to student attrition into a systematic pro- 
gram for increasing the chances of student success. 

Such a unifying program can be visualized on a con- 

tinuum of retention strategies ranging from imper- 

sonal administrative actions to more complicated, 
interpersonal interventions designed to increase stu- 





dent motivation. The 12 strategies on the con- 
tinuum call for appropriate members of the college 
community to: eliminate bureaucratic barriers 
within the college’s organizational structure; (2) 
eliminate rigid policies that intimidate students or 
decrease their motivation; (3) encourage student 
participation in college affairs; (4) develop place- 
ment procedures that assess both the student’s 
knowledge and preferred learning style; (5) utilize a 
variety of instructional techniques; (6) implement 
flexible grading systems to accommodate varying 
learning rates among students; (7) help students for- 
mulate educational goals through an advisement 
system; (8) insist that staff understand the customer 
relationship of the student to the college; (9) in- 
crease student out-of-class contact with faculty; 
(10) maintain student interest in class participation; 
(11) stimulate the student’s intellect; and (12) insure 
that students know they are valued. This continuum 
helps allocate responsibility for student retention 
among the college staff and provides a framework 
for retention activities. (JP)

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After noting issues of audience appeal and finan- 
cial and philosophical support for educational 
broadcasting, this paper urges community colleges 
to play an active role in the process of cable fran- 
chising. The paper first describes a cable franchise 
as a contract between a government unit and the 
cable television (CATV) company which specifies 
what services the company will provide in return for 
use of public rights of way for its cables. The paper 
then discusses five franchising problems, including 
the tendency of CATV companies to promise more 
than they can deliver; the possibility that CATV 
fees may preclude minority participation; and the 
uncertainty over what the public is willing to pay for 
CATV. A rationale for college participation in the 
CATV franchising process is then presented, which 
cites the need for colleges to keep up with emerging 
CATV technologies and the colleges’ obligation to 
address social issues in the franchising process. 
After identifying the risks of this involvement, the 
paper presents five guidelines for participation: (1) 
become involved early in the franchising process; 
(2) take on an activist role; (3) become informed 
about relevant political and technological issues; (4) 
recognize the need for collaborative efforts with 
other institutions; and (5) plan for the costs of par- 
ticipation. The paper concludes with a list of prob- 
lems to be addressed to fulfill CATV’s educational 
potential. (JP) 
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A survey of 428 instructors at fuur community 
colleges in the San Jose, California, area was con- 
ducted in May 1978 to determine the degree of 
importance with which faculty viewed selected 
pedagogical skills, and to correlate these opinions 
with the respondents’ teaching experience and edu- 
cational backgrounds. The survey instrument asked 
respondents to rank order the relative importance of 
instructor familiarity with: (1) 12 teaching strate- 
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gies, including lectures, demonstrations and field 
trips; (2) ten evaluation and test-scoring skills, such 
as test-item construction and test-item analysis; (3) 
skills necessary in writing instructional objectives 
and in applying Bloom’s Taxonomy; and (4) nine 
pedagogical theories, including stimulus response 
and mastery learning. In addition, the instructors 
were asked to indicate the number of credits they 
had completed in educational psychology; whether 
or not they had completed course work designed to

A Community Careers Council (CCC) was estab- 
lished in the Oakland, California, area through the 
cooperative efforts of the Peralta Community Col- 
lege District (PCCD) and the New Oakland Com- 
mittee, an organization formed in the 1960’s to 
promote discussion among the community’s 
minority, labor, and business sections. Initial fund- 
ing for the CCC came in the form of a $50,000 grant 
from the National Manpower Institute (NMJ), 
which promoted the formation of local agencies to 
pool community resources for career counseling and 
information. The grant proposal was submitted by 
the New Oakland Committee, and the NMI funds 
were matched by the PCCD. In its five years of 
operation, the CCC has conducted several success- 
ful programs: (1) the publication of guides to area 
career development services; (2) the creation of a 
clearinghouse designed to introduce students to per- 
sons working in various occupations to help them 
explore career opportunities; (3) a pre-employment 
training program which provides high school stu- 
dents with job-seeking skills; (4) an Alternative 
Volunteer Program designed to provide students 
with five hours of weekly contact with individuals in 
careers of interest; (5) an Educational Employment 
Project which provides work-study opportunities; 
and (6) investigations into the ways that these pro- 
jects benefit adult students.

Seven brief presentations discuss social attitudes 
toward divorce and the experiences and problems 
families face after divorce. Introductory remarks in- 
dicate (1) the extent to which divorced parents are 





denied consistent and positive support from legal 
and counseling institutions, schools and the work- 
place, and (2) the archaic institutionalized attitudes 
toward divorced parents which impair adjustment 
for the families. The first presentation discusses ex- 
periences faced by single parents in coming to terms 
with their past and managing the present. Subse- 
quently, experiences of mothers without custody of 
their children are reported and reflected upon. 
Problems of adjustment of women who have chosen 
to live separately from their children are also dis- 
cussed. The following presentation reports on the 
visiting role experienced by men who wish to re- 
main engaged in the lives of their children. The next 
topic describes the family forum-a form of therapy 
for families of divorce. Ways in which the therapist 
helps to create a setting safe for productive discus- 
sion are indicated. Next, several aspects of joint 
custody are discussed and ways of reducing parental 
conflict are indicated. The final presentation ex- 
plores the phenomenon of minifamilies within the 
stepfamily. (Author/RH) 
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To test effects of family constellation on chil- 
dren’s acquisition of sex-role, the sex-role behavior 
of 175 children between the ages of 3 and one half 
and 6 years from one-child and two-child families 
was compared. Included in the design were five 
categories: only children, and four additional 
categories based on sex and relative age of siblings 
(i.e., male or female, older, younger). Measures 
were obtained on gender constancy, toy and activity 
preference, personality attributes, preferences for 
stereotyped versus non-stereotyped activities in 
others and perceptions of friend’s and sibling’s 
likely choices of toys and activities. Results indicate 
that the presence of siblings in the family is not an 
essential condition for learning the gender cur- 
riculum. Gender itself is probably more important in 
determining sex-role content and orientation than 
are family constellation variables. Family constella- 
tion was not related to acquisition of gender con- 
stancy. Particularly for girls, sibling status was 
related to both knowledge about cultural stereo- 
types and sex-role flexibility.

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Sharing behaviors of infants who had experienced 
early separation through hospitalization from their 
mothers were compared to behaviors of infants who 
had experienced no such separation. Responses of 
the mothers to their infants’ prosocial behavior were 
also analyzed. Subjects were twenty 1-year-old in- 
fants and their mothers. On the basis of the infants’ 
neonatal history each pair was assigned to one of 
two groups: Intensive Care Nursery (ICN) group 
and non-ICN group. After completing the Bayley 
Mental Scale, mother-infant pairs were seated in an 
observation room in which four toys were arranged 
on the floor. A videotape of each pair was scored for 
the frequency of seven infant behaviors: pointing to 
toys in the room; showing toys to mother; bringing 
toys to mother; giving toys to mother; playing with 
toys in mother’s lap or hands; vocalizing to mother 
while playing with a toy; and smiling at mother 
while playing with a toy. Three maternal behaviors 
were scored: vocal responses to infant behaviors; 
physical responses to infant behaviors; and posture. 
Examination of the data indicated that ICN infants 
displayed sharing behaviors less frequently than 
non-ICN infants. ICN infants exhibited fewer proxi- 
mal behaviors (such as giving) than non-ICN in- 
fants. However, the more distal behaviors (such as 
pointing, vocalizing) were equally frequent in the 
two groups. Mothers of ICN infants were not as 
responsive to their children’s behaviors as were non-

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The use of a forced-contact procedure to increase 
the rate of interaction between a socially withdrawn 
3 1/2-year-old boy and his peers is described in this 
paper. A play group, consisting of four 3- to 5-year- 
old children, met three times a week for approxi- 
mately 45 minutes in the isolate child’s home. Each 
session consisted of a structured activity, free play 
activities, and snack time. Peer interaction was 
forced by instructing the isolate child to pass out a 
choice of snacks to the other children and by requir- 
ing the child to ask each of these children which 
snack they would prefer. Measures of the child’s 
participation behaviors were sampled during the 20- 
minute free play time. Results indicated that the 
procedure was effective in increasing the child’s rate 
of participation with other children.

systems of the nuclear family are identified and dis- 
cussed. The process of becoming a family is 
explored. In characterizing an optimally functioning 
family, emphasis is placed on the ability of family 
members to negotiate and resolve their roles, organ- 
ize their family, and manage their organization with 
maximal satisfaction. The importance of communi- 
cation between family members, need for maintain- 
ing one another’s identities, need for connection 
with friends and kin, and the internalization of the 
parents’ parenting practices by the child are ac- 
cented. Opinions about the future of marriage, 
whether troubled spouses should divorce or stay 
together, and the importance of communication are 
stated.

Theories furthering understanding of the effects 
of child rearing practices on psychiatric disturbance 
are briefly reviewed. Particular attention is given to 
family dynamics, the double-bind hypothesis, and 
the development of schizophrenia and related bor- 
der line syndromes that lead to psychotic 
phenomena. The issue of child rearing practices is 
seen to be much more important for the borderline 
states as the biological and genetic factors as- 
sociated with schizophrenia are largely absent. Erik 
Erikson’s theory of psychosocial development, in 
itself and as elaborated in the work of Klein, Horney 
and especially, Bowlby, is advanced as a basis for 
understanding the effects of social factors on in- 
dividual development. It is concluded that, in broad 
terms, there is little doubt that separation, depriva- 
tion and persecution of children contribute to their 
personality development and are likely to contrib- 
ute to psychiatric illness. For parents in the 1980s, 
the writings of D. W. Winnicott, emphasizing the 
sufficiently attentive caretaker and the context of 
intimate family relationships, are recommended.

The major focus of interest in the present research 

is the question of congruence between parental and

ternal and paternal deprivation is presented. Parts I 

and II focus on (1) single parents and issues in pater-

Two lectures on the topic of self-esteem are prov- 

ided. The purposes of the first lecture are to help 

parents and professionals better appreciate them- 
selves as support persons and to help them develop 
and practice skills which will lead to building posi- 
tive self-esteem both within themselves and others. 
Five activities are provided to further understanding 
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of how expressions of ordinary language can posi- 
tively or negatively influence self-esteem. Four 
ways parents may respond to a parenting situation 
(nurturing, structuring, inviting dependence, or 
criticizing) are identified and described. Concluding 
sections of the first lecture provide guidelines for 
enhancing the self-esteem of adults and point out 
characteristics of self-accepting persons. The pur- 
pose of the second lecture is to provide seminar 
participants with an opportunity to consider activi- 
ties directed toward the development of positive 
attitudes in children. The importance of significant 
others at home and in school for the development 
of children’s self-esteem is emphasized. Developing 
children’s awareness of their physical being, empha- 
sizing their strengths, and promoting their aware- 
ness of others are among the activities advocated. In 
conclusion, a list of general suggestions for helping 
children attain a positive orientation toward them- 
selves, a list of positive support techniques for use 
by teachers, and a list of activities and events that 
develop self-awareness and build self-esteem; are 
provided.

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Adults must understand the development of the 

child’s concept of death to comprehend children’s 
questions about death and answer them appropri- 
ately. Children under 5 years of age view death as 
reversible and not final and may believe that the 
dead can breathe, feel, talk and continue to grow. 
While young children may believe in the reversibil- 
ity of death, separation by death is a painful experi- 
ence for them. At the age of 5, children become very 
curious about death and may believe that they and 
other children do not die. By 7 or 8 years of age, 
children begin to develop a realistic concept of 
death and to come to terms with their own mortal- 
ity. At the concrete level of thinking, death may be 
personified. Children who have lost a parent 
through death may exhibit symptoms of bereave- 
ment which may be more intense if the child has 
been lied to and/or has not been permitted to mourn 
sufficiently. However, even under the best of condi- 
tions, bereaved children may commit anti-social 
acts, be depressed or become extremely good. Be- 
reaved children should be helped to regain feelings 
of security through love and acceptance and may 
need the assistance of a substitute comforter. (Au- 
thor/RH) 
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The ideas that fathers do not have the ability to 

care for children and that it is not good for families 
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to have fathers take a major responsibility for care- 
giving are not supported by recent research findings. 
Observations of fathers interacting with newborn 
infants reveal that fathers can be just as sensitive 
and competent in caregiving as mothers. Although 
there are problems associated with being a shared- 
role family, parents in such families report benefits. 
Fathers saw that they had improved relationships 
with their children; mothers gained self-esteem. Re- 
search indicates that children in shared-role fami- 
lies, overall, have more play/stimulation type 
contact than do children in traditional families. 
Even so, deep-seated objections concerning fathers 
as caregivers remain prevalent. Some objections are 
that fathers in the home may (1) contribute to in- 
creased child abuse and/or incest, (2) cause an in- 
crease in homosexuality, and (3) diminish the 
“natural” mother-child attachment bond. Findings 
of research indicate that men are more likely to be 
traditional in their views than women about parental 
roles. To reduce the current reliance in Australia on 
the mother as sole caregiver, a new image of fathers 
as nurturant, more recognition of the importance of 
fathers by hospital and medical staff, more flexible 
work hours, and a more honest recognition of the 
difficulties of family life are needed. (Author/RH) 
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An introduction to Canada Natives briefly identi- 
fies the seven different culture areas which existed 
in Canada before the white man came, and the In- 
dian tribes who lived in those areas. The booklet 
then gives more extensive description of the history 
and culture of the Huron (farmers of the Eastern 
Woodlands), the Blackfoot (Plains), the Ojibwa 
(hunters of the Eastern Woodlands), the Haida 
(Pacific Coast), and the Inuit (the Arctic). In 
another chapter, changes that came about as a result 
of Indian contact with white men are outlined. The 
next section describes the history and culture of the 
Metis (descendents of both Indians and Europeans). 
The final section discusses contemporary issues, in- 
cluding environmental protection, the Native way 
of life, differences in government provisions for the 
three groups of Canada Natives (status Indians, Me- 
tis and non-status Indians, and the Inuit), poverty, 
and opportunities for employment. (CM) 
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Following a decade of growth in the size and var- 
iety of Wisconsin’s ethnic minority communities, a 
study by the University of Wisconsin-Oshkosh 
(UW-O) indicated need for a program to train 
teachers and human service prefessionals in the cul- 
ture, traditions, and values of ethnic minority 
groups. Under a l-year Ethnic Heritage Grant, 
UW-O established a Cultural Training Center pro- 
gram designed to do this by combining activities of 
community agencies in minority communities and a 
university multicultural center. The basic opera- 
tional plan for all training centers included: (1) an 
orientation and planning session for all those col- 
laborating on the student seminar and model for 
dissemination; (2) an all-day 2-week student semi- 
nar on minority culture, traditions, and values; (3) 
a 1 to 10 week all-day field experience for students 
in minority communities with minority agencies 
and schools, to help them understand the cultural 
glue that holds minority communities together; (4) 
a 2-day cultural retreat in which students are taken 
to an isolated campsite and totally immersed in 
minority culture(s); and (5) final on-campus ap- 
praisal sessions in which students begin to process 
what they have learned about themselves and others 
and plan how to use this ethnic learning in their 
professional lives. (CM)

Five minority alternative drug abuse prevention 
programs (three Indian and two Hispanic) in New 
Mexico were evaluated to determine which ele- 
ments were successful or unsuccessful in addressing 
the needs of Indian and Hispanic youth regarding 
the relationship of substance use and abuse, cultural 
differences, and self-concept. The programs were 
evaluated on the basis of program description, staff- 
client action/interaction, community support, and 
criteria of success. Data indicated: (1) ability to 
communicate meaningfully with ethnic participants 
in alternative prevention activities may depend 
upon the prevention staff's ability to understand the 
mental and physical circumstances specific to their 
ethnic target population, which contribute to depen- 
dencies on chemical substances; (2) funding should 
be solicited from federal, state, and local levels, with 
emphasis on local funding to insure program lon- 
gevity free of federal/state funding reductions; (3) a 
needs assessment of the community in which the 
program will operate is essential; (4) goals and ob- 
jectives should reflect community and specific tar- 
get populations; (5) documentation of program 
activities is vitally important for program accounta- 
bility; (6) community awareness and support are 
fundamental to a meaningful drug prevention pro- 
gram; and (7) program success will depend on the 
program’s ability to meet community needs. (CM) 
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Wilderness Education Programs 

A 1979 external evaluation of the Eckerd Wilder- 
ness Educational System (a series of 9 residential, 
therapeutic camps for disturbed youth in 3 eastern 
states) drew data from 3 sources: records of the first 
1,385 youth entered into the camps from 1968 
through November 1979, test results from the most 
recent 157 clients who completed both entry and 
exit tests, and compilation of post-program legal 
records and personal questionnaire results for 224 
ex-clients who had been released from the program 
for 2 to 11 years. Specific goals of the Eckerd Pro- 
gram were improvement of understanding of self 
and others, self-image, self-help skills, family rela- 
tionships and basic educational skills. Findings in- 
dicated a significant improvement in self-concept, 
personality adjustment, academic skill level, and 
various observed behaviors. Ex-client interviews 
were supportive of the program, and there was some 
evidence of improved adjustment after treatment.

European member organizations of the World 
Confederation of Organizations of the Teaching 
Profession (WCOTP) held their annual conference 
in Malta in November 1979. The importance of an 
industrial committee of teachers to serve as the ad- 
visory body of the European Trade Union Confed- 
eration was emphasized. A resolution was adopted 
to strengthen WCOTP action to fight cuts in educa- 
tion expenditure. A recommendation was adopted 
concerning equality of opportunity for girls and 
boys, stressing co-education, equal opportunities for 
technical and domestic studies, removal of selection 
for courses which preempt later choice of courses, 
and equal access to all options. In view of a major 
project to be carried out in the European region next 
year on preparation for life, the Conference adopted 
proposed recommendations on cultural activities as 
internal guidelines on participation in cultural ac- 
tivities and self-development, to be integrated in 
future work on overall preparation for life. Good 
cooperation with other inter-governmental organi- 
zations was noted. Plans for a 1981 joint meeting 
with three other international teachers’ organiza- 
tions were announced, and by-elections were held 
to fill two vacancies on the European Committee. 
An amendment was made in the bylaws for Euro- 
pean Cooperation within WCOTP regarding filling 
of vacancies in the period between conferences.

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The monograph is an attempt to describe condi- 





tions existing today in rural America that can affect 
the operation and impact of vocational education in 
rural areas and, thus, should exercise an influence 
on policy making. It identifies statistical patterns 
and characteristics common to rural areas, both 
within regions and those that cut across regions. It 
discusses: (1) characteristics of rural school districts 
that define and delimit their current delivery sys- 
tems and their capacity for providing education; (2) 
demographic characteristics of the population to be 
served and the ability of rural communities to pro- 
vide services; (3) rural poverty and deprivation that 
affect the need for services and the choice of criteria 
by which services are targeted; (4) geographic fea- 
tures that influence the delivery of services; and (5) 
labor market characteristics that affect the programs 
to be offered in the curriculum and the targeting of 
funds. The monograph also stresses that, while peo- 
ple in rural communities tend to be more alike than 
people in large cities, rural communities across the 
country tend to be more unlike each other than large 
cities across the country; therefore, local conditions 
need to be carefully considered in all State and Fed- 
eral policies. (Author/CM) 
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Thirty Comprehensive Employment and Training 
Act (CETA) programs, selected because of high 
Hispanic population or because community groups 
had reported inequitable services, were reviewed to 
determine whether women and Hispanics received 
equitable services. Data indicate that many pro- 
grams failed to: meet their participation and em- 
ployment placement goals for Hispanics and 
women, and ensure adequate representation of His- 
panics and women on Employment and Training 
Advisory Councils. Programs also (1) utilized 
inadequate data bases to determine target groups 
and fund distribution; (2) showed inconsistency in 
insuring employment training to needy persons; (3) 
showed inconsistency in determining CETA service 
levels to eligible populations, resulting in decreased 
services to Hispanics and women; (4) failed to deve- 
lop non-tradional training programs for women, 
placing women in lower paying, traditionally female 
occupations; (5) underserved women and Hispanics 
in CETA Training and Public Service Employment 
Programs; (6) overserved veterans in CETA pro- 
grams; (7) underserved persons of Limited English 
Speaking Ability; and (8) showed political and eco- 
nomic biases in determining program focus, which 
caused disadvantages to Hispanics and women. 
Recommendations were made concerning data 
bases, target groups and significant segments, non- 
traditional training, services to veterans, and econo- 
mic/political factors. The 30 programs were ranked 
by unmet planned goals. (CM)

Published as a special project of Texas IMPACT 
and the Texas Conference of Churches, this booklet 
outlines legal aspects of the education of undocu- 
mented children, lists moral and practical reasons 
for educating them, provides reasons for changing 
the Texas law which prohibits use of state funds for 
education of children who are not legally admitted 
aliens, rather than leaving the matter to the Su- 
preme Court to decide, and discusses strategies for 
action. After a discussion of specific legal aspects 
and the moral issues involved, the booklet lists prac- 
tical reasons for educating undocumented children: 
(1) the desire to exclude the children frequently 
grows out of myths and stereotypes; (2) undocu- 
mented children are likely to be permanent resi- 
dents and, eventually, citizens; (3) the state has the 
resources to educate the children and maintain the 
quality of schools; (4) undocumented workers pay 
taxes that are used for public schools; and (5) expen- 
ditures for educating the children now are less than 
the later social and economic costs of not doing so. 
Strategies for action are listed, including legislative 
advocacy, local community advocacy, and assist- 
ance to undocumented children to help them get 
needed education. A list of selections for further 
reading is included. (CM) 
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This introduction to the development of bilin- 
gual/bicultural programs in Alaska features models 
depicting the most common basic approaches to 
bilingual /bicultural education. Program models in- 
cluded are: (1) transitional - moves the child from 
his native language to English by completion of 
third or fourth grade and does not attempt to sup- 
port native language or culture after the early years; 
(2) full maintenance - develops all skills in both 
languages and maintains the dominant language 
while encouraging development of the minority lan- 
guage; (3) partial maintenance - teaches fluency and 
literacy in both languages and, although it restricts 
use of the native language to certain subject matter, 
maintains the native language and promotes literacy 
and cultural growth through all grades; and (4) 
monoliterate - develops speaking and comprehen- 
sion skills in both English and native language but 
does not teach literacy skills in the native languzge. 
There are short sections on student selection, state 
regulations, program funding, and program evalua- 
tion. A section on program development includes 
items under needs assessment, community/parent 
involvement, program design and development, 
curriculum and classroom materials, staff require- 
ments, and program/student evaluation. (CM)

Designed to meet the needs of all persons in- 
volved or interested in bilingual/multicultural edu- 
cation in Alaskan communities, the Fifth Annual 
Bilingual-Multicultural Education Conference 
provided workshop presentations, speeches, and ex- 
hibits in the areas of program planning, curriculum 
and materials development, staff training, classroom 
instruction, evaluation, and parent/community in- 
volvement. The 34 workshops and presentations 
from Alaskan school districts were attended by par- 
ents, advisory committee members, school board 
members, school district administrators, instruc- 
tional staff, and persons involved in materials deve- 
lopment and teacher training for bilingual programs. 
University credit was given for a total of 14 hours 
of workshop attendance. Conference evaluation 
sheets indicated that highlights of the conference 
were the variety of topics of the workshops and 
presenters, the variety of cultural entertainment, 
and the opportunity to learn from each other. 
Eighty per cent of the 400 participants felt that the 
conference met their needs for bilingual/multicul- 
tural education. (CM) 
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Although off-reservation economic development 
programs have been emphasized in the past, the 
Navajo Tribe also needs to emphasize on-reserva- 
tion economic development in order to prevent the 
loss of well-educated Indian youth who leave frus- 
trating on-reservation Bureau of Indian Affairs 
(BIA) jobs to aid outside enterprises in the mining 
of natural resources. A Navajo Business Develop- 
ment Organization, organized by the Council of En- 
ergy Resource Tribes with the Navajo Tribe but 
separate from the Tribe and the BIA, could aid on- 
reservation economic development. The organiza- 
tion, in which Navajo businesses could buy stock, 
could in time generate the needed capital to lease, 
mine, and refine the Tribe’s natural resources. The 
organization could use its income to establish a free 
enterprise system on the reservation and to provide 
on-the-job training to tribal members. In addition, 
the Tribal Council must: clarify the concept of own- 
ership of tribal monies, lands, water rights, and natu- 
ral resources; use Navajo graduates well; reorganize 
tribal and BIA natural resources administration; fos- 
ter tribal closeness; begin a program of using tribal 
monies to mine and refine natural resources; and 
ei to secure Congressional representation. 
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The purpose of this monograph is to present broad 
considerations related to the collection and analysis 
of cost information on programs for young hand- 
icapped children and to illustrate those considera- 
tions with examples of systems used in four rural 
Handicapped Children’s Early Education Program 
(HCEEP) projects.

Of the four universities within the Province of 
Alberta, the University of Calgary has most effec- 
tively met the bicultural needs of Native students. 
Athabasca University’s correspondence courses are 
usually not effective for Native students. The Uni- 
versity of Alberta’s “Morningstar” program allows 
teacher certification before completion of degrees 
and offers its course off-campus in an Indian con- 
trolled institution; of the 37 students completing the 
2-year training, 24 have taught for at least a year and 
13 (some included in the 24) have completed their 
degrees; these 13 exceed the tots! number of Native 
teachers in the Province when the project began. 
The University of Lethbridge has, in association 
with the Blackfoot Tribe, created a department of 
Native American Studies and has a full-time student 
advisor on its staff; since the establishment of the 
department, 23 Native students have graduated in 
all disciplines. The University of Calgary offers sup- 
port services for Native students in regular pro- 
grams. Presently, two full-time tutor/advisors (one 
a Native person) assist students. A student lounge, 
the Red Lodge, fosters Indian identity. The fact that 
almost all of the 38 graduates since 1976 are work- 
ing in the service of their people indicates accept- 
ance of the graduates and the University of 
Calgary’s program by native Indian communities in 
Alberta.

Carnival, which falls within the categcry of events 
described by Edward Norbeck as rites of reversal, 
functions as a catharsis for modern Indian groups of 
northern Veracruz; it is a socially non-threatening 
mechanism whereby an oppressed minority identi- 
fies and deals with inter-ethnic group discrimination 
and oppression. Subcultures of the area are the 
economically and politically dominant Mestizo cat- 
tle ranchers and at least five different groups of 
Indian peasant farmers. The Indians of rural Mexico 
are discriminated against politically, economically, 
educationally, and socially. However, during Carni- 
val (which combines pre-Hispanic Indian ritual with 
European pre-Lenten celebration) Mestizos are 
made ridiculous and laughable when portrayed as 
Mecos, masked and costumed Indian male perform- 
ers who play pranks as they romp through Indian 
villages. The masks, which symbolically represent 
the ambivalent powers of the Indian universe, also 
represent urban Mestizo culture, showing exaggera- 
tions of valued Mestizo facial characteristics. The 
remainder of the disguise highlights this burlesque 
by accentuating physical characteristics. The most 
prominent feature of both male and female Meco 
costumes, always including Western shoes, is a com- 
bination of Western-style clothing arranged in the 
most outrageous fashion the performer can imagine. 
Carnival represents not only psychological revenge, 
but provides an Indian view of inter-ethnic rela- 
tions. (CM)

Descriptors—Adult Education, Case Studies, *Cur- 
riculum Development, Curriculum Evaluation, 
Foreign Countries, Lifelong Learning, *Non- 
school Educational Programs, *Population Edu- 
cation, Program Descriptions, Research, Training 
This publication synthesizes eight case studies 

which trace the development of out-of-school popu- 
lation education programs in eight countries: Ban- 
gladesh, India, Indonesia, Pakistan, Philippines, 
Republic of Korea, Sri Lanka, and Thailand. The 
case studies show that in all the eight countries, the 
majority of the population education programs have 
come up through a process of evolution rather than 
through strict planning and development processes. 
The synthesis compares the eight case studies in the 
following areas: rationale for the programs; evolu- 
tion of these programs; different modalities and in- 
novative features in curriculum materials 
development; personnel training; research and 
evaluation; and coordination. Some of the note- 
worthy features of the programs include the follow- 
ing. A number of organizations, both governmental 
and nongovernmental, actively participate in the 
population education programs. These include 
youth groups, women’s organizations, and trade un- 
ions. Population education has been integrated into 
welfare development and literacy programs. While 
the main text is meant primarily for planners and 
policy-makers, the appendices can be very useful for 
practitioners. They contain guidelines for the prepa- 
ration of the case studies and for the development 
of integrated curriculum and instructional materials; 
sample lessons on population education; and lists of 
agencies engaged in out of school programs for 
population education. (Author/RM) 
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This paper examines the controversy over the 
status and objectives of the social studies and sug- 
gests ways in which educators can resolve the con- 
troversy. In addition, it offers critical comments on 
several recent overviews of the field of social stu- 
dies, including the “SPAN Report,” by Irving Mor- 
rissett, Sharryl Hawke, and Douglas Superka, and 
“Defining the Social Studies,” by Robert Barr, 
James Barth, and Sam Shermis. The major groups 
holding conflicting views which have to such a large 
degree fragmented the field of social studies are 
identified as advocates of back-to-basics, the psue- 
do-social science specialists, and the single-minded 
humanists. Arguments advanced by the first group 
recommend that schooling consist mainly of the 
basic subjects such as reading, writing, and arith- 
metic; the second group favors a heavy concentra- 
tion of courses in history, geography, and 
civics/government; and people believing in the hu- 
manistic approach advocate basing the social stu- 
dies curriculum on the humanities without proper 
regard for the social sciences. The conclusion is that 
the field of social studies will be improved if educa- 
tors concentrate on a professional study of the foun- 
dations of social studies. The implication is that 
social studies would benefit if educators and, in par- 
ticular, people who write about improving the field 
of social studies, would take the history of social 
studies into account and, specifically, if they would 
realize that social studies is a distinct field built on 
a tradition that borrows fully from social sciences 
and humanities. (DB) 
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Various explanations are explored for the alleged 
failure of social studies educators to redefine and 
restructure the high school social studies curriculum 
in light of indications at various periods throughout 
the late 19th and 20th centuries that changes were 
imminent. The author alleges that most reforms, 
including the 1916 Committee on the Social studies 
decree, failed to reform the social studies because 
they sought to merge content and social action with- 
out basically altering the social studies curriculum 
or changing the labels of the traditional disciplines. 
Historically, since the late 19th century, secondary 
level social studies has been a body of subject con- 
tent and textbook material gleaned from social 
scientific and historical research and writings. For 
the most part, content has been based on history and 
political science and has consisted largely of de- 
scriptive material and non-controversial generaliza- 
tions. The general pattern that developed was that 
high school students followed a curriculum based on 
one year of government or civics and two years of 
history (one of which was U.S. history). Findings 
from a review of historical trends indicates that 
there is a tendency for education to reflect the con- 
cerns that society directs toward schools. The con- 
clusion is that there is a broad social perception that 
the basic structure of the social studies is just not in 
need of change, in spite of numerous and frequent 
demands for reform by social studies educators. 
One explanation offered for this acceptance of the 
Status quo is that social studies already meets the 
public demand for an authoritative statement of sub- 
ject matter. (DB) 
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This paper offers three main reasons to explain 
why social studies lends itself so reluctantly to defi- 
nition. The first reason is that there is a high degree 
of ambiguity regarding social studies goals within 
the social studies profession and among people gen- 
erally. This ambiguity is characterized by the con- 
flict between the belief that education should teach 
students to develop critical-thinking skills and the 
belief that schools should socialize individuals to the 
circumstances, needs, and opportunities of indus- 
trial civilization. The second reason is that there is 
a lack of clarity in the relationship between social 
studies and the social sciences. Many social studies 
educators treat social studies as though they were 
merely watered-down versions of the social sciences 
rather than as 2 more comprehensive intellectual 
endeavor in which knowledge from many sources 
can be used to resolve social problems. The third 
reason is that most social studies educators fail to 
make necessary distinctions between the role of 
scholarship and the role of teaching. This lack of 
distinction results in confusion for several reasons, 
including that research is necessarily carried on in 
the hypothetical mood, whereas teaching is usually 
conducted in the expository mood. The conclusion 
is that social studies educators will contribute more 
to aclear and meaningful definition of social studies 
if they concentrate on identifying major objectives 
and on describing precisely the kinds of teaching 
methods which are consistent with those goals. 
(DB) 
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The document stresses that planning is essential 

to introduce arts programs into the schools and pro- 

vides suggestions for the planning process. Ele- 
ments of a good planning process include clearly 
stated goals and objectives, efficient use of existing 
resources, a survey of local conditions, involvement 
of influential school officials and community citi- 
zens, and clear rationales for fund raising. Five 
stages comprise the planning process. Stage one, 
getting started, involves establishing an organizing 
committee which considers key issues, decides on 
the scope of the committee, and establishes a plan- 
ning committee. The planning committee esta- 
blishes a resource group, engages consultants, 
defines goals, appoints a planning director, and ar- 
ranges for support services and funds. Stage two 
consists of gathering information and determining 
needs. In stage three the plan is developed by testing 
and revising goals and objectives, ranking recom- 
mendations, developing an administrative structure 
to carry out recommendations, preparing a budget, 
and establishing an implementation committee. In 
stage four the plan is tested through interviews with 





those affected by the plan and through public meet- 
ings. Stage five, implementation, involves fund rais- 
ing, installing a permanent administrative structure, 
hiring staff, providing programs, and designating an 
ongoing committee to monitor results and keep 
sponsors informed. Successful planning processes in 
Brookline, Massachusetts; South Orange/Maple- 
wood, New Jersey; and Santa Cruz County, Cali- 
fornia are described. (KC) 
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This document provides a sampling of financial 

resources for fine arts programs in the schools and 
lists methods for submitting proposals and dealing 
with sponsors of funds. Financial sources for arts 
programs include school districts, organizations and 
institutions, special events, direct mail, individuals, 
associations and clubs, businesses and corporations, 
unions, foundations, state and local arts councils, 
and federal agencies. The document not only lists 
appropriate agencies but also discusses how they 
can assist in an arts program. General suggestions 
for contacting the sources involve cataloging moti- 
vations, skills, and available resources, preparing a 
succinct program description, researching the or- 
ganization to whom the proposal is submitted, be- 
ginning with modest resource needs and expanding 
the program step-by-step, networking, letting the 
program speak for itself, and looking for ways to 
match resources with other resources. (KC) 
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Goals and rationales for designating arts educa- 

tion as fundamental to the educational process are 

presented. The document is organized into three 
sections. The first two sections examine goals for 
schooling in the United States (as analyzed by 

Goodlad and others) and existing rationales ad- 

vanced on behalf of the centrality of the arts to 

education. Of the 12 educational goals listed, the 
majority either fall into the domain of visual and 
performing arts or are goals to which the arts have 

a potential for contributing. Rationales advanced by 


some educators and artists suggest that aesthetic 
literacy is a singular purpose for art education. 
Other rationales concern ways in which fine arts 
education directly affects educational practice 
through enculturation, basic skills, creativity, ex- 
pressiveness, and communication. The third section 
refines the rationales discussed in the first two sec- 
tions and places them within one of three categories. 
The first category, developing aesthetic literacy and 
creativity, suggests that only by learning in and 
about the arts can students acquire a basis for the 
development and refinement of aesthetic prefer- 
ences. The second category, using the arts for gen- 
eral education purposes, lists contributions of the 
arts to other academic goals and to personal and 
social growth. The third category involves using the 
arts for specialized educational purposes such as 
education for the handicapped, gifted, and bilingual. 
(Author/KC) 
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This survey of recent research identifies major 

trends in American geographic education and 
evaluates some of the recent research. The docu- 
ment builds on two previous works on research in 
geographic education: “Research in Geographic 
Learning,” Journal of Geography, 1972, and “Re- 
search Needs in Geographic Education, Sugges- 
tions and Possibilities,” by the National Council on 
Geographic Education, 1967. The research is organ- 
ized into seven topics. The first four topics cover 
interests and attitudes of both teachers and stu- 
dents, the historical development of ideas, compara- 
tive education, and assessment and examinations. 
The fifth topic, curriculum and curricular change, 
examines status studies, foundations studies, needs 
assessments, developmental studies, evaluation stu- 
dies, and dissemination studies. The final two topics 
are cognitive development and techniques of teach- 
ing, including the inquiry process, the use of visuals, 
new approaches, new materials, and projects. The 
document concludes that the three main areas of 
progress are research in cognitive development and 
the ability of children to learn geography; cur- 
riculum, curricular changes, and materials; and re- 
search on teaching techniques. Several specific 
research needs were identified: foundations studies, 
the effect of values on the direction of geography, 
strategies for improving student motivation, further 
studies of mastery learning, and means of improving 
the dissemination process. (KC) 
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Identifiers—*Ethnic Heritage Studies Program 

This supplement to the “Ethnic Heritage Studies 
Program Catalog: 1974-1979” is intended to help 
teachers, curriculum supervisors, members of ethnic 
organizations, and others interested in multiethnic 
education become aware of and effectively use the 
materials developed by projects funded by the Eth- 
nic Heritage Studies Program, Title IX, ESEA. Part 
I, which constitutes the major portion of the supple- 
ment, contains detailed descriptions of the projects 
funded in 1978 and of the materials produced by 
those projects. The kinds of information provided 
for each entry include: project title and address, 
project director, ethnic group or groups on which 
the project focused, audience and grade level for the 
project, the project’s subject (curricular) area, for- 
mat of materials developed (i.e., print or nonprint), 
amount of funding, titles of materials developed, 
and availability information for each piece of 
material. Indexes by ethnic group, geographic area, 
subject area, and titles of materials are provided. 
Parts II and III contain briefer descriptions of pro- 
jects funded in 1979 and 1980, respectively. (Au- 
thor/RM) 
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This paper examines the role that comparative 
analysis and global policy studies can play in ex- 
plaining the human condition in the contemporary 
world. It investigates economic well-being, one di- 
mension of the human condition, and examines 
some of the attributes that represent it and some of 
the forces that affect it in villages, social groupings, 
and nation states around the world. A model for a 
cross-national study is presented and discussed. The 
author uses available data to compare indicators of 
economic well-being. Indicators include dietary 
characteristics; amount of money governments 
spend annually per capita in health, education, and 
the military; government expenditures as a percent- 
age of GNP; infant mortality; life expectancy; and 
basic literacy data. Additional sources of data for 
use in a cross-national study are discussed. The au- 
thor then examines additional factors which must be 
considered in a cross-national study. These include 
global forces, historical and developmental forces, 
ideological forces, political culture and political par- 
ticipation, and the impact and power of the state. In 
the conclusion, the author points out that in a broad 
and new field of inquiry like global policy studies, 
we need certain models, frameworks, and theories 
for definition, guidance, and enrichment. (Au- 
thor/RM) 
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Identifiers—Oregon, United States (Northwest) 
This paper describes activities now being under- 

taken in the Pacific Northwest to develop interna- 

tional awareness. Oregon and Washington have 

major ports where wheat, lumber, and steel move in 

and out in increasing quantities. In the state of Ore- 

gon alone, international trade increased from 1.2 
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billion dollars in 1970 to 2.8 billion in 1975 to 6.4 
billion in 1980. Because the very livelihood of the 
Pacific Northwest depends on trade, the Commerce 
Department, the Chamber of Commerce, and the 
trade associations are encouraging cooperative ef- 
forts in international trade. A survey of 237 busi- 
nesses in Oregon indicated a need for cross-cultural 
and language training at both the community col- 
lege and university levels. Many community col- 
leges in the Pacific Northwest have implemented 
international education programs. Examples are de- 
scribed in the report. Outreach efforts of the com- 
munity colleges have been aided by the Pacific 
Northwest International/Intercultural Education 
Consortium. Two years old, the Consortium con- 
sists of 29 member institutions, including com- 
munity colleges, four-year institutions, and 
community organizations with interests in interna- 
tional education. To date its primary efforts have 
been in bringing global perspectives to the curricula, 
expanding overseas programs, improving services to 
foreign students, and nurturing international aware- 
ness in the community. The paper concludes with a 
description of the activities of the Oregon Commis- 
sion on Foreign Language and International Stu- 
dies. (Author/RM) 
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A sample of 1,373 museums was selected to repre- 
sent the total sample of 4,408 nonprofit museums in 
the 50 states and the District of Columbia. Mu- 
seums in the sample were surveyed in 1979 by 
means of a survey questionnaire and informal inter- 
views to provide data in five areas-finance, pro- 
gram, facilities, personnel, and museum priorities. 
For the purposes of the survey, a museum was de- 
fined as an institution organized on a permanent 
basis for essentially educational or aesthetic pur- 
poses that utilizes a staff, owns or uses tangible ob- 
jects, and cares for these objects and exhibits them 
to the public on a regular basis. Highlights from 
survey findings include that approximately one-half 
of all nonprofit museums were primarily history mu- 
seums, one-fifth were science museums, and an ad- 
ditional 14% were art museums. Findings also show 
that museums were fairly uniformly spread through- 
out the country; slightly over one-half of all mu- 
seums had a membership program; almost half of 
museum operating income was earned and an es- 
timated 14% of total operating income came from 
the Federal government; approximately two-thirds 
of all institutions had library facilities; slightly over 
one-half of all institutions had facilities for the 
physically handicapped; and approximately two- 
thirds of all museums had increasing educational 
roles, although the percentage of personnel devoted 
to educational responsibilities has remained sub- 
stantially unchanged (approximately 9%) in recent 
years. As a priority, education ranked first, followed 
by exhibits, conservation, and research, respec- 
tively. The document concludes with a copy of the 
survey questionnaire and tables of data. (DB) 
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This annotated bibliography lists elementary and 
secondary school materials according to citizenship 
education objectives determined by the Maryland 
State Board of Education. Listed under 30 objec- 
tives, entries include books, films, filmstrips, kits, 
records, games, audio- and videotapes, transparen- 
cies, periodicals, and pamphlets. A majority of the 
listings were published in the 1970s. Subjects en- 
compass property rights, conflict resolution, politi- 
cal processes, all levels of government, the party 
system, responsibilities of elected officials, and the 
judicial process. Information provided for each en- 
try includes author, title, copyright date, publisher, 
interest level, and annotation. (KC) 
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A series of elementary and secondary school 

learning activities which correlate to citizenship 

education goals of the Maryland State Board of 

Education are presented. The five goals are to un- 

derstand individual and group responsibilities in a 

democracy, know the functions of law and support 

a system of justice, value individual, societal, and 

constitutional rights, understand governmental pro- 

cesses at all levels, and understand local, state, na- 
tional, and world affairs. Activities include inviting 
guest speakers, campaigning for class officers, re- 
searching and reporting on various topics, conduct- 
ing a model legislature, collecting newspaper 
articles about the President, debating about presi- 
dential appointments, and listing political issues of 
concern to students. Each lesson lists the goal, 
competency, grade level, suggested activities, sug- 
gested evaluation methods, and extended activities. 
Special education considerations are also discussed. 
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This report describes the development and im- 

plementation of a four-semester course in consumer 

economics at the 11th and 12th grade levels. Deve- 
loped by the social studies chairperson of a high 
school in Woodbury, New Jersey, for a practicum in 
an ED.D. program, the course is intended to enable 
students to more intelligently exercise judgment in 
their selection of goods and services. The first part 

of the report examines the setting of Woodbury, a 

major urban center, and assesses the need for a con- 

sumer economics course at Woodbury High School. 

The second part of the report lists general student 

objectives for the course and process objectives for 

course implementation. In the third part of the re- 
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port the author describes procedures he used to 
develop the course. An ERIC search was con- 
ducted, potential curricula were identified and ex- 
amined, and practitioners and experts were 
consulted. Research findings are reported in the 
third and fourth parts of the report. The implemen- 
tation of the course is discussed in parts five and six. 
Enrollment procedures, pre-school planning and re- 
source development, student orientation, and some 
course activities are described. The report con- 
cludes with a discussion of evaluation findings and 
dissemination efforts. Pre- and posttests show im- 
provements in the students’ consumer behavior, 
their decision-making skills, and their understand- 
ing of economic principles and concepts. Pre- and 
posttests and other items are included in appendices 
to the report. (Author/RM)

The third edition of this guide will help college 

and university educators design and update courses 
and learn about new resources in world order stu- 
dies. The guide begins with three essays that set 
forth the rationale, methodology, and content of 
world order studies. The opening essay critiques tra- 
ditional social science and argues for a more human- 
centered, transdisciplinary, and value explicit 
approach of study and research. The second essay 
deals with the principal objections to world order 
studies and depicts the scope of the field today. The 
final essay explores the methodology and content of 
world order studies. The second part of the guide, 
which comprises the major portion of the document, 
contains 64 course syllabi. Brief course descriptions, 
schedules of class sessions, and lists of books used 
are provided. The syllabi cover a broad range of 
world order concerns from general introductory 
courses to more topically focused ones on war and 
peace, international organization and law, economic 
development, human rights, ecological stability, val- 
ues and change, and teacher training. The final sec- 
tion lists key resources—books, articles, journals, 
films and organizations-that are available to world 
order educators. (Author/RM) 
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Researchers working in foreign settings are often 
influenced by a number of factors which are quite 
different from factors which influence research ac- 
tivities in one’s own culture. The hypothesis is that 
these cultural differences can influence research in 
a positive or negative way depending, at least par- 
tially, on the degree of sensitivity shown by the 
researcher to the unique cultural characteristics of 
the society in which he/she is attempting to carry 
out research activities. Data are based on experi- 
ence and interviews gathered while working in com- 
munity development in Bolivia. Factors deemed 
particularly influential with regard to research ef- 
forts in Bolivia and in developing nations generally 
include educational !evel and literacy, attitudes to- 





ward government within the host country, feelings 
of efficacy in social and political interactions, the 
organizational milieu, geographical considerations 
(such as arranging activities/interviews to coincide 
with the work/leisure cycles of an agricultural cal- 
endar), and the influence of cultural differences on 
the interpretation of data and findings. The conclu- 
sion is that difficulties pursuant to conducting re- 
search in a foreign setting can be alleviated if 
researchers make every attempt to be sensitive to 
the cultural setting. One way of increasing cultural 
sensitivity is to rely upon host-country personnel to 
assist in the research activity. (DB) 
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Identifiers—* Greece 
Education in Greece is examined in this docu- 

ment. The first section describes the basic system. 
Reform legislation of 1976 and 1977 modernized 
Greek education. The new laws required that school 
instruction at all levels be given in demotic or 
spoken Greek rather than formal or purist Greek; 
that compulsory school attendance be extended 
from six to nine years; and that vocational and tech- 
nical education be reorganized as major compo- 
nents of secondary and higher education. The 
present structure of the educational system is com- 
prised of four levels: primary (6 years of instruc- 
tion), lower secondary (gymnasium, three years), 
upper secondary (lyceum, three years), and higher 
or postsecondary education. Some vocational/tech- 
nical schools at the lower secondary level still re- 
main but are to be incorporated into the gymnasium 
by 1983. The Greek educational system is highly 
centralized and is headed by the Minister of Na- 
tional Education and Religion. Education at all pub- 
lic institutions (including universities) is free of 
tuition. Private education is available. The remain- 
ing sections of the document examine the following 
parts of the system in detail: elementary education, 
secondary education, vocational and technical edu- 
cation, higher education, teacher education, musical 
education, and adult education. Numerous tables 
are provided. (Author/RM) 
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Identifiers—*Small Claims Court 
The document provides background readings on 
the Missouri small-claims-court process and a sam- 
ple case for a mock trial. Background materials ex- 
plain what a small claims court is, who can sue in 
small claims court, and monetary limitations (gener- 
ally up to $500). Readers are advised of the serious- 
ness of going to court and the need to try to settle 
before filing suit. Instructions for preparing a claim 
stress the need for the correct legal name and ad- 
dress of the person being sued and, if under 18, the 
necessity of bringing someone into court who will 
act on the claimant’s behalf. Advice to the defend- 
ant includes understanding the claim and filing 
counterclaims based on either the same or another 
transaction. Continuances, out of court settlements, 
the day in court, appeals, collecting, and garnishing 
are also discussed. The sample case depicts a tenant 
suing his landlord for return of his rent deposit. 
Forms provided include plaintiff and defendant 
checklists, requests for execution, dismissal, satis- 
faction of judgment, a summons, petition for a mi- 
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nor, and counter claims. (KC) 
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Identifiers—*Carter (Jimmy), *National Security 
This essay evaluates the Carter administration’s 

behavior on national security questions and ap- 

praises the extent to which it meets Carter’s initial 
professed national security goals. These goals in- 
clude the intention to reduce military expenditures, 
to halt the nuclear arms buildup of the United States 
and U.S.S.R., to prevent the spread of nuclear weap- 

ons technology to additional countries, to cut U.S. 

arms exports, and to curtail overt and covert U.S. 

intervention in Third World countries. The analysis 

demonstrates that the Carter administration has vi- 

olated its own professed goals and the security inter- 

ests of the U.S. public. Carter’s foreign policy, like 
that of preceding administrations, has been deficient 
because it has rigidly adhered to national interests 
too narrowly defined, and has not promoted struc- 
tural solutions to problems that are structural in 
origin. To be successful, an alternative policy ap- 
proach must decrease the prospects for war and 
inequity in the short run and advance a strategy for 
fundamental transformation of the international 
system in the long run. Such a foreign policy is 
proposed. Its political feasibility and value impact 
are examined in alternative U.S. responses to two 
concrete cases: the Iranian crisis and the Soviet in- 
vasion of Afghanistan. The essay concludes with 
eight guidelines for developing a new U.S. foreign 
policy that will serve the human interest. (Author) 
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Stressing the global dimension to the adversary 

relationship between economic development and 

environmental conservation, this monograph exam- 
ines the philosophical, historical, cultural, and eth- 
nic underpinnings of modern science and 
technology. In addition, the monograph spells out 
policy implications of an alternative concept of 
development and technology in which develop- 
ment, science, life-styles, and environment merge in 
a symbiotic relationship. The hypothesis is that in- 
dustrialization has subverted its original purpose of 
liberating people and has resulted, instead, in a flow 
of resources away from poverty stricken non-indus- 
trialized countries into industrialized countries 
sporting increasingly wasteful life-styles. The docu- 
ment is one in a series of working papers intended 
to stimulate research, education, dialogue, and 
political action which will contribute to a more just 
world order. The philosophical premise of industri- 
alization-that development would result in unend- 
ing progress and abundance for all-has not been 
born out by abundant historical evidence that the 
economic gap dividing the rich from the poor coun- 
tries is constantly increasing. Further, the fact that 
the wealthier nations are predominantly Western 
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and the poorer nations are located in non-Western 
regions has contributed to a variety of economic, 
military, and international trade conflicts. The un- 
derstanding that modern technology is rapidly de- 
stroying nature and leading mankind to scarcity 
once again has only recently begun to be realized. 
The conclusion is that the development/conserva- 
tion dilemma as well as the inequality between de- 
veloped and developing nations will be solved if 
nations are willing to think in terms of a world order 
which encourages equity and participation of people 
from all nations in economic and political processes. 
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Identifiers—World Order Studies 
Part of a series of working papers intended to 

stimulate research, education, dialogue, and politi- 
cal action in favor of a more just world order, this 
monograph relates technology to four major global 
issues—energy, environment, employment, and 
equity. The objective is to determine the kinds of 
technological choices that can be made regarding 
social change in these four areas to diminish struc- 
tural and other forms of violence against humanity 
and the biosphere. Six assumptions underlie the 
premise that technology can influence develop- 
ments in these global issue areas: (1) obvious 
inequalities exist between developed and develop- 
ing nations in areas of energy consumption, income 
distribution, material deprivation, economic and 
political power, and science-based problem-solving 
capacity; (2) developing nations are becoming in- 
creasingly dependent on developed nations; (3) 
technology is emerging as a major instrument for 
domination; (4) technology facilitates social change; 
(5) indigenous technologies in developing nations 
should be nurtured; and (6) depletion of natural re- 
sources cannot continue indefinitely. Some proposi- 
tions are made to accelerate the transition away 
from exploitation and oppression of developing na- 
tions and toward equality of all peoples, including 
creating autonomous Third World structures for 
economic and technological intelligence, revitaliz- 
ing indigenous technologies in the Third World, and 
encouraging ecologically sound productive pro- 
cesses (such as solar energy) in the industrialized 
nations. The conclusion is that technology should be 
recognized as an extremely potent force which 
should be judged in terms of its harmony with social 
and physical environments. (DB) 
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This paper surveys obstacles to disarmament in 
the Soviet Union, with emphasis on the role of the 
military tradition in Russia and the centrality of the 
defense sector to Soviet society. The hypothesis is 
that, although the role of militarism is strong, there 
are potential forces for demilitarization, including, 
for example, the friction caused by declining eco- 
nomic growth and an increased military burden. 
The vision of a socialist society held by the founders 
of Marxism and the makers of the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion was decidedly anti-militaristic. Nevertheless, 
the USSR is currently one of the two most highly 
militarized nations in the world. The Soviet Union 
has amassed military power roughly comparable to 
that of the United States, even though its Gross 
National Product is only about half as large. Conse- 
quently, a higher rate of extraction of resources has 
been necessary, with tremendous economic, social, 
and political consequences. Many reasons are given 
to explain this military build-up, including that the 
military effort has been forced on the Soviet Union 
through the enmity of the capitalist world and that 
the present generation of Soviet leaders sees mili- 
tary power as the main guarantee of Soviet security 
and leadership. In spite of this military stance, 
however, there are developments in the Soviet Un- 
ion today which suggest that a change of direction 
is possible. For example, the arms competition with 
the United States has become an important focus of 
dissident criticism, and Russia’s destiny and the 
proper path of Soviet development have become 
topics of vigorous debate within the Soviet Union 
and abroad. In addition, the next generation in the 
Soviet Union has not been so deeply marked by war 
and may view military power in a different light. 
The conclusion is that Western governments should 
not foreclose, through their own policies, the possi- 
bility of Soviet moves toward disarmament and 
demilitarization. (Author/DB) 
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This document, the fourth in a series of resource 

guides emphasizing economic-political analysis of 

contemporary public policies and issues, focuses on 
crime control. Designed as a three-week unit for 
secondary school students, the guide is presented in 
three sections. The introduction presents an eco- 
nomic and a political science framework for policy 
analysis and discusses the integration of economics 
and political science. Topics in the second section 
include the incidence and costs of crime, attitudes 
toward crime and criminals, the economics of 
crime, punishment as deterrent, evidence on arrests, 
juvenile courts, resources for criminal justice, vic- 
timless crimes, and public-policy choices. The third 
section contains six learning activities. Students

materials are provided for each activity. (KC) 
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Identifiers—World Order Studies 
This paper discusses ways in which international 
organizations have in the past and can continue in 
the future to foster social, economic, and cultural 
rights on a global scale. Involvement of interna- 
tional organizations such as the United Nations in 
the realm of human rights expanded after the sec- 
ond world war. Examples of contributions to the 
protection of human rights since the 1940’s include 
drafting the Charter of the United Nations and the 
Universal Declaration of Human Rights, and creat- 
ing international organizations such as the United 
Nations Economic and Social Council, the Interna- 
tional Labour Organisation, the Council of Europe, 
and Commission on Human Rights, the Commis- 
sion on Status of Women, and the Sub-commission 
on Prevention of Discrimination and Protection of 
Minorities. Although each of these organizations 
and declarations has had at least some positive im- 
pact on human rights, there continue to be many 
human rights violations due to the fact that the prin- 
ciples and covenants are difficult to enforce. To fur- 
ther realize the objective of protecting human rights 
in all nations, several suggestions are offered. 
Among these suggestions are giving human rights a 
prominent place on the agenda of international 
meetings, improving monitoring and supervising 
compliance with human rights standards, encourag- 
ing national legislative bodies to report on measures 
of human rights observances, allowing labor and 
management organizations to comment on the ac- 
curacy of government reports, supporting the Inter- 
national Labour Conference’s right to review 
human rights reports, and extending the jurisdiction 
of the Commission on Human Rights to include 
private communications concerning human rights.

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The practium paper describes the development 
and implementation of a music laboratory program 
which was designed to introduce music to gifted and 
talented elementary school students. Program ob- 
jectives, plan of action, implementation procedures, 
evaluation, and budget are described. The general 
objective of the program was to prepare the students 
for the broader musical opportunities available in 
the upper grades. Participants were 19 gifted fourth- 
grade students in a small urban school in Oklahoma 
City, Oklahoma. The literature was searched to lo- 
cate information on trends, methods, and appro- 
aches to elementary music education. The program 
was developed to incorporate the music activities 
into the language arts and movement activities in 
the basic curriculum. Emphasis was placed on be- 
ginning exploration and composition experiences 
with instruments, leading to improvisation, creative 
movement and dance, and rhythm and phrasing 
through choral reading and singing. The 24-month 
project was actively supported by a network of local 
arts resources, local businesses, and local musicians. 
Over a nine-month period the students demon- 
strated a facility with a variety of musical instru- 
ments, became knowledgeable about community 
music resource organizations, and developed an 
overall increase in personal appreciation for music.

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The purpose of this paper is to refocus and expand 
the notion of the integration of reading, particularly 
literature, and social studies. The premise is that 
reading as a tool of inquiry can be used in the social 
studies classroom to develop students’ abilities to 
inquire about social issues in the social studies. In- 
quiry is interpreted to include the gathering of infor- 
mation about a problem, analysis and clarifying of 
personal values as they relate to a problem, reflect- 
ing upon various solutions to the problem, and 
selecting/applying the most promising solution. The 
argument is made that literature and social studies 
should be used together more frequently because 
they exhibit many similarities with regard to nature 
and objectives-i.e., they both reflect values, help the 
reader/student learn about him/herself, and pro- 
vide insights into the world. Specific ways in which 
reading can be used to promote social studies in- 
quiry include providing students an opportunity to 
link their reading experiences with their lives and 
their worlds, fostering construction of meaning by 
students, and providing for feedback or use of un- 
derstandings gained from reading rather than as- 
suming that all comprehension occurs only while 
looking at the words on a page. A model is pre- 
sented which relates social studies issues (for exam- 
ple, freedom vs. control, tradition vs. change, ethical 
vs. rational) to literary topics and carries students 
through an inquiry process. The conclusion is that 
reading literature related to a social studies issue can 
facilitate the inquiry process which culminates in 
the students’ understanding of how to act in specific 
instances related to the issue. (DB) 
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This paper compares newspaper coverage of 
United Nations (UN) events in the United States 
and Great Britain, African and Asian nations, and 
in the black press in the United States. The method 
involved sampling UN-related coverage in 13 news- 
papers at four year intervals from 1949 to 1961 and 
for every second year from 1961 to 1977. Newspa- 
pers sampled were the “New York Times,” the 
“Chicago Tribune,” the “Times of London,” 
“Dawn” (Karachi, Pakistan), the “Singapore Straits 
Times,” the “Times of India,” the “Pittsburgh 
Courier,” the “Baltimore Afro-American,” the 
Lagos “Daily Times,” the “West African Pilot,” the 
Tanzania “Daily News,” the “Ethiopian Herald,” 
and the “Voice of Uganda.” Findings indicated that 
1961 was the year which received the most UN- 
coverage, that the decrease in UN coverage has 
been greater in the Asian and Western press than in 
the African press, that the African press has con- 
cerned itself mostly with stories about UN-spon- 
sored aid and/or colonialism, and that coverage in 
the American black press manifested considerable 
interest in the racial composition of delegations to 
UN agencies and meetings. Conclusions based on 
the survey include that the coverage in the press of 
African nations that were formerly British colonies 
has been more or less constant when compared with 
decreasing Asian UN-coverage, the black press in 
the United States has followed a pattern of coverage 
quite similar to the coverage in African newspapers, 
very little seems to have been covered in the Afro- 
Asian part of what is now called the Third World 
except economics, and all presses seem to cover 
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mainly that UN-news which is more closely related 
to their own special ethnic, racial, regional, and con- 
tinental interests than to any general world interest. 
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The guide was designed to aid administrators and 
teachers in creating, organizing, and staffing music 
programs for students in middle schools or grades 
5-8 in Oregon. It is presented in four parts. Part I 
describes the unique features of the middle school. 
The environment and students are in a period of 
change, and teachers must have certain attributes in 
order to be successful.

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The document contains suggestions for develop- 
ing a goal-based instructional program in art for 
grades k-12. It was designed as a model for cur- 
ticulum development committees and classroom 
teachers by the Oregon State Department of Educa- 
tion.

Part two 
discusses goal-based planning in art related to state, 
district, program, and course goals. Part three ex- 
plores various planning activities, including teach- 
ing methods and the importance of sequence in 
presenting historical background, art concepts, 
vocabulary, techniques, display, discussion, and 
evaluation. Part four lists and enlarges upon pro- 
gram and course goals. Program goals include 
studying history of art, how art affects the environ- 
ment, art as a career and hobby, design, the interre- 
lationship of art and culture, and creating works of 
art. Each broad program goal is presented with stu- 
dent objectives and specific course goals for various 
grade levels. Each course goal includes activity 
suggestions, vocabulary, and a list of needed materi- 
als. Part five suggests approaches for assessment. 
Nine appendices cover definition, health and safety, 
art criticism, storing and displaying artwork, com- 
petitions, the handicapped, and careers. A bibliogra- 
phy and list of Oregon state art organizations 
conclude the document. (CK) 
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This guide will help teachers and program special- 
ists design a comprehensive K-12 social studies pro- 
gram using goal-based concepts and generalizations. 
Although written for use in Oregon, the document 
can be used by educators in other states. The major 
section of the guide, “Pattern for Units and 
Courses,” outlines concepts, generalizations, goals, 
and skills that should be taught at each grade level. 
A number of other helpful resources are also in- 
cluded in the guide. A sample purpose statement for 
social studies is provided. Program goals which ad- 
dress both the cognitive and affective domains are 
suggested. Skills essential to the social studies are 
listed and defined. A brief section on how to assess 
the social studies program is included.

A Working Group, convened by the World 
Health Organization (WHO), proposed a clearer 
definition of the essential role of health information 
and suggested the most appropriate means of com- 
munication between governments and the mass 
media, between the media and health services, and 
between patients and doctors. The Group urged all 
WHO Member States to enlist the active coopera- 
tion of national mass media. This should be carried 
out not only by health administrators, but also in 
collaboration with policy makers in all relevant eco- 
nomic and social fields. It is recommended that 
journalists be associated with health objectives. The 
group also recommended that WHO and national 
governments recognize and foster the possible role 
of associations of specialized medical and science 
journalists. These specialists should be provided 
with the greatest possible access to health and 
health-related information. The news media should 
be given full background data on technological 
developments and the ethical questions they raise.

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Mastery learning is an optimistic theory of human 

learning that proposes that all learners can achieve 

mastery of the school’s curricular content. Since it 
demands long range planning and precise designing 
of learning programs, this method cannot be em- 
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ployed without a great deal of thought and prepara- 
tion. The forerunners of mastery learning go back as 
far as the seventeenth century, but the modern con- 
cept originated with a model developed by John B. 
Carroll in 1963. According to Carroll’s theory, if 
students are normally distributed according to apti- 
tude, and, if all are given the same instruction, 
achievement will be normally distributed. The 
method assumes that all children can learn equally 
or nearly equally most school tasks. The mastery 
learning model consists of six components: (1) iden- 
tification of specific objectives for each learning 
task; (2) preassessment of the learner; (3) instruc- 
tion; (4) diagnostic assessment; (5) prescription; and 
(6) postassessment. Areas of this approach which 
should be further examined include: the need for 
highly specified instructional goals, the philosoph- 
ical disagreement over the concept of equal educa- 
tion, and limited teacher skills for using mastery 
learning. However, mastery learning is an innova- 
tive method and a powerful concept which deserves 
careful consideration.

Identifiers—* China, Goshen College IN 
An overview is presented of the experiences of 

American students from Goshen College (Indiana) 

who participated in an exchange program at Sich- 

uan Teachers College in China.

Arti- 

cles relate the students’ perceptions of China, the 

attitudes of the Chinese exchange students toward 

their government and the United States, the lifestyle 

of Chinese students, and comparisons between Am- 

erican and Chinese students.

ap staff development programs are included. 
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A school based teacher educator (SBTE) is an 
educator in an elementary or secondary school who 
is responsible for preservice, inservice, or continu- 
ing education. Preliminary results of a two-year 
(1975-77) study of the role and competencies of 
SBTE’s in Texas were culled from information from 
a state survey, 40 teacher centers, and advisory 
boards. An early discovery was that staff developers 
did not personally deliver the inservice programs 
that they organized and managed, but worked with 
beginning teachers rather than the more intimidat- 
ing experienced teachers. Criteria for providing 
clinical experiences in teacher education include: 
(1) The individual is engaged in actual observation 
of students in the school setting; (2) The individual 
has the opportunity and the power to manipulate 
instructional variables; (3) Expectations of the in- 
dividual are explicit and public; and (4) Systematic 
feedback is provided in a manner that encourages 
personal responsibility for future professional 
growth. Twenty SBTE competencies were identi- 
fied, consisting, for the most part, of assisting teach- 
ers to develop skills and to gather and use 
information. The SBTE concepts have implications 
for teachers (particularly for beginning teachers), 
professional organizations, school districts, colleges 
and universities, state education departments, and 
researchers. (FG) 
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Many staff development efforts are based on cor- 
recting teachers’ deficiencies or weaknesses. In this 
staff improvement model, individual teaching styles 
and patterns of behavior were identified, so that 
they could be used in a more professional way. In 
determining teaching styles, it is pointed out that 
there is a quantitative aspect and that many styles 
will overlap. Five teaching styles are described: (1) 
task oriented, with emphasis on students complet- 
ing specific tasks; (2) student and teacher coopera- 
tion, with the teacher regarded as a flexible leader; 
(3) child centered, in which the teacher focuses on 
student interests and needs; (4) subject centered, 
with the focus on a specific body of knowledge to be 
learned; and (5) learning centered, where develop- 
ing self directed, independent learners is a major 
concern of the teacher. Following identification of 
individual teaching styles, the developer tries to 
meet the teachers at their level, and the content of 
the inservice improvement program is modified to 
meet specific needs. The delivery of content is done 
in such a way as to take advantage of each teacher’s 
existing teaching styles and strengths. (JD) 
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*Program Implementation, *Research Utiliza- 
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Teaching Skills 
A program stressing teacher involvement and 

classroom implementation of educational research 

findings is described. The program was designed to 
familiarize teachers with current findings, have 
them apply the findings in their classrooms, analyze 
their own teaching behavior, and critically evaluate 
the findings in terms of their applicability to the 
classroom. Elementary teachers from the Murfrees- 
boro (Tennessee) elementary schools participated. 
Seminars were conducted on research findings in 
the areas of planning and organization of classroom 
activities, student time on task, classroom manage- 
ment, and affective teaching skills. Following the 
seminars, teachers implemented the research find- 
ings in their classrooms. They were helped in a col- 
legial way by researchers and also shared and 
discussed their experiences with other teachers. 
This report includes lists of specific activities and 
suggestions developed by the teachers for imple- 
menting research findings in the areas discussed in 
the seminars. The program created a partnership 
between the researcher and the teacher that was 
practical, professionally healthy, and realistic. (JD)

A study to identify variables between more or less 
effective student teachers tested student gains in 
learning a psychomotor skill. The student teachers 
were observed as they trained students to perform 
the “handstand roll over” in physical education 
classes. Observation focused on content of instruc- 
tion, skill attempt reactions, management of task 
engagement, affectivity, and monitoring. It was con- 
cluded that time on task reinforces motor learning 
and depends largely on the teacher’s choice of ac- 
tivities. Teachers’ interventions and a high rate of 
success raised the time on task. Teacher effective- 
ness in producing learning gains was dependent 
upon the ability to transform time allocated for 
practice into individual student activity. (JD)

The extent of variety in structure and fermat of 

teaching mathematics in fifth grade classrooms and 

its relation to student attention was studied. The 


data for this study consisted of observations made in 
eighteen math classes for a period of six to ten days 
with a mean of over eight days. Seatwork and recita- 
tion accounted for over 95 percent of student- 
minutes, which indicated that little variety existed 
in mathematics instruction in the observed math 
classes. Socioeconomic status and level of expendi- 
ture were related to attention span, but did not influ- 
ence the mean number of instructional segments per 
day. It was concluded that, in teaching a skills-ori- 
ented course to fifth grade children, variety of in- 
structional procedures is not an important variable 
in accounting for student attention. Variety of 
procedure enhances student attention only if there 
is sufficient time in the class period to allow for 
more segments. If there is not, it detracts from at- 
tention. It was observed that on days with more 
segments than usual, attention increased somewhat, 
and a less frequently-used instructional format 
brought higher attention levels than the class’ more 
frequently-used format. (JD)

Indiana’s C-1 Rule and its Comprehensive Assess- 
ment and Program Planning System (CAPPS) is a 
state-imposed educational reform plan intended to 
bring about major changes in curriculum and in- 
struction in Indiana schools. The C-1 Rule required 
Indiana school districts to evaiuate and conduct fol- 
lowup studies of curriculum development at the lo- 
cal school level. It prescribed timetables, options, 
provisions for disabled students, and report pro- 
cesses to parents and to the Indiana Department of 
Public Instruction. The CAPPS model is a process 
developed to assist the local schools in planning and 
evaluating their educational programs. Statewide 
surveys were conducted to monitor the progress of 
C-1 and CAPPS and were supplemented by case 
studies depicting the experiences of school person- 
nel in small, medium, and large school systems. The 
surveys and case studies supported the conclusion 
that the new requirements had produced a great 
deal of activity at the parent and community levels 
as well as within the schools. The impact of C-1 and 
CAPPS appeared to be weakest in the area of 
remediation, and time and money were also men- 
tioned as problem areas. Although reservations 
were expressed, participants endorsed the C-1 Rule. 
CAPPS made available for the first time statewide 
Statistics on needs assessment techniques, goals, lo- 
cal standards, evaluation methods, results, and 
remedial efforts. (FG) 
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The National Teacher Center Resource Center 

surveyed the activities of 27 federally-funded state 

and territory teacher center projects from October, 

1979 through May, 1980. The teacher center coor- 

dinators reported only the activities they wished to 

report. The background information about the coor- 


dinators showed that most were attached to teacher 
education units, and many worked less than 50 per- 
cent of their time at teacher center responsibilities. 
The activities reported by the teacher centers were 
in three areas: proposal development and review;

In pursuing a truly bicultural experience, it is impor- 
tant that the students are able to keep their own 
cultural identity and yet be able to participate fully 
in the new environment.

Many teachers feel deci- 
sionally deprived; relatively few feel decisionally 
saturated. The relationship between decisional dis- 
crepancy state and satisfaction appears to be curvi- 
linear with equilibrium as the most desirable state. 
The type of decision to be made is an important 
factor in determining whether teachers want to 
become involved in the decision making process 
and whether they will derive satisfaction from the 
experience. Teachers tend to desire involvement in 
the decisions that are most relevant to them as 
teachers. The amount of time and work that will be 
required of them are major concerns of teachers 
when they consider whether or not to become in- 
volved in school decision making. The leadership of 
the principal in shared decision making seems to be 
important for the success of such involvement. (JD)

To 
be considered highly trained, each subject had to be 
dancing a minimum of three hours a day, four to five 
days a week, for the last year. They also had to meet 
the criterion of dancing at least ten hours a week for 
the last five years prior to that year. Measurements 
included body composition, pulmonary function, 
echocardiographic analysis, and aerobic capacity. 
Descriptive data (age, height, weight, resting heart 
tate, blood pressure), pulmonary function, echocar- 
diographic data, anthropometric data, and max- 
imum aerobic capacity are presented in tabular 
form. Other test results and data are also discussed. 
It is concluded that dancers are subjected daily to 
vigorous training which taxes the cardiovascular- 
pulmonary system. Ballet dancers must withstand 
considerable work loads. In rating several sports in 
strength, endurance, body type, flexibility, coordi- 
nation, speed, agility, balance, intelligence, and 
creativity, ballet received the highest rating com- 
pared with football, basketball, hockey, boxing, and 
baseball. (JD)

Teachers’ understandings and interpretations of 
their own development can be a positive influence 
on their further professional development. Research 
on teacher career development has revealed certain 
atypical stages of development experienced over a 
teacher’s long-term career. Three developmental 
phases occur. The first phase lasts from about age 20 
to 40, and involves considerable shifts in commit- 
ment to teaching, job morale, and other outlooks. In 
this period, teachers are in the process of establish- 
ing themselves in their careers, finding the optimal 
school environment, and becoming deeply involved 
with their families. From about age 40 to 55, teach- 
ers exhibit high morale and commitment to teach- 
ing. The final attitudinal phase is characterized by a 
combination of high job morale, an awareness of loss 
of energy and enthusiasm, and a drawing away from 
students and their parents. Suggestions are made for 
ways in which inservice teacher educators can help 
teachers review and understand their own long-term 
career development. (JD) 
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An investigation of the School Psychology Pro- 

gram at the University of North Carolina at Chapel 
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Hill (UNC-CH) was designed to identify the com- 
ponents of effective supervision in the clinical set- 
ting. A survey was conducted of students’ (school 
psychologist trainees) and their supervisors’ percep- 
tions of the amount of time spent during supervision 
in various activities and of activities that were the 
most or the least beneficial. Across the three years 
of training, there was consistent agreement among 
students and supervisors that the bulk of supervi- 
sory time was and should be devoted to technical 
issues, somewhat less time should be spent with per- 
sonal-affective concerns, and the least time with 
other activities, including administration. Students 
and supervisors also agreed that important trainee 
behavior included ability to make presentations 
clearly, assertiveness, consideration of feedback, 
and preparation. These findings accurately reflected 
the existing structure of training at UNC-CH and 
suggested that there are ways of viewing supervision 
which are held in common with other disciplines.

The validation report of the on-site visitation team 
to Weber State College (Ogden, Utah) is repro- 
duced in its entirety. The procedures used by team 
members to validate and interpret the institutional 
self-study report were individual interviews with 
faculty members and students, group interviews, a 
study of selected documents, and observation of se- 
lected learning activities such as classes, tutorials, 
and interaction seminars. The interviews and obser- 
vations were used to get a wide variety of facts, 
attitudes, and judgments about the teacher educa- 
tion program. This report presents commendations 
and recommendations for the organization and ad- 
ministration of the program, early childhood and 
elementary education programs, and the secondary 
education program’s professional component.

In order to discern the role of higher education in 
the training of personnel for bilingual/bicultural 
education, 3,038 postsecondary institutions in the 
United States, Guam, and the Virgin Islands were 
surveyed during the 1977-78 academic year. Data 
are presented on the groups studied and the courses 
offered. Tables also provide information on courses 
offered, graduate and undergraduate majors and mi- 
nors, academic degrees offered, certificates, length 
of programs, student participation, departmental 
participation, community involvement, and geo- 
graphic distribution. American groups studied were 
Hispanic, Mexican, African, Puerto Rican, Ameri- 
can Indians, Asian, Slavic, Jewish, Italian, Greek, 
and Irish. The study reveals that over the past seven 
years there has been an increase in bilingual/bicul- 
tural education programs at institutions of higher 
education. The focus has been on the fastest grow- 
ing minority, Hispanic Americans. It is pointed out, 
however, that budget cuts in this area cast a shadow 
of uncertainty over the future of bilingual /bicultural 
education. (JD) 
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Strategies for schooling which reflect the cultural 

diversity of the United States were examined. To 
discern the role of teacher education in this process, 
a survey was conducted of 3,038 postsecondary in- 
stitutions. The initial query sought to identify mul- 
ticultural teacher education programs. Statistical 
data is provided on the groups studied, courses of- 
fered, undergraduate and graduate majors and mi- 
nors, academic degrees, certificates, length of 
program, students and disciplines participating, 
community involvement, and geographic distribu- 
tion. The groups studied were Hispanic Americans, 
African Americans, Mexican Americans, Native 
Americans, European Americans, Asian Ameri- 
cans, Jewish Americans, Slavic Americans, Italian 
Americans, and Irish Americans. The survey re- 
veals that the heaviest emphasis overall is on His- 
panic American, African American, Asian 
American, and Native American groups. Programs 
studying Central, Eastern, and Southern European 
heritage groups appear to be under-represented. The 
importance of preparing teachers who are able to 
reflect the realities of a culturally pluralistic society 
and a multicultural world is pointed out. (JD) 
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Brinkmanship behaviors are challenges to au- 

thority expressed in such a mannner that expected 

negative sanctions are typically avoided. They are 

usually extemporaneous, involve satire or sarcasm, 

and take place in front of an audience. This study 

investigated 43 principals’ and 137 teachers’ per- 





ceptions of teacher brinkmanship behaviors and 
sought to determine whether these perceptions are 
influenced by the perceiver’s personality traits. The 
results suggest that the perceptions are not substan- 
tially influenced by the role or the personality of the 
perceiver. The teacher brinkmanship behaviors ap- 
parently arise as a function of the behaviors and 
attitudes of the “brinking” teacher’s principal and 
are likely to be school-specific. Teachers and princi- 
pals have almost identical attitudes toward brink- 
manship behaviors. (Authors/FG) 
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These papers describe recent techniques used in 
followup studies of teacher education programs and 
suggest issues which may evolve from or be en- 
hanced by the study findings. They provide a source 
of information about current efforts in planning the 
evaluation of teacher education programs. The first 
paper describes a study which was designed to docu- 
ment the experiences of first year teachers. The pa- 
per draws on the findings to suggest important 
considerations for future studies of teacher educa- 
tion programs with the same goal and focus. It is 
suggested in the second paper that teacher educa- 
tion followup studies, although usually carried out 
to maintain or improve program quality, can have 
more expanded utility and can address other critical 
issues. The third paper examines reasons why for- 
mative evaluation is needed and discusses issues 
that must be faced if formative evaluation efforts are 
to be effective and programs regenerative. In the 
fourth paper, it is related how, in 1973, Tennessee 
Technological University developed and imple- 
mented a longitudinal model for gathering sys- 
tematic data from the graduates of its teacher 
education program. The fifth paper examines criti- 
cal findings from the Western Kentucky University 
teacher preparation evaluation program on teacher 
entry, retention, and change. Included in this collec- 
tion are comments from two discussants at the sym- 
posium. (JD) 
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The first paper in this collection of symposium 

papers presents the results of a survey of nearly 800 

educational institutions and provides information 

on institutional characteristics, institutions engaged 

in teacher education evaluation, scope of data col- 

lected, methods of data collection, relationship be- 

tween size of program and method of data 

collection, perceived value of teacher education 


evaluation, perceived needs in conducting teacher 
education evaluation, and reported budget for 
evaluation. In the second paper, a discussion is 
given on the broad spectrum of evaluation and 
“don’ts” for program evaluation. The third paper 
offers suggestions for planning, developing, imple- 
menting, and operating an evaluation program. Ten 
design characteristics which should be considered 
for developing an evaluation program are described 
in the fourth paper. The fifth paper presents ways to 
modify costs of program evaluation and suggestions 
for taking advar tage of existing resources. The con- 
cluding paper addresses the future of teacher educa- 
tion evaluation. Brief summaries report on 
interactions in small discussion groups at the sym- 
posium at which these papers were presented. The 
concluding portion of the monograph is an summary 
from a representative of the National Institute of 
Education. (JD) 
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English and mathematics teachers in junior high 

schools were observed for an average of 20 one-hour 

periods throughout the school year. The purpose of 
the study was to determine the relationship between 
the affective behavior of the teacher and the stu- 
dents’ academic achievement and attitudes. Anec- 
dotal information based on the classroom observers’ 
summary descriptions are used to capture the sali- 
ent characteristics and the overall tone of teacher 
behavior and classroom environment. High achieve- 
ment-high attitude classes were characterized by 
good organization, a high proportion of time in in- 
structional activity, and task-orientation. Low 
achievement-low attitude classes were chaotic, un- 
structured classrooms with less task-orientation. 

The descriptive summaries suggest that there is a 

distinct relationship between good classroom man- 

agement (planning and organization of activities) 
and student learning and behavior. (JD) 
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Major specializations in the discipline of physical 
education are often identified by the terms: history 
of physical education; exercise physiology, biome- 
chanics, motor development, motor learning, sport 
psychology, and sport sociology. In this text, two 
chapters are provided on each of these specialized 
areas. One chapter describes the emergence of study 
in the area of specialization, and the second chapter 
describes the current status of the field and suggests 
areas for further research. A discussion on the rela- 
tively new area of sports sociology describes the 
emergence of, and future prospect for, study. Spe-

The contribution of physi- 
cal education to the development of physically 
handicapped individuals is discussed in a chapter on 
adapted physical education.

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Identifiers—* Olympic Games 
This volume is a cross disciplinary analysis of the 

modern Olympic Games based on research in the 

social sciences and humanities. The focus is aca- 

demic and scholarly, and the volume includes origi- 

nal theoretical and empirical research on various 

aspects of the Olympic Games and the Olympic 

Movement. This volume attempts to: (1) investigate 

the issues and problems presently surrounding the 

Olympic Games; and (2) look to the future in an 

effort to provide f a modernized social-philosophical 

interpretation of the Games based on the research 

possibilities inherent in the disciplines of philoso- 

phy, history, sociology, and psychology. Topics dis- 

cussed in the chapters include: (1) amateur sports; 

(2) women; (3) politics, nationalism, and commer- 

cialism; and (4) Olympic reform. (Editors/JD) 
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The increasing impact of judicial and legislative 
intervention at all levels of school operations make 
it necessary for educators to be more aware of their 
legal rights and liabilities. Few inservice and preser- 
vice teacher education programs in Florida provide 
legal education for teachers, and a study showed 
that teachers are largely uninformed of the legal 
aspects of their profession. Many educational situa- 
tions are covered by Florida school laws, such as: (1) 
Is there a law which states that teachers must main- 
tain good order in the classroom? (Yes); (2) Is cor- 
poral punishment administered by teachers legal? 
(Yes); (3) Do public school students have the right 
to privacy? (Yes); (4) Can the state revoke or sus- 
pend teacher certificates? (Yes, for specific rea- 
sons); and (5) Can a teacher be charged with 
negligence if a student is injured in his or her class- 
room? (It depends). There is a legal ingredient to 
almost every educational situation, yet no aspect of 
teacher education has been so neglected. (FG) 
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*Teaching Skills 

Teacher/coach role conflict was assessed by sur- 
veying individuals who have served simultaneously 
as teachers and coaches to determine their percep- 
tions of how intense this conflict is. Five areas were 
examined: (1) value conflicts between society’s atti- 
tudes and coaching ethics; (2) unequal professional 
status of coaches; (3) conflict between personal ca- 
reer advancement and commitment to coaching; (4) 
incompatible expectations regarding the combined 
work load of coaching and teaching; and (5) differ- 
ences in skills demanded in coaching and academic 
teaching. Results indicated that it is increasingly 
difficult for coaches to maintain traditional values 
for the behavior of their players. Coaches are 
trained professionals and members of the educa- 
tional community, but are frequently treated as if 
they are not. Though expected to produce winning 
teams, coaches are expected to consider individual 
student needs first, whether or not coaching actions 
based on those considerations would contribute to 
a winning season. Heavy demands on the coach’s 
time make it difficult to be an effective teacher also. 
The coach is an expert in teaching sport skills, yet 
is often assigned to teaching academic subjects 
which demand a considerably different set of abili- 
ties and interests for effective teaching. (JD)

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This paper summarizes an examination and cri- 

tique of literature related to the application of deve- 

lopmental theories to teacher education. Analysis of 

selected readings revealed a weak bond between the 

theoretical framework of developmentalists and 

concrete practices. It was concluded that, though 

much may be gained from a developmental theory 

of teacher change, a formal theory does not exist. 

Existing attempts either stop short of linking deve- 

lopmental theory to teacher change or describe 

teacher change without providing an encompassing 

theory. A bibliographic essay, based on research on 

the writings of prominent developmentalists, is pre- 

sented. Appended are forty-three reference cita- 

tions. (JD) 
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Organizational socialization concerns the manner 
in which an individual learns the role of his or her 
career in the dominant setting in which the work 
occurs. From the functionalist approach, the role of 
teacher carries predetermined work attitudes, 
status, behaviors, and norms into which a beginning 
teacher is passively socialized. The cooperating 
teacher often begins the socialization process by 
means of powerful influence on the student teacher. 
Other influences come from peers, the teacher sub- 
culture, and the bureaucratic structure of the school. 
In looking at the process of socialization from the 
dialectical perspective, the nature of the process im- 
plies that selectivity and choice are key elements. In 
this perspective, the socialization setting has no 
meaning for the teacher beyond what he or she at- 
tributes to it through interaction with others. A 
third framework considers the many roles a teacher 
has. Individual differences in teachers’ backgrounds 
that react to the organizational setting provide a 
means for survival and success within the setting. 
(JD) 
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The following information is provided in this 

monograph: (1) the number of graduates completing 
teacher preparation programs in 1980 and a com- 
parison of figures for the seven previous years; (2) 
the number of teachers needed to raise the quality 
of public school programs and staffing to minimum 
levels; (3) the number of prospective teachers gra- 
duating in 1980 seeking teaching positions and the 
number of teaching positions actually open to them; 
(4) the percentage of teachers employed in the fall 
following graduation in 1979 and a comparison with 
previous years; (5) teaching assignments in which 
the supply is least adequate and assignments in 
which supply is most adequate; (6) factors causing 
shortages in assignments having the least adequate 
supply; and (7) projections on job openings for ele- 
mentary teachers.

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Population trends will have a significant impact 

on educators’ decision making, not only because of 

declining enrollment, but also because employment 
patterns and staffing in schools and colleges will be 
affected. Among the factors that educators must 
contend with are: (1) The birth rate has been in- 
creasing slowly since 1974; (2) The reduction in the 
number of teachers will not be as severe as the re- 

ductions in the number of school age persons; (3) 

Regional, state, and community enrollment patterns 

differ widely, with population declines in the su- 

burbs becoming an enrollment factor for the met- 
ropolitan districts; and (4) A shortage of qualified 
teachers is possible in the late 1980s, particularly 
among elementary, math, science, special educa- 
tion, industrial arts, and agriculture teachers unless 
teaching is made to appear more attractive.

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Act Title II, *Wisconsin 
Fifteen basic skills improvement projects in Wis- 
consin school districts are described. These projects 
are federally funded (through the Elementary Se- 
condary Education Act Title II) and are limited to 
adoptions or adaptations of programs which proved 
to be successful in other school districts. Basic skills 
are identified as reading, mathematics, and oral and 
written communication skills. While most of the 
projects are designed for teacher inservice educa- 
tion, some programs are also directed toward par- 
ents and other community members, and other 
programs directly involve students.

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Underlying the current use of ethnography in the 
study of teaching and learning is the assumption of 
an analogy between the school or classroom and 
culture. The claim of educational ethnography is 
that it discovers and describes the ways that mem- 
bers of the school community create and share 
meaning. Ethnographers aim to discover the operat- 
ing knowledge that enables educators and students 
to navigate everyday life in schools. To document 
classroom life with any measure of completeness or 
validity, the ethnographer must consider both the 
social life of the classroom and the mental activities 
occasioned by social interaction. Teachers, as the 
chief planners and purveyors of important occasions 
for learning in the classroom, are in a unique posi- 
tion to observe, monitor, and reflect upon both so- 
cial and academic change in the classroom. In this 
light, teachers are very special natives of the class- 
room community who can be important arbiters of 
the validity of educational ethnography and can 
even help to shape the course of ethnographic de- 
scription. (Author) 
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The strengths and limitations of a developmental 
approach to the study of teacher change are de- 
scribed. The developmental approach is character- 
ized by: (1) a focus on an end state (maturity); (2) 
the assumption that all individuals go through the 
same sequence of changes leading to that end state; 
and (3) the assumption that these changes are self- 
directed. This approach is clarified by using exam- 
ples, and by contrasting it with a biological model of 
development and a socialization approach to the 
study of teacher change. A developmental theory of 
teacher change cannot provide a justification for 
particular educational goals; justification for adop- 
tion of a developmental stage as a goal must come 
from outside the theory. Developmental theories 
might help teacher educators understand the mech- 
anisms by which teachers change, but existing theo- 
ties of teacher development are weak at this point. 
A description of the stages of teacher change may 
help teacher educators sequence their instruction. 
Seeing early stages from the perspective of the end 
state may also help teacher educators to appreciate 
teachers at early stages. The paper concludes with 
suggestions for those who would attempt a develop- 
mental approach to the construction of a theory of 
teacher change.

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Designed to create a foundation for collaboration 

between research on teaching and research on read- 

ing, this critical review of teacher effectiveness first 

provides a historical perspective as a means for 

creating a “common ground” between the two 

fields.

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Two studies of teaching roles used by faculty in 
baccalaureate and higher degree nursing programs 
are discussed. The first study examined perceived 
clinical teaching roles identified by nurse faculty 
members who taught in clinical laboratory settings. 
Responses from 30 interviews revealed that: (1) The 
most commonly perceived role was that of steering;

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Factors (Learning) 
Identifiers—*Scholastic Aptitude Test 

The research literature on short-term instruction 
(STD and intermediate-term instruction (ITI) for 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test-mathematical section 
(SAT-M) and the Scholastic Aptitude Test-verbal 
sections (SAT-V) was reviewed. Selected studies of 
STI and ITI for tests other than the SAT-M and 
SAT-V, and of testwiseness (TW), were included in 
the survey if they were judged relevant to the ques- 
tion of special instruction for the SAT. The research 
studies were reviewed and interpreted within the 
framework of a score components model that pos- 
ited four content-related and two TW scores com- 
ponents, as well as test-taking confidence and 
efficiency, that are theoretically subject to STI and 
ITS effects. In addition, examinee, item, and in- 
structional characteristics were considered as they 
relate to the score components model. Basic discre- 
pancies between negative and positive findings were 
noted for both the SAT-M and the SAT-V. There 
were generally resolved in favor of recognizing 
meaningful STI effects for the SAT-M, but remain 
unresolved for the SAT-V. Recommendations were 
made for SAT-M and SAT-V research allowing STI 
effects to be partitioned according to examinee, 
item, and instructional characteristics as they apply 
to selected test score components. (Author/RL) 
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A pilot study of handicapped students and the 

Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) was designed to as- 

sess the concerns of handicapped students about the 

SAT, to identify problems specific to certain 

disabilities or common across disabilities, to alert 

the College Board and Educational Testing Service 

(ETS) about the findings, and to make recommen- 

dations for future work. The “handicapped” studied 

were not a homogeneous group: type of disability, 
severity and duration of the handicap, age at onset, 
progression of the disability, and the individual’s 
adaptation all varied. One handicap, however, was 
common across many disabilities: the attitude of the 
public toward the handicapped. Almost half of the 
students had been tested in standard administration 
of the SAT, many because they were unaware of 
Lhe availability of special administrations. Several 
problems with the SAT itself were identified, such 
as the answer sheet for those with visual impairment 
or the vocabulary level for deaf students. The 
recommendations made are designed to close the 
communication gap between ETS, handicapped stu- 
dents, counselors, and test administrators; develop 

a database for validity and reliability research for 

handicapped students; and solve some of the time 

and space problems through modularization of 
standardized tests. (Author/BW) 
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The Broad-Range Tailored Test (BRTT) is a com- 

puterized adaptive test. Each testee responds to 25 


items; at the conclusion of the test the computer 
calculates a verbal ability score for the individual. 
The test was designed to yield a verbal ability score 
from the fifth grade level to the graduate school 
level. Two forms of the BRTT were administered to 
146 high school students. Analyses revealed that 
the BRTT was more reliable than the Preliminary 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (PSAT) for a number of 
scores derived from the data, confirming theoretical 
expectations regarding the increased efficiency of 
adaptive, as compared to conventional tests. Of nine 
observed scores and score transformations, the most 
useful score was the expected proportion correct 
over the entire item pool. The accuracy of the BRTT 
was in accord with theoretical expectation. Student 
response to the computerized testing procedure was 
generally quite favorable. Students found the hu- 
man-computer interface easy to use and less fatigu- 
ing than a long pencil-and-paper test. These results 
suggest that computerized adaptive testing is ready 
to take the first steps out of the laboratory environ- 
ment and find its place in the educational com- 
munity. (Author/BW) 
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Some of the psychological parameters of a stu- 
dent’s educational environment which relate caus- 
ally to the phenomenon of test anxiety are explored, 
as are the relationships of all of these factors to the 
student’s academic performance. The study was 
based upon a person-environment concept of aca- 
demic behavior. Particular interest centered upon 
the emotional state of anxiety in test situations, both 
as a consequence of the student’s interaction with 
the educational environment, and as itself an influ- 
ence upon academic performance. The students’ 
perceptions of their educational environment and 
their personality characteristics were linked with 
test anxiety and performance in a causal model, the 
parameters of which have a sound empirical basis. 
The direct effects upon test anxiety and perform- 
ance of the student personality characteristics, and 
their indirect effects through the students’ percep- 
tions of their educational environment were ex- 
plored, and the relative magnitudes of all of these 
effects were estimated using path analysis. The re- 
sultant causal model supports the view that test anx- 
iety is induced by an array of psychological 
variables, both directly and indirectly, and itself 
substantially affects academic performance in 
consequence. (Author/GK) 
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ment Questionnaire 
The Individualized Classroom Environment 
Questionnaire (ICEQ) is designed to measure stu- 
dent or teacher perceptions of actual and preferred 
classroom learning environment along dimensions 
which differentiate individualized classrooms from 
conventional ones. These dimensions are Personali- 
zation, Participation, Independence, Investigation, 
and Differentiation. This paper reports data ana- 
lyses which provide information about: (1) the va- 


lidity of the ICEQ; (2) differences between scores 
on different forms of the ICEQ; (3) relationships 
between student learning outcomes and perceptions 
of classroom individualization; and (4) relationships 
between student learning outcomes and actual/- 
preferred congruence. A copy of the ICEQ is ap- 
pended. (Author/BW) 
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This group of readings describes the university 
examination system in India, and suggests improve- 
ments which can be implemented within the current 
framework of the system. The papers are grouped 
into six sections: (1) descriptions of the evolution of 
the undergraduate examinations in India and their 
present status; (2) discussions of the confidential 
operations required to be executed in the examina- 
tion offices along with spot evaluation and revalua- 
tion of answer scripts; (3) descriptions of 
examination aids like question banks and comput- 
ers; (4) descriptions of statistical innovations—one 
that has been tried out by Gauhati University and 
others which are possible in mass-conducted exami- 
nations; (5) discussions of the social and curricular 
aspects like abolishing pass and fail in university 
examinations, introduction of the semester system, 
and malpractices in examinations; and (6) an Indian 
bibliography of university examinations in the post- 
independence period. (Author/BW) 
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The purposes of this study are to compare alterna- 

tive statistical techniques for analysis of the kinds of 

qualitative data commonly obtained in educational 
settings. Distinctions between chi-square based 
measures for contingency tables and proportional 
reduction of error measures of the strength of as- 
sociation are reviewed, and it is argued that there 
are direct equivalencies between the chi-square 
based measures and at least one of the proportional 
reduction measures, Goodman and Kruskal’s tau. A 
direct arithmetic linkage between tau, chi-square, 
and Cramer’s V is demonstrated, and the implica- 
tions of this linkage are discussed. In order to study 
the robustness of these various analytic techniques, 
the Monte Carlo simulation technique was used to 
construct 45 different contingency tables, varying in 
sample size and levels of Cramer’s V. Power differ- 
ences for chi-square and tau indicate that underly- 
ing relationships are many times more likely to be 
detected by chi-square than by tau. The final ques- 
tion of this study was the robustness of chi-square 
tests when the contingency table marginal totals 
were significantly skewed. The power decrement 
was about 10-15% when the skew was extreme; the 
adverse effect of moderate skew was quite mild. 
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The terms “rigor” and “relevance” most often 
surface in discussions of methodological adequacy. 
Assessing epistemological relevance is equivalent to 
answering the question, “Is this particular research 
question worth asking at all?” Epistemological rigor 
refers to the properties of a “researchable” problem. 
If one accepts the proposition that different kinds of 
questions require different kinds of methodologies, 
then the question of methodological relevance can 
be asked as, “Is this particular method (or model) 
appropriate to the questions that I am trying to an- 
swer?” Methodological rigor is a determination of 
whether the method selected meets certain stand- 
ards for a “good” or “trustworthy” method, a 
“sound” design, or an “appropriate” type of data 
analysis. It is frequently argued that one must 
choose between rigorous and relevant methods. 
This argument demonstrates a confounding of the 
notions of methodological rigor and methodological 
relevence. Rigor and relevence are not necessarily 
inversely related. These issues are being discussed 
by vocational evaluators, and warrant additional 
investigation. (BW) 
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If school principals are to exercise adequate man- 
agement control over their educational programs, 
they must have effective management tools. Title I 
Program Analysis and Monitoring (PAM) is such a 
management tool. Title I PAM is useful, timely, and 
efficient-in the sense of minimum interference with 
the educational program and modest cost. The Title 
I PAM system in reading comprises Achievement 
Monitors for the measurement of reading compre- 
hension; Monitor Reports on teachers’ reading 
classes or instructional groups; Program Analysis 
Reports (PAR); questionnaires for the collection of 
process information; and computer programs for 
test scoring and report generation. PAR (i.e.,: grade- 
level reports for the principal) are the heart of PAM 
and relate pupil achievement to the distribution and 
use of classroom resources. If pupil achievement is 
substandard, then the principal has a legitimate 
need to intervene at the level of the classroom 
teacher. If pupil achievement is satisfactory, but re- 
source utilization is more than, or less than, ex- 
pected, the principal will want to confer with the 
teacher. In Title 1 PAM there are three variations on 
the PAR. Descriptions and illustrations of each type 
are appended. (RL) 
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Educational criticism, based largely on a para- 
digm of the arts, is an evaluation mode which relies 
heavily on metaphor, other tropes, and artistic lan- 
guage in general, to convey the quality of educa- 
tional experiences. Recently educational criticism 
came under fire by Patton, largely for its use of 
metaphor which Patton believes the critic brings to 
the evaluation situation. After a general description 
of educational criticism, Patton’s criticism of educa- 
tional criticism is discussed and refuted. It is main- 
tained that the metaphor is grounded in observation 
of educational events and in interviewing partici- 
pants, which occur as parts of the data gathering 
stage of educational criticism. A stance that rides 
between etic (a situation in which the researcher 
enters the field with a previous, complete analysis of 
the categories to be used in gathering data) and emic 
(a situation in which the researcher adopts the 
terms, meanings, conceptualizations and categories 
provided by the naturai participants) is necessary 
for educational critics as they use artistic language 
and metaphor to “plow the seas” of educational 
evaluation. (Author/BW) 
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Since 1972, the issue of human rights protection 
has grown in complexity and intensity. Congress 
has passed four laws: Family Educational Rights 
and Privacy Act of 1974; Freedom of Information 
Act, as amended; Privacy Act of 1974; and National 
Research Act of 1974. From 1971-1980, the De- 
partment of Health, Education and Welfare 
(DHEW) and then the Department of Education 
and Department of Health and Human Services 
(DHHS) required that all prospective grantees of 
federal funds provide assurances to protect human 
subjects involved in research activities. Recent 
amendments to these regulations have exempted 
broad categories of research which normally present 
little or no risk of harm to subjects. Researchers 
have expressed concern over the conflict between 
the Freedom of Information Act (when the person 
who paid for a study through taxes believes he or she 
has a right to the data that was collected), and the 
Privacy Act and DHEW/HHS regulations (when 
the person who provides data does so only under the 
condition that confidentiality is maintained). Inves- 
tigation of current operating procedures of the fed- 
eral government reveals nine areas which constitute 
an informal system for protection of human sub- 
jects. (BW) 
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Researchers are urged to guard against presump- 

tion, and to focus on the issues gradually, as they 

emerge under observation. Naturalistic evaluation 
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studies represent an interaction between a research 
viewpoint and a field activity. There is uniqueness 
to the research team’s predilection, and uniqueness 
to the site. Progressive focusing requires that the 
researcher be well acquainted with the complexities 
of the problem before going to the field, but not too 
committed to a study plan. It is accomplished in 
multiple stages: first observation of the site, the fur- 
ther inquiry, beginning to focus on the relevant is- 
sues, and then seeking to explain. (BW) 
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The applicability of a recognized construct valida- 
tion procedure, the nomological network, to a sixth- 
grade ccriterion-referenced mathematics test 
developed in a metropolitan school system was in- 
vestigated. Two samples were tested. The first sam- 
ple was used to investigate two hypotheses: items 
within each objective will constitute a Guttman 
scale, and a principal-factor analysis will reduce the 
test items to groupings similar to the groupings on 
objectives set up by the test developers. Both hypo- 
theses were supported. Results from the second 
sample indicated: (1) total test scores were higher 
on posttest than on pretest as a consequence of in- 
struction on the objectives; (2) mean scores on ob- 
jectives which received the most time-on-task 
showed the greatest gain when teachers knew the 
pretest objectives; (3) gain differences between 
males and females were not significant; (4) most 
criterion-referenced test scores were correlated 
with norm-referenced test scores on similar objec- 
tives; and (5) posttest variance was greater than 
pretest variance, contrary to the original hypothesis. 
Correlations of socioeconomic status and IQ with 
test scores were no greater for norm-referenced 
tests than for criterion-referenced tests. (BW) 
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Analysis strategies are discussed for the 

nonequivalent control group design when three 

models of continuous natural growth are known. 

For Model I type natural growth it was shown that 

the fan spread hypothesis always holds, and Anal- 

ysis of Covariance (ANCOVA), Analysis of Vari- 
ance (ANOVA) of Residualized Gain Scores, and 

ANOVA of Standardized Change Scores all are po- 

tentially correct analysis strategies. For Model II 

and Model III type natural growth it was shown that 

the fan spread hypothesis holds and the ANCOVA, 

ANOVA of Residualized Gain Scores, and 

ANOVA of Standardized Change Scores are poten- 

tially correct analysis strategies only when Model II 

and Model III type natural growth reduce to Model 

I type natural growth. Further, it was shown that 

given any natural growth situation, there is a value 

of K for which ANOVA of Index of Response is a 
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potentially correct analysis strategy. In order that 
an index of response works, the exact form of natu- 
ral growth must be known. Most growth models, 
and in particular most linear growth models, do not 
conform to the fan spread hypothesis nor are the 
usual analysis strategies correct for these models. 
(Author/RL) 
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This project developed and evaluated a series of 
interactive study modules for students taking a 
course in Analysis of Variance (ANOVA) tech- 
niques using the IBM Interactive Instructional Sys- 
tem (IIS) software. Exercises were general enough 
to be applicable across a variety of research areas. 
The computer assisted instruction (CAI) approach 
was particularly appropriate for this type of material 
because of the hierarchical nature of the steps in- 
volved in ANOVA procedures. Graduate students 
enrolled in advanced statistical methods were re- 
quired to complete each interactive lesson as they 
progressed through the course. Four classes over 
four years of implementation were evaluated by 
midterm and final unit exams for the course, course 
evaluation, and module evaluations. In terms of 
satisfaction and effectiveness, students ranked 
modules second only to the class lectures as a whole 
and far above the textbook and independent prac- 
tice. There were significant increases in unit exami- 
nation performance after module implementation. 
Initial responses of anxiety and apprehension con- 
cerning the computer environment yielded as stu- 
dent became familiar with the system. (Author/RL) 
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Ethnographic methods can be a valuable supple- 
ment to our understanding of the limits and pos- 
sibilities of social science research by addressing the 
question of subjectivity directly. When ethnogra- 
phers enter a social situation, they explain them- 
selves and participants see them primarily in the 
role of fieldworker. But field researchers also have 
latent roles, such as learner (which may be affected 
by gender, age, or race), or an identity associated 
with the setting which has led him or her to re- 
search. The participant observer role also explicitly 
involves participation, including forming relation- 
ships with other participants. Part of the form of 
ethnography is that ethnographers should investi- 
gate and report the ways in which their visible latent 
roles and their emergent roles as fieldworkers 
shaped others’ responses to them. (BW) 
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This 23-item bibliography includes a glossary of 
key terms and summarizes major works on the use 
of program evaluation information. Summarized 
works include books, papers presented at profes- 
sional meetings, and doctoral dissertations. The 
summaries are organized around a framework of 
themes: studies of evaluation utilization, practical 
discussions of evaluation utilization, and theoretical 
suggestions. (Author/BW) 
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This special issue of “Catalyst”, entitled Testing 
Programs in Schools: What’s New?, was published 
jointly by the Nebraska Council of School Adminis- 
trators and the Nebraska Association for Supervi- 
sion and Curriculum. The articles emphasize 
desirability of designing testing programs to meet 
the information needs of educators and the com- 
munity.

Tips for the Building Ad- 
ministrator, by James M. Boland; A Review of a 
Testing Program: The Fremont Public Schools, by 
James Windeshausen; and The Testing Program of 
the Omaha Public Schools, by Paul J. Malcom. 
(BW) 
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A university-based office of evaluation research 
and a unified school district entered into a partner- 
ship arrangement for the purpose of developing a 
model to integrate program development and 
evaluation. The function of the model was to pro- 
vide a common framework for all development ef- 
forts, regardless of the curricular area, and to use 
evaluation data at critical junctures in the develop- 
ment process. The integration of development and 
evaluation through the partnership served to estab- 
lish a trust relationship between researchers and 
practitioners. It changed evaluation from adver- 
sarial to supportive, nonthreatening activities to the 
benefit of program development and the final prod- 


uct. (Author) 
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A plan has been initiated in Georgia to ensure that 

project directors and evaluators are cognizant of 
and organized to meet criteria specified in the Iden- 
tification, Validation, and Dissemination (IVD) 
guidelines. The evaluation/validation process in- 
volves eight steps: (1) evaluator training, (2) 
proposal screening, (3) critique of evaluation de- 
signs, (4) project director training, (5) prevalidation 
site visitation, (6) validation application, (7) valida- 
tion review, and (8) evaluation of disseminated pro- 
jects. All developmental projects reviewed since the 
eight-step procedure went into effect have received 
recommendations for validation from the out-of- 
state review panels. (BW) 
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In Summer Learning and the Effects of Schooling, 
Barabara Heyns found that schooling has a marked 
impact on achievement. This conclusion is based on 
analyses that show school-year achievement gains 
are greater than summer gains, summer being con- 
sidered a temporary absence of schooling. Heyns’ 
data came from a household survey and school- 
administered standard achievement reading tests of 
2,978 grade 6-7 students in Atlanta. Students were 
tested three times during a calendar year. A replica- 
tion of Heyns’ analyses using the Sustaining Effects 
Study of Title I data base, a nationally representa- 
tive sample of 15,579 students in grades 1-6 in 
1975-76 was undertaken. Extensive home inter- 
views and achievement tests in math and reading for 
fall and spring were available for all the students, 
and achievement tests over three years were availa- 
ble for a nonrandom sample of about 2,500 students. 
The replication results support Heyns’ finding that 
school-year achievement gains are greater than 
summer gains, especially for math achievement. 
Achievement levels were found to be related to stu- 
dent socioeconomic background, but learning in ei- 
ther the summer or the school year was found to be 
unrelated to socioeconomic status. (Author/RL) 
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Results of the Tennessee Basic Skills Test admin- 
istered statewide to more than 64,000 grade 8 pupils 
in April 1980 demonstrate that achievement of 
pupils with kindergarten background is superior to 
that of non-kindergarten pupils in mathematics, 
spelling, language, and reading. The effect was 
greater for mathematics and language than for read- 
ing and spelling. The test assessed achievement with 
respect to 50 of the 80 objectives defined by Tennes- 
see as minimal basic skills competencies. A separate 
study of a sample of nearly 6,000 pupils, grades 5-8, 
revealed that the incidence of retention in grade 
(non-promotion) is considerably less for pupils with 
kindergarten background than for pupils without it. 
The cost of the differential retention incidence is 
estimated to be nearly $2.5 million annually in 
Tennessee. (Author/RL) 
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Two ways of communication in the problem solv- 
ing process of evaluation are described. In Model I, 
the theory-in-use is governed by “‘win, de-empha- 
size negative feelings, and be rational.” This leads to 
strategies of protect yourself, protect others, and 
control the situation and the task. These strategies 
result in mistrust, competitiveness, low risk-taking, 
and conformity which, in turn, produce ineffective 
problem-solving and resistance to change. In Model 
II, the theory-in-use is governed by “‘valid informa- 
tion, free and informed choice, and internal com- 
mitment to the choice.” This leads to strategies of 
advocacy with inquiry, public testing of statements, 
and sharing power with all relevant actors. These 
strategies result in decrease in defensiveness, in- 
dividual influence on decision, and shared control of 
task which, in turn, produce effective problem-solv- 
ing and less resistance to change. Advantages of 
Model I are that the necessary communication skills 
are already developed and it may be as effective as 
any other when neither valid information nor non- 
threatening information are the desired end- 
products. Model II has the advantages of producing 
commitment to the evaluation by the decision 
maker, thus increasing the likelihood of utilization. 
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An interdisciplinary, team-taught, modularized 
series of courses was designed and implemented at 
Teachers College of the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln to teach educational research methodology 
to graduate students. The course is composed of 
seven one-semester-hour modules. All doctoral stu- 
dents are required to take Foundations of Research 
(an introductory course) and three additional 
modules. The other six modules are: (1) Experimen- 
tal Designs in Research; (2) Correlation and Ex Post 
Facto Research; (3) Applied Behavioral Analysis 
Research; (4) Historical and Content Analysis Re- 
search; (5) Questionnaire, Survey Research; and (6) 
Naturalistic Observation Research. Early evalua- 


tion of the research modules, from both a content 
and administrative perspective, has been highly 
positive. (BW) 
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This study provides information about the actual 
functions and activities of school district evaluation 
units by examining an integral product of the units. 
This product, an evaluation report, was examined 
from a nationwide sample of district evaluation or- 
ganizations (N= 116). Reports were checked for the 
presence of particular evaluation report characteris- 
tics identified as important by evaluation research- 
ers. The most frequently exhibited characteristics 
were descriptions of evaluation results, identifica- 
tion of data collection sources, and descriptions of 
data analysis procedures. Present in about half of 
the reports were descriptions of the purposes of the 
evaluation, conclusions, and comprehensive data 
collection sources. About one-third of the reports 
contained clear descriptions of the program under 
study and identification of evaluation audiences. 
Less than one-third of the reports provided conclu- 
sions which were congruent with information prov- 
ided, described the actual implementation of the 
program under study, or discussed reliability or va- 
lidity of the data collection sources. A subsample 
(N= 16) examination of potential relationships be- 
tween unit variables and report characteristics totals 
did not reveal many significant relationships. 
However, the larger districts generally had reports 
with larger numbers of important evaluation charac- 
teristics. (RL) 
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Since 1975, the Chicago public schools have been 
conducting ongoing research and development 
related to the identification and remediation of pre- 
kindergarten children with potential learning prob- 
lems. The present study describes initial efforts 
toward the creation of a longitudinal data base 
aimed at determining (1) prekindergarten-age char- 
acteristics related to later school achievement, and 
(2) predictive validity of the Chicago EARLY As- 
sessment. The study reports details of the follow-up 
of the original EARLY sample and reliability data 
on the EARLY Assessment. The authors strongly 
argue the importance of conducting longitudinal re- 
search in the public schools. (Author) 
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Committees on Content Analysis and Correlation 
Studies were appointed by the Alabama State Supe- 
rintendent of Education to provide information re- 
garding the similarities and differences between the 
Californa Achievement Tests (CAT), Levels 13-C 
and 16-C, and the Alabama Basic Competency 
Tests (BCT), grade 3 and 6. The major purpose of 
these investigations was to provide comparisons 
relative to a decision to revise the statewide Testing 
Program. The BCT Reading/Language subtests 
were found to cover a wider range of specific skills 
than the corresponding CAT subtests. For math- 
ematics, the content match between the CAT and 
the BCT ranged from very similar for grade 3 to 
only a moderate match for grade 6. A canonical 
correlation analysis indicated that, at grade 3, the 
BCT can predict 81% of the CAT variance; at grade 
6, 85% of the variance can be predicted. Because of 
the strong relationship between the BCT and the 
CAT in grade 3 and 6, the Alabama State Depart- 
ment of Education decided to administer only the 
BCT in grades 3, 6, and 9. It was agreed that the 
CAT be administered in grades 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 8, 10, 
and 11. (BW) 
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The merits of generalizability theory in the formu- 

lation of construct definitions and in the determina- 

tion of reliability estimates are discussed. The 
broadened conceptualization of reliability brought 
about by Cronbach’s generalizability theory is re- 

viewed. Career Maturity Inventory data from a 

sample of 60 ninth grade students is used to demon- 

strate the power of the technique to estimate relia- 
bility coefficients for a number of differing 
measurement procedures. It is concluded that re- 
searchers frequently use reliability coefficients that 
are inflated estimates of the precision with which 
their constructs are being measured. (Author/GK) 
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The literature is reviewed for four combinations of 
evaluation measures and methods: traditional meth- 
ods with traditional measures (T-Meth/T-Mea), 
nontraditional methods with traditional measures 
(N-Meth/T-Mea), traditional measures with non- 
traditional measures (T-Meth/N-Mea), and nontra- 
ditional methods with nontraditional measures 
(N-Meth/N-Mea). What is traditionally measured 
is cognitive achievement before and after a treat- 
ment (i.e. the program). The method used is tradi- 
tionally the administration of an achievement test 
whose score is afterwards statistically manipulated. 
The approach is research-oriented in that an 
hypothesis is made before the evaluation begins. It 
is frequently difficult to separate what is measured 
(‘measures”) from how it is being measured 
(method). The N-Meth/N-Mea category contained 
the largest number of examples in the literature and 
may be described as one in which materials other 
than tests and direct observation are examined by 
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oiher than statistical methods. “Triangulation” has 
been defined as the systematic use of different meth- 
ods to cut down on validity threats. The use of a 
variety of techniques increases reliability by cross- 
checking. Triangulation seems to combine the ad- 
vantages of both the traditional and nontraditional 
approach. (RL) 
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The family and the school are important socializ- 
ing environments throughout adolescence. Using 
longitudinal data, this report examines the effects 
on students of varying degrees of participation in 
school and family life. Degrees of participation in- 
clude the extent of participation in family decisions, 
the extent of restriction on activities by formal rules 
at home, the extent of participation in classroom 
decisions, and the extent of self-direction in class- 
room instruction. The total population of students 
in selected grade levels at the elementary, middle, 
and senior high school levels were surveyed in the 
spring of 1973 and again in the spring of 1974. The 
two surveys yielded a longitudinal sample of 5,454 
students for whom complete survey data were avail- 
able. Results of analyses suggested that sequential 
and steady change in the direction of increased par- 
ticipation by youngsters in decision-making at home 
and at school may be essential for continued pro- 
gress in developing mature attitudes and behaviors. 
It was clear that change in student behavior can be 
more fully understood with concurrent considera- 
tion of change in the real environmental demands 
for growth. Neither the student nor the socializing 
environment was static. (Author/RL) 
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This manual is designed to benefit those inter- 
ested in the improvement of small programs, focus- 
ing on techniques used to check on a program’s goal 
achievement. A small program is defined, for the 
purpose of this manual, as one that affects a limited 
number of students (less than 100) and is taught by 
a limited staff (5 or less) with limited or no special 
funding (less than $5,000). The step-by-step format 
is structured according to seven “tasks.” These 
tasks include the following: (1) Decide What to 
Evaluate; (2) Define Goals and Objectives; (3) De- 
termine the Evaluation Technique for Each Objec- 
tive; (4) Develop Needed Instruments; (5) Review 
Your Evaluation Design; (6) Data Collection; (7) 
Summarize the Results; (8) Write the Evaluation 
Report; and (9) Make Decisions About Your Pro- 
gram Based on the Evaluation Results. (Au-

How various methodological decisions may influ- 
ence studies of the effect of time-on-task on 
achievement are examined. Subjects were students 
in grades 2-5 in 18 classes taught by 12 teachers in 
a rural Maryland school district. All students were 
pre-tested in February 1978 in reading, language 
arts, math and social studies using the Comprehen- 
sive Test of Basic Skills. A post-test was given in 
May, 1978. It was found that altering definitions of 
time-on-task to include momentary off-task behav- 
iors affected the conclusions for the importance of 
time-on-task. Clear evidence was presented that 
sampling segments of instruction would tend to ob- 
scure the positive results for time-on-task. It was 
also shown that reducing the number of days of 
observation weakened the effects of time-on-task. 
However, the timing of the observation was not very 
important for the noted effects. The effect of sam- 
pling fewer than six students was explored and, due 
to the effect on reliability, it was suggested that this 
approach would not be advisable. Results suggested 
that although there is an understandable urge to 
lessen the observation time in order to bolster the 
number of settings observed, such steps should only 
be taken cautiously. (Author/RL) 
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A one-year collaboration research project be- 
tween San Diego State University and the Sweetwa- 
ter Union High School District was carried out to 
test the notion that teachers of limited English- 
speaking students can effectively carry out research 
pertinent to them. It included 20 teachers, 16 stu- 
dent teachers assigned to them, two university re- 
searchers, and two graduate assistants. It was 
assumed that teachers of bilingual or limited Eng- 
lish-speaking students were themselves the best 
qualified to determine problems most relevant to 
research in bilingual settings. A collaborative deci- 
sion making model was developed, based on three 
assumptions: (1) parity in decision making for all 
participants; (2) respect for the unique perspective 
of each constituency; and (3) equal assumption of 
responsibility among all participants in the col- 
laborative research and theory development proc- 
ess. The university professors served two roles: to 
facilitate the establishment of collaborative relation- 
ships, and to establish and oversee a process of 
documentation. A four-step clinical supervision 
training model was developed and implemented to 
redefine the relationships between master teachers 
and student teachers. Because of the time restric- 
tions of the project, the attainment of a full consen- 
sus framework for the conduct of a single major 
research problem was not possible. (BW) 
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Standardized test scores (STS) should be used on 
a local level: (1) as one component of evaluation of 
a student, school, or district; (2) to draw as much 
interpretive meaning from a norm-referenced test 
(NRT) as their structure will support; (3) as a com- 
munication device with students, parents, the pub- 
lic, and professional staff; (4) to check status across 
grade levels in key subject matter areas; (5) to com- 
pare inter- and intra-grade scores across years; (6) 
to discover individuals whose measured achieve- 
ment deviates significantly from their school abilit: 
level; and (7) to compare achievement scores with 
national, local, and other subgroup normative data 
sets. The misuse of STS is outlined, as are the se- 
veral weaknesses or limitations of using “local 
norms” based only on the district population. Local 
norms often depend on unqualified local personnel 
for their interpretation, should be developed once 
and then re-used over the next few years in order to 
track year to year changes, and may lead to educa- 
tionally damaging interpretations in low-performing 
districts. (RL) 
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Through joint planning with a number of school 
districts and the Region X Title I Technical Assist- 
ance Center, and with the help of a Title I Refine- 
ment grant, Alaska has developed a system of data 
storage and retrieval using microcomputers that as- 
sists small school districts in the evaluation and re- 
porting of their Title I programs. Although this 
system serves as a vehicle for federal and state re- 
porting, its primary function is to help school dis- 
tricts evaluate their own Title I programs. The 
microcomputer system utilizes database manage- 
ment techniques, which not only reduce storage re- 
quirements, but allow for ad hoc reporting by 
clerical personnel. This ad hoc reporting capability 
frees small school districts from being dependent 
upon having access to programming expertise for 
producing new or one-time reports. The use of tech- 
nology in Alaska is described, as is the Title I refine- 
ment application program and how it interfaces with 
the database management system. Examples of ad 
hoc and standard reports are described. (Au- 
thor/GK) 
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The spread of testing to its present near-universal 
status in American education is ascribed in part to 
the fact that tests have been found generally su- 
perior to suggested alternative ways of obtaining 
information about human behavior. Where alterna- 
tive methods are used, it is from necessity rather 
than choice: there are important human characteris- 
tics for which no adequate tests exist. The approxi- 
mately fifty million Americans taking part in some 
kind of formal learning experiences give rise to a 
vast array of information needs, including data 
about their aptitudes, learning difficulties, achieve- 
ment status, program effectiveness, etc. These infor-

mation needs present the measurement profession 
with challenge and opportunity. It is suggested that 
measurement practitioners have been over-reacting 
to critics and insufficiently confident in their own 
contribution. The acceptance and influence of test- 
ing in American education should be a source of 
pride to them. (Author) 
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Information is provided on total costs, cost ele- 
ments, and other related background aspects of vali- 
dation research. Cost elements covered were staff 
time (broken into researcher and clerical, subject 
matter expert, and research participant), overhead, 
travel, and miscellaneous costs. Information is re- 
ported for 21 studies or groups of studies. In round 
figures, costs ranged from $24,000 to $673,000 for 
criterion-related studies and from $8,000 to $1,- 
245,000 for content validity studies. Information 
was gathered by telephone or personal contact with 
principal researchers or other persons having a de- 
tailed knowledge of recent validation studies. Be- 
cause many persons were reluctant to mention 
individually identifiable cost figures, all studies are 
described in general terms and the accuracy of the 
information is unknown. (Author/RL) 
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Using behavioral rating forms, college professors 
were covertly rated each day by pairs of students 
ostensibly enrolled in their classes. On specified 
days pairs of faculty observers introduced them- 
selves to the instructor and rated him using the same 
forms. The purpose was to determine whether 
changes occurred in the instructor’s behavior as a 
result of the intrusion of peers into the classroom. 
Economics, Mathematics, and Psychology classes 
were observed. Interrater reliabilities were very 
high. On peer observer days teacher-initiated talk 
significantly decreased and instructors received sig- 
nificantly higher student ratings than on baseline 
days. The results of the study have implications for 
several areas concerning faculty evaluation. (Au- 
thor/GK) 
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The author contends that within executive gov- 

ernment, which already has all the information it 

needs to make decisions, program evaluation is seen 

as a symbolic rather than a substantive enterprise. If 


it is assumed that program evaluation is an end of 
policy, not a means, the reasons for government 
investment in evaluation include: (1) no choice; (2) 
the only alternative is consultation with organized 
stakeholders with conflicting agendas (3) it keeps 
critics occupied; (4) the presence of specialist 
evaluators discourages non-specialist scrutiny of a 
program; (5) it buys time to defuse the concern that 
made the program investment necessary; (6) it will 
discourage subversive behavior within the funded 
constituency; (7) it signals the executive’s openness 
to evidence; (8) it is sure to be rendered innocuous; 
or (9) someone else may fund an evaluation of their 
program. Executives use various strategies for 
downplaying evaluation, and the use of case studies 
has many appealing features in this regard; but, ex- 
ecutives are turning away from case study me- 
thodology because case study evaluators are able to 
construct vindicative portrayals of a program, fre- 
quently questioning the adequacy of the policy for- 
mulation. (BW) 
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The life and contributions of Helen Thompson 
Woolley and Leta Stetter Hollingworth are pre- 
sented. These two women were prominent in the 
early mental testing movement as well as leaders in 
clinical psychology. Woolley and Hollingworth 
were feminists whose careful and objective research 
frequently studied alleged psychological differences 
between the genders. Both were deliberately con- 
cerned with dispelling cultural myths surrounding 
women, and succeeded in demonstrating that psy- 
chological data do not confirm hypotheses concern- 
ing gender differences. (Author/GK) 
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Case studies have typically been weakened by the 

conflict between two promises that are usually made 

to subjects being interviewed: (1) that the focus of 

the evaluation is the program, not the interviewee; 

and (2) that the interview is an opportunity for the 

subject to defend his or her practice to those who 

seek to judge it. These promises commit the evalua- 

tor to a conservative and insufficiently evaluative 

stance. In addition, traditional interviewing tech- 

niques do not serve the evaluative function. These 

improvements are suggested: (1) use a tape recorder 

for recording interview data, rather than a note- 

book; (2) concentrate upon the interviewee as a per- 

son rather than as a role incumbent; and (3) make 

it clear to the interviewee that the evaluative proc- 

ess is a shared task. (BW) 
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Evaluation of parent involvement in the following 
ten early childhood programs in the Philadelphia 
school district is presented: (1) Child Care (CC); (2) 
Head Start (HS); (3) Parent Nursery (PN); (4) Get 
Set (GS); (5) Durham Child Development Center 
(DCD); (6) Preschool Child Development Project 
(PCD); (7) Original Follow Through (OFT); (8) 
Follow Through Expansion (FTE); (9) Primary 
Skills (PS); and (10) Project Bridge (PB). Across all 
programs the overall level of participation was re- 
flected in 188,966 total hours contributed by par- 
ents. Volunteer work predominated, exceeding 
workshop attendance by a 4 to 1 ratio in total hours. 
Classroom participation elicited the greatest num- 
ber of volunteer hours across all programs with 81,- 
433 hours, followed by meetings with 36,.)79 hours. 
Across all programs workshop attendance was 15,- 
861; PN had a rate of attendance corresponding to 
12.58 per child, CC, 1.34 per child, and HS, 1.12 per 
child. Workshops dealing with educational matters 
were by far the most frequently attended, followed 
by those concerned with growth and development, 
and last by those dealing with social services. (Au- 
thor/RL) 
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Studies of the use of ethnography as an evaluation 
tool in large-scale contract research studies were 
reviewed before data collection and design deci- 
sions were finalized in response to a Request for 
Proposal (RFP). Five tasks had to be accomplished 
before data collection could begin: study sites were 
selected, a system for data collection was devised, 
organizational and data-retrieval methods were de- 
signed, preliminary study questions were developed 
and expanded from the RFP, and field data collec- 
tors were trained. In the final selection process, 
eight sites were selected and evaluated on the fol- 
lowing criteria: (1) past history of involvement in 
other similar projects; (2) understanding of the man- 
date of the federal program; (3) management plan 
for the project; (4) geographic location; and (5) ove- 
rall quality of the funded proposal and likelihood of 
its success. All eight projects had well-developed 
statements on multicultural education, collabora- 
tion and field-based teacher education, and strong 
management plans. Data were collected from infor- 
mal interviews, unstructured observations, written 
materials produced by the project, miscellaneous 
contextual information such as newspaper clippings 
of events influencing projects and attendance at 
various meetings in the projects. This methodology 
was compared to that of other ethnographic case 
studies. (RL) 
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The background of the educational system in 
North Yemen is reviewed and some of the problems 
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facing the system are described. The findings from 
examining documents and on-site visitations are 
summarized as follows: (1) the view is confirmed 
that developing countries with long history and cul- 
tural heritage are torn between keeping their tradi- 
tions and moving towards modernization; (2) 
non-Yemeni educators, drawn from various na- 
tionalities, transplant their own systems in North 
Yemen which often conflict in view; (3) some 
Yemeni officials believe that establishing a center 
for research will immediately solve all their prob- 
lems; (4) major educational problems include an ex- 
tremely high percentage of dropouts in elementary 
education (about 80 percent), a lack of interpreta- 
tion of data on a level that would be understood by 
the average official in the Ministry of Education, the 
need for indigenous teachers especially in the se- 
condary schools, and the lack of local curriculum 


development rather than depending upon imported . 


programs; and (5) there is hope for the future of 
education in North Yemen because the Ministry of 
Education realizes that there are problems and is 
willing to cooperate with researchers and educators 
from any place. (RL) 
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*Scholastic Aptitude Test 
Whether coaching for standardized admission 
tests such as the Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) is 
effective was investigated. The Bureau of Consumer 
Protection of the Federal Trade Commission eva- 
luated the effectiveness of two commercial coaching 
schools that offered preparation courses for the 
SAT. The researchers concluded that one of the two 
schools raised its students’ scores an average of ap- 
proximately 25 points each on both verbal and 
mathematical sections of the test. Staff found that a 
number of other studies, some funded by the Col- 
lege Board (CB) which sponsors the SAT, has also 
shown that students could make significant gains on 
the SAT as a result of participating in a coaching 
program. Staff also reviewed the descriptive materi- 
als regarding the SAT which are provided to stu- 
dents and schools each year by Educational Testing 
Service and CB. Staff concluded that although the 
harsh criticism of the CB coaching that had been 
levied in the late sixties had been modified in more 
recent materials, even the 1979-80 materials did not 
appear to recognize the possibility of meaningful 
score gains through coaching. The CB has indicated 
its intention to revise descriptive materials in the 
future. (RL) 
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Identifiers—*Causal Models 
Hierarchial causal models are described as pic- 

torial representations of multiple regression equa- 

tions. These models are particularly helpful for three 

reasons: (1) the formulation of problems in a path 

analytic framework forces a degree of explicitness 

that is often not present in research reports that rely 

solely on regression; (2) they provide a powerful aid 

to the substantive interpretation of results; and (3) 

they aid in the interpretation of relationships be- 

tween unmeasured variables. Though causal model- 

ing techniques are very powerful, important 

prerequisites are a thorough knowledge of one’s sub- 

ject matter and a stylish appreciation of alternative 

explanations. (BW) 
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The influence of parents and teachers upon the 

deaf child’s formulation of his or her concept of 

deafness is quite profound. The articulation of the 
attitudes of parents and teachers toward the types of 
employment deaf people can perform is, therefore, 
very important. An attitude instrument and re- 
search methodology were developed and tested 
with parents and teachers at the Northern Counties 

School for the Deaf in England. The validation and 

reliability data and the research method are pre- 

sented in the paper. (Author/BW) 
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The purpose of this paper is to examine the 
capabilities of various procedures for sorting di- 
chotomously-scored items into unidimensional sub- 
jects. The procedures include: factor analysis, 
nonmetric multidimensional scaling, cluster anal- 
ysis, and latent trait analysis. Both simulated and 
real data sets of known structure were used to evalu- 
ate the procedures. The analysis of the one-factor 
data sets with varied levels of guessing showed the 
detrimental effects guessing could have on these 
techniques. Application of the procedures to the 
two- and nine-factor data sets showed that factor 
analysis and multidimensional scaling have pro- 
mise. The analysis of the real test data showed that 
the factor analysis procedure was the only one 
which could do a reasonably good job of sorting 
items into unidimensional sets under realistic condi- 
tions. (Author/BW) 
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Descriptors—Comparative Analysis, *Course 
Evaluation, *Factor Analysis, *Graduate Stu- 
dents, Higher Education, *Multidimensional 
Scaling, Rating Scales, *Student Evaluation of 
Teacher Performance, Undergraduate Students 
A study was conducted to determine the dimen- 
sions underlying the items on a course-instructor 


survey instrument currently in use to measure 
graduate student ratings of instruction (attached). 
Both factor analysis and multidimensional scaling 
methods were used to analyze the response data, so 
that the results of each could be evluated, and the 
two techniques could be compared. The results in- 
dicated that the dimensions salient to graduate stu- 
dents in ratings of instruction were similar to those 
commonly reported for undergraduates. However, 
the multidimensional scaling procedure was found 
to have several advantages over factor analysis, 
especially in ease of interpretability. (Author/GK) 
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An approach for merging quantitative-qualitative 

data in order to enlarge the evaluators’ perspective 
and provide an enriched data base for evaluating 
elusive evaluation problems in school settings is de- 
scribed. Mini-case studies were conducted over a 
period of three years in 11 urban schools to examine 
the impact of an arts-in-the-schools program and 
identify the cluster of factors that impede or en- 
hance successful implementation and program ef- 
fects. The replicable model for conducting 
mini-case studies and analyzing within and across 
school data illustrates that quantitative and qualita- 
tive data are integrative and serve a confirmatory 
purpose. Both qualitative and quantitative data have 
inherent limitations, however; integration of the two 
will extend the scope of the data base. Integration 
of the two types can generate new variables. Aban- 
doning the view of quantitative and qualitative data 
as dichotomous permits the development of synthe- 
sizing methods for discerning program effects in an 
organized, rational, scientific manner. (Au- 
thor/GK) 
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ments About Schools Inventory 
The development of a new instrument, the State- 

ments About Schools Inventory (SAS) is described. 

The SAS measures the extent to which high schools 

meet the needs of their students for a safe, stable 

environment (security scale), for interpersonal rela- 
tionships (social scale), for success and achievement 

(esteem scale), and for personal growth (self actuali- 

zation scale). The instrument is administered to stu- 

dents and teachers in a given school to obtain a 

comprehensive understanding of the school’s social 

climate. The idea for the instrument emerged from 

a study of alternative schools designed to measure 

the operational values of alternative high schools. 

The specific objectives of the present study were: (1) 

to revise an earlier form of the SAS so that it would 

encompass a broad range of values expected to oc- 
cur in both alternative and conventional high 
schools; (2) to ground the instrument in a theoreti- 
cal framework that seemed appropriate for the value 
concepts being analyzed; and (3) to assess the relia- 
bility and validity of the instrument with teachers 





and students in both conventional and alternative 
high schools. (Author/GK) 
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*Rasch Model, *Test Linking 
Objective referenced tests were scaled using the 
Rasch latent trait model to measure Student Learn- 
ing Objectives (SLOs) in grades one through eight. 
The tests, in the areas of reading, language and 
math, were scaled and linked through students, 
blocks of items, and test item banks. The study tests 
latent trait theory in a public school setting. General 
assumptions are substantiated. Limitations that 
should be considered by developers and users of test 
item banks are clarified, and some questions are 
raised about the appropriateness of expecting large 
increments of measured growth among students, 
particularly at higher grade levels. (Author/GK) 
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tingency Tables, Lewis (D), Power (Statistics), 
Qualitative Data 
The proper use of Pearson’s chi-square for the 
analysis of contingency tables is reviewed. A 1949 
article by Lewis and Burke, in which they cite nine 
primary sources of error in the use of chi-square, 
serves as the basis of the review. Those nine sources 
of error are re-examined in light of current research. 
In addition, techniques and research on chi-square 
published after 1949 are discussed. Emphasis is 
placed on techniques which are of use to the practi- 
cal researcher in education who often deals with 
qualitative ordered and unordered data. (Au- 
thor/GK) 
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Several aspects of interview research heretofore 
receiving little attention are discussed. A brief de- 
scription of the different types of interview formats 
and levels of analysis is presented. Following a dis- 
cussion of the problem of analyzing protocol data, 
some suggestions are offered about analysis proce- 
dures that derive from constructionist assumtions. 


A model is offered of the interview which describes 
its role in hypothesis formulation and hypothesis 
testing. Views on how the interview can be used in 
combination with other research methods to investi- 
gate problem solving are discussed. Finally, how 
interview research is currently being reported is ex- 
amined, and recommendations concerning the 
types of information necessary for inclusion in such 
reports are offered. Suggestions are aimed at en- 
couraging the researcher to remain skeptical of in- 
terpetations of protocol data, and to report the 
results of interview research fitting specific criticism 
from the research community. (Author/GK) 
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Tests of Basic Skills 
Teacher perceptions of standardized achievement 

test items, drawn mainly from the Iowa Tests of 
Basic Skills (ITBS), as possibly favoring black or 
white pupils was investigated. Teacher’ ratings were 
compared across race of raters, black and white; 
item types; favoring blacks and favoring whites; and 
six subtests. Ratings were also compared with two 
Statistical indices to ascertain their relationship to 
common item bias identification procedures. Thiry 
items with the most extreme black-white differences 
in transformed item difficulty from the vocabulary, 
spelling, capitalization, punctuation, and language 
usage subtests (a total pool of 453 items) were se- 
lected for teacher evaluation. Eight additional items 
labeled Intentional Favoritism (IF) appeared to fa- 
vor either black or white pupils. The sample con- 
sisted of 41 white and 51 black teachers selected 
from one school district in Chicago and three addi- 
tional public elementary Chicago schools. Results 
implied that teacher reviewers as a group can relia- 
bly and validly rate test items for favoritism in either 
the direction of blacks and whites as indicated by 
their ratings on the IF. In particular, the limited 
effects for item type differences on the 30 ITBS 
items can be attributed to editorial scrutiny for both 
ambiguities and bias. (RL) 
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Educators were asked to read a description of a 
minimum proficiency test required for high school 
graduation and select a cutoff score for it. The 24 
descriptions used were formed as all possible combi- 
nations of a test content, a level of student perform- 
ance, a penalty for failing the test, and a community 
response to the test. Of the 223 educators respond- 
ing, 35% selected the median cutoff score of 70%. 
Student performance and test ccntent were ranked 
the most important considerations in selecting the 
passing score, followed by penalty for failure and, 
last, community response. Analysis of variance on 
the cutoff score of the fully-crossed four-factor de- 
sign yielded a single significant effect; the student 
performance by community response interaction. 
Post hoc contrasts indicated that a lowering of the 
passing score for poor student performance in the 
presence of community opposition was the major 
contributor to the effect. (Author/GK) 
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*Models, *Program Evaluation 
Demands for more complete information on edu- 

cational programs have emanated from national, 
state and local sources. Their focus is on the pro- 
cesses that are occurring in individual classrooms. 
The information that is collected to provide insight 
into educational programs is customarily summa- 
tive in nature, answering, for example, questions 
regarding student progress toward accomplishment 
of objectives. Here, a model is evaluated which al- 
lows that decisions be made for the benefit of the 
students still enrolled in classes, not merely the stu- 
dents of future classes. This model, the B-model, is 
concerned with cognitive and affective outcomes. 
Results show that this model provides researchers 
and school administrators with a sensitive measure- 
ment approach, which is economical in terms of 
teacher/student time, with which to measure stu- 
dent progress and, perhaps, teacher effectiveness 
throughout the school year. (Author/GK) 
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What effect varying the phrasing of attitude state- 
ments would have across sex and grade was deter- 
mined. Three content parallel forms were developed 
to assess student attitudes toward integration. Each 
form contained 15 items and differed only in terms 
of item phrasing either positive, negative or a com- 
bination of both. Six hundred and twenty-two, 
fourth, fifth, and sixth grade students responded 
anonymously to one of the three forms. The data 
indicated that positive, negative, and mixed item 
phrasing resulted in differential response patterns 
across grade level. In addition, differences were 
noted in the internal consistency estimates across 
forms. Implications of the study were discussed 
from a test constructor-test user perspective. (Au-

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Three Parameter Model 
Procedures used to compare the results from item 

response theory as well as more traditional equating 

methods were described and critically analyzed 
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The implications of the comparison of equipercen- 
tile, linear, one-parameter (Rasch), and three- 
parameter methods for equating twelve forms of 
each of the five tests of General Educational Deve- 
lopment (GED) were discussed. The use of factor 
analyses to assess test dimensionality, examination 
of equating curves, examination of item parameter 
estimates for extremes, comparison of equating 
sample means and variances, and cross-validation 
analyses were recommended for use by testing pro- 
grams contemplating a switch from traditional to 
item response theory equating. The three-parameter 
equating method produced unacceptable equating 
results—possibly because only 200 examinees per 
equating form were used. The one-parameter 
(Rasch) method produced results which were as sta- 
ble as those for the traditional methods.

Concern about passing those examinees who 

should pass, and retaining those who need remedial 

work, is one problem related to criterion-referenced 
testing. This paper deals with one aspect of that 
problem. When determining how many items to in- 
clude on a criterion-referenced test, practitioners 

must resolve various non-statistical issues before a 

particular solution can be applied. A fundamental 

problem is deciding which of three true scores 
should be used. The first is based on the probability 
that an examinee is correct on a “typical” test item.

is based on latent trait models. Once a particular 
true score is settled upon, there are several perspec- 
tives that might be used to determine test length. 

These solutions are reviewed and critiqued. Some 

new results are described that apply when latent 

structure models are used to estimate an examinee’s 
true score.

The educational literature on tutoring programs 

indicates definite and positive effects on the aca- 

demic performance and attitudes of those who re- 
ceive tutoring. Such students outperform their peers 
on examinations, and they express more positive 
attitudes toward the subjects in which they are tu- 
tored. Tutoring programs also have positive effects 
on children who serve as tutors. These tutors not 
only develop more positive attitudes toward the tu- 
tored subject, but they also gain a better understand- 
ing of these areas.

The effects of 
tutoring programs on the correlation between apti- 
tude and achievement also appear to be negligible.

It is precisely be- 
cause we have reached such a tremendous level of 
technology and sophistication that the notion of 
dwelling becomes crucial. A phenomenological con- 
sideration of empirical accounts like Fathy’s brings 
the notion of dwelling into a context which is less 
complex existentially than Heidegger’s and closer to 
essential needs of environment and individual hu- 
man beings.
